The  plan  ami  origin  of  tho  ffawlbook  have  been  snfticienlly  explained  ii 
the  Preface  lo  the  volume  on  Norlliem  Germtmy. 

The  counlrics  Jeacribcd  tn.  the  rollowinf;  pages  Iibtb  been  much  lea 
trodden  by  Eogliab  iravelicra,  Bnd  more  rarely  dewribed  by  Kngliah 
authors ;  many  of  the  routes,  indeed,  are  Scarcely  alluded  to  in  any  work 
in  our  language.  For  this  reason  the  writer  has  bestowed  even  m 
labour  if])ou  this  than  on  tho  preceding  volume,  with  the  desire  of  n 
dering  it  as  accuralo  «  giiide  as  possible.  The  work  might,  indeed,  haw 
appeared  much  sooner  but  for  the  additional  care  which  he  ihotlght 
advisable  u>  bestow  npon  it. 

The  Author  is  sensible  that  be  cau  scarcely  have  Bttsined  perfect 
accnmcy,  in  spite  of  his  endeavours;  and  h«  has  therefore  only  to  rely  oi 
the  indulgence  of  his  rcwlcrs  to  excuse,  as  far  as  possible,  the  niiilHke» 
which  must  necessarily  creep  into  such  a  work,  and  to  rejieat  his  request, 
that  all  who  use  Iba  work  will  do  him  the  favour  Id  transmit  to 
(through  his  publisher)  iiirffces  of  ani/  erron  ichich  thq/  may  delect, 
subjoining,  if  possible,  their  namr*  to  such  communi cations,  in  order  t( 
authenticate  them.  The  very  useful  and  obliging  hints  and  corrcctioM; 
nirwidy  forwarded  to  him  by  many  persons  who  have  made  notes  on  th«

§71.  Inns — Chaboes. 

The  traveller  in  Soath  Germany  will  find  the  hotels  in  the  chief  towns  pro- 
vided with  excellent  accommodation :  in  many  of  the  country  towns,  however, 
the  inns  arc  built  on  low  vaults,  the  entrance  serves  for  man  and  beast,  and 
au  oppressive  odour  of  the  stable  often  pervades  them. 

On  an  average. the  individual  Charges  at  Inns  may  be  thos  calculated: — 
Room,  per  diem,  48  kr.  to  1}  fl. ;  T.  or  Br.,  with  bread  and  butter,  30  kr.  to  36 
kr. ;  D.— table-d'h6te  ^including  wine  in  a  wine  district),  1  fl.  to  1  fl.  12  kr. 
at  1  o'clock— 1  fl.  45  kr.  at  5  o'clock;  D.  in  private,  1  fl.  36  kr.  Lights 
(bougies),  36  kr. ;  servants,  24  kr.  Lodging  is  charged  less  by  the  bed  than 
by  the  room :  the  host  will  always  take  out  or  put  in  a  bed  to  a  room  to  accom- 
modate a  party. 

Living  is  cheaper  in  South  Germany  than  in  North  Germany  or  Switzerland. 
But  of  late  years  this  difference  is  not  so  perceptible  as  formerly.  The  daily 
expense  at  an  inn  of  the  better  class  for  Br.,  D.  with  wine  at  the  table-d'hote, 
bed,  T.,  or  supper,  ought  not  to  exceed  4  or  4}  fl. 

It  is  seldom  necessary  to  ask  for  a  sqmrate  sitting-room,  the  best  bed-rooms 
being  furnished  with  sofas,  tables,  and  escritoires,  and  being  used  by  the  Germans 
themselves  to  sit  in,  or  take  their  meals. 

In  some  of  the  best  hotels  (e.  g.  The  Four  Seasons  at  Munich)  they  have  a 
good  custom  of  sending  in  every  morning  the  bill  of  the  previous  day,  not  for 
payment,  but  in  order  that  the  charges  may  be  verified,  while  the  memory  is 
fresh,  aud  the  traveller  may  know  the  rate  of  his  expenses. 

It  often  happens  that  an  inn  may  afford  excellent  accommodation  for  a  single 
pedestrian,  which  is  wholly  inadequate  for  a  family  party,  including  ladies,  for 
a  night  Some  of  the  snudler  villages  in  Central  Germany  have  inns  which 
boast  of  more  civility  and  cleanliness  than  many  of  the  large  hotels,  but  the 
quality  and  cooking  of  meats  are  generally  bad.

On  the  railroads  in  Wurtemberg  10  lbs.  of  small  luffgage  are  allowed  to 
go  free ;  on  the  Bavarian  railroad  all  luggage  must  be  paid  for ;  but  in  Austria 
40  lbs.  are  allowed  free  of  charge.  It  is  necessary,  in  all  parts  of  German]^, 
to  go  to  the  station  a  good  while  before  the  train  starts,  as  much  time  is 
always  occupied  in  weighing  luggage,  and  the  staff  of  railway  officers  is  usually 
verv  unequal  to  the  work  to  be  performed. 

Every  one's  baggage  is  taken  from  him  at  the  station,  weighed,  and  the 
articles  belonging  to  one  owner  or  one  party  are  ticketed  with  the  same  number. 
Payment  is  then  exacted  according  to  the  excess  of  weight,  and  a  receipt  is 

S'ven  on  a  ticket  which  is  delivered  to  the  traveller.  At  the  joumey*s  end 
e  lugjpsge  is  sorted  according  to  the  numbot,  and  given  up  on  presenting 
the  receipt ;  but  no  one  is  allowed  to  receive  his  share  until  the  whole  mass  of 
iuggage  M  arranged— a  vexatious  source  of  delay,  but  at  least  the  baggage  is 
wSi  taken  care  ot. 

The  office  porters  are  entiUed  to  receive  6  kr.  for  their  trouble,  both  on 
receiving  and  delivering  luggage. 

The  second-class  carnages  are  very  well  fitted  up,  and  are  comfortable,  and 
the  charge  is  from  )rd  to  ]th  less  tiian  in  the  first-class.  The  middle  and 
wealthy  classes  travel  almost  exclusively  in  the  second-class.  Smoking  is 
permitted  in  almost  all  the  second-class  carriages,  but  not  in  the  first  unless 
by  consent 


I  74.  PosTiNo  AND  Roam. 

The  price  for  post-horses  varies  in  Wiirtemberff,  as  in  Baden,  with  the  price 
of  fodder,  from  1  fl.  15  kr.  to  I  fl.  45  kr.  for  ea<m  horse  per  post.  The  post- 
master at  Stuttgart  is  entitled  to  15  kr.  extra. 

A  Wilrtemberff  mile  =  26,000  Stuttgart  feet  =  7448*6516  metres  =  5*28 
English  m.,  or  about  5^  English  m. ;  t.  e,  13*08  Wurtemberg  m.  =  1^.  A 
post  is  2  m. 

Owing  to  the  badness  of  the  roads  through  parts  of  the  Black  Forest,  an 
extra  cluirge  of  15  kr.  per  horse  is  allowed  from  June  to  September  at  certain 
post  stations. 

A  light  open  carriage,  holding  4  without  heavy  baggage,  mav  be  drawn  by 
2  horses :  a  heavy  trunk  counta  as  one  person.  If  the  postboy  driving  2  horses 
cannot  sit  upon  the  box  of  the  carriage,  the  postmaster  is  entitled  to  charge 
15  kr.  extra  per  post. 

The  Postilion  is  entitled  bv  the  tariff  to  receive  for  one  post— driving  2 
horses,  40  kr. ;  3  horses,  50  kr. ;  4  horses,  1  fi.  Travellers  usually  pay  1  fl. 
for  2  horses  per  post,  which  satisfies  the  postboys:  1  fl.  12  kr.  per  post  is 
high  pay. 

Though  the  roads  in  Wurtemberg  are  generally  well  kept,  thej  are  for  the 
most  part  very  hilly,  and  consequentiy  tedious,  especially  in  Suabia.

9  Pforzheim  Junct.  Stat,  (Inn :  Post 
(Becker's  Hotel),  good),  an  active 
manufacturing  town  of  16,800  In- 
habitants, situated  near  the  junction 
of  the  Enz,  the  Wtirm,  and  the  Na- 
eold,  three  streams  taking  their  rise 
in  the  Black  Forest  It  has  iron-works, 
cloth  manufactories,  and  a  considerable 
timber  trade.  Its  gold  and  silver  wares 
are  Icnown  all  over  Germany.  The 
Schlosshirche,  on  a  height,  contains  some 
10  or  12  monuments,  with  marble 
statues,  &c.,  of  the  princes  of  Baden, 
besides  that  of  Margrave  Albert  Alci- 
biades  of  Baireuth,  the  famous  warrior, 
who  died  here  under  bail  of  the  Empire, 


1557 ;  also  a  monument  erected  in  1834 
by  the  Grand  Duke  of  Baden  to  the 
memoir  of  400  men  of  Pforzheim, 
who  fell  at  the  battle  of  Wimpfen,  1622 
(Rte.  159).  Reuchlin  was  bom  here, 
1454.  There  is  a  railroad  from  Pforz- 
heim to  Wildbad,  3}  Germ.  m.  (Rte. 
160). 

[At  Eutingen,  about  2  Eng.  m.  be- 
yond Pforzheim,  a  small  pyramid  has 
been  erected  by  the  villagers,  to  com- 
memorate the  abolition  of  villenage 
(Leibeigenschaft)  by  Prince  Charles 
Frederick,  in  1789.  Before  that  time 
the  peasantry  of  this  part  of  Wurtem- 
berg  were  serfs  (adscripti  glebs), 
bought  and  sold  with  the  land,  and 
obliged  to  work  a  certain  number  of 
days  in  the  week  for  their  landlords.] 

Enzberg  Stat,  the  first  village  in 
Wiirtemberg.  Through  a  hilly  fer- 
tile country,  destitute  of  interest,  to 

7f  Muhlacker  Junct.  Stat,,  where  the 
branch  rly.  from  Pforzheim  joins  the 
line  from  Bruchsal.  A  handsome  via- 
duct 1000  ft.  long,  105  ft  high,  of  21 
arches  in  2  stories,  on  a  curve,  carries 
the  line  across  the  valley  of  the  Enz.

The  Pfifnc*  (Schloas),  on   the  S.F- 
side  of  thissttuate/wn'Jas^.OTiiVMA- 
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pleted  till  1806.  The  roof,  imme- 
diately above  the  grand  entrance,  is 
surmounted  by  **  an  enormous  gilt 
crown,  which  more  resembles  those 
showy  ensigns  of  royalty  which  allure 
trayellers  by  the  road-side  than  the 
appropriate  ornament  of  a  sovereign 
residence."  The  interior  is  hand- 
somely furnished,  but  now  exhibits  a 
somewhat  faded  splendour.  It  con- 
tains 365  rooms,  and  is  decorated  with 
numerous  works  of  art,  a  Bacchante 
and  a  Venus  by  Dannecker,  a  Gladiator 
by  Canova,  a  Bacchus  and  Bacchante 
by  Thorwaldsen^  and  frescoes,  on  Wiir- 
temberc  historical  subjects,  by  Gegen- 
baur.  It  may  be  seen  daily,  from  1  to 
3.  Entrance  on  the  1.  in  the  court- 
yard. Fee  1  florin,  or  less  for  a  single 
person.  Nearly  an  hour  is  required 
to  walk  through  the  apartments. 

The  side  of  the  Schlossplatz  oppo- 
site the  palace  is  occupied  by  the 
KdnigsbaUf  a  handsome  buildine  with 
arcades,  erected  by  the  architect  Leins, 
186U,  containing  concert-rooms  above, 
and  below  the  Exchange,  a  caf^,  and 
shops. 

To  the  S.W.,  or  on  the  rt.  hand  as 
you  face  the  palace,  and  separated 
from  it  by  an  agreeable  avenue  of 
trees,  lies  the  Old  Palace,  begun  in 
1553  and  finished  in  1570,  a  massive 
and  picturesque  building,  bearing  the 
aspect  of  a  feudal  fortress,  now  occupied 
by  officers  of  the  Court  or  Government. 
The  inner  court  is  curious,  as  is  also 
the  old  Court  chapel,  which  is  now 
restored  for  public  worship.  In  this 
court  is  an  equestrian  statue  of  Count 
Eberhard,  the  Bearded,  first  duke  (d. 
1496),  by  Hofer,  of  Ludwigsburg, 
erected  1859.  Westward  of  the  Old 
Palace,  and  on  the  same  side  of  the 
square,  is  the  Prinzensbau,  inhabited 
by  Prince  Frederic  of  Wiirtemberg. 
Under  this  palace  is  the  Hofkellerei 
(Royal  cellar),  where  private  persons 
may  purchase  wine  (but  not  in  small 
quantities)  well  known  for  its  purity 
and  cheapness. 

Close  to  the  old  palace,  towards  the 
S.W.,  is  the  Stiftskirche,  in  Gothic  style; 
begun  about  1434,  but  not  quite  com- 

Eleted  till  1578.    The  great  tower  was 
uilt  1490-1531.    Over  the  S.E.  portal  | 


are  two  reliefs  of  the  15th  century, 
worthy  of  notice,  representing  Christ 
bearing  his  cross  and  Christ  with  the 
twelve  Apostles.  The  interior  was  re- 
stored in  1841  by  Heidelofi,  In  it  is  a 
very  fine  organ.  The  reigning  family 
of  Wiirtemherg  were  for  centuries 
buried  in  a  vault  under  the  choir. 
Their  monuments,  bearing  1 1  effigies 
in  stone,  from  Count  Ulrich  in  1265 
to  Count  Henry  in  1519,  are  arranged 
along  the  1.  side  of  the  choir.  The 
stone  pulpit  is  sculptured  with  bas- 
relieft. 

In  the  open  space  between  the  old 
palace,  the  Prinzenbau,  and  the  Stifts- 
kirche, stands  a  bronze  StaUte  of  Schiller, 
desig^ned  l^  Thorwaldsen  and  cast  at 
Munich.    The  head  is  fine. 

The  building  on  the  N.E.  side  of 
the  Schlossplatz,  and  connected  by  a 
covered  gallery  with  the  New  Palace, 
is  the  T/ieatre,  old,  but  redecorated 
1845-6.  It  is  open  Sun.,  Mon.,  Wed., 
Thurs.,  and  Fri.,  except  in  July  and 
August,  when  it  is  closed. 

In  the  centre  of  the  square,  in  front 
of  the  palace  '^Schlossplatz),  stands 
the  Jubilaumssauie  (Jubilee  column), 
erected  on  the  25th  anniversary  of 
the  accession  of  KingWm.  Frederick 
Charles,  1841.  It  is  of  grey  granite, 
95  ft.  high:  the  four  figures  at 
the  angles  of  thepedestal  represent 
the  Instructing,  Working,  Military, 
and  Commercial  classes.  On  three 
sides,  in  high  relief,  are  scenes  fh>m 
the  campaigns  of  1814,  in  which  the 
king  as  crown  prince  commanded  the 
Wiirtemberg  troops,  by  Prof.  Wagner. 
On  each  side  of  this  column  is  a 
handsome  bronze  fountain,  which 
plays  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
oay.  The  Schlossplatz,  which  was 
transformed  by  the  late  king  into  a 
public  garden,  is  now  one  of  the 
greatest  attrations  in  Stuttgart 

To  the  N.  of  the  theatre  in  the 
Unter-Konigsstrasse  is  the  Marstall  or 
Mews^  and  in  the  buildings  adjoining 
the  Palace  is  the  K&nigliche  Leibstall, 
or  Royal  StudhomCy  which  contains  some 
fine  horses,  including  many  pure 
Arabians ;  it  is  an  extensive  establish- 
ment, but  there  is  a  want  of  cleanli- 
ness, and  "  grooming"  do«^  ii!(A  «i^tsl 
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to  be  anderelood.  It  hu  been  cod- 
■idenblf  reduced  lij  tbe  preEeoi  king.

Close  lo  the  N.  end  of  the  Kron- 
prinieuutrasBe,  vhicli  ia  the  uexl

The  engravings  and  drawings, 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  10-12  in 
summer,  2-4  in  winter.  Admission

In  the  Alleenstrasse  is  the  Govern- 
mental School  of  Science  and  Art,  a 
fine  stone  building  (opened  1865).

There  is  English  service  here  in 
the  Ch.  of  St,  Catherine,  in  the  Olga 
Strasse,  built  chiefly  by  the  munificence 
of  an  English  lady.  The  stained  win- 
dows were  executed  in  Munich,  at  a 
cost  of  2000/.  It  has  about  200  sit- 
tings. 

The  Jewish  Synagogue,  in  the 
Hospitalstrasse,  built  (1862)  iu  the 
Moorish  style  of  architecture,  is 
one  of  the  most  gorgeously  finished 
ttractures  of  the  kind.     It  may  be 


seen  at  all  times  on  payment  of  a 
small  fee :  on  Friday  evening,  during 
service,  it  is  open  to  the  public. 

♦  The  Palace  Gardens  (Anlagen),  to 
which  the  public  are  admitted,  form 
one  of  the  most  agreeable  features  of 
Stuttgart.  They  extend  along  the 
bottom  of  the  valley  to  Rosensteiny  a 
distance  of  2  m.,  and  are  traversed  by 
carriage-roads  shaded  by  avenues  of 
trees,  and  by  winding  footpaths,  orna- 
mented, at  intervals,  by  groups  of 
statuary.  Some  of  the  orange-trees 
placed  here  in  the  summer  are  300 
years  old.  Adjoining  the  Palace  Gar- 
dens on  the  £.  side  is  the  Botanic 
Garden, 

Jtosenstein  is  a  modem  Grecian  villa, 
built  by  the  late  king  for  a  summer 
residence,  containing  a  few  modem 
pictures,  copies  in  marble  of  celebrated 
statues,  and  some  works  of  modem 
sculptors: — Cupid  Angry,  by  Hofer 
of  Ludwigsburg.  One  of  the  hills, 
the  Rothenberg,  is  conspicuous  from 
the  Greek  church,  in  the  form  of 
a  circular  temple,  on  its  sunmiit  (see 
Rte.  152).  The  country  around  may 
be  said  to  be  one  vast  garden,  teeming 
with  com,  wine,  and  fruits. 

On  the  hill  to  the  S.  of  Kosenstein, 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  valley,  is 
the  Jioyai  Villa,  built  by  the  present 
kine  when  crown  prince.  Beautiful 
gardens  are  laid  out  around  it,  and  com- 
mand extensive  views. 

About  a  mile  beyond  Rosenstein  is 
Cannstatt,  a  very  popular  place  of  resort 
of  the  inhabitants  oi  Stuttgart  (see  Rte. 
152^.  Trains  run  thither  frequently 
dunng  the  day,  in  8  min.  from  Stutt- 
gart   It  is  a  walk  of  |  hr. 

The  town  of  Waiblingen  is  6  m.  N.E. 
of  Cannstatt  (see  Rte.  154). 

The  Solitude  is  an  abandoned  palace 
of  the  Dukes  of  WUrtemberg,  built  in 
a  style  of  ffreat  splendour,  1767,  on  the 
top  of  a  mgh  hill,  in  a  very  retired 
spot,  as  its  name  imports.  It  is  about 
6  m.  from  Stuttgart,  on  the  W.  The 
view  from  it  is  very  extensive.  In  the 
adjacent  park  are  red  deer  and  wild 
boar. 

Hohenheimj  another  deserted  palace 
about  6  m.

Below  Wimpfen  the  Neckar  quits 
Wiirtemberg,  and  traverses  the  domi- 
nions of  the  Grand  Dnke  of  Baden. 

rt.  Jaxtfeld  Stat.  {Tnna :  Anker,  very 
good,  supplied  with  brine  baths; 
Schiff),  a  villa^  of  525  Inhab.,  situated 
between  the  rivers  Kocher  and  Jaxt, 
which  pour  their  tributary  waters  into 
the  Neckar  within  a  short  distance  of 
each  other.  Between  Kocherfeld  and 
Jaxtfeld  are  the  salt-works  of  Fried- 
richshalt,— of  great  importance  to  Wur- 
temberg,  since  they  render  her  inde- 
pendent of  other  countries  for  this 
valuable  article :  they  were  established 
in  1812.  The  deposit  of  salt  is  situated 
in  rocks  of  the  Muschelkalk,  a  calca- 
reous formation  corresponding  in  age 
with  the  new  red  sandstone  of  England. 
The  salt  is  obtained  in  the  state  of 
brine,  by  boring  through  the  rock  until 
a  spriug  sufficiently  strong  to  be  worth 
evaporating  without  any  intermediate 
process  is  reached.  The  borings  some- 
times descend  to  the  depth  of  600  ft. 
The  hydraulic  machinery  employed  in 
raising  the  brine  to  the  surface  is  very 
interesting,  as  well  as  the  evaporating 
houses.  [About  1 5  miles  up  the  val- 
ley of  the  Jaxt  is  Jaxthauscny  the  family 
castle  of  the  celebrated  robber-knight, 
Gotz  von  Berlichingen,  the  Knight 
with  the  Iron  Hand.]

Heilbronn  is  prettily  situated  on  the 
rt.  bank  of  the  Neckar,  which  is  here 
crossed  by  an  iron  bridge,  like  those 
of  Switzerland;  it  has  about  14,500 
Inhab.,  300  of  whom  are  Roman 
Catholics.  Down  to  the  beginning  of 
the  present   century  it  retained  the 

friviieges  of  a  free  city  of  the  empire, 
t  is  a  picturesque  old  town,   with 
p<Hnted  towers,  gable-faced  houses,  and 


ancient  walls,  and  has  regained  much 
of  its  former  importance  in  trade  and 
manufactures. 

The  most  interesting  building  is  the 
♦  Church  of  St,  Kilian,  remarkable  for  iu 
architecture  and  its  beautiful  tower, 
225  ft.  high,  the  lower  part  of  which, 
in  the  old  German  style,  was  built  in 
the  13th  centY. :  the  upper  part,  where 
it  begins  to  oe  octagonal,  dates  from 
1529,  and  is  in  a  richly  ornamented 
variety  of  the  Renaissance  style.  The 
foundation  of  the  nave  was  udd  1037 ; 
among  Uie  oldest  portions  are  the  S 
quadrangular  towers  rising  over  the 
aisles  at  the  beginning  of  the  choir. 
The  choir,  in  pure  Gothic  style, 
slightly  injured  by  modem  alterations, 
was  not  completed  till  the  end  of  the 
15th  centy.  The  gigantic  altarpiece 
in  the  choir  is  a  rich  example  of  paint- 
ing and  wood-carving  combined;  on 
its  wings  are  the  Birth  of  Christ,  and 
the  Resurrection  and  Death  of  the 
Virgin.  The  church  contains  some 
curious  monuments  and  fragments  of 
old  painted  glass.  The  top  of  the 
s(|uare  part  of  the  tower  affords  a  good 
view ;  within  it  is  a  finely  toned  and 
very  massive  bell  (cast  1479),  which  is 
tolled  ever^  day  at  12  o'clock. 

Near  this  church,  flowing  out  of  7 
pipes,  is  the  *'  holy  spring,"  to  which 
the  city  is  said  to  owe  its  origin,  and 
from  which  it  derives  its  name,  being 
called  in  the  9th  century  Heilig- 
bronn. 

The  Tovm  Hail  (Rathhaus— 1540), 
with  a  complicated  clock  (1579),  con- 
tains among  the  records  deposited  in  it 
several  Imperial  Charters  and  Papal 
Bulls,  also  a  declaration  of  war  (Fehde- 
brief)  apdnst  the  town  from  G6tz  von 
Berlichingen,  the  Knight  with  the  Iron 
Hand,  whose  history  is  so  well  known 
from  the  drama  of  Gothe. 

The  Three  Kings  Inn,  comer  of 
Marktstrasse,  was  Gotz's  prison  for  4 
years.  Another  memorial  of  him  is  the 
tall  square  red  tower,  sometimes  called 
the  Ihiefs  Totcer  (der  Diebsthurm)  or 
Gotzensthurm — standing  on  the  iMink 
of  the  Neckar,  above  its  bridge— in 
which  Gothe  places  the  scene  of  his

The  valleys  of  the  Neckar  and  Fils, 
along  which  the  railroad  lies,  as  &r  as 
Geisslingcn,  are  two  of  the  most  beau- 
tifUl  in  Snabia. 

The  Station  at  Stuttgart,  which  serves 
also  for  the  Heilbronn  liailway,  is  in 
the  Schlossstrasse.  The  line  to  Ulm 
runs  parallel  to  that  to  Heilbronn  for  a 


distance  of  344  yards,  when  the  latter 
curves  round  to  the  N.  That  to  Ulm, 
descending,  runs  along  the  N.W.  side 
of  the  palace  gardens,  and  passes 
through  a  tunnel  398  yards  long, 
under  the  royal  villa  of  Rosenstein,  on 
coming  out  of  which  it  crosses  the 
Neckar  by  a  long  wooden  bridge, 
haviuff  a  footway  on  the  level  of  ue 
ties  of  the  trussed  beams.  In  about 
8  minutes  the  trains  reach

town  of  7500  Inhab.,  prettily  situated 
on  both  banks  of  the  Neckar,  con- 
nected by  a  stone  bridge  Cannstatt  was 
founded  by  the  Romans,  and  numerous 
antiquities  have  been  found  here,  and 
are  m  the  Cabinet  of  Medals  at  Stutt- 
gart. Its  site  IB  better  chosen  than  that 
of  the  capitaL  and  it  is  the  seat  of  con- 
siderable trade  and  manufacturing  in- 
dustry, and  has  4  annual  fitirs.  It  is 
chiefly  remarkable  for  its  mineral 
springs,  of  which  nearly  40  burst  forth 
in  and  about  the  town,  discharging 
nearly  800,000  cubic  feet  of  water  in 
the  24  hrs.  Only  a  few  are  employed 
for  medicinal  purposes.  They  contain 
carbonic  acid,  sulphur,  salts,  and  a 
small  quantity  of  iron,  the  latter  being 
here  called  sulzen.  They  are  effica- 
cious in  disorders  of  the  digestion,  and 
are  resorted  to  by  increasing  numbers 
of  patients  from  all  parts.  The  country 
about  Cannstatt  is  volcanic,  and  was 
much  disturbed  at  the  time  of  the  earth, 
quake  of  Lisbon  in  1755.  One  spring 
is  tepid,  the  rest  are  cold.  The  prin- 
cipal is  the  Wilhelmsbrunnen  (Sulzer- 
rain),  about  i  m.  beyond  the  town,  under 
the  hill.  A  large  Kursaal  has  been 
erected  here,  approached  by  an  avenue 
of  trees.  The  interior  is  covered  with 
wretched  frescoes.  The  Wilhelm 
spring  rises  into  a  basin  behind  the 
Kursaal,  where  agreeable  walks  are 
laid  out  extending  up  the  hill  which 
rises  behind  it,  from  the  summit  of 
which  are  beautitiful  views  of  Stutt- 
gart and  the  ralley  of  the  Neckar.

7  Easlinjfn  Stat,  (lun :  *  Krone.) 
A  manufacluring  town  of  about 
15,5iX)  Inhabitants,  formerly  an  Im- 
perial city,  and  in  perpetual  fend  witk 
the  dnket  of  Wiirtemberg.  It  wat 
ceded  to  ihem  at  the  peace  of  Liine- 
viUe  (1802).  It  retains  its  old  uxtllt, 
built  by  tbe  Emp.  Frederick  II.  ISia. 
Its  manu^tares  are  of  wool,  cotton, 
hardware,  and  of  a  sparkling  wins 
(Neckar-Schaumwein)  imitating  Cham- 
pagne. It  has  a  beaulitiil  Golhia 
church,  the  'LiehfraveiJiircAe,  wiili  re- 
liet^  over  the  doarways,  and  a  towev 
surmounted  by  an  elegant  oetagonat 
open  spire,  tbe  whole  1G5  fL  higli,  b»> 
gun  in  \H0.  Within  is  the  tomlj  of 
the  architeel  of  the  church,  Hods  Bob- 
linger.  The  chnrch  is  used  both  by 
Protestants  and  Catholics. 

The  Si.idtiircl>B  or  81.  Dtany/siut,  in 
Itomanesqne  style,  has  a  lofty  cbcdr, 
and  3  towers  of  the  ISlh  century  :  it' 
was  enlarged  in  the  15th.  It  hat 
some  painted  glass,  a  ro^  screen

A  town  with  2000 
Inhab.,  at  the  junction  of  the  Fils  with 
the  Neckar,  which  latter  stream  is 
crossed  hj  a  carious  wooden  bridge, 
constracted  in  1777  by  a  carpenter  of 
Stuttgart,  named  Etzel.  Branch  rly. 
toTQbingen(Rte.  155). 

Here  the  railroad  quits  the  yaller  of 
the  Neckar,  and  follows  up  that  of  the 
Fils  as  &r  as  Geisslingen.

12^  GoppingenStat  (/nn ;  Apostel, 
good.)  A  flourishing  small  town  on 
Uie  Fils,  with  5000  Inhab.  Obs.the  wind- 
ing stone  staircase,  in  the  fashion  of  a 
vine  (Traubenstieg),  in  the  courtyard  of 
the  5cA/o5s  (Oberamt)  b.  1562.  t-^bout 
5  m.  S.  of  this  lies  Boll,  a  frequented 
watering-place,  prettily  situated  at  the 
foot  of  the  Rauihe  Alp.  Its  springs 
are  cold  and  sulphureous.  The  lar^ 
Bath-house,  distant  I  m.  from  the  vil- 
lage, is  the  property  of  the  crown, 
and  contains  about  100  bedrooms.] 

Soon  after  quitting  Goppingen,  the 
eye  is  attracted  by  the  Hobenstaufen- 
berg,  a  remarkable  conical  hill,  about 
2  m.  to  the  1.  of  the  railroad.  On  its 
summit  once  stood  the  Castle  (Stamm- 
schloss)  of  the  noble  &mily  of  Hohen- 
stanfeUf  who,  from  simple  barons  and 
owners  of  a  single  tower,  raised  them- 
selves above  all  the  princely  houses  of 
Germany,  and  became  emperors  of 
Germany  (the  House  of  Swabia)  fh>m 
Conrad  III.,  1138,  to  Conrad  in  1254. 
It  has  long  since  disappeared,  and  the 
only  vestiges  now  to  be  discovered  of 
the  cradle  of  kings  and  emperors  are 
a  few  stunted  walls  barely  projecting 
above  the  verdant  turf.  It  owes  its 
destruction  to  the  "Peasant  War"  of 
1525.  On  the  slope  of  the  hill  lies 
the  village  of  Hohenstaofen  (^Inn : 
Lamm) ;  within  its  little  church  (re- 
stored 1859)  may  be  seen  a  rude  paint- 
ing of  the  Empr.  Frederick  Barbarossa, 
and  the  words  "  Hie  transibat  Csetar/' 


inscribed  over  an  ancient  doorway,  to 
mark  the  way  the  emperor  went  to 
mass.  The  view  from  the  sommit, 
2240  Eng.  ft  above  the  sea-level,  is 
most  extensive;  a  practised  eye  may 
discover  within  the  circle  of  the  horiton 
60 .  towns  and  villages.  Behind  the 
Hohenstaufen,  at  some  distance  on  the 
N.E.,  rises  the  more  lofty  summit  of 
the  Eechberg,  More  than  one  feudal 
tower,  overlooking  the  fertile  valley,

11}  Geislinsen  Stat.  (Inn:  Post) 
This  inconsiderable  town  is  pictu- 
resquely situated  in  a  narrow  fflen  at 
the  foot  of  the  hills  called  Rauhe  Alp, 
with  the  domineering  roond  tower  of 
the  decayed  Caaile  (Helfenstein)  on  the 
heights  above  it.  The  traveller  is  here 
beset  by  a  crowd  of  girls  and  old  women 
offering  for  sale  toys  in  bone,  wood, 
and  ivory,  which  are  manufactured  on 
the  spot ;  they  are  so  importunate,  that 
it  is  generally  necessary  to  buy  some- 
thing in  order  to  be  rid  of  them.  In 
the  Church  are  finely  carved  stalls.  The 
upper  end  of  the  deep  defile  in  which 
the  town  lies  is  singularly  beautiful, 
— clothed  with  rich  foliage  on  the  one 
side,  overhung  by  ^gantic  rocks  on  the 
other,  while  the  Fils,  here  a  mere  mill- 
stream,  runs  at  the  bottom. 

The  railway  is  carried  up  a  steep 
incline  of  1  in  50,  alon^  a  fine  terrace 
built  up  against  the  hills  on  the  £. 
side  of  the  valley,  on  to  the  high  land 
called  the  Schwiibische  Alp,  dividing 
the  waters  which  join  the  Neckar  from 
those  which  flow  into  the  Danube. 
The  country  becomes  open  and  some- 
what dreary.  The  railway  passes  by 
Urspring,  Westerstetten,  and  Beimer- 
stetten,  through  hilly  country;  then 
gradually  descending  into  the  valley  of 
the  Danube,  it  passes  several  of  the 
new  detached  forts  or  towers,  including 
the  citadel  of  Wilhelmsbwrg,  before 
reaching

Among  the  ex- 
ports are  grits  (Gerelen)  and  snails 
(Helix  pomalia);  the  latter,  being  fal- 
leiied  iu  the  surmnnding  district,  are 
packed  in  casks  to  the  eitent  of  4 
millions  annually,  and  exported  to 
Austria  and  other  Kom.  Catholic  conn- 
triee,  where  they  are  esteemed  a  great 
delicacy  for  the  table,  especially  during 
Ihe  season  of  Lent  A  great  quantity

The  most  interesting  object  in  Ulni< 
ia  the  "itHaiter,  now  a  Proiestanl  ch,^ 
one  of  Ihe  six  finest  Gothic  cathedral* 
in  Germany.  "About  iO.iitJiii.  bavct 
been  spent  in  repairing  il 
The  wretched  hoosea  which  ha<l  growu 
up  against  it,  have  been  pulled  down, 
except  that  of  the  sacristan  ^Mesaner). 
The  tower,  the  aisle,  turreta,and«1egaDt 
flving  buttresses  have  been  restored. 
The  work  is  well  done,  and  Kngllsh 
travellers  may  usefully  contribute  to- 
wards the  finest  Protestant  ch,  on  tha 
continent.''— it.  J.  Its  area,  though 
less  than  those  of  Cologne  and  Spires,, 
is  much  greater  than  those  of  St 
bnrgand  Vienna.  It  was  begun  1< 
and  continned  down  to  1194.  It 
erected  entirely  at  the  expense  of  th« 
citizens,  without  the  aid  of  contribu- 
tions from  abroad,  papal  indulgence!, 
or  remission  of  taxes.  The  7W«r  is  t 
bold  itructnre,  .^16|  Eng.  ft.  high,  lefl 
unfinishol,  owing  to  the  (^ving  way 
of  the  two  piers  which  supported  it, 
while  it  was  in  progissa,  1192.  Had  it 
been  completed,  it  would  have  been 
491  ft.  high,  and  the  finest  and  purest 
of  these  spires  in  Germany.  The  view 
from  the  top  extends  as  far  as  the 
Alps  in  clear  weather,  and  inclndes  ft 
large  part  of  Swabia  and  Itavaria, 
wiui  the  fields  of  Blenheim  and 
Hochstadt;  and  in  the  foreground 
commands  the  circle  of  the  fortifica- 
tions and  the  scene  of  operation  of  tha 
Austrian  and  French  armies  in  tBOG, 
A  Latin  inscription  on  the  N.  sids 
commemorates  a  feat  of  fooIhardincM 
on  the  part  of  the  Emperor  Maxi- 
milian, who,  on  Bscending  the  to' 
1492,  leaped  upon  the  parapet,  i 
balancing  himself  on  one  leg,  swung 
tbe  other  round  in  the  air. 

Six  doorways  lead  into  the  church, 
Ihe  lieanty  of  the  ehiff  Porial  below     " 
the  lower,  surpassing  all  the  rest.     \v 
coiisisw  ol  Vhtec  ™™\ttiMti«»,\»''^ 
fl.  high  and  fi  Iv.  ieo^.TefiHfaR&VvOtiva 
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pied  by  statues.  The  sculpture  over 
the  4  portals  on  the  N.  and  S.  sides 
belonged  to  the  old  church  which 
stood  on  the  site  of  the  present  cathe- 
dral. The  porch  on  the  S.  side  dis- 
plays a  fanciful  device,  a  tree  carved 
in  stone,  with  its  branches  bent  and 
lopped  to  form  the  arch. 

The  exterior  length  of  the  church  is 
455  ft. ;  the  internal  length  is  391  ft 
The  nave,  146  ft  hiffh,  simple  in  effect, 
rests  on  12  clustered  columns  of  huge 
size  bearing  lancet  pier-arches,  without 
tiiforium,  flanked  by  double  aisles  on 
slender  shafts.  The  main  support  of 
the  roof  comes  from  huge  external 
buttresses.  The  choir  and  nave  are 
built  partly  of  brick.  In  the  choir 
are  several  windows  of  rich  painted 
glass,  executed  1480,  by  Hans  Wild 
and  Cramer;  the  two  finest  contain 
the  genealo^cal  tree  of  Christ,  the  Life 
of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  the  Life  and 
Passion  of  the  Saviour.  The  picture 
at  the  altar  is  by  Martin  Schaffner,  an 
artist  of  Ulm,  1 521.  The  carved  work 
of  the  oaken  stalls  in  the  choir,  by 
Jdrg  Syriin,  also  of  Ulm,  1469-74,  is 
much  praised,  though  in  a  quaint  style 
of  art,  adopting  the  local  costumes 
of  the  artist's  time.  Busts  supply  the 
place  of  poppy-heads:  on  the  1.  (N.) 
side  of  the  choir  the  7  heathen  sages, 
including  Pythagoras,  Pliny,  Cicero 
(in  a  hat),  and  the  artist  himself  in  the 
comer.  Behind  these,  against  the  wall, 
are  20  heads  of  saints  and  prophets  of 
the  Old  Testament.  Above  these, 
smaller,  are  apostles  and  saints.  The 
opposite  or  S.  side  of  the  choir  is  de- 
voted to  the  ladies;  the  lowest  row 
of  heads  represents  the  7  Sibyls,  and 
Syrlin's  housekeeper ;  the  middle  row, 
celebrated  women  of  the  Bible;  the 
upper  row,  holy  women  and  virgins, 
flanked  by  two  doctors,  St.  Cosman  and 
St.  Luke.  The  fontf  in  the  S.  aisle, 
near  the  sacristy,  resting  on  4  lions, 
and  surrounded  with  8  busts  of  persons 
of  the  Old  Testament,  is  also  the  work 
of  the  elder  Syrlin.  The  stone  pulpit, 
with  its  carved  canopy  of  lime-wood, 
is  by  Syrlin  the  son:  as  are  also  several 
statues  within  the  church  and  over  the 
entrance.  The  Sacraments 'Hdwlein 
qr   Tabernacle,  a  remarkable  fretted 


Gothic  pinnacle  of  filigree  stone-work, 
with  statues  of  St.  Sebastian  and  St. 
Christopher,  resembling  that. at  Nu- 
remberg, is  believed  to  be  the  work 
of  a  Meister  tx>n  Weingarten.  It  is 
90  ft.  in  height.  The  chapel  of  the 
Besserer  family  contains  6  painted 
windows,  placed  in  it  at  its  foundation 
in  the  16th  century.  The  church  con- 
tains some  remarkable  Brasses  in  relief 
14th  centy.  work.  The  organ  is  first- 
rate,  and  the  largest  in  uermany — 
100  pipes ;  built  1856  by  Walker  of 
Ludwi^bur^.  The  church  is  under^ 
going  judicious  repairs  and  restora- 
tions, which  advance  slowly  for  want 
of  funds. 

The  Rathhaus  is  a  Gothic  building 
of  1370,  but  not  handsome.  Its  front 
was  originally  painted  in  fresco,  and 
traces  of  this  remain.  In  the  market 
square  before  it  is  a  very  handsome 
Fountain  (Fischkasten),  a  triangular 
Gothic  obelisk,  wreathed  with  flowers, 
and  bearing  on  each  face  the  statue 
of  a  knight ;  the  work  of  Jorg  Syrlin 
the  elder.  The  Veste,  connected  with 
the  Rathhaus  by  a  covered  passage, 
is  remarkable  for  its  extensive  vaults 
and  subterraneous  dungeons,  doubt- 
less in  ancient  times  places  of  torture 
and  confinement  of  unfortunate  pri- 
soners. The  Detttsche  Jfaus^  which 
existed  before  the  year  1226,  but  was 
thoroughly  repaired  in  1726,  is  a  pic- 
turesque edifice.

Three 
of  them,  the  Joseph's,  the  Leopold's, 
and  Wenzers  Brunnen,  differ  in  little 
but  strength  from  each  other.  Sulphate 
of  soda  and  carbonate  of  lime  are  the 
chief  in^p^ients.     The  unscientific 
describe  its  taste  to  be  that  of  beer 
mixed  with  ink  I    These  springs  are 
considered  very  efficacious  in  affec- 
tions of  the  stomach,  glandular  sys- 
tem, and  skin.    The  vale  of  Schap- 
pach,  at  the  head  of  which  Rippoldsau 
18  situated,  is  distinguished  for  the  pic- 
turesque, or  rather  grotesque,  costume 
of  its  inhabitants,  and  the  rustic  fashion 
of  their  houses,  as  well  as  for  its  con- 
stant variety  of  pleasing  prospect.    It 
is  about  10  m.  long  from  the  Kniebis 
to  Wol&ch,  where  it  opens  out  into 
the  Kinzigthal,  and  its  whole  length  is 
scattered  over  with  farm-houses.    The 
road  from  Rippoldsau  down  this  val- 
ley, after  passing  through   Wol&ch, 
proceeds  on  to  Hausach,  near  which  it 
falls  into  the  high  road  from  Offenburg 
to  Schaffhausen,  described  in  Rte.

enter  the  qoadrangle,  on  the  N.  side 
of  which  18  the  valuable  Univereity 
Library  of  1 40,000  volumes.  There  are 
also  here  vast  cellars  and  a  giant  tun. 
On  the  W.  side  of  the  quadrangle, 
a  low,  vaulted  passage  leads  to  a  high 
point  outside  the  castle  wall,  from 
which  there  is  an  excellent  view  of 
the  valleys  of  the  Neckar,  the  Ammer, 
and  of  the  Steinlach,  and  of  the  chain 
of  the  Swabian  Alp,  to  S.£.  and  E 
But  the  view  from  the  Oesterberg,  the 
hill  on  the  opposite  or  £.  side  of 
the  town,  on  which  stands  Ludwiff 
Uhland's  house,  is  the  finest  Ascend 
quite  to  the  top  through  the  vineyards 
and  orchards,  when  the  sun  is  in  the  W. 
The  range  of  the  Swabian  Alp  is  then 
seen  finely  lighted  up.  The  castle  of 
Hohenzollem  rises  against  the  sky, 
bearing  S.S.W.  Below  lies  Tiibingen, 
with  the  castle  above  it,  and  far  to 
the  W.  stretch  the  slightly  diverging 
valleys  of  the  Neckai*  and  the  Ammer. 

3  m.  N.W.  of  Tiibineen,  on  the  old 
Stuttgart  road,  is  the  Cistercian  con- 
vent of  BebenJtausen,  one  of  the  finest 
Gothic  edifices  of  Swabia,  founded 
1183.  Tower  of  open  work  (1409), 
and  cloister. 

EA  branch  line  leads  from  Tubingen 
lechiugen,  after  crossing  the  Neckar 
and  the  Steinlach,  it  runs  up  the  prettily 
wooded  valley  of  the  latter  stream. 
A  little  after  leaving  this  it  passes  on 
the  rt.  the  bath  establishment  of  Se- 
bastiansweiler,  and,  on  crossing  the 
ridge  beyond  this,  the  castle  of  Hohen- 
zollem is  seen  rising  very  boldly 
against  the  sky.  A  little  further  on 
2  posts  mark  the  frontier  of  Wiirtem- 
berg  and  Hechingen,  a  principality 
transferred  in  1849,  by  treaty,  to  the 
King  of  Prussia. 

13|  Hechingen  Stat  (Trm:  Silber's, 
Post),  a  dull  and  dilapidated  town  of 
3700  Inhab.,  500  Jews;  down  to  1849, 
residence  of  the  Prince  of  Hohen- 
zoUem-Hechingen,  one  of  the  oldest 
noble  races  of  Swabia.  In  the  ch. 
(b.  1782)  is  a  monumental  relief  by 
Peter  Vischer  to  a  Count  v.  ZoUem. 
The  view  from  the  Weilerberg  is  fine. 


On  the  S.  side  of  the  town  is  the 
Villa  Eugenia,  a  ch&teau  of  the  prinoe, 
surrounded  by  agreeable  gardens  and 
pleasure-grounds. 

1  hr.'s  drive,  U  hr.'s  walk,  fnHn 
Hechingen  stands  the  ^^  Castle  Hviha^ 
zoUerfiy  the  nest  of  the  black  eagle,  the 
cradle  of  the  royal  family  of  Pmanii, 
forming  a  striking  object  on  the  L  of 
the  road.  While  the  elder  branch  of 
Hechingen  gradually  lost  ground  and 
influence  in  perpetual  contests  with 
the  dukes  of  Wiirtemberg,  till  re- 
duced to  the  condition  of  prinoei 
in  little  else  but  name,  the  younger 
branch  became  Bur^-graves  of  Nurem- 
berg, and,  augmenting  their  influenee^ 
purchased  in  1417  the  Mark  of  Brsn- 
deuburff,  with  the  electoral  dignity, 
from  Uie  Empr.  Sigismund.  Two 
centuries  later  they  obtained  kinslj 
rank.  The  old  distle  stands  on  Sie 
summit  of  a  table-rock  of  limestone, 
with  precipitous  sides,  2797  Eng.  ft. 
above  the  sea-level.  It  was  ruined  bj 
the  forces  of  the  Ilanseatic  League, 
1423.  It  is  now  the  property  of  the 
Elmp.  of  N.  Germany,  who  built  (1R51- 
67)  on  the  site  of  the  old  castle  a 
modem  fort  and  palace  (designed  by 
Stiller) — the  fort  by  engineer  officers. 
An  excellent  carriage-road  has  been 
formed  iu  gradual  ascent,  partly  by 
blasting  the  rock,  up  to  the  Eagle  Gate, 
where,  crossing  a  drawbridge,  you  aie 
led  by  3  ingeniously  planned  zigzags 
and  through  a  curved  tunnel  to  the 
upper  Bail,  100  ft.  above  it.  The 
fortress,  in  plan  a  heptagon,  follows 
the  outline  of  the  old  castle,  with 
bastions,  and  corner  towers  rising  50 
or  60  ft.  hi^h  above  the  precipice,  and 
forming  as  it  were  a  continuation  of  it 
The  modern  Schloss  is  a  building  of  5 
storeys,  the  2  lower  casemated,  sur- 
mounted by  5  towers.

7  Erbach  Stat.  Shortly  after  this 
the  railway  crosses  the  Danube  on  a 
wooden  lattice  bridge,  and  runs  for 
some  distance  in  a  perfectly  straight 
line  over  the  lowland,  watered  by 
many  small  streams  and  peat  bog. 
Before  reachiog  Biberach  the  hiUs 
close  in  on  each  side  of  the  valley  of 
the  Ried,  the  scenery  of  which  is  rather 
pleasing.

9 J  liavenshurg  Stat,  (Inn:  Post)— a 
highly  picturesque  place  within  a  cix^ 
clet  of  10  or  12  old  towers  of  dififer^ 
ent  shapes — formerly  a  free  Imperial 
city,  has  now  4500  Inhab.,  of  whom 
1700  are  Protestants.  The  RaVAaus  is 
of  the  15th  century.  From  the  Veitabergp 
on  which  stood  formerly  a  castle,  now  a 
place  of  public  resort,  there  is  a  beauti- 
ful view  over  the  lake  of  Constance. 
The  old  tower,  called  the  Mehlsackj  was 
built  in  the  15th  century  to  defend  the 
town  against  the  Veitsberg.  About  6 
Eng.  m.  to  the  E.  of  this  is  the  Cbsflf 
of  Waldburgt  the  stronghold,  in  olden 
tunes,  of  the  Truchsess  of  Waldburg, 
now  fiunous  for  its  magnificent  view 
over  Upper  Swabia.

StcambiHita  between  Heidelberg  sad 
Heilbronn,  ascending  in  1!  or  14  honit 
(very  tedious — not  to  be  recommended)) 
descent  iu  7  or  S,  very  agreeable  when 
(lie  river  is  high.  They  arc  seldom 
resorted  to  since  the  completion  of  the 
rly.  along  the  Neckar  valley  (Rie. 
ISO).  Steomersare  liable  to  be  stopped 
in  summer  and  autumn  by  the  want 
of  water.  No  good  carriage-road  rung 
fbr  any  distance  along  the  side  of  the 
Neckar,  so  that  its  beauties,  like  thosa 
of  the  MoEelle,  are  aceessible  only  to 
those  who  walk  or  descend  in  a  IxKit. 

The  finest  scenery  is  below  Hombure, 
where  the  river  winds  among  thickly 
wooded  hills  ichiefly  lw«ctv.\\ife  *ivp» 
of  the  OdenMsVA  oni.  ^V-i-Sa.  ■^w^^n^- 
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alternadng  with  red  seams  or  clifis  of 
sandstone.  The  most  pictaresqae 
Castles  are  Mittelburg,  Zwingenburg, 
Homburg,  and  Ehrenburg. 

The  river  banks  near  Heilbronn  and 
as  far  as  Wimpfen  are  flat  and  not  the 
most  interesting :  the  places  of  most 
importance  passed  after  quitting  Heil- 
bronn are — 

rt  Neckarsolm,  a  short  distance  from 
the  riyer»  where  the  Sulm  enters  the 
Neckar. 

rt.  Jaxtfeld  Stat.  (Rte.  150). 

1.  Wimpfen  Stat.  (Rte.  IM)). 

1.  Beyond  the  village  of  Heinsheim 
rise  the  ruins  of  the  knightly  Castie  of 
Ehrenbwrq^  one  of  the  most  picturesque 
on  the  nyer.  The  walls  of  its  quad- 
rangular donjon  are  12  ft.  thick.  Far- 
ther down  is 

rt.  Gundelsheim  (Prinz  Carl), 
walled  town. — The  Castle  of  Homegg, 
above  it,  became  in  the  13th  centy.  a 
stronghold  of  the  Teutonic  Knights, 
and  residence  of  the  Grand  Masters  of 
the  order,  many  of  whom  sleep  in  the 
chapel,  with  their  effigies  carved  in 
stone  reclining  upon  their  tombs. 
Not  far  distant  is  the  very  ancient 
chapel  of  St.  Michael. 

1.  Guttemburg  Castle,  with  tall 
tower,  and  a  modem  ch&teau  within 
its  walls. 

I.  Near  the  Tillage  of  Hasmersheim 
gypsum  is  extensively  worked  in  the 
Muschelkalk,by  means  both  of  quarries 
and  mines. 

rt.  The  Castle  of  ffomberg,  surmount- 
ed by^  a  tall  semi-cylindrical  tower 
and  picturesquely  overgrown  with  tre<^s 
and  ivy,  was  the  favourite  residence 
and  stronghold  of  Gbtz  of  the  Iron 
Hand.  Here  he  wrote  his  memoirs, 
and  died  15G2.  The  castle  was  in- 
habited nearly  to  the  end  of  the  last 
century.  Gotz's  armour,  a  plain  suit, 
is  still  preserved  here. 

rt.  Neckarelz  (Inn:  Alte  Post). 
The  inn  Prince  Karl  at  3fosbach,  2  miles 
from  the  river,  is  recommended  as 
better.  Near  this  there  are  also  salt- 
works.   300  yards  lower  down  is 

rt.  Diedesheim.  Here  the  Neckar 
is  crossed  by  a  bridge  of  boats. 

L  Obrigheim  is  associated  with  an 


old  church  and  a  ruined  castle  called 
Neuburg  or  Hohinrot.  The  vale  of 
the  Neckar  here  becomes  narrower. 
The  Castle  of  Dauchstein  and  the  red 
ruin  of  Minneburg  next  appear  in  siglit. 
Fine  view  of  the  river  below  this. 

1.  The  Heron's  Meadow,  Seiherhalde^ 
is  a  very  extensive  heronry. 

rt.  Zwingenberg,  an  extensive  feudal 
fortress  surrounded  by  high  walls,  and 
by  5  out  of  the  8  towers  which  once 
defended  the  approach  of  it  It  is  still 
inhabited,  and  deserves  to  be  visited. 
Its  picturesque  appearance,  and  its' 
dtuation  amidst  some  of  the  prettiest 
scenery  of  the  Neckar,  here  confined 
by  wooded  hills  within  narrow  limitfft 
are  verv  remarkable.  After  an  ab:  aj^ 
turn  of  the  river  1.  Wimmersbach  is 
passed,  and  beyond  it  the  romantie 
town  of 

rt.  Eberbach  {Inn:  Krone).  It 
has  3000  Inhab.  The  scales  of  the 
bleak  (Cyprinusalbumus)  are  collected 
here  to  make  false  pearls.  20,000  fish 
yield  only  one  pound  of  this  peail 
essence,  as  the  colouring  matter  which 
ffives  lustre  to  the  scales  is  called. 
Near  this  rises  the  Katzenbilchel,  the 
highest  hill  of  the  Odenwald,  1932  ft 
above  the  sea-level.  A  tower  has  been 
erected  on  its  summit  on  account  of 
the  view. 

Eberbach  is  in  a  most  picturesque 
and  beautiful  valley,  and  lovers  of  the 
country  would  be  well  repaid  by  stay- 
ing a  day  or  two  at  the  Leiningischer 
Hof,  a  very  clean  Inn,  Between  Eber- 
bach and 

rt.  Hirschhom  (an  ancient  town, 
whose  walls  and  towers  are  in  mins : 
with  a  ruined  church  which  has  some 
good  tracery  in  the  windows:  the 
Grand  Duke  of  Hesse  hss  built  a 
chftteau  among  the  ruins),  the  Neckar 
pursues  a  very  sinuous  course  for  6  m. 
Detween  hills  covered  with  wood. 

rt.  The  territory  of  Hesse  Darm* 
stadt  comes  down  to  the  Neckar. 

1.  Dilsburg.  A  village  and  fort,  still 
inhabited,  on  the  top  of  the  hill,  com- 
manding a  fine  view  of 

rt.  Neckar^Steinach  (Jwa :  'Oxft  H«x€^ 
— Harp)   and    its    toux   v^cxoxvat^ 
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castles,  which  belonged  to  the  family 
of  Landschaden — literally,  "bane  of 
the  land  /  a  name  given  to  the  founder 
of  the  family,  a  robber^knight,  on  ac- 
count of  his  constant  feuds  and  depre- 
dations on  the  property  of  his  neigh- 
bours, and  of  all  who  approached  nis 
stronghold.  He  was  placed  under  the 
ban  of  the  empire  for  his  offences. 
The  village  chitrch^  which  is  frequented 
e<^ually  by  Catholic  anu  Protestant, 
without  any  interruption  of  harmony, 
contains  many  curious  monuments  of 
the  Landschaden.  A  pathway  leads 
up  the  hill  from  it  to  the  four  castles. 
The  first,  Vorderburg,  consists  of  little 
beside  a  square  donjon;  the  second, 
Mittel-  or  Schwesterburg,  is  more  ex- 
tensive, picturesque,  and  better  pre- 
served, so  as  to  be  still  habitable ;  the 
third,  the  old  or  further  castle,  Hinter- 
burg,  shows  evident  marks  of  having 
been  destroyed  by  violence,  though, 
from  its  position,  the  thickness  of  its 
walls,  and'  the  deep  ditch  around  it, 
partly  cut  in  the  rock,  it  must  have 
been  a  place  of  great  strength  daring 
the  feudal  times ;  the  fourth  and  high- 
est of  these  casUes  overlooks  all  the 
rest,  and  is  distant  from  the  lowest 
about  a  mile ;  it  is  called  by  the  pea- 
santry the  Swallow* 8  Nest,  a  very  appro- 
priate name,  from  its -position  on  a 
pointed  rock,  with  an  inaccessible  pre- 
cipice extending  below  it  towards  the 
river.  It  is  more  ancient  than  the 
others,  and  was  probably  the  earliest 
fastness  of  the  Liandscaadens.  No 
better  situation  could  have  been  chosen 
by  one  who  followed  the  profession  of 
a  robber,  since  it  commands  a  view  of 
the  river  and  valley  up  and  down,  and 
of  all  who  traverse  it. 

1.  Neckarsem&nd  lies  on  the  road 
from  Heidelberg  to  Heilbronu  (Rte. 
150).  The  Els^  enters  the  Neckar 
here,  and  is  spanned  by  a  bridge  of  one 
arch.  The  village  and  fort  of  Dils- 
burg  are  again  seen  over  the  town.

This  small  and  retired  waterings 
place  consists  of  2  narrow  streets  end- 
ing in  a  Place ;  it  lies  in  a  valley  of 
the  Black  Forest,  and  is  called  Wilal)ad 
in  Schwarzwald,  to  distinguish  it  fi*om 
other  places  of  the  same  name. 

Wildbad,  being  situated  1444  Eng. 
ft.  above  the  sea-level,  has  a  some- 
what Alpine  cUisvaXft.  I^Xife  vortw  vs«v't-

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middle  of  Maj.  Their  average  height 
round  Wildbad  is  800  fu  The  vaUey 
is  narrow ;  in  the  middle  are  meadows, 
on  the  steep  sides  thick  black  firwoods. 
In  the  streams  between  Wildbad  and 
Calmbach  some  trout  and  grayling 
fishing  may  be  had. 

The  principal  building  is  the  hand- 
some Kurhaus  with  reading  and  as- 
sembly rooms  (newspapers,  English, 
French,  and  German),  and  admirably 
arranged  baths.  It  contains  SO  pn- 
▼ate  and  2  public  baths,  one  for  men, 
the  other  for  women,  holding  20  each. 
Hours,  .5,  7,  9,  and  11  a.m.  ;  and  3^  5, 
and  7  P.M. 

Wildbad  is  a  cripple's  6afA.  The 
natural  hot  waters  are  considered 
beneficial  for  rheumatism,  gout,  stiff- 
ness of  the  limbs  after  wounds  or  frac- 
tures, paralysis,  and  also  for  some 
diseases  of  the  skin. 

The  thermal  waters  of  Wildbad  are 
nearly  pure ;  their  principal  chemical 
ingredient  is  common  salt.  The  mean 
temperature  of  the  different  baths 
varies  from  2C°  to  30°  Rdaumur  (  =  90° 
to  100°  Fahr.).  In  the  baths  com- 
monly used  the  temperature,  being 
nearly  that  of  the  human  body,  is 
agreeable  to  the  feelings. 

The  baths  consist  of  basins  formed 
round  the  springs  as  they  bubble 
forth  from  the  crevices  of  the  granitic 
rocks,  which  are  covered  with  a 
layer  of  sand  for  the  comfort  of  the 
bathers.  The  water  is  continually 
running  through  the  basins,  but  every 
hour  the  greater  part  is  allowed  to  run 
off,  and  the  sand  stirred  up  by  sweep- 
ing it,  and  some  time  allowed  to  elapse 
before  the  bath  is  again  tilled  for  a 
new  patient.  They  are  therefore  used 
only  every  other  hour.  Twice  a  day 
the  baths  are  emptied  altogether.  The 
number  of  places  being  limited,  it  is 
advisable  to  get  a  ticket  beforehand  at 
the  bureau,  which  must  be  paid  for  at 
once,  and  is  valid  only  for  the  days 
indicated.  The  baths  are  the  property 
of  the  government. 

The  season  of  Wildbad  lasts  fW>m 
May  15  to  September  15.  The  num- 
ber of  visitors  has  increased  from  470 
in  1830  to  4782  in  1860.  No  gambling 
is  allowed*  and  the  place  is  auiet  and 


well  adapted  for  invalida.  Inataad  of 
donkeys  or  mules  the  invalids  mmke 
use  of  Bath  chairs  (Tragsessel).  There 
is  music  morning  and  evening  on  the 
Kiuplatz, 

An  English  Church  has  been  built, 
where  divine  service  is  performed 
every  Sunday. 

At  times,  after  rain,  the  lock-gates 
on  the  Enz  are  opened,  to  float  down 
the  timber  cut  on  the  hills. 

The  native  population  of  Wildbad, 
about  2000,  is  poor. .  The  men  are 
employed  in  the  forest,  and  leave  the 
cultivation  of  the  ground  to  the 
women.  Goitres  abound  here  and  in 
the  neighbouring  close  valleys  of  the 
Black  Forest. 

There  is  a  charitable  institution  at 
Wildbad  to  enable  poor  persons  to 
take  the  baths. 

The  situation  of  Wildbad  is  romantic, 
and  the  neighbourhood  has  some  plea- 
sant rides  and  walks.  There  is  a 
shady  and  very  agreeable  promenade 
by  the  side  of  the  brook  Enz,  here 
running  rapidly  among  large  stones, 
up  to  the  Windhof  and  to  the  Cool 
Brunnen, 

Excursions  of  1  day — by  Calmbach, 
Rothenbach  (view),  to  Zavelstein  Castle^ 
an  imposing  ruin;  send  round  car- 
riage to  Teinach  Baths  (where  dine) ; 
return  by  Calw,  Hirschau,  and  the  vale 
of  the  Nagold  (Rte  160a)  to  the  Hohe- 
lohkopf  (12  m.),  a  fine  point  of  view. 

—  To  Baden  by  Gemsbach  (car- 
riage and  pair,  16  n.). 

A  tarn  or  mountain  pool,  named  the 
Wilder  See,  is  situate  in  the  Black 
Forest,  at  a  distance  of  about  3^  hours* 
walk  from  Wildbad.  It  is  in  the 
midst  of  a  peat-bog,  in  which  the 
dwarf  pine  (Pinus  pumilio)  grows 
abundantly.  The  Black  Forest,  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Wildbad,  con- 
sists principally  of  3  sorts  of  fir — the 
spruce,  Scotch,  and  silver. 

A  carriage-road  is  made  up  the 
valley  of  tbe  Enz  to  Freudenstadt 
(Rte,  153),  whence  the  traveller  may 
descend  the  picturesque  Murgthal  to 
Baden.    (See  Rte.  162.)

A  tolerable  carriage-rood,  but  tliera 
are  on  itseveralsteep  ascents;  it  is  not* 
post-road;  eitlra  charges  are  penaitted 
to  be  made  on  certain  stages  (See  §  71), 
conformably  with  the  po&iing  regula- 
tions. The  road  on  leaving  Baden 
runs  throagh  a  fine  aveuue  ofoaks  for 
2  m.  Bp  tbe  pretty  Liehtenthal.  Soon 
after  begins  the  ascent  over  the  moun- 
taia  ridge  dividing  this  vaUey  from 
that  of  the  Murg.  The  road  u  skil- 
fully  conducted,  aud  kept  in  excellent 
order,  rising  bv  a  long  and  easy  ascent 
through  pteiuing  forest  scenery,  wiili 
glimpies  of  the  volleys  below.

2  m.  from  Loffenan,  after  crossing 
a  steep  hill  called  die  Capelle,  you

Herrenalb  (Inn:  Ochs),  a  small 
hamlet  grouped  round  the  buildings  of 
a  once  celebrated  abbey,  destroy^  in 
the  Thirty  Years*  War.  Near  the  inn 
if  a  fine  ruin  of  a  chapel.  In  the 
churchyard  are  many  tombstones  of 
the  abbots. 

Hence  to  Wildbad  the  road  is  very 
hilly,  with  2  very  steep  hills ;  it  takes 
about  3  hrs.  A  continued  ascent  for 
nearly  3  m.  leads  to  Dobel,  2422  Eng. 
ft.  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and 
where  there  is  a  fine  view  over  the 
valley  of  the  Rhine.  Hence,  descend- 
ing through  the  woods,  you  reach

The  first  stage  from  Baden  is  to 

9}  Gemsbach,  and  is  described  in 
Rte.  161. 

Hence  to  Forbach  (in  2  hrs.),  the 
road,  g09d  but  hilly,  ascending  the 


valley  of  the  Murg,  runs  first  on  the 
1.  bank,  under  the  castle  of  Neu->Eber- 
stein,  and  afterwards,  crossing  the 
river  at  Wilpertsau,  on  the  rt.  through 
beautiful  scenery.  At  the  bottom  of 
the  deep,  winding  valley,  whose  aides 
are  clothed  to  the  top  with  luxuriant 
forests  of  pine  and  beech,  runs  a  clear 
and  lively  mountain  stream,  its  banks 
alternately  bold  cliff  and  green  meadow, 
fringed  with  trees  and  shrubs.  At 
intervaJs  on  the  higher  darkly  wooded 
slopes  occur  bright  glassy  slades, 
carefully  irrigated,  and  dotted  with 
Swiss-like  chftlets,  while  here  and 
there  peeps  out  a  picturesque  Tillage. 
The  road  passes  Weissenbach  and 
Lang^nbrand,  occupying  a  striking 
position  on  a  lofty  granite  rock ;  and 
Gausbach,  where  the  wooden  houses 
resemble  those  of  Switzerland. 

13i  Forbach  (fnn:  Krone).  The 
valley  here  is  highly  romantic  and 
very  narrow,  leaving  little  room  for 
corn-fields.  The  road  crosses  the 
Raumiinzach  and  Schonmiinzachy 
which  fall  into  the  Murg. 

6i  {H  hr.)  Schwarzenberg,  which 
is  just  on  the  frontier  line  of  Wiirtem- 
berg  (Inns :  Post  and  Zum  Waldhoru, 
— delicious  trout ;  Hirsch  ;  Sachsischer 
Hof).  The  road  passes  in  succes- 
sion the  ruins  of  Kimigstcart,  on  the 
top  of  a  rock,  the  village  of  Ha- 
zenbach,  the  ancient  abbey  of  Hei" 
chetibach,  and  Baiersbronn,  a  village  of 
3000  Inhab.  As  the  road  ascends  the 
Mur^,  the  scenery,  though  always 
pleasing,  becomes  less  Alpine  and 
striking.  The  valley  opens,  its  sides 
sink  down,  several  glass-houses  and 
other  manufactories  are  passed,  and  at 
the  end  of  a  long  ascent  a  sort  of 
table-laud  is  reached,  on  which  stands 
the  poor-looking  town  of  Freudenstadt. 
From  this  point  the  view  is  very  ex- 
tensive in  some  directions,  a  conspi- 
cuous feature  in  the  distance  being 
the  Voralberg  range  of  mountains  in 
the  Tyrol.

The  brine  evaporated  in  the  exten- . 
sive  salt-works,  is  brought  in  pipes  j 
8  m.  from  the  Hock-salt  mine  of  wU- 
helmsglUck,  resembling  that  of  Nant- 
wych,  inasmuch  as  the  salt  occurs  in 
large  masses  in  which  great  chambers 
are  excavated.  It  is  accessible  either 
by  a  staircase  of  680  steps,  or  hj  a  sort 
of  tramway,  and  is  worUi  a  visit  when 
lighted  up.  The  brine  is  used  in  baths : 
on  an  island  formed  by  the  Kocher 
is  a  bath-establishment  (Soolbad),  sur- 
rounded by  public  walks  with  trees. 
A  pleasant  road  up  the  banks  of  the 
Kocher,  running  partly  along  a  terrace 
built  above  the  stream  against  the  side 
of  the  steep  bank,  leads  in  2  miles  to 
the  villa^of  Steinbach,  on  a  hill,  above 
which  rise  the  picturesque  buildings 
of  Komburg,  formerly  a  Benedictine 
fortress-monastery,  now  a  hospital  for 
invalided  soldiers.  A  covered  way 
runs  round  its  walls,  from  which  are 
pleasing  views  of  the  surrounding 
scenery.  The  ch.  has  3  towers,  for 
the  most  part  in  the  round  style 
(11th  century),  and  some  curious  old 
architecture  is  to  be  found  in  the  pre- 
cinct. The  body  of  the  ch.  is  modern, 
but  contains  some  works  of  the  12th  • 
and  15th  centuries ;  an  altar  frontal  of  ^ 


copper,   repooss^   and    gilt>   and    a 
branched  candelabrum.

One  of  the  characteristics  of  the  Bavarian  is  his  inordinate  love  for  beer,  to 
which  he  seems  even  more  addicted  than  the  natives  of  other  parta  of  Ger- 
many. The  moment  the  frontier  is  crossed  this  devotion  to  beer  becomes 
perceptible  in  the  breweries  in  the  great  towns,  where  they  are  almost  in- 
variably the  lar^t  and  most  imposing  buildings,  and  iu  the  number  of  cellars 
and  gMiag-ueUa  in  their  euvirons,  whither  the  citizens  resort  to  drink  it.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  season  a  surprising  anxiety  i*  everywhere  mani- 
fested to  discover  where  the  best  beer  is  to-be  had  ;  and,  when  ascertained,  the 
favoured  cBlahlishmenis  where  it  ia  retailed  <Bier  Schenke)  become  the  con- 
stant places  of  resort  till  the  supply  is  exhausted.  Brewbg  is  the  most 
flouriBhing  trade  in  Bavaria;  it  employs  more  than  6600  ealahUiluaBWk, vc^

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I  82.  SKETCH  OF  THE  CHIEF  OBJECTS  OF  CURIOSITY  IN  DAYABIA. 

Bavaria  may  be  described  as  two  great  undulating  plains,  nearly  sarroonded 
by  mountains,  sloping  gradually  the  one  from  the  N.  and  the  other  from  the  S. 
towards  the  valley  of  the  Danu1)e.  The  country  is  more  or  less  fertile,  generallT 
producing  com,  chiefly  rye  and  barley,  but  often  lying  waste  and  uncultivated, 
invariably  interspersed  with  tufts  and  patches  of  flr-trees,  looking  like  ftngmeati 
of  some  great  forest  once  continuous.  They  supply  the  place  of  coal-mines  in  a 
large  part  of  the  country,  being  kept  up  to  furnish  the  inhabitants  with  fneL 
The  lower  levels  of  these  plains,  on  the  banks  of  the  Danube  and  Tsar,  are 
occupied  by  extensive  morasses.  The  most  fertile  districts  are  the  circle  of 
the  Kezat  and  Upper  Danube,  the  hop-garden  of  Bavaria;  while  the  circle  of  the 
Lower  Danube  and  the  neighbourh(x>d  of  Ansbach  may  be  termed  a  Tast 
granary,  supplying  a  much  larger  quantity  of  com  than  is  required  for  the 
consumption  of  the  country. 

To  find  romantic  scenery  the  traveller  must  repair  to  the  south  of  BaYaria* 
close  under  the  high  woU  of  the  Alps,  which  bound  the  land  from  the  Lake  of 
Constance  (Bodensee)  to  the  territory  of  Salzburg ;  and  which,  though  not 
belonging  to  the  principal  chain  of  the  Alps,  yet  attain,  in  some  of  their  peaks* 
a  height  of  nearly  10,000  feet.  The  narrow  frmge  of  wooded  hills  at  the  base  of 
this  mountainous  district  is  intersected  by  verdant  pastoral  valleys,  penetrating 
deep  into  the  interior  of  the  chain,  terminating  in  snow  and  glaciera ;  above  all, 
it  abounds  in  beautiful  lakes,  varying  in  character  of  scenery  from  the  pleasing  to 
the  sublime.  Though  they  are  inferior,  on  the  whole,  to  those  of  Switzerland, 
Austria,  and  Italy,  a  traveller  proceedbg  from  Munich  eastward  may  explore 
their  beauties  with  profit  and  pleasure,  skirting  the  Alps,  and  visiting  in 
succession  the  lakes  of  Ammer,  Stafiel,  Staremberg,  or  Wiirm,  Waller,  Kochel, 
Tegem,  Chiem  (the  largest  in  Bavaria),  and  concluding  with  the  most  beaatifol 
of  all,  the  Kunigsee,  on  the  borders  of  Salzburg,  situated  in  a  narrow  slip  of 
I^varia,  almost  enclosed  within  the  Austrian  territory'. 

Fisheries. — The  waters  of  these  lakes  and  mountain-streams  are  usually  let 
to  difierent  proprietors,  but  permission  to  fish  in  them  b  easily  obtained.  The 
regulation  observed  is,  tliat  all  the  fish  caught  be  transferred  to  the  owner's 
tanks,  or,  if  kept,  be  paid  for  at  so  much  a  pound.  The  proprietor  sends  his  own 
servant  along  with  the  angler,  to  carry  his  fish  in  a  small  barrel. 

The  other  mountainous  districts  of  Bavaria  arc  not  wanting  in  pleasinff 
scenery,  especially  that  of  Muggendorf,  called  the  Fiunconian  Switzerland, 
famed  for  its  bone-caves,  in  the  north  of  Bavaria,  between  Bamberg,  Nurem- 
berg, and  Baireuth ;  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  Fichtelgebirge,  touching  the 
frontier  of  Bohemia.  The  banks  of  the  Main  are  pleasing  and  fertile,  and,  near 
Wiirzburg,  are  clothed  with  the  vineyards  producing  the  Franconian  wines  of 
Stein  and  Leist,  considered  inferior  to  those  of  the  IChine  only.  These  are  the 
most  interesting  districts  in  as  far  as  regards  scenery. 

In  ancient  church  architecture  Bavaria  has  much  to  boast  of.  The 
country  contains  a  number  of  very  ancient  and  venerable  cities,  formerly  free 
towns  of  the  Empire,  such  as  Augsburg,  Ratisbon,  and,  above  all,  Nuremberg; 
in  their  day  of  prosperity,  focuses  of  wealth,  the  emporia  of  commerce,  and 
the  cradles  of  liber^,  created  and  fostered  by  the  extensive  carrying- trade 
over-land  from  Italy  and  the  East,  to  the  Baltic,  and  to  the  great  cities  of  the 
Netherlands.  They  were  rained  by  the  civil  and  reli^ous  dissensions,  and 
the  long  and  bloody^  wars,  which  desolated  Germany  m  the  15th  and  1 6th 
centuries ;  by  the  discovery  of  the  Cape,  and  by  the  rivalry  of  the  maritime 
powers  of  England  and  Holland,  whose  merchants  chalked  out  a  fV'esh  track  for 
commerce,  and  thus  the  sources  of  the  ancient  prosperity  of  many  of  the  Imperial 
cities  of  Germany  were  dried  up.    They  still,  however,  eiCii\V\X.  uwes^tooiSL 
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marka  of  tbs  wetlth  and  ipleiidonr  of  their  merchiici-nobleft.  Nuremberg,  in 
parcicnUr,  is  dmerviag  of  Mp«cUl  mentioa  for  iti  Tariooi  moaumenti  in  ^most 
every  departmenC  of  the  arts.  Little  lesa  remarkable  are  the  episcopal  cities 
Wunburg  and  Bamberg,  once  capitalB  of  Eccleiiaitical  PrincipaUlies,  although 
thej  have  declined  even  morethnn  the  Imperial  to wne.  Tbevoat  acquiutions  of 
theRoniiih  Chnrch,  exhibited  in  the  niunWr,  gize,  and  spiendonr  of  the  churches 
ud  motuuteries  (for  the  moat  part  soppressed  b;  the  Freuch,  but  in  some 
initaneea  restored  since),  cannot  fail  of  exciting  EUTprise.  Such  mouumeats  of 
prieitly  wealth  and  pover  are  met  with  both  m  Fraocouia  (on  the  borden  of 
the  Hain)  and  in  Swabia  at  the  foot  of  the  Alps,  near  the  pretty  lakes  men- 
tioned  above;  where,  within  the  space  of  a  day's  journey,  no  less  than  twelve 
such  colonies  were  planted  in  the  middle  of  a  fat  and  fertile  district  called, 
from  its  monlush  owners,  the  Priests'  Corner  (Pfaffenwinkel). 

The  Tabemaclei  (Sacramentsbaosclien),  a  cupboard  for  bolding  tbe  conse- 
crated wafer,  surmounted  by  a  spire  of  stone  tracary,  foliage,  and  bower-work, 
sometimes  50  or  60  feet  high,  are  almost  peculiar  to  this  part  of  Germany, 
and  well  deserve  attention.  The  finest  are  at  Naremberg,  Ulm,  Saiiebon, 
Ochaenfurth,  and  Nordlingen,  Tbey  are  chiefly  of  laledate,  generally  of  Ifith 
ceotnry,  a  few  of  the  I4th. 

Of  the  same  class  of  work  and  we  are  the  Altar^iitea  (Rerados),  of  Gothic 
carved  niche-work,  and  [unnacles  of  wood  or  stone,  encloeicg  statues  or  even 
pictures  of  sunts  and  sacred  subjects— very  often  arranged  aa  a  Tr^ytA  to 
open  and  shut. 

The  central  point  of  attracdon,  however,  to  the  traveller  in  Bavaria,  i( 
undoubtedly  the  capital.  From  tbe  btvinmng  of  the  leign  of  King  Lewis. 
Hunich  becsme  the  chosen  seat  of  the  fine  ans :  and  ranks,  for  architectunl 
eiDbellishments,  galleries,  and  collections  of  all  kinds,  public  and  private, 
among  the  chief  cities  of  Europe.  A  detailed  account  of  the  improvements 
executed  during  the  last  40  years,  or  now  in  progress  at  Munich,  and  of  the 
treasures  of  art  accumulated  there,  chiefly  by  the  exertions  of  the  late  sove- 
reign, who  did  more  towards  encouraging  tbe  arts,  and  developing  a  taste  for 
painting,  sculptare,  and  architecture,  notwithstanding  the  Ibnited  resources  of 
the  country,  than  any  monarch  in  Europe,  will  be  found  in  Boute  ice.

a  suburb  now  included  in  the  works  of 
the  fortress,  and  furnished  with  huge 
barracks.  1.  On  issuing  out  of  it  the 
detached  towers  and  citadel  of  Wil- 
helmsburg  and  Veste,  beyond  the  Da- 
nube on  St.  Michael's  Hill,  are  visible. 
On  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  also 
rises  Etchimjm,  a  village  and  ancient 
abbey,  from  which  Marshal  Ney  re- 
ceived the  title  of  duke,  as  a  reward 
for  an  advantage  gained  by  him  over 
the  Austrians  here,  1805.  The  inha- 
bitants of  the  village  of  Fahlheim 
breed  snails  for  the  Vienna  market.

This  is  tl 
staple  place  for  the  silk  of  Italy  ni 
the  proiluctions  of  the  Levant,  whicl 
are  distributed  from  Angshurgaf 
Germany,  and  from  this  plae 
manufactures  of  Germany,  especially 
its  linens,  find  their  way  over  t'"^^ 
Alps  to  Italy. 

A  large  fotioa  Mill  for  spinning  ai 
weaving,  which  employs  1200  hiint 
was  established  in  tS40,  worked  tij 
water,  with  which  the  town  is  wM 
supplied  from  the  Lech.  There  i 
also  a  maaufhctory  of  macliinery. 

The  town  is  no  longer  surronode^ 
by  walls  and  ditches ;  parti  of  ttun 
site  and  of  the  glacis  are  laid  ont  !) 
agreeable  public  walks.    Within,  tlHK 
(juaiiil   actinue    architcclure    of    it>™ 
houses,  the  size  of  many  of  the  man- 
sions, not  onftenamA'^  ifssBTW*^ ■«>.<&. 
rich  soroU--wotV..  oi  coiraei  fcastt.v«^

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give  an  impression  of  departed  mag- 
nificence. 

The  AfttrimiUansftrnssef  an  Imperial 
street,  as  Card.  Beutivoglio  called  it, 
is  distinguished  by  its  length  and 
breadth.  It  runs  nearl}''  N.  and  S., 
and  contains  3  Bruuzc  Fountains,  That 
nearest  the  S.  end,  by  the  Drei  Moh- 
ren,  called  the  Hercnlesbrunnen,  is 
the  work  of  Adrian  de  Vries,  1599. 
The  centre  fountain,  opposite  the  Ch. 
of  St.  Maurice,  adorned  with  a  figure 
of  Mercury,  is  also  by  A*  Vries.  The 
third,  close  to  the  Rathhaus,  is  called 
the  Augustusbrunnen,  from  the  figure 
of  that  emperor.  Aucsburg  was  one 
of  the  first  cities  in  iSirope  in  which 
water  was  supplied  to  the  houses,  even 
to  the  upper  stories,  by  tcatericorks 
still  existing,  and  worth  notice. 

The  *Toim'h'ill  or  Rnthhms,  near  the 
N.  end  of  the  Maximiliansstrasse,  is  a 
civic  palace,  of  Italian  architecture, 
built  by  Elias  Holl,  1617-29.  The 
Golden  Hall,  on  the  second  story,  is  a 
handsome,  lofty  apartment,  roofed  with 
cedar,  109i  ft.  lon^,  57}  ft.  wide,  and 
48 i  ft.  high.  It  IS  remarkable  for 
being  unsupported  by  pillars,  and 
having  3  rows  of  windows,  one  above 
the  other.  From  the  roof  of  the  Town- 
hall  there  is  a  good  view  of  the  city. 

On  the  N.  side  of  the  Rathhaus 
stands  a  lofty  belfry,  called  iUe  2vu:er 
of  Perl'tch, 

The  ^Cathedral  is  an  irregular  build- 
ing, of  various  dates,  with  a  double 
choir,  and  devoid,  at  least  externally, 
both  of  symmetry  and  grandeur. — 
Obs,  the  ancient  brazen  doors  in  the 
S.  portal,  covered  with  rude  bas-reliefs 
in  the  Byzantine  style  of  art,  of  sacred 
and  heathen  subjects  mixed — Adam 
and  Eve,  the  Centaur,  the  Temptation 
of  the  Serpent,  &c.,  executed  1070 — 
and  the  bronze  knockers  on  the  choir 
doors.  In  the  choir  stands  an  ancient 
marble  chair  of  Byzantine  character. 
The  low  nave,  which,  as  may  still  be 
perceived,  originally  rested  on  square 
piers,  and  the  crypt,  under  the  W. 
ckoiT,  se^m  to  be  part  of  the  buUdiug 


erected  in  the  latter  part  of  the  lOth 
century,  after  the  destmetioii  of  the 
previous  church  by  the  heathen  Ma- 
gyars. The*  aisles  and  cloister  on  the 
N.  side  date  from  the  last  half  of 
the  15th  century.  The  N.  and  S. 
portals,  which  are  richlv  decorated 
with  sculpture,  were  added  between 
1321  and  1346.  The  E.  choir,  lofty 
and  light,  ending  in  an  apse,  was  re> 
built  135G-1410.  There  is  a  little 
ancient  painted  glass  in  the  windows 
of  the  clerestor}',  the  N.  aisle,  and  in 
the  large  window  of  the  S,  aisle. 
Observe,  in  the  W.  choir,  an  elegant 
altar  of  bronze  Gothic  open  woric, 
date  1 346  ;  two  BisIiopM*  Tturonmt^  very 
old ;  carved  wood  stalls,  15th  cent. 

The  Scfdoss,  or  Uesideng,  a  larse  bnild- 
ing  adjoining  the  cathedral,  rormerly 
the  Bishop's  Palace,  is  historically 
remarkable,  because  in  it  the  famous 
declaration  of  tlie  Protestants,  called 
the  Confession  of  Awfsbunj^  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Kmperor  Charles  V.  in 
1530.  It  is  well  known  that  the  em- 
peror was  very  unwilling  that  the  con- 
fession should  be  made  m  public.  At 
first  he  commanded  that  it  should  be 
read  in  Latin;  to  which  Bayer,  the 
chancellor  of  Saxony,  boldly  replied, 
"  Sire,  we  are  on  German  ground,  and 
I  trust  that  your  Majesty  will  not 
order  the  apology  of  our  faith,  which 
ought  to  be  made  as  public  as  possible, 
to  be  read  in  a  language  not  under- 
stood by  the  Germans."  He  then 
proceeded  to  read  it  in  a  voice  so  loud 
and  distinct,  that  it  was  heard  in  the 
adjoining  rooms,  and  even  bv  the 
crowds  assembled  under  the  window 
in  the  courtyard  of  the  palace.  This 
important  event  is  noted  to  have  taken 
place  at  3  o^clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  25th  June,  1530,  in  the  large  room 
at  the  comer  of  the  quadrangle  near 
the  tower.  The  Palace  in  itself  is  re- 
markably plain,  both  externally  and 
internally.  It  was  repaired  and  al- 
tered in  1743,  so  that  the  site  on 
which  the  above  event  occurred  can 
alone  be  identified.

That 
part  which  is  towards  Ihe  street  «u< 
deslro^edbyfireinlG90.  InlT!3,the 
lost  heir  of  Ant.  Fngger,  "the  Kich." 
dying  B  Cardinal  at  liume,  and  leaving 
all  bis  property  lo  the  Pope,  this  housf 
was  sold,  uiid  purchased  by  the  then 
landlord  of  tbu  Three  Mqow,  ■«\a 
rebuilt  the  Iiont  as  \1  hoti  ««aA.»%  w 
trausrerred  to  it  ^\»  Vi)\e\,  '^i^ 
BCCon4Blor3,B.t.\hetw«  ol  'Cai'a 
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yard,  and  in  its  original  state,  is  the 
banqueting-room  in  which  Charles  V. 
was  entertained  by  the  wealthy  mer- 
chant Count  Anthony  Fueger,  on  his 
return  from  the  campai^  against 
Tunis.  **  I  feel  myself/'  said  the  host, 
**so  amply  repaid  by  the  honour  of 
this  visit,  that  this  bond  now  becomes 
useless ;"  and  immediately  he  burned 
in  a  fire  of  cinnamon  the  document 
which  he  held  as  a  security  from  the 
Emperor  for  a  heavy  loan  in  aid  of  that 
campaign.  The  ceiling  is  of  cedar, 
dark  brown,  massive,  and  deeply  pa- 
nelled. In  one  comer  of  this  room  is 
a  winding  stone  staircase  leading  up 
to  a  tower,  and  down  to  the  bed(mam- 
ber  of  Anthony  Fugger,  in  which  is  a 
fine  iron  stove  of  the  year  1 532,  orna- 
mented with  scenes  from  the  wars  of 
the  Emp.  Maximilian  I.  Near  the 
banqueting-room  is  the  chapel  of  the 
Fugger  family,  consecrated  1502.  In 
the  room  (No.  1  on  the  1st  floor) 
facing  the  street,  and  decorated  with 
frescoes  more  than  100  years  old. 
Napoleon  received  the  magistrates  of 
Augsburg  on  the  11th  Oct.  1805,  and 
announced  to  them  that  their  privi- 
leges as  a  free  city  were  at  an  end, 
and  that  they  were  to  consider  the 
King  of  Bavaria  their  master. 

The  cellars  of  the  Drei  Mohren 
have  been  celebrated  for  their  vines, 
including  not  only  those  of  Germany, 
France,  Spain,  of  the  Adriatic,  and  the 
East,  but  the  classical  wines  of  Italy, 
the  Fulernian,  the  Cscuban,  the  Alban, 
and  Immortale  Massicum. 

The  Allgemeine  Zeitung,  also  called 
the  Au^burg  Gazette,  the  best  and 
most  widelj  circulated  newspaper  in 
German^',  is  printed  here.  The  pro- 
prietor IS  the  bookseller  Baron  Cotta. 
Many  articles  on  political  subjects  are 
.  contributed  (it  is  understood),  indi- 
rectly, by  the  ministers  of  the  great 
powers. 

The  newspapers  of  the  principal 
states  of  Europe  are  taken  in  at  the 
club  established  in  the  Bourse,  called 
Museum  (§  44),  opposite  the  liathhaus. 

Au^burg  is  the  birthplace  of  Hans 
Holbem  the  elder,  father  of  the  painter 
00  well  known  by  his  works  in  Eng- 


land, where  he  died.  His  grand&ther, 
also  of  Augsburg,  was  a  respectable 
artist. 

The  principal  Cannon  Foundry  in 
Bavaria  is  situated  at  Augsburg:  se- 
veral richly-ornamented  brass  pieces 
may  be  seen  in  front  of  the  Anenal 
(Zeughaus)  bearing  dates  betwcsen 
1500  and  1544.  On  the  fii^ade  of  the 
arsenal  is  a  large  and  rather  spirited 
bronze  group  representing  the  Arch- 
angel Michael  triumphing  over  Salan. 

There  are  two  annual  fairs  at  Aags- 
bur^,  each  lasting  a  fortnight;  one 
begmning  on  St.  George's  Ilay,  the 
other  on  Michaelmas.

Protestants). 

The  annals  of  the  city  ore  tingn-' 
larly  nnintoresting.  It  owes  its  origin 
to  some  warehouses  erected  on  the  spot 
for  the  reception  of  the  salt  brought 
from  the  mines  of  Keichenhall  and 
Salzburg,  and  its  name  to  the  Monlu 
(Monchel  who  owned  iBbn.  It  Grat 
became  the  residence  of  the  Bavarian 
Duke  Lewis  in  1255.  Mmicli.  ' 
laet  rnifury,  was  an  ordinary-  i 
rate  German  capital,  distinguished 
neither  for  its  situation  nor  arehitec* 
lure,  but  merely  as  being  the  residence 
of  an  Elector.  It  was  surrouuded  br 
walls  and  a  ditch  (removed  and  filled 
up  in  1791),  and  entered  by  cBSlellaled 
gates,  tevernl  of  which  have  been 
preserved,  with  their  loopholed  and 
embatlledflankingtowers.  Tbehoncel 
were  built  in  the  qu&int  bnt  not  nn- 
pictnresqoe  style  adopted  also  at  Augs- 
bnrg :  thc^  are  irregular  in  liie  and 
form  ;  their  fronts,  crowded  with  win- 
dows, are  ornamented  either  with 
stucco  pBltems  and  scroll-work,  or 
with  mde  fresco  puintings.  They  have 
often  a  ionlern-like  projectioo  or  oriel 
window  at  Ibe  comer,  and  ore  sur- 
mounted by  high  roo&  ^rforated  with 
3  or  4  tiers  of  small  windows,  giving 
that  part  of  the  house  the  appearance 
□f  the  boil  oFb  three-decker  with  the 
ports  open.  The  great  market-pbiee 
l,or  MarienplatE)  and  neighbouring 
streets  of  the  old  town  preserve  intact 
the  character  uf  ancient  Mnuich.

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ings  wliich  have  risen  np  on  all  ndes 
within  that  period  have  scarcely  a 
parallel  in  another  European  capital. 
Its  increase  has  been  so  rapid  that  it 
already  stretches  over  an  extent  of 
ground  more  than  double  that  of  the 
old  town,  which  forms  the  centre  or 
nucleus. 

Munich  owes  its  present  prominent 
position,  as  the  seat  of  the  fine 
arts,  mainly  to  the  late  monarch 
Lewis.  Himself  a  poet,  he  made 
the  study  of  art  his  favourite  pur- 
suit; and  even  while  Crown  Pnuce 
had  formed  a  first-rate  gallery  of  sculp- 
ture (the  Glyptothek)  and  a  valuable 
cabinet  of  pamtings.  The  improve- 
ments in  the  town,  including  the  erec- 
tion of  a  vast  number  of  splendid 
edifices,  museums,  churches,  &c., 
were  planned  and  executed  under  his 
auspices,  chiefly  by  the  eminent  archi- 
tect Klenze.  Most  of  the  buildings,  it 
mubt  be  confessed,  are  deficient  in  pic- 
turesque effect,  from  their  uniformity 
of  surface,  and  want  of  projections,  to 
produce  strong  light  and  shade.  There 
IS  little  originality,  and  Munich  is 
full  of  imitations.  The  Koni^sbau  is 
an  enfeebled  copy  of  the  Pitti  Palace 
at  Florence,  for  the  massive  grandeur 
of  the  latter  is  its  great  merit ;  the 
Hall  of  the  Marshals  is  a  repetition  of 
the  Loggia  de'  Lanzi ;  the  Sieges  Thor 
is  the  Arch  of  Constantine ;  the  Church 
of  St.  Boniface  is  imitated  from  St. 
Paul's  without  the  walls,  at  Rome. 
The  late  king's  patronage  was  not, 
however,  confined  to  architecture ; 
since  no  sooner  was  the  plan  of  a  new 
building  decided  on  than  work  was 
chalked  out  for  the  painter  and  sculptor 
in  furnishing  decorations  for  the  ex- 
terior and  interior.  The  arts  of  paint- 
ing in  fresco,  in  encaustic,  and  upon 
glass,  have  been  revived  and  carried 
to  ffreat  perfection.  The  moulded 
brickwork  employed  in  several  of  the 
buildings  also  deserves  praise.  There 
are  probably  not  fewer  than  1000 
artists  resident  in  Munich,  either  at- 
tracted from  other  countries  by  the 
encouragement  thus  held  out  to  them, 
or  bred  and  educated  on  the  spot. 
The  prince  who  originated  all  this, 


thus  taking  the  lead  of  En  rope  in 
a  noble  revival,  was  not  a  solitary 
patron  of  art,  since  he  created  a 
taste,  or  set  a  fashion,  which  spread 
over  all  parts  of  Germany;  and  when 
it  is  considered  that  he  had  ouly 
the  resources  of  a  second-rate  state 
at  his  command,  and  that  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Palace,  the  Glyp- 
tothek, and  the  buildings  con- 
nected with  them  were  defrayed  from 
his  own  privy  purse,  our  admiration 
at  the  completion  of  so  many  grand 
undertakings,  which  would  have  done 
credit  to  the  wealthiest  nation  in 
Europe,  is  increased. 

In  order  to  form  an  estimate  of 
the  state  of  architecture  in  Munich 
the  traveller  should  view  the  Glypto- 
thek and  Pinacothek  (both  by  Klenze), 
and  the  Church  of  St.  Boniface,  in  the 
Karlsstrasse ;  he  should  traverse  the 
Litdwigsstrasse^  in  which  are  the  Uni- 
versity, the  Church  of  St.  Lewis,  the 
Library,  the  Blind  Asylum  (built  by 
the  king  from  his  privy  purse),  and  the 
Palace  of  Prince  Max,  the  Georgianuni 
or  Priests'  Seminary,  the  Young 
Ladies'  School  (Tochterschule),  and 
the  Ladies'  College  (Damenstift). 
This  street  terminates  at  one  end  with 
a  magnificent  Arch  of  Triumph,  at 
the  other  with  the  hall  or  portico  of  the 
Marshals. 

The  example  set  by  King  Lewis 
was  followed  by  his  son  King  Maxi- 
milian, who  opened  out  the  Maximi- 
liansstrasscy  a  wide  street  running  from 
the  theatre  to  a  handsome  bt-ilge  over 
the  Isar,  beyond  which,  on  the  high 
ground,  are  the  MfLciinilianccuTn^  or 
college  for  education  of  the  civil 
service,  '*  something  between  a  Man- 
chester warehouse  and  a  monster 
hotel "  (&it.  Ii.\  and  a  church.  Mid- 
way in  this  street  stand  the  Office  of  the 
President  of  Upper  Bavaria  and  the 
National  Musetini,  The  Propylceum,  a 
Grecian  triumphal  arch  in  the  Brien- 
ner  St.,  was  completed  1862. 

The  works  of  the  modern  German 
school  of  historical  painting  may  be 
seen  in  the  l^ew  'P«iauc«  oi  X^Kift  »^^%<» 
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in  the  Hall  of  FeMivalB  {FetUmlha'i\ 
in  the  Palace  of  Prince  Mar,  in  the 
Pioacathek  and  Glyptothek,  in  the 
Charchea  of  St.  Lewis  and  St.  Boni- 
Une,  and  in  the  Chaptrl  of  All  Saists, 
u  well  aa  in  the  stndins  of  Kauibach, 
^tItod  Pilot},and  Wagner,  the  most 
eminent  of  the  srtisU  who  reside  here.

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his  royml  patron  among  the  elect.  The 
fi^re  of  Christ,  though  nearly  12  ft 
high,  is  scarcely  important  enough: 
the  attention  is  too  strongly  drawn  to 
the  lower  part  of  the  picture.  St. 
Michael  is  a  fine  conception.  Satan  is 
of  monstrous  proportion :  the  features 
of  the  ugly  creature  who  crawls  beneath 
his  feet  resemble  those  of  GGthe.  All 
kinds  of  decoration,  painted  sculpture 
and  glass,  &c.  &c.,  have  been  lavished 
on  the  interior  of  this  church,  yet  the 
general  efiect  is  not  pleasing. 


The  ♦  Chapel  of  All  Saints  (Allerheili- 
^enkapelle),  behind  the  Palace,  begun 
m  1826  by  Leo  von  Klenze,  and  con- 
secrated in  1837,  is  in  the  style  of  a 
Byzantine  church  of  the  Uth  century, 
but  without  an  exterior  dome.    The 
interior  will  remind  the  traveller  of  the 
nave  of  St.  Mark*s  at  Venice,  though  on 
a  much  smaller  scale.  It  is  94j  ft.  broad, 
156|  ft.  long,  and  its  greatest  height 
75f  ft.    The  carvings  of  the  doorway 
and  circular  window  by  Prof,  Khcrhard 
are  well  executed.    The  interior,  en- 
tirely painted   in   fresco,  on    a  gold 
ground,    by  Hes8  and  his  pupils,  is 
deserving  of  minute  attention.     The 
effect  of  the  gold  grg^^^  '^  ^^^  with- 
out appearing  glaring,  and,  notwith- 
standing the  splendid  character  of  the 
internal  decorations,  all  that  is  not 
mdnting  or  gold  within  the  building 
being  marble  or  scagliola,  its  general 
eharacter  is  solemn.    The  roof  is  sup- 
ported  by    pillars    of   red    Salzburg 
marble,  having  gilt  capitals.  The  cost 
of  the  internal  decorations  exceeded 
40,000  fl.  .The  first  cupola  (nearest  the 
entrance),  with  the  adjoining  walls  and 
vaulting,  contains  representations  of 
many  of  the  leading  events  and  persons 
of  the  Old  Testament,  and,  as  its  centre, 
God  the  Father ;  the  second,  a  corres- 
ponding selection  from  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and,  as  its  centre,  God  the  Son. 
In  the  choir,  the  continued  working  of 
revelation  in  the  Church,  referring  to 
God  the  Holy  Ghost,  is  depicted  through 
its  outward  signs.    In  the  1st  compart- 
ment of  the  vaulting,  on  either  side  of 
the  symbolical  dove,  are   the  seven 
snfts  of  the  Spirit  (1  Cor.  xii.),andthe 


2nd  compartment,  immediately  above 
the  altar,  the  seven  sacraments  are  sym- 
bolically represented.  In  the  tribune 
or  recess  of  the  altar  are  single  figures, 
which  together  are  meant  to  set  forth 
the  Church  triumphant,  as  opposed  to 
the  Church  militant,  represented  in  the 
body  of  the  chapel.  The  Virgin  sits 
enthroned,  as  representative  of  the 
Church,  and  at  her  side  the  apostles 
Peter  and  Paul,  and  Moses  and  Elias. 
Above  them  is  the  Trinity.  Over  the 
organ-gallery  is  a  fresco,  represent- 
ing the  connection  between  the  Church 
and  the  fine  arts.  Fine  musical  ser- 
vices are  well  performe<l  here  by  the 
choristers  of  the  Koyal  Chapel,  every 
Sunday  and  holiday,  at  9  a.m. 

The  **Basil\ca  of  St,  Bonifucim  was 
founded  1835,  by  King  Lewis,  in  com- 
memoration of  the  25m  anniversanr  of 
his  marriage  (called  in  German,  Silver 
Wedding),  and  finished  1850.    He  and 
his  queen  are  buried  in  a  sarcophagus 
in  the  chapel  on  rt.  as  you  enter,  pre- 
pared in  his  lifetime.    He  d.  1868.    It 
exceeds  in  size  and  splendour  any  of 
the  modem  ecclesiastical  edifices  of 
Munich.     It  was  built  by   Ziebland, 
in  imitation  of  a  Roman  basilica  of 
the  5th  and  Gth  centuries ;  indeed,  in 
plan,  internal  elevation,  and  arrange- 
ment of  the  decorations,  it   closely 
resembles  the  Ch.  of  St.  Paul  (fuori 
delle  Mura)  at  Rome.    It  is  of  red 
brick,  except  the  portico  of  8  round 
arches  resting  on  columns;  the   in- 
terior is  supported   by   64  beautiful 
monolithic  columns  of  grey  Tyrolcsc 
marble,  each  20  ft.  long,  with  carved 
capitals  of  white  marble.     It  is  di- 
vided by  them  into  a  nave,  76  ft.  high 
and  50  wide,  and  4  aisles.    Its  length 
is  284i  ft.,  and  its  width  1 13|  ft.   The 
pavement  is  of  marble;  the  roof  of 
wood  painted  blue,  with  gold  stars, 
the  beams  being  carved  and  gilt.    The 
Frescoes  which  decorate  the  interior 
were  designed  and  painted  by  llcsa 
and  his  pupils.    In  the  tribune  behin<l 
the  high  altar  is  Christ  in  glory,  with 
the  Virgin  and  the  Baptist,  and  under 
them  the  first  saints  and  martyrs  of 


JbarFkthen  of  the  Church.    In  lhe\  <iN^xittftVa\» '.  ^  Vj  llcw>i  lVt«^ 
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the  nave  arc  36  firescoes,  hy' Hess* s 
scholars ;  they  form  the  upper  series, 
between  the  round-headea  windows, 
and  represent  events  in  the  lives  of  the 
saints  and  martyrs  who  were  instru- 
mental in  establishing^  Christianity  in 
Germany,  from  the  middle  of  the  3rd 
to  the  end  of  the  9th  centy. 

The  jower  series,  devoted  to  the  his- 
tory of  St  Bonifiice,  consists  of  1 2  large 
compositions,  with  small  monochrome 
compartments  between  them,  by 
HesSj  Schraudolph,  MSlier,  and  Koch, 
One  of  them  shows  the  departure 
of  the  saint  from  the  monastery 
of  Noscella  (Netley),  in  Hampshire, 
on  his  way  to  Rome,  to  be  conse- 
crated apostle  of  the  Germans;  by 
Ness,  At  the  end  of  the  side 
aisle,  to  the  1.  of  the  high  altar,  the 
Virgin  enthroned  with  angels,  and  the 
patron  saints  of  the  children  of  King 
Lewis;  Hess.  Corresponding  with  this, 
on  the  other  side,  is  the  stoning  of  St 
Stephen,  the  protomartyr;  if it/^.  In 
the  spandrils  of  the  arches,  over  the 
columns,  are  medallion  portraits  of 
the  last  34  popes,  beginning  with 
Julius  III.  (1550),  and  ending  with 
Gregory  XVI.  In  order  not  to  break 
the  space  of  the  nave,  the  pulpit  is 
pushed  back  on  a  railroad  into  the 
aisles.  Beneath  the  church  is  a  crypt 
for  the  burial  of  the  Benedictine  monks, 
24  of  whom  occupy  the  monastery  at 
the  back  of  the  church.  In  the  re- 
fectory of  this  monastery  is  a  large 
fresco  representing  the  Last  Supper, 
by  IIe$$, 

The  Paruih  Church  of  Maria  Hilfy  in 
the  suburb  An,  is  a  building  in  the 
German  pointed  style  of  the  14th  cen- 
tury, and  reflects  credit  on  the  archi- 
tect Ohlmiiller.  It  was  begun  1831, 
and  consecrated  1839.  Its  length  is 
222}  ft.,  breadth  76f  ft,  height  80|  ft 
The  height  of  the  spire  is  256  ft  A 
chief  ornament  of  this  church  are  19 
large  windows  of  modern  painted  glass, 
containing  subjects  from  the  Life  of  the 
Virgin,  the  gift  of  King  Lewis  I.  They 
were  designed  by  living  painters,  and 
executed  under  the  direction  of  Hess 
in  the  china  msnafactory  at  Munich, 
/o  cooperation  with  the  artist  Frank 


of  Benedictbeuem,  who  has  succeeded 
in  brinjzing  back  this  art  to  a  high  de- 
gree of  perfection.  The  subjects  are 
Oius  arranged  :  on  the  1.,  when  facing 
the  altar,  is  the  history  of  the  Virgin 
as  the  destined  mother  of  the  Saviour; 
on  the  rt,  the  principal  events  in  which 
she  was  connected  with  him ;  and  in 
the  centre  window,  to  which  both  series 
lead,  is  her  glorification.  Beginning 
on  the  1.  side,  near  the  W.  entrance, 
the  subjects  proceed  thus :  1.  The  An- 
nunciation to  Joachim  that  he  will  have 
a  child  by  Anna  when  he  returns  home. 
2.  Return  of  Joachim.  3.  Birth  of 
the  Virgin.  4.  First  visit  of  the  Vir- 
gin to  the  Temple.  5.  Espousal  of 
Joseph  and  the  Virgin.  6.  The  An- 
nunciation. 7.  The  Vbitation.  8. 
The  Birth  of  Christ  9.  The  Death 
of  the  Virgin.  In  the  central  window 
is  the  Burial  and  Assumption  of  the 
Virgin.  On  the  rt.,  or  opposite  side  of 
the  church,  beginning  at  the  western 
end,  the  subjects  are,  1.  The  Adoration 
of  the  Magi.  2.  The  Prophecy  of  Si- 
meon on  the  Presentation  in  the  Tem- 
ple. 3.  Flight  into  Egypt  4.  Christ, 
when  a  Child,  with  the  Doctors  in  the 
Temple.  5.  The  Marriage  of  Cana. 
6.  The  Departure  of  Chnst  from  his 
Mother  before  the  Crucifixion.  7. 
Christ  bearing  the  Cross.  8.  The  Cru- 
cifixion. 9.  The  Entombment.  The 
carvings  in  wood  in  14  bas-reliefs  of 
events  in  the  life  of  our  Saviour  ar- 
ranged on  the  walls,  and  the  2  altar- 
pieces,  are  well  worth  notice. 

The  JRoyal  Palace  or  ResUlenz  may 
be   divided  into  the  old    or  centm' 
building,  and  the  new  buildings,  con 
sistin^  of  two  wings ;  that  on  the  south 
em  side  called  the  KOnigsbau,  that  oi 
the  N.  side  called  the  Festsaalbau, 

The  original  Palace,  begun   at  th 
end  of  the  16th  century,  and  finishe 
1616,  from  designs  of  Peter  Candi< 
though  vast  in  extent,  and  former^ 
thought  a  very  fine  building,  has  r 
much  claim  to  architectural  bea' 
It    includes    4    irregular  courty: 
Beneath  the  archway  leading  fron 
Chapel-court  to  the  Fountain-cou 
carious  memom\  o^  VVve  «.>\)\«\a^  '^ 
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of  an  ancestor  of  the  reigning  family 
(1409),  called,  from  his  agility,  Chris- 
topher the  L^aper,  is  preserved.  It 
is  a  huge  hlack  stone,  now  chained 
to  the  wall,  which  he  is  said  to  have 
lifted  and  hurled  to  a  considerable  dis- 
tance, while  a  nail  stuck  into  the 
wall  about  12  ft.  from  the  ^und 
marks  the  height  reached  by  his  heel 
in  jumping! 

The  **yew  Pahice  (der  Konigsbau), 
a  massive  structure  facing  the  Max- 
Joseph's  Square,  and  copied  for  the 
most  part  from  the  Pitti  Palace  at 
Florence,  was  built  by  the  architect 
Klenze  for  King  Lewis,  1835.  The 
Nibelongcn-Sale  are  the  only  parts 
which  are  now  open  to  the  general 
public  (from  9  a.m.).  Ou  wet  days  no 
one  is  admitted.  The  interior  is  not 
fitted  up  after  the  usual  manner  of 
palaces— of  which  the  traveller  sees 
so  many  on  the  Continent— but  is  an 
admirable  example  of  a  style  of  deco- 
ration prevalent  m  Germany,  but  little 
known  in  England,  which,  properly 
speaking,  is  a  revival  or  imitation  of 
tne  ornaments  of  the  Loggie  of  the 
Vatican,  and  of  a  still  more  ancient 
model,  the  houses  of  Pompeii.  The 
apartments  of  the  king  and  queen  oc- 
cnpy  the  first  floor.  They  are  not 
shown  to  the  public. 

Ground  Floor. — The  rooms  to  the 
W.  or  1.  hand  of  the  entrance  in  the 
Max-Joseph's  Square,  and  between 
this  and  the  first  entrance  in  the  Resi- 
denzstrasse,  contain  the  frescoes  from 
the  Nibelungenlied,  the  ancient  natio- 
nal epic  of  Germany,  painted  by  Julius 
Schnorr.  On  the  walls  of  the  Entrance 
Jlall  are  represented  the  personages 
of  the  poem.  Over  the  entrance  is 
the  poet,  between  figures  who  typify 
Narration  and  Song.  On  the  ceiling 
are  the  4  most  remarkable  incidents 
of  the  poem.  The  2/w?,  or  Marriage 
HiUl,  contains  the  most  important 
events  of  Siegfried's  life :  above, 
opposite  the  windows,  his  first  ar- 
nval  before  the  palace  of  the  Em- 
peror Gunther,  at  Worms;  over  the 
windows,  his  return  to  his  parents 
ifith  Kriemhild,    In  the  lunettes  tkte 


knightly  contests.  The  3  large  paint- 
ings are—  1.  Siegfried's  return  fh>m  the 
SaoLon  war;  2.  Brunhild's  arrival  at 
Worms  (a  finelv  coloured  fresco). 
Opposite  the  wmdows,  Kriemhild's 
ana  Siegfried's  Marriage;  between 
them.  Betrayal  of  the  Secret  of  Brun- 
hild's girdle.  Over  the  doors  are  4 
small  frescoes.  In  the  3«/,  or  Jlall  of 
Treachery,  are,  on  the  ceiling,  Kriem- 
hild's dream:  in  the  12  lunettes, 
painted  in  monochrome,  are  as  many 
events  in  Siegfried's  life.  Over  the 
doors — 1.  Knemhild  points  out  to 
Hagen  where  Siegfried  is  vulnerable, 
in  order  that  he  may  protect  Siegfried. 
2.  Siegfried  departs  for  the  chace.  3. 
Sigmund  learns  the  death  of  his  son 
Siegfried.  4.  Hagen  sinks  the  Nibelun- 
gen  treasure  in  the  Rhine.  The  4  large 
pictures  are — 1.  Contest  of  the  Queens 
before  the  cathedral  door.  2.  Hagen 
treacherouslv  kills  Siegfried.  3.  Kriem- 
hild  finds  the  corpse  of  Siegfried  as 
she  is  going  to  the  cathedral  at  early 
morning.  4.  Kriemhild  discovers 
Hagen  to  be  the  murderer  of  her 
husband  by  the  wounds  of  the  corpse 
bleeding  at  his  entrance.  The  ith,  or 
Hall  of  JRetefuje,  represents  the  down- 
fall of  the  heroes  brought  about  by 
Kriemhild's  revenge.  On  the  ceiling 
are  the  Sea-witches  who  prophecy  the 
downfall.  Surrounded  by  arabesques 
are — 1.  Kriemhild  exciting  war  by 
presents.  2.  By  entreaties.  3.  She 
has  recourse  to  fire.  4.  She  takes 
Siegfried's  sword  from  Hagen's  side, 
who  is  in  chains.  In  the  lunettes : — 
Kriemhild  prays  Etzel  to  invite  the 
Burgundians.  2.  The  heroes  cross  the 
Danube.  3.  Riidiger  before  the  last 
battle  gives  his  shield  to  Hagen.  4. 
Kriemhild  between  Gunther  and  Ha- 
gen, who  are  chained.  Over  the 
doors: — 1.  Hagen  slays  the  child  of 
Etzel  and  Kriemhild  at  a  feast.  2. 
Death  of  Riidiger  and  Gemot.  3. 
Dietrich  gives  up  to  Kriemhild 
Gunther  and  Hagen  in  chains.  The 
large  pictures  are— 1.  Kriemhild  re- 
proaches Volker  and  Hagen,  who  are 
keeping  guard  before  the  palace,  for 
their  faithlessness  to  Siegfried.  2.  The 
great  fight  on   the  staircase   of  the 
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Hagen.  4.  Kriemhild,  after  she  has 
taken  vengeance  with  her  own  hand 
on  Gunther  and  Hagcn,  falls  by  the 
sword  of  Hildebrand.  The  5tk,  or 
Jlalt  of  Lamentation,  represents — 1. 
Etxel.  Dietrich,  Hildebrand,  and  the 
women,  weeping  as  the  corpses  are 
being  removed.  2.  Return  of  the  mes- 
sengers with  the  weapons  of  the  slfun. 
8.  liishop  Pilgrim,  npon  hearing  the  de- 
tails of  the  tragic  event,  orders  masses 
to  be  perform^  for  the  repose  of  the 
souls  of  the  heroes. 

Fu^  Floor,— The  King's  Apartments 
are  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  palace. 
The  entrance  to  them  is  from  the 
Btack  Hall  of  the  old  palace,  which  is 
behind  the  E.  end  of  this  front. 
Passing  fh>m  this  through  the  landing- 
place  at  the  head  of  Uie  stairs,  adom^ 
with  figures  representing  the  8  pro- 
vinces of  Bavaria  by  Schuranthaler,  you 
enter  the  Ist  AntecfMinher,  painted  in 
encaustic,  from  drawings  by  Schwan- 
ihitler,  in  the  style  of  the  ancient 
Greek  vases,  with  scenes  from  the  tale 
of  the  Argonauts  as  said  to  be  told  by 
Orpheus.  2nd  Antechamber, — The  sub- 
jects are  taken  from  Hesiod ;  those  in 
the  frieze  from  the  *  Theogony ;'  those 
on  the  walls  from  the  '  Works  and 
Days '  and  the  '  Shield  of  Hercules.' 
The  painting  is  encaustic,  from  draw- 
ings by  Schwanthiiler,  executed  by  Hil- 
tensperger  and  Strcidel,  Service  Chamber, 
— The  hymns  of  Homer  to  Venus, 
Ceres,  Apollo,  and  Mercury,  are  here 
illustrated.  The  drawings  were  by 
Schnorr;  the  execution  by  Jlilten- 
sperger,  Oliver,  Streidelf  and  Schnlz, 
Throne  Hoom,  ornamented  with  reliefs 
in  plaster  b^  Schwanthaler :  the  sub- 
jects from  Pindar.  In  the  5  following 
apartments  the  paintings  on  the  ceiling 
are  in  fresco,  those  on  the  walls  in 
encaustic.  Banquet  Room, — Anacreon 
fumbhes  the  subject  of  these  paintings. 
The  drawings  were  by  Zimmermann, 
Iteception  Room,  with  24  pictures  fh)m 
.^schylus,  drawn  by  Schwanthaler  and 
executed  by  Schilgen.  Writing  Room, — 
Here  are  21  compositions  from  Sopho- 
cles, drawn  by  Schwanthaler,  and 
painted  by  Rdckel  and  Hanson.  Dress- 
f>d/AU///i,  with  27  pictures  from  Aris- 


tophanes, painted  by  HUtensperger,  ftom 
drawings  by  Schwanthaler.  R^  Room. 
— The  piuntings  here  are  from  Theo- 
critus, executS  by  Rdckel,  Schnlz,  and 
Brmhnann,  partly  from  their  own  de- 
signs, partly  from  those  of  Hess. 

The  Queen's  Apartments  are  in  the 
west  half  of  the  palace,  and  partly  in 
the  side  fiicing  the  Residenzstrasse. 
The  entrance  is  by  the  staircase  lead- 
ing from  the  high  ^teway  in  this 
street;  but  when  a  visitor  is  shown 
round  the  palace,  he  frequently  enters 
them  from  the  king's  apartments,  in 
which  case  they  are  passed  through  in 
the  reverse  order  to  that  in  which  they 
are  here  described. 

First  Antechamber. — The  subjects  of 
the  frescoes  here,  by  Oassen,  are  from 
the  poems  of  Walther  von  der  Vogel- 
weide,  a  Minnesiinger  of  the  Idth  cen- 
tury. Second  Antechamber. — A  series 
of  pictures  representing  the  life  of  Par- 
cival  of  Wolfram  von  Escheubach,  a 
cotemporary  of  Walther,  in  fresco  by 
Hermann.  Service  Chamber,  with  20 
paintings  in  encaustic  from  the  poems 
of  Burger,  by  Foltz,  assisted  by  Dietz 
and  Wewlling,  Throne  Room, — The 
poems  of  Klopstock  are  here  illus- 
trated by  Kaulbach,  The  ceiling  is  in 
fresco,  the  walls  encaustic.  Drawing 
Room,  —  This  is  decorated  with  en- 
caustic paintings  from  the  poems  of 
Wieland.  The  frieze,  illustrating  Obe- 
ron,  is  by  Neureuther,  who  also  painted 
the  architectural  decorations  of  the 
walls  from  the  designs  of  Klenzc,  The 
rest  was  painted  by  Fdrster  from  the 
designs  of  Kaulbach,  Red  Jloom  con- 
tains 36  compositions  from  Gothe's 
works,  painted  by  Kaulbach  in  fresco 
on  the  ceiling,  and  in  encaustic  on  the 
walls.  In  the  Writing-room  are  22 
pictures  teom  Schiller  by  Foltz  and 
Lindenschmit,  Library, — The  subjects 
of  the  pictures  here  are  from  the  poems 
of  Tieck ;  they  were  painted  by  Moriz 
V,  Sohwind, 

The  apartments  on  the  Second  Floor 
are  designed  for  balls  and  court  enter- 
tainments. The  ball-room  is  appro- 
priately decorated  in  encaustic ;  on  one 
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side  it  opens  into  a  room  for  shrubs  and 
flowers,  on  the  opposite  side  into  two 
other  rooms,  the  farthust  of  Trhich  is 
decorated  with  reliefs  in  plaster,  by 
Schwanthaler,  representing  the  story 
of  Venus. 

Adjoining  the  palace,  on  the  E.  side 
of  the  Max-Joseph's  Square,  is  the 
Theatre;  opposite  the  Palace  is  the 
Fott'Office^  with  an  arcade  in  the  style 
of  Vasari's  loggia  at  Arezzo.  and  in 
the  centre  of  the  square  is  the  statue 
of  King  Maximilian  I. 

The  central  portion  of  the  palace 
remains  in  its  old  form;  but  the  N. 
ving  facinff  the  Ilofyaricn  has  been  ex- 
tendei,  and  internally  decorated  with 
even  greater  splendour  than  the  Ko- 
nigsbau.  It  is  also  from  the  designs 
of  Kienze,  It  is  called  the  FcstsaalfMUf 
because  it  contains  the  state  apart- 
ments for  drawing-rooms  and  court 
ftstirities,  as  well  as  apartments  for 
the  reception  of  royal  or  distinguished 
Tisitors.  The  new  portion  of  this 
front,  nearly  800  ft.  lon^,  is  in  the 
style  of  Palladio.  Beneath  is  an  arcade, 
with  an  entrance  formed  by  «*>  of  the 
arches;  above  are  10  Ionic  columns, 
supporting  a  broken  entablature,  on 
which  rest  2  lions  and  8  statues,  repre- 
senting the  8  circles  of  the  kingdom, 
by  Schwanthaler,  On  the  Ground  Moor, 
to  the  left,  on  passing  under  the  central 
arches,  are  6  apartments  painted  in 
encaustic  by  Ifiltensftcrger,  from  draw- 
ings by  Schwanthaler.  The  subjects 
are  derived  from  the  Odyssey.  First 
Floor  shown  daily  9-10  a.m.  The  en- 
trance is  near  the  £.  end;  an  ante- 
chamber at  the  head  of  a  broad  flight 
of  stairs  leads  by  a  small  cabinet  into 
the  Ball-room,  123J  ft.  long,  and  47i 
ft.  broad,  decorated  with  reliefs  by 
Schwanthaler,  and  paintings,  in  the 
Pompeian  style,  of  Greek  dances.  The 
Caryatides  supporting  the  gallery  are 
of  papiermache.  On  the  £.  side  of 
the  ball-room  are  two  rooms  for  card- 
playing,  called  the  Halls  of  the  Beauties, 
containing  portraits  by  Stieler  of  beau- 
tifU  women  of  modem  times,  chiefly 
Bavarian,  from  the  queen  to  the  actress 
peasant-girl  and  Munich  dressmaker. 


The  Banqitet  Hall,  with  battle  scenes 
from  the  war  between  1805  and  1814, 
by  Peter  IIcss,  Kobell,  Adam,  Heideck, 
and  Monien.  On  the  opposite  side  of 
the  ball-roomj  three  halls,  adorned  with 
pictures  of  large  dimensions,  represent- 
ing the  chief  events  in  the  lives  of 
Charlemagne,  Frederic  Barbarossa,  and  ' 
Rudolph  of  Hapsburg,  by  Schnorr,  as- 
sisted by  his  pupils,  precede  the  Grand 
Hall,  called  Thronsaal.  In  the  1st 
hall,  called  the  Hall  of  Charlemagne, 
12  pictures,  representing : — 1.  Charle- 
magne, 12  years  old,  anointed  future 
king  of  the  Franks  by  Pope  Stephen 
II.  at  St.  Denis,  in  presence  or  his 
father.  2.  He  takes  Pavia,  and  makes 
Desiderius,  King  of  the  Lombards, 
prisoner.  Opposite  to  these,  3.  He 
conquers  the  Saxons.  4.  He  makes 
the  Saxons  converts.  Opposite  the 
windows,  .5.  He  regulates  the  affairs  of 
the  Church  at  the  Synod  of  Frankfurt. 
6.  His  Coronation  at  Rome.  On  the 
side  of  the  windows,  his  friends  Alcuin, 
Arno,  and  Eginhard,  and  2  small  pic- 
tures representing  his  exertions  for 
education  and  the  fine  arts. 

In  the  Ilidl  of  Barbarossa  the  large 
pictures  represent,  I.  Frederic  Bar- 
barossa elected  Emperor  (1152).  2. 
His  entrance  into  Milan  as  a  con- 
queror (1162).  Opposite  to  these,  3. 
His  concluding  peace  with  Pope  Alex- 
ander III.  at  Venice  (1183).  4.  His 
celebration  of  a  national  festival  at 
Mayence  (1185).  Opposite  the  win- 
dows, 5.  His  victory  at  Iconium  in  the 
3rd  crusade.  6.  His  death  in  theCaly- 
cadnus  near  Seleucia  (1190).  On  the 
side  of  the  windows  are,  1,  the  deposi- 
tion of  Henry  the  Lion  by  Frederic 
from  the  Dukedom  of  Bavaria,  which, 
2,  is  granted  to  Otto  of  Wittelsbach. 
The  frieze  in  relief  above  the  paint- 
ings represents  Frederic's  crusade,  and 
is  by  Schtcanthaler. 

In  the  Hall  of  Budolph  of  Habslurg, 
the  frieze,  designed  by  Schwind  and 
painted  by  Schnorr,  &c.,  represents  the 
effects  of  the  restoration  of  internal 
tranquillity  to  the  German  empire  by 
Rudolph,  e,ff.  Agriculture,  Manufac- 
tures, &C.     TXWi  \W^<ii  \^\ti&SV^^^  <i.W3Bc- 
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S)8ed  and  drawn  bj  Schnorr,  are — 1. 
adolph  giving  his  horse  to  a  priest 
that  he  may  pass  a  stream  and  carry 
the  Host  to  a  sick  man.  2.  He  hears, 
while  attacking  Basle,  that  the  Electors 
at  Mayence  have  chosen  him  Emperor. 
These  two  are  painted  by  Schnorr.  S. 
He  defeats  King  Ottocar  of  Bohemia, 
who  refused  to  recognise  his  election, 
1278.  4.  He  brings  the  Robber  Knights 
to  Justice,  and  destroys  their  castles. 

I%roM  Room  (Thronsaal).— This  is 
a  magnificent  and  truly  stately  hall, 
106^  tL  long  and  73  ft.  wide,  flanked 
by  12  columns,  aU  white,  like  the 
walls,  with  gold  capitals  and  orna- 
ments. Between  the  pillars  stand 
12  colossal  statues  in  gilt  bronze  of 
Princes  of  the  House  of  Wittelsbach, 
designed  by  SchwanthaUr^  10  fthi^ : — 
I.  Otho  the  Illustrious,  Elector  Pala- 
tine and  D.  of  Bavaria,  d.  1253.  2. 
Lewis,  the  Bavarian  Emperor,  d.  1347. 
3.  Rupert,  Emperor,  d.  1410.  4.  Fre- 
deric the  Victorious,  Elector  Palatine, 
d.  1476.  .*>.  Lewis  the  Rich,  D.  of  Ba- 
varia, d.  1479.  6.  Albert  IV.,  the  Wise, 
D.  of  Bavaria,  d.  1508.  7.  Frederic  II., 
the  Wise,  Elector  Palatine,  d.  1 556.  8. 
Albert  V.,  the  Magnanimous,  D.,  d. 
1579.  9.  Maximilian  I.,  Elector,  d. 
Ifi5l.  10.  Charles  XL,  K.  of  Sweden, 
d.  1697.  11.  John  William,  Elector 
Palatine,  d.  1716.  12.  Charles  XIL, 
K.  of  Sweden,  d.  1718. 

The  roof  of  the  S.  wing  of  the  Fest- 
SiudUm  is  converted  into  a  Winter 
Onrden,  a  charming  apartment  filled 
with  the  choicest  exotics.  By  this  the 
palace  is  connected  with  the  theatre. 

The  Hofgarten,  a  square  enclosure, 
planted  with  rows  of  trees,  N.  of  the 

Salace,has  on  two  sides  an  open  Arcade 
ned  with  paintings  by  modem  Ger- 
man artists.  On  the  W.  side  are  16 
frescoes  forming  a  series  of  representa- 
tions of  the  most  remarkable  events 
in  the  annals  of  Bavaria  from  the  time 
of  Otto  of  Wittelsbach,  the  founder  of 
the  reigning  family.  These  were  exe- 
cuted, 1827-1829,  by  young  artists 
under  the  direction  of  Comeliius^  chiefly 
fts  expenments  in  fresco  on  its  re- 


vival. On  the  N.  nde  are  39  paint- 
ings in  colours  prepared  in  wax,  re- 
presenting scenes  from  the  Greek  war 
of  Liberation ;  the  designs  are  by  Peter 
IlesSf  executed  by  Nils(m,  Besides  the 
historical  paintings,  on  the  W.  side  are 
landscapes  of  remarkable  places  in 
Greece,  Italy,  Sicily,  &c.;  the  verses 
above  them  are  from  the  royal  pen  of 
King  Lewis.  These  hasty,  opaque,  and 
dinay  frescoes,  however,  convey  no  idea 
of  the  rich,  clear,  and  bright  landscapes 
of  the  south.  The  W.  side  of  the  Hof- 
f;arten  is  occupied  by  the  Bazaar,  which 
includes  caf(&,  restaurants,  shops,  &c. ; 
the  N.  side,  opposite  the  {wlace,  by  the 
old  picture-gallery ;  and  the  £.  side  by 
a  large  barrack. 

In  the  summer  months  a  military 
band  plays  in  the  Hofgarten  on  Wea- 
nesday  evening  from  6  to  7.  The 
artillery  band  plays  on  Sundays,  and 
sometimes  on  other  days,  at  12,  in  front 
of  the  barracks,  at  the  E.  end  of  the 
Hofgarten. 

The  Wittelsbach  Palace,  near  tlie 
Odeoi),  was  begun  1843,  from  the  de- 
signs of  Gartner^  and  was  from  1849 
inhabited  by  the  late  king  Lewis  and 
his  queen.  It  is  of  brick,  and  pink 
stucco,  in  the  style  of  a  palace  of  the 
14th  and  15th  centuries.  It  contains 
little  worth  notice. 

Near  it  is  the  bronze  equestrian 
statue  of  the  Elector  Maximilian  I., 
chiefly  celebrated  for  the  expulsion  of 
Protestantism  from  his  dominions.  It 
is  by  Thr/ncaldsen,  and  cast  out  cf 
Turkish  cannon. 

The  GlyptoOiel:,  Gallery  of  Sculpture 
(yXuwrif,  carved,  and  ^xn,  rejtository), 
is  a  very  chaste  and  classical  edifice  of 
the  Ionic  order,  erected  by  Klenze, 
1816-30,  for  King  Lewis  I.,  who, 
while  Crown  Prince,  formed  the  very 
interesting  and  valuable  collection  de- 
posited in  it  entirely  at  his  own  ex- 
pense. The  very  instructive  Catalogue 
costs  1  fl.  12  kr. 

Admission  gratis.  Open  Monday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday,  8-12;  and 
Monday  and  Friday  al^o  9-4.     The 
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fte  of  a  galden  to  custode  will  gain 
adnuision  on  other  days  aud  hours, 
except  Saturdays.  The  Glyptothek 
and  Pinacoihek  are  opened  alternately. 
No  one  is  allowed  to  draw  in  the 
gallery  without  especial  permission. 

The  first  apartment  is  occupied  with 
JEgypticm  Antiquities.  —  II.  Eiwliest 
Qnlek  and  Einucan.  —  III.  ^jineian, 
which  is  entirely  devoted  to  the  marbles 
discovered  in  the  bland  of  iBgina  by 
Baron  Haller,  Messrs.  Cockerel!  and 
Forster,  Englishmen,  and  some  other 
articts,  in  1811.  They  adorned  the 
two  pediments  of  a  temple,  conjectured 
by  some  to  be  that  of  Jupiter  Panhel- 
lenios,  in  iEgina.  They  have  been 
■kilfully  restored  by  Thorwaldsen,  and 
are  arranged  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stood  on  the  two  pediments,  as  far  as 
it  can  be  determined  by  the  attitudes 
of  the  figures  and  the  relative  position 
they  occupied  when  dug  out  of  the 
ground,  which  was  carefully  noted  at 
the  time  of  the  discovery.  They  re- 
present, according  to  the  interpretation 
adopted  here,  as  shown  by  the  inscrip- 
tions on  the  walls,  certain  noble  actions 
of  the  iBacidffi ;  .£acus,  the  founder  of, 
the  temple,  being  held  in  great  respect 
at  MgiatL,  The  group  from  the  eastern 
pediment  representing  Hercules  and 
Telamon  (the  son  of  JEncus)  fighting 
against  Laomedon  and  the  Trojans, 
consists  of  4  figures;  that  from  the 
western  pediment,  of  10  figures,  is  re- 
nrded  as  the  contest  of  the  Greeks  and 
Trojans  over  the  body  of  Patroclus,  as 
described  by  Homer,  in  which  Ajax 
(grandson  of  /Eacus)  holds  a  conspicu- 
ous position.  The  names  of  some  of 
the  ngures  have  been  assigned  as  fol- 
lows:— In  the  first  group:  54.  Her- 
cnles.  5.5.  Laomedon.  56.  Telamon. 
In  the  second  or  larger  group:  57. 
A  &llen  warrior.  58.  A  stooping 
gladiator.  59.  Minerva.  60.  Patro- 
clus. 61.  Ajax  Telamonius.  62. 
Tencer.  63.  Ajax  Oileus.  64.  A 
wounded  Greek.  65.  Hector.  66. 
Paris.  67.  ^neas.  These  marbles 
were  purchased  in  1812  by  the  late  king 
Lewis,  when  crown  prince  of  Bavaria, 
for  6000/.  It  must  ever  remain  a 
tubject  of  regret  with  the  English  that 
they  did  not  Sad  their  way  to  the 


British  Museum ;  and  it  is  provoking 
to  know  that  they  were  lost  to  us 
solely  by  mismanagement,  an  agent 
having  been  actually  despatched  m)m 
England  with  authority  to  offer  8000/. 
for  them. 

On  the  wall  opposite  the  window 
is  a  model  of  the  iront  of  the  temple 
to  which  these  marbles  belonged,  re- 
stored. The  weapons  and  ornaments 
of  the  armour  seem  to  have  been  of 
metal;  holes  fur  fastening  them  on 
may  be  seen  in  several  of  the  figures. 
Around  the  room  are  arranged  a 
great  number  of  fragments,  also  found 
amongst  the  ruins  of  the  Temple. 
"These  sculptures  may  be  classed 
among  the  most  valuable  remains  of 
ancient  art  that  have  reached  us.  Con- 
sidered in  an  archaological  point  of 
view,  they  constitute  a  link  of  the 
highest  importance  in  its  history,  in 
exhibiting  the  connection  between  the 
primitive  and  prescriptive  practice  of 
the  art  with  its  perfection  in  the  school 
of  Phidias  which  so  immediately  fol- 
lowed the  date  to  which  these  statues 
must  be  attributed." — B.  Westmacott,

Opposite  the  Glyptothek  stands  the

The  "^^Pinacoihek,  or  Picture  Gallery 
(vivol,  a  picture,  and  in»n,  repository), 
was  begun  in  1826,  nd  opened  in 
1836.  It  is  built  after  the  design  of 
Klenze,  who,  in  addition  to  the  praise 
of  having  constructed  a  beautifiu  edi- 
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fioe,  deserves  also  that  of  having  formed 
the  most  convenient  and  appropriate  re- 
ceptacle for  paintings  in  Europe.  The 
fii^ade  above  the  corridor  is  surmounted 
by  a  row  of  statues  of  25  of  the  greatest 
painters,  modelled  by  Schwanthaler.

The  entrance  is  at  the  eastern  end. 
The  number  of  paintings  is  1300,  con- 
nsting  of  a  selection  of  the  best  works 
oat  of  all  the  collections  belon^ng  to 
the  King  of  Bavaria,  including  the 
galleries    of  Ditsscldorf,    Mannheim, 


Zweibriicken,  and  many  other  cabinets. 
They  are  arranged  according  to 
schools,  in  9  splentHd  halls,  and  23 
adjoining  smaU  cabinets,  on  the  first 
flvor.  The  large  pictures  of  each 
division,  or  school,  are  placed  in  the 
central  halls,  which  are  lighted  from 
above ;  the  smaller  works  in  the  smaU 
cabinets  with  side  lights.  The  central 
halls  communicate  on  the  one  side  with 
the  above-mentioned  cabinets,  on  the 
other  with  a  long  corridor  or  gallery, 
running  the  whole  length  of  the  build- 
ing.

The  first  apartment  of  the  gaUery 
which  is  entered  from  the  stairs,  is 
an  ArUe'Toom  containing  portraits  of 
the  founders  of  the  Bavarian  Hcture 
GaUery  ;  John  William,  Elector  Pala- 
tine, lounder  of  the  Diisseldorf  Gal- 
lery; Maximilian  Emanuel,  Elector 
of  Bavaria;  Charles,  Duke  of  Zwei- 
brucken ;  Carl  Theodore,  Elector  Pa- 
latine, who  transferred  the  Mannheim 
Gallery  to  Munich ;  Max  Joseph,  who 
united  the  Diisseldorf  Gallery  with  it ; 
and  the  late  kins,  Lewis,  who  sur- 
passed all  his  predecessors  in  his  zeal 
for  the  arts,  and  was  not  behind  any 
of  them  in  the  additions  he  made  to 
this  collection;  witness  the  Boisser^ 
and  Wallerstein  Galleries,  and  the  vast 
number  of  single  paintings  purchased 
by  him  at  different  times.  He  also 
enriched  the  Munich  Gallery  with  the 
choicest  works  from  the  provincial  col- 
lections of  Nuremberg,  Augsburg,  and 
Bamberg,  as  well  as  from  numerous 
churches  and  monasteries  in  various 
parts  of  Bavaria. 

The  1st  and  Ilnd  Apartments,  with 
8  side  cabinets,  are  devoted  to  the 
German  School,  They  include  the 
£lite  of  the  Baisser^  Gallery^  com- 
menced at  Cologne  in  1804,  by  two 
brothers  of  that  name,  during  the  time 
of  sequestration  of  churches  and  mo- 
nasteries by  the  French,  and  the  con- 
sequent dispersion  of  the  works  of  art 
contained  m  them.  It  was  purchased 
by  King  Lewis,  in  1827,  for  375,000  fl. 
Ihe  old  German  masters  (togeUier 
with  the  series  of  Rubens)  may  be  said 
to  form  the  strength  of  the  Munich 
gallery,  and  deserve  attention,  because 
no  siinilar  collection  of  their  produc- 
tions exists.  They  are  deposited  in 
the  first  five  cabinets  leading  out  of 
the  large  room.  The  pictures  in  the 
cabinet!  are  numbered  separately  from 
those  in  the  apartments.)

said  to  be  of  Correggio,  but  apparently 
of  Domenico  Feti.  It  should  seem  by 
this  mistake  that  there  is  a  resemblance 
in  the  manner  of  Domenico  Feti  to 
that  of  Correggio ;  what  there  is,  which 
is  very  little,  lies  in  the  colouring. 
There  is  something  of  a  transparent  and 
pearly  tint  of  colour  in  this  head ;  but 
the  character  is  much  inferior  to  Cor- 
reg^o.  It  is  in  heads  or  small  parts 
of  pictures  only  that,  perhaps,  some 
resemblance  can  be  discovered :  in  the 
larger  works  of  Domenico  Feti  no  one 
can  be  deceived."

The  lower  story  of  the  Pinacothek 
contains  collections  of  Drawings  by  the 
Old  Masters,  formerly  at  Mannheim, 
amounting  to  9000,  including  5  of 
Raphael^  30  of  Fra  Bartohmeo  ;  a  de- 
sign for  the  seal  of  the  Academy  at 
Florence,  by  Bencenuto  Cellini^  accom- 
panied by  his  own  written  explanation 
of  it;  a  portfolio  fbll  of  Rembrandt's 
Sketches;  many  by  A,  DUrer ;  por- 
traits by  Holbehi ;  a  series  of  subjects 
from  the  wars  of  Maximilian,  by  Hans 
Burgkmair,  The  drawings  of  Corne- 
lius for  the  Loggie,  and  3000  eoUecl^X 


by  Kugendas,  in  S.  America.  These 
collections  are  open  Mon.  and  Wed., 
11  to  1.  Here  is  also  the  Cabinet  of 
Engravings^  amounting  in  number  to 
300,000.  It  is  open  Tu.  and  Fri.  9  to  1. 
Entrance  through  the  porter's  room, 
on  the  rt.  v 

On  the  eround  floor  of  tlie  western 
wing  of  the  Pinacothek  is  a  very 
choice  Collection  of  Vases ,  including 
1800  Etruscan,  from  Viterbo,  pur- 
chased by  the  late  King.  (It  is  to  be 
seen  Sun.,  Tu.,  and  Thurs.,  from  10  to 
1,  by  tickets  from  the  Inspector,  who  is 
to  be  found  at  the  top  of  the  1st  flight 
of  stairs.)  The  rooms  are  painted  in 
exact  imitation  of  the  Greek  mural 

Paintings  in  the  tombs  at  Tarquinii. 
'hey  represent  the  funereal  and  mar- 
riage rites,  banquets,  games,  &c.,  of  the 
ancients.  The  floors  are  inlaid  with 
Tyrolese  marbles.  There  are  three 
classes  of  Vases — Funeral,  Prize,  and 
Nuptial  Vases — ^^«  iirrn^mi  the  two 
last  also,  having  been  treasured  up  in 
the  houses  of  the  owners  daring  their 
lives,  were  buried  with  them.  Among 
the  most  remarkable  objects  are:  1st 
Room, — On  the  table  on  itke  rt.  a  large 
vase,  on  which  is  represented  a  ^oung 
man  being  instructed  in  music ;  m  the 
middle  of  the  room  a  large  vase,  on 
which  is  the  takine  of  Troy ;  on 
the  table  on  the  1.  a  water-jug, 
with  women  at  a  fountain.  2nd  Room, 
— Here  are  some  white  water-vessels 
from  Attica.  3rd  Room, — In  this  is 
the  finest  part  of  the  collection.  On 
the  1st  table  on  the  1.  a  vase,  on 
which  is  the  contest  of  Apollo  and 
Hercules  for  the  brazen-footed  hind  in 
the  presence  of  the  other  gods — a  fine 
work.  On  the  2nd  table  is  a  large 
nuptial  vase,  with  designs  of  great 
beauty,  representing  different  parts  of 
the  marriage  ceremony :  this  is  one 
of  the  finest  specimens  here.  Also  a 
funeral  vase,  on  which  is  the  story  of 
Jason  and  Medea.  In  the  floor  of  the 
4th  room  is  a  fine  mosaic  ( 16  ft.  square), 
found  in  the  Duke  of  Leuchtenberg's 
estate  in  the  S.  of  Italy,  representing 
Apollo  surrounded  by  the  Zodiac,  and 
the  Year  nursing  the  4  Seasons,  repre- 
sented as  4  children.    On  the  1.  is  a 
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Oriental  in  style  and  ornament,  found 
in  the  Greek  islands. 

On  the  N.  side  of  the  Pinacothek  is 
the  New  Pinacothekf  begun  1846,  and 
completed  1853.  It  is  open  Tu., 
Thurs.,  Sat.,  and  Sun.,  8-12  and  2->4 ; 
in  winter  from  9-2.  It  contains  52 
rooms  on  2  stories.  It  is  from  the 
designs  of  the  architect  Voit,  and  is 
destined  for  the  reception  of  the 
works  of  the  painters  of  the  19th 
century.  The  exterior  is  decorated 
with  a  series  of  allegorical  frescoes, 
on  a  colossal  scale,  executed  from 
Kaulbach*s  desiips  by  an  artist  named 
Nilson,  "inefiective  and  oddly  recalling 
the  scenic  temptations  hung  on  the 
outside  of  booths  at  fairs."  Between 
the  windows  on  the  N.  side  are  colossal 
full-length  portraits,  on  a  white  ground, 
of  Thorwaldsen,  v.  Klenze,  Cornelius, 
Ohlmiiller,  P.  Hess,  Gartner,  Schnorr, 
H.  Hess,  Rottmann,  Ziebland,  Schwan- 
thaler,  Schom,  Schraudolph,  Kaulbach. 
The  upper  floor,  which  contains  the 
paintings,  is  divided  into  5  large  cen- 
tral halls,  5  rooms  on  the  S.  side, 
and  14  cabinets  on  the  N.,  besides  a 
room  at  the  W.  end  filled  with  Kott- 
mann*s  Encaustic  paintings,  views  of 
historic  sites  and  remarkable  places  in 
Greece.  Beginning  with  the  central 
halls,  we  have  the  finest  work  of 
Kaulbach  (the  Destruction  of  Jeru- 
salem— ^Titus  entering;  the  Uoman 
Eagle  planted  on  the  altar  of  the  Tem- 
ple; the  High  Priests  putting  them- 
selves to  death;  the  Jewish  women 
in  despair;  the  Christians  conducted 
forth  from  the  walls  by  good  angels ; 
above,  the  5  prophets  who  foretold 
the  event),  and  of  Schom  (the  De- 
luge).— Pihty:  Seni,  the  astrologer, 
finds  the  body  of  Wallenstein,  mur- 
dered.— //.  Hess:  Virgin  and  Child, 
with  Saints  and  Angels. — Kaulbach's 
sketches  in  oil  for  the  frescoes  on 
the  outside  of  the  building.  Here  is 
Wilkic's  capital  work^  The  Reading  of 
the  Will. 

The  Collection  of  Ptantings  on  Porce- 
lain is  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  New 
Pinacothek.  It  is  open  Tues.,  Thurs., 
and  Sat.,  9  to  1 :  toe  Inspector  is  to 


be  found  in  the  building.  It  contains 
copies  on  porcelain  of  the  most  famous 
works  in  the  Picture  Gallery. 

The  Gallery  for  Permanent  Exhibition 
of  Works  of^  Art  (Kunstausstellungs- 
Gebdude),  in  Corinthian  style,  by 
Ziebland^  opposite  the  Glyptothek  (the 
Brienner-strasse  interyemng),  opened 
1845.  The  pediment  is  ornamented 
with  a  group  by  Schwanthaler,  repre- 
senting the  professors  of  the  various 
arts  placing  themselves  under  the 
protection  of  Bavaria,  who,  seated 
on  a  throne,  is  distributing  wreaths. 
It  contains  works  of  painting,  sculp- 
ture, painted  glass,  porcelain,  &c.,  for 
sale. 

In  the  Old  Picture  Gallery  on  the 
N.  side  of  the  Hofgarten  is  placed 
the  Ethnographic  Museum,  commencing 
with  antiquities  of  the  sO'Called  pre- 
historic  period,   in    brass,   iron,   and 
stone ;  flint  implements  fVom  Picardy 
and  the  Dordogne,  from  Danish  kitchen 
middens  and   Swiss   pile   structures; 
arms  and  implements  from  the  South 
Sea   and    arctic    regions;    collections 
made  in  Brazil  and  on  the  river  Amazon 
by   Drs.   von   Spix   and   Martius,   of 
dresses,  arms,  utensils,  implements,  and 
ornaments,   curiously  Illustrating  the 
manners  and  customs  of  the  savage 
tribes   dwelling  on  the  banks  of  the 
Amazon  river.    The  robes  and  head- 
gear,  formed  of  feathers  of  parrot' 
and  other  birds,  are  very  gay.     Amor 
the  curiosities  is  a  sort  of  pestle,  wi 
which  one  of  the  tribes  grind  tl: 
com ;  it  is  a  small  club  of  wood  stud< 
with  teeth  of  enemies  slain  in  bat 
A  set  of  masks,  very  hideous,  forr 
of  the  bark  of  trees,  daubed   - 
colours,  and  worn  at  festivals, 
terrible  arrows,  steeped  in  wour 
urari,  a  poison  so  fatal  that  the  si' 
wound  IS  followed  by  almost 
death.    The  reed  tube,  6  or  8 
out  of  which  they  are  discharge 
breath  with  unerring  aim.    Tl 
itself,  and  portions  of  the  plr 
which  it  is  obtained.    An  Indi 
shaped  somewhat  like  a  boat 
of  the  infant  is  bound  down 
a  board,  by  which,  in  pror 
j  the  skdl  is  completely  ' 
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species  of  clay  sometiines  eaten  as  food 
by  tribes  of  Indians  on  the  Amazon. 

The  latest  improvement  in  Munich 
is  the  Miiximiliatustrasse,  a  broad 
boulevard  extending  from  the  theatre 
and  Max-Josephs-Platz  to  the  Isar, 
which  it  crosses  by  a  fine  new  hridije. 
On  the  rt.  hand  of  it  is  the  Mini^  farther 
on  L  the  Hotel  of  the  Four  Seasons. 
Further  on  it  widens  out  into  a  garden. 
Here  are  placed  4  bnmze  statues  of 
Bavarian  worthies — Gen.  Duray,  who 
fell  at  Polocz,  1812;  Count  Rum- 
ford  ;  Schellin^,  the  great  philosopher, 
"  erecttfd  by  his  grateftil  pupil,  King 
Max.  I.;**  and  Fraunhofvr,  the  opti- 
cian. 

The  **Bavar{an  National  Museum  in 
Maximiliansstrasse,  is  an  imposing 
structure,  designed  by  Riedel,  and 
carried  out  (1858-1866)  under  the 
direction  of  Kuppelmaier,  at  the  ex- 

fiense  of  the  late  king  Maximilian  II. 
t  is  474  Eng.  feet  in  length  and  95 
feet  high.  The  walls  are  decorated 
with  154  fresco  paintings  illustrative  of 
Bavarian  history  by  Piloty,  Wagner, 
and  A.  Miiller,  occupying  16,(K)0  sq. 
ft.  I    A  few  only  deserve  attention. 

It  was  erected  by  King  Max.  chiefly 
at  his  own  expense,  to  contain  col- 
lections relating  to  Bavaria,  her  his- 
tory, antiquities,  and  manufactures. 
It  combines  the  objects  of  the  Mu- 
seum of  the  Hotel  de  Cluny  with 
the  range  of  our  South  Kensington 
Museum,  but  it  is  much  more  exten- 
sive and  complete  than  these  two  put 
together.  Its  contents,  derived  from 
suppressed  monasteries  and  churches 
and  decayed  castles,  and  palaces  of  the 
Bavarian  bouse,  are  rich,  varied,  in- 
structive, and  well  arranged,  with 
complete  catalogue. 

The  lie  ffaU  below,  1.  hand  on 
entering,  contains  local  Roman  anti- 
quities (many  from  Rhenish  Bavaria), 
mosaics,  tombs,  pottery,  urns,  lamps.

In  the  centre  of  the 
room  is  erected  the  boudoir  of  the 
Countess  Fugger:  its  walls  and 
roof  covered  with  exquisite  wood 
carvings  ;  on  the  table  a  dish  cut  out 
of  Cairngorm  topaz,  set  in  silver ;  por- 
trait of  Albert  v.  in  a  frame  of  carved 
ivoiy ;  guns,  rifles,  and  matchlocks, 
inlaid  with  ivory  and  engraven. 

A  richly  illuminated  MS.,  The  Art 
of  Fence  and  Fighdng,  by  Joachim

A  chess-board,  inlaid  with  metal  and 
mother-of-pearl,  and  covered  all  over 
with  engravings,  deserves  minute  ex- 
amination; an  altarpiece  carved  in 
boxwood,  the  crucifixion  in  the  centre, 
saints  around,  and  classic  figures  in 
niches.  The  artist,  one  Bockschiitz, 
was  a  Bavarian.

I.  The  tapestries 
in  the  room  are  from  the  manufactory 
established  1604  at  Munich,  and  from 
Candido's  designs,  and  represent  the 
seasons  and  months.  The  art  of 
carving  in  ivory  is  here  seen  in  its  per- 
fection: large  dishes  of  ivory  elabo- 
rately carved,  goblets,  statuettes  of 
the  same,  some  attributed  to  Flaming ; 
cabinets  inlaid  with  precious  materials 
and  filled  with  costliest  works  of  art ; 
precious  stones,  crystal,  lapis  lazoli; 
reliefs  and  medallions  in  ivory  of  the 
12  CsBsars,  and  a  large  portrait  of 
the  Elector  Max.  himself,  carved  in  the 
same  material ;  fanciful  clocks  and 
watches,  one  made  of  wood  in  all  its 
parts.  Much  of  the  furniture,  cabinets, 
&c.  are  inlaid  with  Florentine  mo- 
saic. 

9th  Boom. — A  collection  of  swords 
of  Bavarian  princes,  displaying  in 
their  hilts,  blades,  and  sneaths  the 
richest  ornaments  and  most  elaborate 
art;  models  of  instruments  of  war, 
prepared  for  Gustavus  Adolphus,  at 
the  siege  of  Nuremberg,  including  a 
mitrailleuse  1  The  camp  chapel  (por- 
table) of  Duke  Maximilian  I.,  at 
which  he  heard  mass  daily  during  his 
campaign.

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natural  history  of  Bayaria: — Beayers 
(Castor  fiber)  taken  on  the  Amper,  a 
tributary  of  the  Isar,  not  far  from  Moos- 
burg.  Dears:  one  shot  near  Passau, 
the  other  near  Traunstein.  Both  the 
above  species  of  animals  are  becoming 
rare.  The  Lammergeier  (Vnltur  leu- 
cocephalus)  and  bearded  vulture  (Gy- 
paetos  barbatus),  from  the  Salzburg 
AljM.    A  curious  series  of  birds'  nests. 

This  portion  of  the  Museum,  which 
is  on  the  first  fioor,  may  be  seen  every 
day  except  Sundays  and  Festivals,  from 
9  to  11,  and  from  2  to  4. 

The  FossU  Collection  is  on  the  ground 
floor.  (The  keeper  is  to  be  found  in 
the  Academy  from  7  to  12,  and  from  2 
^  to  7,  by  inquiring  of  the  housekeeper.) 
Among  the  mineral  and  fossil  produc- 
tions of  Bavaria  are:  from  Eichstadt, 
fossil  wood,  fish,  and  crabs ;  from  Pas- 
sau,  porcelain  earth ;  from  Pfaffenreith, 
near  Passau,  black  lead ;  from  Berch- 
tespulen,  rock  salt  and  gypsum ;  from 
Baireuth,  40  kinds  of  marble ;   fish, 

?ilants,and  flying  lizards  (Pterodactyls), 
rom  the  lithographic-stone  quarries, 
Solenhofen :  bones  of  bears,  &c.,  from 
the  caves  of  Mnggendof.  The  collec- 
tions of  fossils  formed  by  Count  Munster 
at  Baireuth  have  been  added  to  this 
Museum,  and  are  a  treasure  of  geolo- 
gical science. 

The  *Pvblic  Library,  a  large,  use- 
fbl,  and  magnificent  building  in  the 
Ludwigsstrasse,  in  the  style  of  a  me- 
diaBval  Italian  palace,  is  from  the 
designs  of  Gartner,  In  front  are 
placed  statues  of  Aristotle,  Hippo- 
crates, Homer,  and  Thucydides.  It  is 
capable  of  containing  tiro  million  wlumes. 
Its  staircase  is  especially  grand  and 
imposing  —  one  of  the  finest  archi- 
tectural interiors  in  Munich.  The  col- 
lection of  books,  estimated  at  800,000 
volumes — or  400,000  works,  including 
12,000  incunabula  (books  printed  be- 
fore 1500)  and  22,000  MSS.,  besides 
more  than  100,000  duplicates,  now  on 
sale — is,  in  point  of  extent,  the  second 
in  the  world,  being  surpassed  by  the 
library  of  Paris  alone,  which  amounts 
to  626,000  volumes  and  80,000  MSS. 

The  Rending  Room  is  open  to  lYie 
pub}ic  every  wee)L-dajr  from  B  to  \ ,  ^n^ 


cepting  in  Sept.  and  first  2  weeks  in 
Oct.,  when  it  is  open  from  10  to  12. 
The  library  is  shown  between  10  and  12 
daily.  Those  who  wish  to  see  it  should 
go  punctually  at  10,  11,  or  12  o'clock. 
Among  the  rarities  of  this  library 
may  be  mentioned  the  New  Testament 
(Greek)  in  capital  letters,  of  the  8th 
century.  The  Orations  of  Demosthe- 
nes, on  cotton  paper  from  Chios.  A 
collection  of  Traditions  of  a  church  at 
Ravenna,  written  on  papyrus,  9th  cen- 
tury. The  Codex  Alaricianus,  or*Laws 
given  to  the  Westgoths  by  Alaric 
II.  in  506,  is  the  oldest  MS.  here. 
MS&  of  the  New  Testament  of  the  7th 
and  8th  centuries.  The  Niebelun^n- 
lied  ( 1 235  ?).  A  Bible  and  Missals,  given 
by  the  Emp.  St.  Henry  to  the  Cathe- 
dral of  Bamberg  (1024\  most  richly 
decorated  with  miniatures  by  Byzan- 
tine artists,  and  the  binding  enriched 
with  carved  ivory,  set  with  precious 
stones.  The  Golden  Book  of  St.  Em- 
meran,  a  MS.  of  the  Gospels  in  Latin, 
written  in  gold  capitals  (870)  for  the 
Emperor  Charles  the  Bald, — fine  speci- 
men of  early  art,  superbly  bound  in 
a  plate  of  gold,  embossed,  and  set 
with  precious  stones.  The  Tournament 
Book  of  Duke  William  IV.  of  Bavaria. 
Orlando  Lasso's  Seven  Penitential 
Psalms,  with  coloured  borders.  Albert 
Diirer*s  Prayer  Book,  with  very  inte- 
resting sketches  by  him  and  Cranach. 
Among  early  printed  books  (incuna* 
bula)  of  a  period  anterior  to  the  year 
1 500,  this  library  possesses  3500  with- 
out date,  including  about  50  block- 
books,  some  of  them  printed  at  Haarlem ; 
and  6000  with  dates.  One  of  the  oldest 
specimens  of  printing  (1454)  contains 
an  appeal  to  arms  against  the  Turks. 
Luther's  Bible,  decorated  with  hb  own 
and  Melanchthon's  portraits,  is  pre- 
served here.  Here  is  the  first  attempt 
at  lithography  by  Sennefelder.  Among 
the  autographs  is  an  exhortation  written 
by  Luther  for  the  peasants  of  Suabia, 
and  the  correspondence  of  the  Elector 
Palatine  Frederic  V.,  son-in-law  of 
James  I.,  captured  after  the  battle  of 
Prague,  1 620.  Among  them  is  a  letter 
of  Charles  I,  to  \vv8»VkS»\3«,

At  the  N.  end  of  the  Lndwigsstrasse 
is  the  Tfiiimphal  Arch  (das  Siegesthor), 
an  imitation  of  the  arch  of  Constantine. 
It  was  began  by  GSrtner,  and  carried 
on  after  his  death  by  Mctzger,  On  the 
top  is  placed  a  figure  of  Victory,  in 
a  triumphal  car,  drawn  by  4  lions, 
modelled  by  Woffner,  and  cast  in  bronze, 
by  F.  Miller,  The  figures  and  relieft, 
representing  battles,  without  the  coun- 
try of  the  combatants  being  indicated, 
were  executed  by  rarious  artists  from 
the  designs  of  Wagner, 

Another  triumphal  arch,  the  Propy- 
lawn,  of  Greek  architecture,  was 
erected,  1862,  in  the  Brienner  Strasse. 
It  was  meant  to  celebrate  the  struggle 
of  the  Greeks  for  freedom,  and  the 
glories  of  the  reign  of  King  Otho,  who 
by  a  singular  coincidence  returned 
home  from  his  kingdom  the  day  after 
this  monument  was  inaugurated,  Oct 
30,  1867. 

The  *Bcmar<an  Jlall  of  Fame  (die 
baierische  Ruhmeshalle)  stands  on  a 
bank  which  rises  slightly  fh>m  the 
W.  side  of  the  Theresienwiese.  It 
was  desired  by  Kleme,  and  consists 
of  a  Done  pQrtioo  {fTta)^  forming  3 
sides  of  a  quadrangle,  in  the  centre  of 
whose  open  side  rises  the  colossal  statue 
of  Bavaria.  The  busts  of  those  Bava- 
rians who  have  been  most  distinguished 
in  war  or  peace  are  placed  along  the 
wall  behind  the  columns,  which  are 
48  in  number,  and,  with  the  capital, 
22f  ft.  hiffh.  In  the  tympana,  at  the 
end  of  me  wings,  are  4  recumbent 
female  figures  by  Schwanthaler,  repre- 
senting the  4  national  divisions  of  the 
kingdom,  Bavaria,  the  Palatinate,  Swa- 
bia,  and  Franconia.  The  frieze  con- 
tains 92  metopes,  of  which  44  are 
adorned  with  fijpres  of  Victory;  the 
remaining  48  with  relie&  representing 
the  various  arts,  sciences,  professions, 
and  occupations  which  flourish  in 
civilised  society,  all  from  the  designs 
of  Schtoanthaler,  The  bronze  colossal 
statue  of  Bavaria,  61 1  ft.  high,  stands  on 
a  pedestal  of  the  height  of  2Bi  ft.  It 
T^resents  the  Protectress  of  ^ayaria. 


accompanied  by  a  lion ;  in  her  right 
hand  is  a  sword  for  protection;  her 
left  hand  raised  holds  a  chaplet,  to 
crown  merit.  It  was  modelled  by 
Schwanthaler,  and  cast  by  Fr,  Muller,  at 
the  roydl  foundry.  A  staircase  within 
leads  into  its  head,  which  can  hold 
8  persons  sitting.  Peep-holes  are  cut 
in  the  laurel  crown  worn  by  the  figure, 
through  which  may  be  seen  one  (n  the 
best  birWs^i/e  vietcs  of  Munich. 

The  Studios  of  the  Munich  tirtists 
employed  on  the  great  public  works 
ought  to  be  visited.  These  gentlemen 
are  very  polite  to  strangers,  and  feel 
flattered  by  a  visit,  which  ought  to  be 
made  at  such  an  hour  as  has  been  ascer- 
tained by  previous  inquiry  to  be  most 
convenient.  This  is  usually  before  2 
o'clock.  All  that  is  required  is  that 
the  visitor  present  his  cani. 

KauUmch  (in  the  Royal  Academy,  of 
which  he  is  Director,  to  be  seen  mm 
1 2  to  I )  conflnes  himself  almost  entirely 
to  oil-painting.  One  of  his  greatest 
achievements  is  the  picture  of  the  De- 
struction of  Jerusalem  in  the  New 
Pinacothek.  Here  is  the  cartoon  of 
the  "  Geisterschlacht,"  the  battle  of 
the  spirits  of  the  Romans  and  Huns 
slain  before  the  walls  of  Rome,  which 
the  artist  executed  for  Count  Raczyndd 
of  Berlin. 

The  studios  of  Professors  Schraudolph  ' 
and  Carl  o.  Piloty^  known  by  his  "  Nero 
amidst  the  Ruins  of  Rome,"  and  the 
Death    of   Wallenstein,   are    in    the 
Academy. 

The  studio  of  Prof,  Widnmann  is 
at  .No.  4,  Augustenstrasse ;  that  of 
L,  SchalleTf  No.  8,  Arcisstrssse. 

The  Schvponthaler  Museum,  The  late 
sculptor  Schwanthaler  left  by  his  will 
the  models  of  idl  his  executed  works  to 
the  Academy,  together  with  his  studio, 
situated  in  the  Schwanthalerstrasse, 
and  containing  a  very  extensive  and 
interesting  cofiection,  open  every  day 
to  the  public. 

The  Eoyal  Bronze  Foundry,  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  town,  Maximilians- 
Vorstadt,  is  worth  visiting,  as  it  usually 
contains  some  fine  specimens  of  cast- 
inffs  of  all  sizes.  Mvcv^  ^1  ^«tK^  vk% 
oraers  from  AxaencsL.    (]*»*  ^^Xst^seaR 
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lieft  from  the  life  of  Colambus.  Most 
of  the  statues  erected  in  Germany  of 
late  years  were  cast  here.  It  is  under 
the  direction  of  Fred,  v.  Miller,  Open, 
12  to  1»  daily. 

The  EoycU  Painted  Glass  Manufao 
tory  (near  the  Glyptothek)  usually  con- 
tains some  good  specimens  of  this  art. 
The  windows  for  Cologne  Cathedral 
were  made  here.  The  painting  ofgUut 
for  teindows  is  worth  inspection.  The 
different  colours  are  laid  on  one  piece 
of  glass,— a  Tariation  fh)m  the  old  pro- 
cess, by  which  glass-painting  was  a 
El  of  transparent  mosaic.  The 
must  be  heated  7  times  in  the 
«,  and  the  most  equable  tem- 
perature preserved,  without  which  the 
work  would  be  destroyed.  Hence  the 
process  is  tedious  and  very  expennre. 
The  stained  glass  is  made  at  Benedict- 
beuem,  and  it  is  here  painted  and 
burned,  or  incrusted. 

Lithography  was  invented  at  Munich 
by  Aloys  Sennefelder,  about  1800. 

The  Theatre,  in  the  Max-Josephs- 
platz,  is  a  handsome  edifice,  with  a 
loftpr  Corinthian  portico,  painted  with 
various  colours,  conformably,  as  it  is 
supposed,  with  the  polychromatic  sys- 
tem adopted  b^  the  Greeks  in  their 
buildings.  It  is  one  of  the  largest  in 
Germany,  and  will  accommodate  2500 
persons.  It  was  built  (1825)  by  the 
corporation  of  the  city  at  a  cost  of 
80,000/.  The  internal  arrangements 
and  machinery  are  excellent,  and  well 
worth  inspecti<m  by  those  who  have 
never  before  seen  the  details  of  a  play- 
house. To  avert  the  danger  of  fire, 
water  is  distributed  in  pipes  over  every 
part  of  the  building,  the  supply  being 
raised  by  powerful  pumps  out  of  a 
canal  fiowiug  beneath  it.  The  roof 
commands  a  good  view  of  Munich. 

The  da^s  of  performance  here,  alter- 
nately with  the  Hesidenz'Thenter,  are 
usually  Sunday,  Monday,  Tuesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday  —  Sunday  and 
Thursday  bein^  opera  nights.  The  per- 
formances begin  at  6^  ;  the  orchestra 
and  chorus  are  good,  but  few  of  the 
singers  or  actors  are  eminent.  The 
musical  department  is  under  the  direc- 
^i?j7  oftlie  CapeUmeister  WiillDer.

A  stall  or  lock-up  seat 
(Sperrsitz),  in  the  pit,  the  most  agree- 
able part  of  the  house,  and  frequented 
by  liulies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  costs 
iGn. 

SesidenM' Theater f  between  the  Palace 
and  Opera-hooae;  performance  twice 
a-week;  resembles  tne  Theatre  of  Ver- 
sailles, but  excels  it  in  richness  of  de- 
coration. Light  pieces  are  played 
here  alternately  with  the  Hof-Theater. 

The  Voiks-Theater,  for  operettas  and 
dramas. 

The  Odeon  is  a  handsome  edifice, 
the  large  concert-hall  of  which  is 
devoted  to  musical  entertainments,  con- 
certs, and  balls,  which  take  place  peri- 
odically, during  the  winter  season. 
The  ground  fioor  is  occupied  by  the 
Literary  Club;  the  first  and  second 
fioor  by  the  Conservatory  of  Music. 

The  Museum  (§  44\  Promenaden- 
strasse,  is  a  club  composed  of  gentle- 
men of  the  upper  clasfes,  into  which  a 
stranger  may  be  introduced  by  a  mem- 
ber for  the  space  of  a  month.  In  the 
reading-room  the  principal  European 
journals,  the  Times,  Galignani,  and 
the  Quarterly  Review,  are  taken  in ; 
a  billiard-room,  and  ball-room,  &c. 

Strangers  not  provided  with  intro- 
ductions, or  intending  to  make  only 
a  short  stay,  will  find  the  readiug- 
room,  called  LiterarischeVerein^  on  the 
ground-floor  of  the  Odeon,  well  pro- 
vided with  German  and  French  papers, 
including  Galignani.  A  member  can 
introduce  a  stranger  gratuitously  for 
3  days;  but  a  sut^cription  of  In.  12 
kr.  will  secure  admission  for  a  month. 

The  English  Garden  is  a  tolerably 
successfiil  imitation  of  an  £higlish  park : 
it  is  about  4  m.  long,  but  not  more  than 
i  a  mile  broad.  It  is  entered  from  the 
Hofgarten,  and  commences  immedi- 
ately beyond  it  It  is  laid  out  with 
groves  and  shrubberies,  interspersed 
with  temples,  a  pagoda  (near  which 
the  band  plays  on  Saturday  afternoon),

It  afford*  many  pleasant  walka  and 
ridai,  especially  new  the  borders  of  the 
lake,  wliicb  vill  proie  equally  agree- 
able to  those  vho  seek  reiiremeni  or 
exerciae  in  a  cool  and  refreshing  shude 
from  the  summer  son.  In  its  varied 
iralki  and  ihady  groves  of  floe  trees  it 
contrast!  mo«t  delightfully  with  the 
monoCODOns  open  plain  around  Munich, 
and  retdlydeserves  more  than  one  visit. 
Few  cities  in  Europe  possess  so  beauti- 
ful a  promenade.  11  iru  planted  ori- 
ginally by  Count  Rumford  in  1781. 
A  Circular  Temple  (mouopteros)  of  the 
Ionic  order  has  beeu  erected  un  the 
■niDmit  of  a  mound,  near  the  road 
rnuning  tbroueh  the  garden;  it  is  a 
good  point  of  viev,  and  exhibits  a 
modem  example  of  the  ancient  appli- 
cation of  coloan  to  the  exterior  of  a 
Grecian  building. 

One  of  the  most  agreeable  *  Walks, 
commaDding  the  best  view  of  Munich, 
is  the  high  Terract,  called  Gaileig, 
forming  tbe  rt.  bank  of  the  Isar,  ap- 
proached by  the  Gnmd  Maiimiliaos- 
strsBse  and  the  new  bridge.  It  lies 
on  the  1.  (N.)  after  passing  the  Maxi- 
milianeum.  It  is  laid  out  with  trees 
and  shrubberies  in  the  fashion  of  an 
English  garden.    The  Tyrolese  Alps 

Spear  in  the  distance.  The  walk 
rough  it  may  be  conlinned  into  the 
Englische  GarteD  on  the  opposite  side 
of  tbe  Isar,  crossing  the  bridge. 

The  Ortat  Pram  (Strafarbeitshaos), 
in  tbe  suburb  Au,  ii  worthy  the  in- 
spection of  those  who  take  an  interest 
in  such  eslablishments.  One  division 
is  appropriated  to  prisoners  sentenced 
to  1—8  yean'  confinement,  for  minor 
offences.  To  the  other  belong  great 
oSiMiden  eondenuied  for  life,  or  for  a 
term  not  yet  Sied  (unbestimmtc  Zeit), 
with  a  provisioDBry  sentence  for  16 
years,  liable  to  be  prolonged  at  the  ex- 
piration of  that  term  to  lOyearemore, 
or  to  be  terminated  at  the  judgment 
of  the  superior  conns,  according  to 
the  conduct  of  the  prisoner.  "  Every 
prisoner  is  obliged  to  work  at  his  own 
trade,  so  that  there  is  no  kind  of 
handicttft  that  is  not  going  on  within 


the  prison  walls.  It  is  like  a  general 
manufactory.  Whatever  a  prisoner 
gains  by  his  labour  more  than  sufficing 
to  keep  him  is  kept  until  the  term  of  hi* 
imprisonment  expires,  and  it  is  (hen 
given  to  him,  deducting  a  quota  for  the 
expenses  of  the  eslatilishment.  There 
is  a  separate  workshop  allotted  to  each 
trade  ;  the  prisoners  work  in  company, 
and  are  permitted  to  converse  upon 
allowed  topics,  oveneers  being  of  course 
present.  Criminals  who  are  admitted 
at  so  early  an  age  ai  not  to  have  yet 
learned  a  trvde  are  permitted  to  make 
cboice  of  one,  which  is  taught  to  tfaem. 
Women  (wbo  are  rigorously  separated 
from  the  male  prisoners)  foilow  their 
trades  also :  we  see  embroidery,  Etock- 
ing-weaving.  straw-hat  makmg  and 
plaiting  and  all  the  other  kinds  of 
labour  in  wbich  women  -are  engaged. 
Women  who  have  been  servaDts  before 
are  servant!  still.  Every  prisoner  bat 
a  fixed  duly  task  alloued  to  him,  the 
produce  of  which  varies  from  9  to  30 
kreutzers  daily,  and  the  amount  U 
increased  in  proportion  to  hit  skill 
and  proficiency,  to  that  the  sum  to  be 
laid  by,  after  deducting  the  expense 
of  clothing,  &c.,  is  very  small,  76  9., 
or  G'.,  being  the  largest  amount  on 
record  Saved  by  one  individual  after 
2i  years  of  imprisonment. 

The  Southern  Cemetery,  Gotteaacker. 
or  Fritdhof  (§  45),  lies  outside  the 
Sendlin^  Gate.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  in  Germany,  of  vast  extent, 
and  open  to  Catholics  and  Protestants 
alike.  Many  of  the  Monrntents  are  in- 
teresting in  themselves,  others  are  so 
from  the  men  whom  they  commemo- 
rate.

The  imoH^iait  Enclrom  of  Munich 
abound  in  taverns  and  gardens  (§  nr), 
the  resort  of  the  middle  cloases,  wher* 
a  profusion  of  beer  is  drunk  and  wattzea 
are  danced  for  G  or  B  honrv  without 
intennission,  to  tho  sound  of  veiy 
tolerable  tnnsic.  provided  by  the  pro- 
prietors of  thwe  plafcs  of  entertain- 
ment. A  vi»t  Id  some  of  them,  espe- 
cially on  Sundays  and  holidays,  when 
they  are  chiefly  frequented,  will  give 
tbe  stronj^r  an  opportunity  of  obtnin- 
iug!umc  msight  into  the  manners  of  iha 
pctiple.

33  Gemiiaden  Stat,  (/nn:  a  homely 
one  at  the  Stat.)  This  is  the  nearest 
station  to  KUsingtii  Bulla  (Rte.  169), 
by  Hammelbnrg.  EOaagen  daily  ;  car- 
nage and  pair  cost  U  t.  Gemilnden 
stands  at  tbe  influx  of  the  Ssale  into 
the  Main.  Above  it  rises  the  CaitU  of 
Sckorenberg,  ruined  in  1243.  At  the 
lower  end  is  a  new  prixm.

Wiinbnrg,  beautifully  ^tuated  on 
the  Main,  and  containing  tO.GOO  In- 
bab. (4UO0  Protestants),  was  for  more 
than  1000  yean  the  capital  of  an 
eccleuastical  prindptlity,  ruled  b;  a 
line  of  S2  tnshopa,  who  were  princes 
ot  the  Empire,  and  by  their  power 
and  wealth  exercised  great  innuence 
in  Germany.  This  will  account  for 
iber  of  churches  which  sprang 


up  in  tbe  chief  town  of  their  temtory. 
'Hiose  which  remain,  however,  are 
either  incomplete  or  have  beeu  injured 
by  modern  alterations,  so  that  they 
are  defident  in  the  grandeur  and 
beauty  which  th^  would  otherwise 
have  possessed.  The  narrow  streets, 
overhanging  honses,  and  pointed  gables, 
mark  the  antiquity  of  tlie  town,  which 
contains  many  pictoresquB,  and  some 
fine  public  builtunga. 

A  stone  bridge  connects  the  city 
with  the  suburb  Msinviertel ;  it  was 
begun  in  1476,  and  flnished  1607 ;  it  is 
ornamented  with  statnes  of  aainu,  &c. 

A  wide  and  rather  picturesque  street, 
called  the  DomstiBsse.  runs  eastward 
{torn  the  bridge,  and  in  the  same  line 
with  it:  at  the  end  of  this  stands 
the  'CaUitdraHDom),  founded  in  the  8th 
century  on  the  spot  where  St.  Kilian 
Buffeiea  'oa«:5'Aaia--\i»."»»»i  »    ------^ 


v^A  ra^^^a^Oos™ 
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the  aposUe  of  Franconia.  Of  the  ori- 
ginal straetare  nothing  remains;  the 
present  building,  distingnished  by  its 
zoor  towers,  shows  on  the  outside  some 
traces  of  the  round  style  of  the  Uth 
and  12th  centuries,  particularly  in  the 
two  towers  at  the  east  end.  The  in- 
terior, modernised  and  covered  with 
stucco  fi^;nres  and  ornaments,  with  tar- 
nished gilding,  and  worthless  pictures, 
contains  a  long  series  of  monuments  of 
the  magnificent  prelates  of  Wiirzbnrg ; 
their  marble  effigies,  in  high  relio^ 
planted  upright  against  the  walls  and 
piers,  each  bearing  the  sword  of  tem- 
poral rtde  in  the  right  hand,  and  the 
.crosier  in  the  left.  They  are  curious 
in  the  history  of  art  and  of  religion. 
There  are  also  in  the  aisles  and  tran- 
septs several  carious  monuments  of 
other  penKms,  diiefly  clerical,  and  con- 
nected with  the  cathedral;  some  in 
bronze,  in  low  relief,  like  those  at 
Bamberg.  At  the  extremity  of  the  N. 
transept  is  the  ftmereal  chapel  of  Bishop 
Schonborn,  in  the  Italian  style,  only 
remarkable  for  the  profusion  of  marble 
and  gildingwith  which  it  is  overloaded. 
Just  to  the  left  on  entering  by  the  west 
door  is  an  ancient  bronze  font,  with 
rcUefs  representing  events  in  the  life 
of  our  Saviour.  Tne  inscription  round 
its  upper  edge  gives  1279  as  the  year 
of  its  completion. 

On  the  N.  side  of  the  Dom  stands 
the  Neue  Munster  Church  (b.  1000), 
in  the  Romanesque  crypt  of  which — 
the  remnant  of  a  much  earlier  building 
than  that  which  now  rises  over  it — is 
the  plain  sarcophagus  tomb  of  St. 
Kilian.  His  relics  impart  such  virtue 
to  a  well  in  the  crypt,  that  it  cures 
sore  eyes.  Outside,  at  the  E.  end  of 
the  church,  a  monument  was  erected 
(1843)  to  Walther  von  der  Vogelweide 
(d.  1230),  the  most  popular  of  the 
Minnesingers,  who  was  buried  in  the 
cloisters.  He  left  a  sum  of  money  to 
buy  com  to  feed  the  birds  at  his  tomb 
every  day  at  noon ;  a  vase  was  placed 
on  the  top  for  that  purpose ;  the  Ger- 
man epitaph,  by  King  Lewis  of  Ba- 
varia, and  relief  refer  to  this  ;  but  the 
money  has  been  long  since  applied  by 
the  chapter  to  their  own  use. 


E.  from  the  cathedral  is  the  Roijai, 
originally  Episcopal,  Palace,  situated 
in  a  square  fianked  by  two  singular 
tall  pillars;  it  was  erected  by  two 
bishops  of  the  &mily  of  the  Counts 
of  Schonborn,  1720-40,  and  is  of  great 
size  and  unusual  magnificence.  Its 
architect  was  a  German,  John  Balt'r 
Neuman,  and  few  royal  palaces  surpass 
its  now  faded  splendour.  The  stair- 
case is  very  stately  and  original  in 
its  desi^.  llie  284  apartments  con- 
tained m  the  building,  including  the 
suite  occupied  by  the  Emperors  of 
Germany  on  their  way  to  the  corona- 
tion at  Frankfurt,  are  distinguished  for 
the  gorgeous  display  of  gilding,  marble. 
Gobelin  tapestry,  silken  draperies,  and 
mirrors.  The  Chapel,  well  worth  see- 
ing, is  a  vei^  rich  specimen  of  internal 
decoration,  in  the  taste  of  the  time  of 
Louis  XIV.  The  whole  edifice,  not 
undeserving  of  the  title  of  a  German 
Versailles,  is  remarkable  evidence  of  the 
unbounded  wealth  of  the  ecclesiastical 
princes  of  the  Empire,  nearly  to  the  end 
of  the  last  century,  when  it  was  swept 
away  in  the  changes  which  followed  the 
French  Revolution.  Though  termed 
the  Residence,  this  palace  is  rarely 
inhabited  by  the  royal  family.  The 
gardens  attached  to  it  are  a  very 
agreeable  walk.  The  3  gates  leading 
into  them  are  very  fine  specimens  of 
iron-work. 

On  the  N.  side  of  the  town,  not 
far  from  the  Rly.  Stat,  stands  the 
Julius'Spital,  a  magnificent  asylum  for 
poor,  infirm,  and  sick,  and  at  the  same 
time  a  school  of  medicine ;  it  is  name 
after  a  bishop,  who  founded  it  in  157 
but  the  present  is  not  wholly  the  c 
ginal  building.    It  is  in  extent  a  pal 
having  a  range  of  62  windows  in  fr 
and  containing  28  wards,   each 
12  beds:  the  whole  establishm 
remarkable  for  its  cleanliness.   F 
under  the  archway,  over  whic 
relief  representing  the  founding  < 
hospital,  you  enter   a  spaciouf 
draugle  with  2  fountains,  and 
side  of  which  is  a  handsome  ^ 
in  an  Italian  style.

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Prommuide,  in  Aront  of  the  hospital,  the 
late  king  of  Bavam  erected,  in  1847, 
a  fine  bronze  statue  by  Schvoanthaler 
to  the  founder,  Julius  Echter  von  Mes- 
pdbmnn. 

A  little  E.  from  the  Julius-Spital  is 
another  very  large  church,  domed,  and 
in  an  Italian  s^le  (1671),  called  Stift 
Haug,  Here  Prince  Hohenlohe  per- 
Ibrmed  his  miracles !  The  interior  is 
entirely  covered  with  tarnished  gild- 
mg,  bad  pictures,  and  whitewash. 

N.  of  the  Domstrasse  is  the  Market- 
place, a  very  gay  and  animated  scene 
on  a  market  morning,  and  on  the  N. 
side  of  it  stands  the  Afarienkap^lte,  the 
finest  church  in  Wurzbnrg,  an  elegant 
pointed  Gothic  building  (1377-1479), 
with  a  tower  of  red  stone  in  the  same 
style,  surmounted  by  a  lantern  of  late 
Italian.  It  has  tall  lancet  windows, 
sculpture  over  the  j^rtals,  against  the 
buttresses,  and  within  on  the  columns. 
It  has  been  carefully  restored,  at  con- 
siderable expense,  but  is  still  sadly 
crowded  with  shops  between  the  but- 
tresses. It  was  built  on  the  site  of  a 
Jewish  synagogue,  destroyed  in  1348, 
when  the  Jews  were  bnmt,  with  their 
wives  and  children,  in  their  houses,  by 
the  zealous  Christians. 

The  Unwersity  was  founded  1582: 
it  enjoys  some  celebrity  as  a  school  of 
medicine,  but  the  number  of  students 
has  declined  within  a  few  years.  In 
1849  there  were  only  420. 

The  once  numerous  monastic  esta- 
blishments of  Wurzbnrg  are  diminished 
to  5 ;  among  those  that  remain  is  an 
Ursuline  Nunnery, 

The  most  plea^ng  sight  in  Wurz- 
bnrg is  the  ♦view  from  the  Citadel,  or 
Marienburg,  on  the  left  l)ank  of  the 
Main.  The  town  itself  has  an  imposing 
appearance,  owing  to  the  number  of  its 
towers  and  steeples:  it  is  backed  by 
the  hill  producing  the  celebrated  Stein 
wine,  and  the  Main,  winding  through 
the  landscape,  adds  a  charm  to  the 
view.  The  flanks  of  the  hill  of  the 
citadel,  also  clad  with  vineyards,  fur- 
nish the  other  principal  of  the  Fran- 
conian  wines,  called  Leisten.    The  best 


Kapelberg  (or  Kdppele),  a  neig[hbouring 
hill,  named  from  the  white  pilgrimage 
chapel  on  its  summit,  which  is  rendered 
more  conspicuous  by  the  line  of  stations 
leading  up  to  it.  The  view  from  this 
church  is  quite  as  fine  as  that  from 
the  citadel. 

Permission  to  enter  the  Citadel  must 
be  obtained  from  the  Ck>mmandant  of 
Wurzbure.  This  fortress  was  the 
stronghold  and  original  residence  of 
the  bishops,  and  is  Supposed  to  occupy 
the  site  of  one  of  the  50  Roman  castles 
built  by  Dmsus  in  Germany.  It  con- 
sists, at  present,  of  a  tall  donjon  and 
several  other  relics  of  a  feudal  edi- 
fice, associated  with  more  recent  con- 
structions. 

Close  under  the  hill  of  the  Citadel, 
between  it  and  the  river,  stands  the 
Ch,  of  St,  Burkhard,  a  very  ancient 
buildmg,  with  nave  and  towers  in  the 
round  style,  but  calculated  to  interest 
the  antiquary  alone. 

The  glacis  of  the  fortifications  which 
surround  Wiirzburg  has  been,  for  the 
most  part,  laid  out  in  gardens  and 
shrubberies,  forming  agreeable  walks. 

There  is  a  club  (§  44)  famished 
with  newspapers,  called  Harmonie  (close 
to  the  cathearal),  and  a  Theatre  here. 

Gerscheim,  a  village  near  Wiirz- 
burg, was  the  scene  of  an  engagement 
between  the  Bavarian  and  Prussian 
forces  in  July  1866,  in  which  the  latter 
were  victorious. 

Eailtcays  to  Frankfurt,  Bamberg, 
Nuremberp^,  Munich,  Augsburg,  Bai- 
reuth,  Leipzig,  Kissingen,  Ansbach, 
Heilbronn  for  Stutt^rt  and  Heidel- 
berg, and  Mergentheim. 

From  Wiirzburg  the  Nuremberg 
Rail  ascends  the  valley  of  a  tributary 
of  the  Main,  nearly  due  E.  until  u

fronted  with  open  tracery.  In  tbe 
chancel  is  a  very  fine  Tabernacle  with 
much  rich  ornamentation  and  statuary.

60  m.  Furth  Stat,  An  active  mann- 
fkcturing  town,  supplies  half  Europe 
with  gold-leaf  and  looking-glasses; 
Pop.  1 7,500,  which  has  become  a  for- 
midable rival  of  Nuremberg.  About 
2500  of  the  population  are  Jews,  who 
were  expelled  from  Nuremberg  1498, 
and  have  made  the  fortune  of  FUrth 
by  their  industry  and  perseverance. 
They  possess  a  colleffe  and  a  separate 
court  of  justice  of  their  own,  several 
schools,  synagogues,  and  Hebrew  print- 
ing establishments,  and  enjoy  privi- 
leges denied  them  in  many  parts  of 
the  Ck>ntinent.  In  St.  Michael's  Ch. 
is  a  Sacramentshaus,  24  ft.  high, 
carved  by  Adam  Kraft.  The  Kath- 
haus  is  a  fine  modem  Gothic  building 
of  red  sandstone. 

The  memorable  battle  between 
Gustavus  Adolphus  and  Wallenstein, 
which  terminated  in  the  retreat  of  the 
Swedish  King  after  a  display  of  con- 
summate skill  on  both  sides,  took  place 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Fiirth  4  Sep. 
1632.  The  head-quarters  of  Gustavus 
in  Fiirth  were  at  the  inn  called 
Griiner  Baum,  in  the  street  still  named 
ofter  him.  Wallenstein  was  strongly 
posted  near  Zimdorf,  upon  the  low 
wooded  hill  about  2  m.  south  of  Fiirth, 
surmounted  by  the  ruins  of  a  fortress, 
from  which  it  gets  the  name  Alte 
Voste.  In  addition  to  the  command- 
ing ground,  Wallenstein  had  fortified 
himself  within  ramparts,  ditches,  and 
palisades.  Yet,  in  spite  of  this, 
Gustavus,  driven  to  desperation  by 
famine  and  pestilence,  which  had 
mowed  down  his  army,  determined  on 
attempting  to  carry  it  by  storm.  The 
attack  was  commenced  by  the  German 
troops  in  the  Swedish  service,  but  a 
shower  of  balls  rained  down  from  a 
hundred  pieces  of  artillery  soon  com- 
pelled them  to  retreat  Gustavus 
then,  to  shame  them,  led  on  his  own 
sturdy  warriors,  the  Finlanders;  but 
their  ranks  were  shattered  by  a  can- 


nonade in  the  same  manner,  and 
bravery  availed  nothing  against  an 
enemy  who  was  not  to  be  reached.  A 
third  attack  met  with  no  better  success. 
A  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth,  from  fresh 
bodies  of  troops,  proved  equally  hope- 
less ;  and  at  length,  after  a  10  hrs. 
engagement,  and  a  loss  of  1700  men, 
Gustavus  was  oompelled  to  draw  off 
his  forces.  The  difficult  task  of  effect- 
ing a  retreat  in  the  &ce  of  the  enemy 
was  skilfully  and  bravely  executed  by 
Colonel  Hepburn^  a  Scotch  officer  in 
the  Swedish  service.  Offended  at  the 
promotion  of  an  inferior  officer  above 
his  head,  he  had  sworn  never  to  draw 
his  sword  for  Gustavus  again;  but 
now  that  the  King,  in  his  emergency, 
begged  of  him  this  favour,  the  brave 
soldier  forgot  his  resentment :  **  Sire, 
this  is  the  only  service  I  cannot  refuse 
to  perform,  since  it  requires  some 
daring,"  was  his  answer,  and  he  exe- 
cuted his  tOKk  most  gallantly.  A 
small  tavern  has  been  built  on  the  hill 
of  the  Alte  Veste,  and  it  forms  the 
common  resort  of  holiday-making 
citizens.  The  Rly.  between  Fiirth  and 
and  Nuremberg  was  the  first  iron  road 
completed  in  Germany  (1834). 

4J  m.  Nuremberg  Stat,  The  ter- 
minus near  the  Spitlerthor  is  one  of 
the  two  rly.  stations  of  the  city.  The 
other  and  larger  station  is  near  the 
Frauenthor,  and  is  a  handsome  Gothic 
edifice  furnished  with  refreshment- 
rooms,  &c  It  is  the  station  for  the 
Siid-Nord-Bahn,  the  Ost-Bahn,  and 
the  Wiirzburger  Bahn.

Tlie  population  of  Nuremberg  was, 
in  fbimer  times,  about  90,000 ;  it  has 
risen  again  since  1840  to  77,900,  of 
wluch  number  14,000  are  Catholics. 
That  which  was  once  the  greatest 
and  most  wealthy  of  all  the  free  Im- 
perial cities,  the  residence  of  em- 
perors, the  seat  of  diets,  the  focus 
of  the  trade  of  Asia  and  Europe,  the 
most  important  manu&cturing  town  in 
Gennany,  the  home  of  German  free- 
dom ana  art,  the  cradle  of  the  fine  arts, 
of  poetry  (in  its  uncouth  infancy,  it  is 
tme),  and  of  almost  numberless  useful 
inventions — which  was  alternately  the 
courted  ally  and  the  dreaded  rival  of 
sovereign  princes  —  had  degenerated 
from  iSe  latter  part  of  the  17th  to  the 
beginning  of  the  19th  century  into  a 
d|ul  provincial  town.  Its  manufactures 
were  once  so  universally  known  and 
prized  in  all  parts  of  the  world  as  to 
give  rise  to  a  proverb, — 

'*  Nuremberg's  band 
Goes  throt^  eveiy  land." 

Commercial  enterprise  is  again  in  the 
ascendant.  The  manufactures  now 
consist  chiefly  of  lead  pencils,  chil- 
dren's toys,  mirrors,  brass,  lackered, 
and  bronze  wares,  and  foil  for  the  set- 
ting of  jewellery.  The  lead -pencil 
makers  produce  220  millions  of  pen- 
cils per  annum  (of  the  value  of 
240,000/.),  and  5000  workmen  are 
employed  by  them  alone. 

Nuremberg  may  be  called  the  toyshop 
of  the  world ;  it  exports  the  children  s 
toys  known  in  England  as  Dutch  toys ; 
an  inappropriate  name,  since  they  are 
mostly  made  by  the  peasants  of  the 
Thuringian  forest,  who  produce  them 
at  a  surprisingly  loir  price.  Carving  in 
wood  and  ivory  is  also  executed  here  at 
a  very  moderate  cost.  Lead  pencils  are 
sold  as  low  as  10c/.  for  12  dozen  :  they 
are  inferior  to  the  English,  but  often 
bear  the  name  of  English  makers,  and 
are  sometimes  sent  over  to  England 
and  reimported,  in  order  to  confirm 
the  forgery.  Nuremberg  is  even  now 
a  main  depdt  for  goods  passing  from 
the  South  to  the  North  of  Europe,  and 
vice  versa.    Houses  and  property  'w\\V 


in  the  town  have  doubled  in  value 
within  30  or  40  years. 

In  spite  of  the  changes  it  has  under- 
gone it  remains  almost  unaltered,  re- 
taining, probably  more  than  any  city 
in  Europe,  the  aspect  of  times  long 
gone  by.    It  is  surrounded  by  feudal 
walls  and  turrets  (of  which,  in  former 
days,  it  boasted  to  possess  365),  faced 
and  stren^hened  in  more  recent  times, 
when  the  influence  of  gunpowder  began 
to  be  felt,  by  ramparts  and  incipient 
bastions,  resembling  the  early  Italian 
mode  of  modem  fortification.    These 
again  are  enclosed  by  a  ditch  100  ft. 
wide  and  50  ft.  deep,    the    sides    of 
which    are    faced    throughout    with 
masonry.    Its  4  principal  arched  gates 
are    flanked    by    massive   cylindrical 
watch-towers,  no  longer  of  use  as  forti- 
fications, but  picturesque   in  a   hieh 
degree,  and  serving  to  complete  the 
coronet  of  antique  towers  which  en- 
circle the  city,  as  seen  from  a  distance. 
The  stranger  arrived  within  its  walls 
might  fancy  himself  carried  back  to  a 
distant  century,  as  he  threads  its  irre- 
gular streets,  and  examines  its  quaint 
gable-faced  houses.    Its  churches  and 
other  public  edifices,  monuments  of  the 
piety  and  charity  of  its  citizens,  are 
singularlv  perfect ;  having  escaped  un- 
harmed the  storm  of  war,  sieges,  and 
even  of  the  Reformation,  which  its  in- 
habitants adopted  at  an  early  period, 
and  without  any  outbreak  of  fanatic 
iconoclasm.    Its  private  building^,  in- 
cluding the  palace-like  mansions  of  its 
patrician  citizens  and  merchant  nobles, 
naving  been  built  of  stone,  are  equally 
well  preserved.      Many  of  them  are 
still  inhabited  by  the  families  whose 
forefathers  originally  constructed  them. 
Though  built  m  the  prevailing  fashion 
of  the  period,  with  narrow,  but  highly 
ornamented  fi'onts,  and  acutely  pointed 
gables,  they  are  often  of  large  size,  en- 
closing 2  or  3  courts,  and  extending 
back  from    one  street   into  another. 
The  ground  story,  low  and  vaulted, 
was  usually  occupied  as  a  warehouse  ; 
the  habitable  part,  though  not  laid  out 
in  a  manner  consistent  with  modem 
ideas  of  comfort,  was  richly  decorated 
.  w\l\v  carsVa%  ^w^  ^VMyift\  \s^<6s^>  ^ss^^ 
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ing  of  the  splendour  of  Naremberg, 
declares  that  a  simple  citizen  was  better 
lodged  than  the  king  of  Scotland.  An 
additional  interest  is  reflected  upon  this 
Tenerable  city  by  the  fame  and  works 
of  DUrer,  Vischer,  Kraflft,  Stoss,  &c. ; 
and,  though  stripped,  to  a  great  extent, 
of  these  treasures,  in  consequence  of 

Eublic  and  private  poverty,  she  owes 
er  chief  ornaments  to  the  still  remain- 
ing productions  of  their  skill.  It  will 
thus  be  easilv  luderstood  that  Nurem- 
berg, though  dtUl  in  a  commercial 
sense,  will  afford  to  the  traveller  of 
taste  high  entertainment  for  a  residence 
of  several  days.  In  its  ancient  and 
palmv  state,  when  the  seat  of  arts  and 
of  a  &r  more  extensive  commerce  than 
at  present,  it  was  termed  the  Grothic 
Athens. 

The  Pegnitz.  a  small  stream  mnning 
from  E.  to  W.,  crossed  by  8  small 
bridges,  divides  the  town  into  two 
nearly  equal  parts,  named  after  the 
two  great  churches  situated  within 
them:  the  northern,  St.  SebafcTs  side, 
the  southern,  St.  Lmcrcnce*$  side. 

N.B.  The  traveller  arriving  by  rail 
enters  the  town  from  the  station  by  the 
Frauenthor,  which  leads  straight  to 
St.  Lawrence:  the  same  line  oi  street 
brings  you  over  the  Konigsbriicke  to 
the  Market-place  and  the  Fmuenkirche, 
and,  passing  1.  the  schOne  Bi-vainen^  to 
the  liathhaus,  the  Church  of  St.  Sebald, 
the  statue  and  dwelling  of  Albert 
'  Diirer,  and  the  Castle  or  Bunj. 

♦•The  Ch.  of  St.  Lairrence^  the  largest 
and  finest  in  Nuremberg,  is  of  a  noble 
Gothic  architecture,  built  at  the  in- 
stigation of  the  Enip.  Adolphus  of 
Nassau  (1274-80).  The  towers  ter- 
minate with  an  elegant  octa^nal 
story  and  spire :  the  highest  stones  of 
the  square  portion  contain  wide  open- 
ings, divided  by  many  mullions,  to 
represent  the  gridiron  on  which  the 
Spanish  saint,  to  whom  the  church  is 
dedicated,  was  broiled  by  Valentinian. 
The  portal  at  the  W.  end,  24  ft.  broad, 
and  40  ft.  high,  between  the  towers, 
is  not  to  be  surpassed  by  any  Gothic 
buildingin  the  richness  of  its  decora- 
tions. The  actual  doors  are  on  each 
side  of  a  central  pillar,  bearing  a  statue 


of  the  Virgin  and  Child ;  in  the  small 
arches  above  these  are  represented — 
the  Birth  of  Christ,  the  Adoration  of 
the  Magi,  the    Murder    of   the  In- 
nocents, the  Flight  into  Egypt.     In 
the  spahdrils  are  4  prophets.*   In  the 
tympanum,  above    the   transom,   the 
lower  row  of  sculpture  represents  the 
sufferings,  burial,  and  resurrection  of 
Christ ;  and  the  two  upper  rows,  the 
Last  Judgment.    The  Judge  is  sur- 
rounded by  angels   and  the   instru- 
ments of  his  passion ;  hb  feet  rest  on 
the  sun  and  moon,  which  have  human 
countenances.    The  inner  curve  of  the 
arch  contains  the  12  Apostles;   the 
outer,  the  12  Prophets;  below,  of  life- 
size,  are  statues  of  Adam  and  Eve. 
This  portal  is  surmounted  by  a  magni- 
ficent rose  window,  301  ft.  in  diameter ; 
the  Bride* t  Door  on  the  N.  side  isalso  very 
elegant.  The  central  vault  is  70ft.  alK>ve 
the  pavement.    The  aisles  are  of  half 
the  height  and  width  of  the  nave.   The 
choir,  built  1459-1477,  is  loftier  than 
the  nave,  and  contains  splendid  painted 
glass  iciiKiovrs,  gifts  of  the  patrician 
families  of  Nuremberg,  whose  richly 
emblazoned  coats  of  arms  they  bear. 
The  finest  of  all  is  the  Volknmer  rrindoir^ 
which,  for  the  depth  and  brightness  of 
its  colours  and  the  excellence  of  the 
design,  is  esteemed  one  of  the  finest 
specimens  of  glass-painting  (an  art  for 
which  Nuremberg  was  celebrated)  to 
be  found  in  Europe;  on  it  is  repre- 
sented the  pedigree  of  Christ.     In  one 
window  the  4  Evangelists  are  repre- 
sented with  the  heads   of  the  svm- 
bolical  animals  allotted  to  them.    One 
of  the    chief   oniaments  of   the   in- 
terior is  the   *Sacramcntshdtislein,^  or 
repository  for  the  sacramental  wafer, 
a  tapering  stone  spire  of  florid  Gothic 
open  work,  60^  ft.  high,  executed  with 
a  minuteness  not  commonly  bestowed 
on  stone.    The  elegance  of  the  design, 
and  beautiful  sharpness  of  the  carved 
ornaments,    are    wonderful ;    and    so 
slender  and  graceful  is  the  structure, 
reaching  nearly   to  the  roof  of   the 
church,   that    the    top,  which   bends 
over,  has  the  air  of  a  plant  which  is 
checked  in  its  further  growth.   Above

Ithe  Crowninff  with  Thorns,  and  the 
j  Scoorginff ;  the  Crucifixion  ;  and,  at 
f  the  top,  the  Resurrection.  The  last  is 
I  in  round  sculpture.  These  compositions 
'  show  the  influence  of  A,  Durers  works. 

The  whole  is  supported  on  the  shoulders 

of  3  kneeling  figures,  portraits  of  Adam 

KrafPt,  the  sciuptor  who  executed  it, 

and  his  2  apprentices,  who  helped.    It 

cost  him  5  years  of  hard  labour,  and 

was  finished  1500.    He  received  from 

one  Imhof,  for  whom  this  work  was 

executed,  770  gulden.    It  is  recorded 

that  this  eminent  artist,  who  has  left 

behind  so  many  proofs  of  his  skill  in 

his  native  city,  died  in  1507,  at  a  great 

ap;e,  in  the  deepest  distress,  in  an  hos- 
pital at  Schwabach. 

A  curious  carving  in  wood,  by  Veit 
Stoss  (1518),  representing  the  Salu- 
tation of  the  Virgin  by  the  Angel,  is 
suspended  from  the  roof  of  this  church, 
before  the  altar.  The  group  is  sur- 
rounded by  a  chaplet  of  roses,  in  which 
are  introduced  relief  depicting  the  7 
Joys  of  the  Virgin.  Above  is  God  the 
Father,  below  hangs  the  Serpent.  This 
work  fell  down  in  1817,  ana  was  much 
broken,  but  has  been  most  skilfully 
restored.  On  the  high  altar  is  a  cru- 
cifix in  wood  gilt,  by  the  same  artist, 
of  even  finer  workmanship.  In  the 
choir  is  some  tapestry,  on  which  are 
figures  of  Saints,  in  the  style  of  the 
end  of  the  13th  centy.  In  the  N. 
aisle  is  an  early  picture  of  great  merit, 
representing  the  Virgin  and  Child  and 
4  cherubim;  the  head  of  the  Virgin 
is  very  j^ceful :  below  is  the  portrait 
of  the  rounder,  with  the  arms  of  the 
Imhof  family.  The  Stone  PuipU,  of 
good  workmanship,  is  modem,  de- 
signed by  ffeideloff.  The  iron  gates, 
dated  1649,  of  the  S.  porch  are  among 
the  best  pieces  of  ironwork  in  Nurem- 
berg ;  and  remark  the  bronze  knockers 
on  almost  all  the  doors. 

The  private  buildings  most  remark- .  ^.  ^

of  the  town  are— the  Nassaner  Hous,  «x\  Krajt,    \\T«^T«K^^&^^  ^^'wx>ss«w^ 


the  comer  of  the  Konigs-  and  Karo- 
linenstrasse,  331,  nearly  opposite  St. 
Lawrence:  it  is  a  specimen  of  pure 
German  Gothic  of  the  beginning  of  the 
14th  century.  No.  306,  Adlerstrasse, 
built  1600.  No.  346,  Karolinenstrasse. 
Peter  Vischer's  house  is  761  in  the 
street  called  afler  him. 

On  the  £.  side  of  the  market-place 
(Hauptmarkt)  stands  ,the  Catholic 
Church  or  Frauenkirche^  remarkable  for 
the  richly  carved  decorations,  sculp- 
tures, &c.,  which  ornament  its  €rothic 
portal.  It  was  founded  by  the  £^p. 
Charles  IV.  and  built  1355-1361,  con- 
sequently during  the  best  period  of 
German  Gothic  architecture,  by  the 
architects  George  and  Fred,  Buprccht, 
and  the  sculptor  Sebald  Schonhofer, 
In  a  niche  in  the  gable  of  the  porch 
is  a  seated  figure  of  Charles  IV.,  and 
the  chapel  contfuns  one  of  those  com- 
plicated clocks  showing  the  position 
of  the  sun,  the  moon's  age,  &c,  and 
in  which  the  7  electors,  when  the 
hour  struck,  passed  before  the  em- 
peror. It  was  put  up  in  I509fbutis 
now  out  of  repair.  The  porch  is 
adomed  with  statues  of  the  Virgin, 
Patriarchs,  Prophets,  Apostles,  and 
Saints.  The  vestibule  is  also  richly 
decorated  with  similar  figures  and 
with  reliefs  representing  events  in 
Scripture.  The  interior,  which  is 
suffering  from  the  colouring  and  de- 
coration it  received  in  1816,  when  it 
was  assigned  to  the  Catholics,  con- 
tains many  monuments  from  churches 
in  Nuremberg  which  have  been  pulled 
down.  At  the  end  of  the  S.  aisle  is 
an  altar  with  coloured  sculpture  in 
the  style  of  Wohlgemuth;  and  on  the 
side-widi  a  painting  in  15  compart- 
ments, dated  1512,  representing  the 
principal  events  in  the  life  of  our 
Saviour.  At  the  end  of  the  N.  aisle  is 
a  picture  representing  St.  Gregory 
celebrating^  mass  in  the  presence  of 
various  saints,  which  Waagen  holds 
to  be  one  of  the  best  works  of  Wohlge- 
muth, On  the  side-wall  of  the  same 
aisle  b  a  richly  sculptured  monument 
of  the  {«m\V|  ^^  \^«t^\is^^^^«t  V$Ja^A 
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the  Virgin  by  a  crowd  of  worshippers, 
among  whom  are  a  pope,  emperor, 
cardinal,  &c.  3  of  the  7  windows 
of  the  choir  contain  old  coloured  glass. 

The  ^Beautiful  Fountain  (dcr  schone 
Bmnnen),  in  the  N.W.  angle  of  the 
same  market-place,  also  deserves  par- 
ticular attention.  This  ele^nt  octa- 
gonal Gothic  obelisk,  or  spire,  56  ft. 
high,  of  open  work,  resembles  in  shape 
the  crosses  erected  to  the  memory  of 
Queen  Eleanor  in  EngUmd;  it  was 
executed  at  the  same  time  and  by  the 
same  nrehltects  and  sculptor  as  the 
ndgjlibaaring  Franenkirche,  and  was 
originally  painted  and  gilt  Bein^, 
by  time,  in  a  ruinous  state,  it  was,  m 
1821-24,  restored  with  the  greatest 
fidelity  to  the  old  work.  Of  the  24 
statues  by  Sdwnhofer,  it  was  necessary 
to  re-execute  no  less  than  16.  The 
figures  carved  in  stone,  of  no  mean 
workmanship,  represent,  on  the  lower 
tier,  the  7  electors,  and  what  are  called 
the  9  stout  heroes  ("  neun  starken 
Heldep  "),  viz. — 3  Christian,  Charle- 
magne^  Godfrey  of  Bouillon,  and 
Clovis ;  3  Jewish,  Judas  Maccabscus, 
Joshua,  and  David ;  3  Pagau,  Julius 
Cesar,  Alexander  the  Great,  and 
Hector.  These  are  placed  against  the 
8  pillars  in  pairs.  Above  these  arc 
Moses  and  7  Prophets. 

Behind  the  Franenkirche  is  the 
Gotjse  Market^  provided  with  an  appro- 
■  priate  fountain,  viz.  the  bronze  ngure 
of  a  peasant  carrying  under  his  arms 
2  geese  spouting  water  from  their 
mouths,  called  the  Gaiisemannchcn,  It 
is  an  exceedingly  clever  performance 
of  an  artist  named  Pancraz  Labenwolf 
(15^7),  who  executed  another  fountain 
in  the  court  of  the  Rathhaus. 

Not  many  yards  distant  is  the 
dwelling  of  Hans  Sachs,  the  cobbler 
and  poet  (1530-38),  and  a  native  of 
Nuremberg,  No.  969  in  a  street  named 
after  him,  which  runs  eastward  from 
Uie  S.£.  comer  of  the  Hauptmarkt. 
It  has,  however,  been  nearly  rebuilt 
since  his  time.  His  j)oems  of  various 
kinds  exceed  6000  in  number.  His 
satirical  songs,  directed  against  the 
Boman  Catholics,  were  much  in  vogue 


at  the  beginning  of  the  Beformation. 
Another  early  effort  of  poetry  which 
first  saw  the  light  in  Nuremberg  ia 
the  *  Theuerdank '  of  Melchior  Pfin- 
zine,  secretary  of  the  Emp.  Maxi- 
milian, who,  indeed,  is  believed  hj 
some  to  have  assisted  in  the  composi- 
tion. It  records,  in  verse,  the  em- 
peror^s  marriage  with  Mary  of  Bur- 
gundy, and  was  published  in  1517. 

Ohs,  the  houses  of  Jerome  Paum- 
^rtner.  No.  599,  Theresienstrasse ;  on 
It  is  a  relief  by  Ad,  Krafftf  representing 
the  fight  with  the  Dragon ;~ No.  573, 
of  KrafPt,  the  courtyard  very  beautiful ; 
—of  Wilibald  Pirkheimer,  No.  768  in 
the  Aegidienplatz ; — ^in  the  Hirschel- 
gasse.  No.  1304,  now  Fleischman's 
Papier  Mache  Manufactory,  a  honse 
built  in  a  mixture  of  Gothic,  Bvzantine, 
and  Oriental  styles,  by  a  cloth-mer- 
chant, on  his  return  from  his  travels  in 
the  East ;— the  Hcrtehhof  (now  a  card 
manufactory),  in  the  Panierplatz,  and 
the  neighbouring  house,  retei*seii*s. 
No.  631,  with  its  Gothic  projecting 
balconies. 

The  house  of  the  bookseller  Palm, 
whom  Bonaparte  shot  for  publishing 
a  pamphlet  against  him,  is  in  the 
Winklerstrasse.  The  late  king,  Lewis, 
placed  on  it  an  inscription  in  blood- 
red  letters  to  commemorate  the  event. 

The  Schvccrhche  IfmiSf  Burgstrasse, 
No.  60G,  contains  a  small  room  cal]e<l 
the  Pfalzgrafenstube,  ornamented  with 
fine  panelling  of  lime-wood,  put  toge* 
ther  without  nsdls.  The  Emp.  Maxi- 
milian I.,  the  Duke  of  Alva,  aud 
Cardinal  GranVelle  lodged  in  it. 

The  Adlerstrasse  is  a  picturesque 
street.  Many  of  the  old  houses  have 
been  restored  of  late  years  with  a  care- 
ful adherence  to  their  original  styles. 

The  Citj/  Lihi'ary,  which  was  founded 
in  the  1 5th  century,  was  in  1538  placed 
where  it  now  is,  in  the  Dominican 
monastery.  It  possesses  above  30,000 
volumes,  among  which  are  finely  illu- 
minated MSS.  of  the  Gospels  of  tho 
10th,  I2th,  and  15th  centuries,  of  the 
Psalms  of  the  early  part  of  the  1 3th 
century,  and  specimens  of  early  printed 
books.    The  £iigUs^  tWi.NeV\«  V\\\  x^- 
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gard  with  interest  a  beautifully  illu- 
minated  Latin  Breviary,  executed,  as 
appears  from  the  style,  between  1300 
and  1360,  at  the  end  of  which  is  this 
inscription : — "  La  Liver  da  Roy  du 
France  Charles  Done  a  Madame  la 
Roigne  Dengleterre."  This  queen  of 
England  must  have  been  either  Isa* 
bella  the  wife  of  Richard  IL,  or  Ka- 
therine  the  wife  of  Henry  V.  The 
library  also  contains  drawings,  por- 
traits, and  curiosities;  relics  of  Luther 
— ^his  silk  cap  and  drinking-cup,  MSS. 
in  his  hand;  a  part  of  A.  OUrer's 
work  on  the  Proportions  of  the  Human 
Figure ;  Hans  Sichs'  Poems ;  a  richly 
illuminated  Hebrew  book  of  devotion, 
on  vellum,  date  1351. 

Opposite  to  the  E.  end  of  the  Church 
of  St.  Sebald  stands  the  Rathhaus  or 
Town-hall,  a  lar^e  building  with  a 
facade  in  the  Italian  style,  built  1619, 
by  Hobnchuher,  including  within  it 
an  older  town-hall  of  1332.  Portions 
of  the  older  building  may  be  seen  in 
the  interior  quadrangle  and  in  the 
street  at  the  back.  The  great  hall 
on  the  1st  floor,  130  ft.  long  and  40 
ft.  wide,  belongs  to  the  older  portion 
of  the  building,  and  is  remarkable 
for  the  painting  in  oil,  by  Albert 
Diirer,  with  which  its  walls  are  de- 
corated. They  have  suffered  much 
from  time  and  injudicious  restoration. 
Those  on  the  N.  wall,  representing^  the 
triumphal  car  of  the  Emp.  Maximilian, 
and  the  Unjust  Jud^,  together  with 
the  Bimd  of  Musicians  ^tween  the 
doors,  are  undoubtedly  his.  The  fres- 
coes on  the  side  of  the  windows  are  by 
G.  Weyer,  1521 ;  among  them  is  a 
representation  of  the  guillotine,  which 
is  thus  proved  to  be  two  centuries 
older  than  the  French  Revolution.  On 
the  2nd  floor  is  the  smaller  hall,  or 
Coftncil  Chamber,  ornamented  witii  9 
portnuts  of  Worthies  of  Nuremberg, 
who  have  endowed  the  city  with 
wealthy  institutions,  painted  in  1825. 
Open  sittings  of  the  citv  court  and  of 
the  magistrates  are  held  here.  In  the 
Upper  Qallery  is  a  representation  in 
hiffh  relief,  coverinff  the  ceiling,  of 
a  Tournament  held  here  1434.  The 
knights,  &c.,  represented  nearly  as 
Jtu^  as  life,  were  members  of  the 
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patrician  families.  The  stoves  deserve 
notice. 

The  Stadtische  Ktmstsammltmg  (Town 
Picture  Gallery)  is  now  in  the  Rath- 
haus. It  is  open  on  Sun.  and  Wed.i  2 
till  5,  ffratis ;  on  other  days  for  a  small 
fee.  The  followiuj^  are  the  most  im- 
portant in  a  collection  of  more  than  300 
pictures,  including  some  good  small 
specimens  of  painted  glass  of  the  16th 
century: — Joachim  von  Stmdrart:  — , 
The  festival  held  in  the  great  hall  of 
the  Rathhaus,  at  Nnrei]5>ergy  1649, 
after  the  conclusion  of  the  Thirty 
Years'  War  by  the  peace  of  West- 
phalia. **  The  heads  are  portraits ; 
that  of  the  artist  himself  in  the  fore- 
ground is  above  all  successful.  It 
was  punted  in  1650  for  the  Swedish 
generalissimo,  the  Count  Palatine 
Charles  Gustavus,  and  presented  to 
the  city  of  Nuremberg  by  the  Crown 
of  Sweden."  Waagen,  —  G.  Pens :  — , 
Portrait  of  the  Austrian  general,  Se- 
baJd  Schirmer,  a  Nuremberger,  in 
armour;  one  of  his  best  works. — 
liana  Oldenburg:  — ^  A  Woman  sit- 
ting at  a  winaow  with  two  children, 
one  of  whom  is  blowing  bubbles; 
marked  1 541.  —  Canatetto:  —  and  -— , 
Views  of  St.  Mark's  Place  and  the 
Doge's  Palace. —  /.  ffoUmann:  — ,  An 
Entertainment  in  a  Garden. — N.  Berg- 
hem:  — ,  Italian  Landscape. — Peter 
de  Hooghe:  — ,  A  Woman  standing 
talking  to  an  Officer  seated,  with 
other  figures;  a  good  specimen. — 
Stradanm :  — ,  Death  visiting  a  family ; 
an  artist  whose  works  are  rarely  seen 
out  of  Italy.  —  W,  Schaiken:  — ,  An 
old  Woman  reading  'by  a  lamp. — Hf^" 
bein  the  Younger :  — ,  Female  portrait, 
called  Catherine  a  Bora. — Cranach  the 
Elder :  — ,  Venus  and  Cunid ;  one  of 
his  best  works  of  this  kina.  — ,  Por« 
traits  of  Frederick  the  Wise,  John,  and 
John  Frederick,  Electors  of  Saxony. — 
Holbein  the  Elder :  — ,  The  Virgin  and 
Child  enthroned. 

Among  its  casts  and  works  of  art  it 
possesses  the  last  work  of  P.  Vischer, 
dated  1532 — a  bronze  statue  of  A^Ua 
drawing  \uka  \sow  \  ?i2tfw^  ^^a  '^jawaiKcwix 
(Ro8aTy\  «L  cwNVxi^m^^x^'c^fii^fc^^"^ 
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Judgment,  &c. — enclosed  by  a  chaplet 
of  roses ;  very  fine  work. 

Beneath  the  Rathhaus  are  Subter- 
ranean Passages,  extending  in  different 
directions  under  the  streets  and  houses 
to  the  town  dftch  outside  the  walls. 
They  are  partly  excavated  in  the  rock, 
and  may  still  be  traced  for  a  consider- 
able distance.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  these  outlets  were  constructed 
to  afford  the  magistrates  the  means 
of  security  and  escape  in  case  of 
tumultuous  risings  among  their  fel- 
low-citizens, whom  it  is  evident  they 
knew  too  well  to  trust.  Below  the 
building  is  a  range  of  Dungeons,  con- 
taining a  collection  of  instruments  of 
torture,  but  not  the  rack,  &c. 

In  one  of  the  towers  on  the  N.  town- 
wall,  near  the^Burg,  called  Frosch- 
thurm,  the  Iron  Virgin  (eiseme  Jung- 
frau)  still  exists.  It  is  a  figure  in  the 
costume  of  a  Nuremberg  girl  of  4 
centuries  back,  and  is  7  ft.  high.  On 
touching  a  secret  spring,  the  front, 
consisting  of  two  massive  foldiBg  doors, 
gradually  opens,  disclosing  their  inner 
sides  studded  with  iron  spikes,  which 
penetrate  the  victim  who  was  thrust 
into  its  embrace.  Through  a  trap-door 
in  the  floor  the  dead  l)ody  was  after- 
wards dropped  into  oblivion. 

The  civic  noblesse  of  Nuremberg, 
deriving  rank  from  Imperial  diplomas, 
cedes  to  none  in  antiquity:  several 
existing  families  trace  their  descent  in 
a  direct  line  up  to  the  11th  century. 
They  possess  complete  and  very  curi- 
ous domestic  archives,  and  often  a  MS. 
history  of  their  ancestors. 

The  ancient  form  of  government  of 
Nuremberg  was  decidedly  aristocratic, 
and  bore  much  resemblance  to  that  of 
Venice.  About  30  patrician  families 
for  a  long  time  monopolised  the  chief 
authority,  and  from  among  them  was 
chosen  the  council  of  state,  consisting 
of  8  members,  who  formed  the  execu- 
tive. Even  they  were  in  part  excluded 
from  a  knowledge  of  the  foreign  rela- 
tions of  the  free  town,  and  from  the 
administration  of  its  finances,  which 
were  confided  to  the  care  and  honour 
of  distinct  and  almost  irresponsible 
ministei-s.  In  process  of  time  deep 
jealousies  of  the  power  monopolised 


by  the  patrician  body  began  to  spring 
up  among  the  inferior  citizens  and 
the  heads  of  the  guilds ;  and  struggles 
and  discontents  arose,  which  ended 
with  the  manv  wresting  from  the  few 
a  portion  of  the  authority  from  which 
they  had  been  so  long  excluded. 

Down  to  the  i>eace  of  Presburg  (26 
Dec.  1805)  the  city  possessed  a  consti- 
tution of  its  own,  enjoying  the  privi- 
leges, grants,  and  immunities  which 
had  been  bestowed  upon  it  b^  the 
various  German  emperors,  beginning 
as  far  back  as  1219,  such  as  free  elec- 
tion of  magistrates,  and  independent 
courts  of  justice. 

The  Emperor  appointed  a  Burs- 
graf,  or  Stadtholder,  who  was  generally 
a  member  of  some  noble  or  princely 
family :  he  lived  in  the  castle  within  the 
walls,  and  was  intended  to  be  a  pro- 
tector of  the  city,  though  he  was  usually 
regarded  ^  the  burghers  as  a  thorn  in 
its  side.  The  ancestors  of  the  present 
Royal  Family  of  Prussia  make  their  first 
appearance  in  history  as  Burgraves 
of  Nuremberg.  They  were  constantly 
engaged  in  ifeuds  with  the  citizens, 
until  at  last,  in  1417,  Frederic  IV., 
Burgrave  of  Nuremberg,  anxious  to 
raise  money  to  purchase  the  Mark  of 
Brandenburg,  sold  the  castle  and  a 
portion  of  his  rights  to  the  citizens 
for  120,000  gold  ^dens. 

**St,  Sehald's  Church.    Was  origin- 
ally   built    in    the    Byzantine   style. 
The    oldest   part    is   the    Lijffelholz, 
Kapelle,  finished   in  the  10th  centy. 
The  rest  of  the  church  was  built  1361- 
1377.     It  exhibits  great  elegance  ex- 
ternally and  internally,  especially  in 
the  beautiful  Gothic  choir.     Of  the 
towers,  one  dates  from  1300,  the  other 
from  1345  ;  neither,  however,  attained 
their  present  height  of  264  feet  until 
1483.     The  carved  portals,  especially 
that  very  richly  ornamented  one,  on 
the  N.  side,  called  the  Bride's  Door 
(Brautthure),    deserve    attentive    ex 
amination,  as  well  as  the  car\'ings  i 
high    relief   by  the    sculptor   Adan 
Krafft,  representing  the  several  event 
of  the  Passion  of  our  Lord.    On  X\ 
outside  of  the  choir,  above  the  dc 
called  the  Schauthiire,  wliicK  \s 
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the  S.  lide,  near  the  guard-house,  is  a 
floe  work  of  Adam  Kraift,  of  the  dale 
of  148S,  repreaentiiig  the  L^t  Judg- 
ment. The  colossal  bronze  Christ, 
ontiide  the  W.  end,  is  one  of  tbe 
oldest  vorki  of  art  ic  metal  cast  at 
Nuremberg,  The  inierior  shows  in  the 
Dare  the  forms  of  (he  stjle  of  the 
tratuitionfrom  ronnd  to  pointed  archi- 
teeture.  The  choir,  supported  on 
clustered  colnnms,  is  in  the  best  style 
of  Genuaii  Gothic,  and  was  added 
1309-7".  It  is  lighteil  by  iofty  and 
narrow  irindows  ftO  ft.  high ;  their 
mulllonB,  40  fL  high,  are  wonderfnl 
vorkt  of  masoDTy.  The  painted  «in- 
dowB,  some  of  vhich  are  veir  good, 
date  from  the  beginning  of  the  16th 
centary,  and  were  eiecated  by  Hinch- 
vogel  and  Si-naberi/er ;  that  called  the 
Markgrafenfeneter  was  designed  by 
flinu  F.  AiifmAocA.  Among  the  sculp- 
tures, obserre  Christ  bearing  the  Cross 
at  a  small  altar),  and  Judas  betraying 
Christ;  the  Agony  in  the  Garden,  and 
the  l*st  Supper,  a  relief  on  the  wall  of 
the  choir—  all  by  Ad^tm  Kragt ;  also  St. 
John  and  the  Virgin,  with  Christ  on 
the  Cross,  in  wood,  over  the  high 
altar,  by  Veil  Stozs.  The  Liiffelholi 
chapel  (called  after  a  iamily  of  that 
name]  at  the  W.  end  was  intended  no 
donbt  originally  for  a  west  choir  ^ 
in  it  ii  a  brooze  font,  in  which  the 
Empr.  Weozel  was  Iwptized,  which 
is  said  to  be  Ihe  oldest  existing  Nu- 
remberg work  in  casting.  It  ia  highly 
ornamented,  and  at  tbe  base  stand 
statues  of  the  4  Eran^lists.  By  far 
the  most  remarkable  object  is  the  Hhrini 
of  St.  StbaCdui,  which  sdll  stands  in  the 
centre  of  the  choir,  thoaghthe  church 
is  now  devoted  to  the  LnUeran  service. 
It  ia  the  masterpiece  of  the  distin- 
guished artiat,  Prto-  TiioAer*  (b.  1460, 
■a.  1539),  and  ii,  the.' most ;  important 
work  of  ita  kind  that  German  art  has 
yet  p^^^d^ced.    He  worked  at  it  for 


Gothic  architecture,  entirely  of  broui 
consisting  of  a  rich  fretwork  .canopy 
supported  OD  ilender  pillars,  beneath 
which  the  relics  of  the  Saint  repose  in 
•  KBgriTlnga  vl  (t,  lod  of  all  its  ptita  la 
iMutt  ibm  lireainibllibcd  b;  Sdir^ 


an  oaken  chest  encased  with  silver 
plates.  "  Tbe  statues  of  the  12 
Apostles,  which  stand  on  brackets  at 
tbe  aides  of  the  pillars,  are  admirable  ; 
full  of  dignity  and  expression,  pecu- 
liarly calm  and  quiet,  the  drapery 
flowing  like  the  Italian."  The  grace- 
ful character,  the  varied  action,  the 
force  of  expression  in  the  countenances, 
and  the  nalaral  All  and  flow  of  the 
draperies,  deserve  the  highest  praise  ; 
—  they  are  truly  first-rate  works  or 
art.  Above  themare  ISsmallerfigaret 
of  Fathers  of  the  Church,  while  about 
70  fanciful  representations  of  Cupids, 
'mermen,  animals,  &c.,  distributed 
among  flowers  and  foliage,  ore  scat- 
tered over  the  other  parts.  The  mira- 
cles of  the  Saint  are  the  sobjeclofthe 
bas-reliefs  under  the  coffin,  "  Those 
on  the  N,  side  represent  the  miraclea 
of  St.  Sebald  on  his  retum  from  Italy 
to  Germany,  when,  perishing  with 
cold,  and  fiuding  no  fuel  in  the  cottage 
where  he  took  shelter,  he  placed  ao 
icicle  on  the  fire,  which  burnt  like 
coal,  and  afterwards  mended  a  broken 
kettle  by  blessing  it,  at  the  request  of 
his  host ;  on  the  S,  his  conversion  of  a 
stone  into  bread,  and  rescue  of  a  man 
whom  the  earth  was  swallowing  alive, 
on  account  of  hit  having  doubted  hit 
inspiration  at  a  prophet;  these  are 
admiiable.'*  -^  iMrd  Lindttty.  Id  a 
niche,  at  the  end  fadng  the  altar,  ia 
an  admirable  statue  of  the  artist, 
Peter  Vischer,  in  a  mason's  dress, 
with  aprou  on,  and  chisel  in  hand 
(dated  1S08)  ;  and  at  the  opposite 
end  a  figure,  equally  excellent,  of 
St.  Sebald ;  the  whole  fabric  rests 
upon  12  snails,  having  4  dolphins  at 
its  comera.  According  to  tradition, 
Vischer  was  miserably  paid  for  this 
great  work  of  labour  and  art ;  and  he 
has  himself  recorded  in  an  inscription 
upon  the  monument  that  "  be  com- 
pleted it  for  the  praise  of  God  Al- 
mighty alone,  and  the  honour  of  St. 
Hebald,  Prince  of  Heaven,  by  the  aid 
of  piooB  persons,  paid  by  their  volun- 
tary contributions." 

Tie  Parwiuuje  HoMse  ()VS*„'«m!^^ 

\wtic,^  \1ie  earaeo,  *\asAi.,-wi*M.'*-« 
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for  its  beautiliil  oriel  window,  was  the 
residence  of  Melchior  Pfinzing,  author 
of  the  poem  of  *  Theuerdank.'  He 
was  a  canon  of  the  church. 

Opposite  the  N.  side  of  St.  Sebald's 
is  the  Gothic  Chapel  of  St.  Maurice, 
date  1354.  For  many  years  it  was 
used  as  a  magazine  for  wood,  but  in 
1829  was  restored  by  the  architect 
Heideloff,  and  is  now  a  Picture 
G'a/^sry,  containing  a  collection  of  the 
early  Qerman  and  Flemish  schools, 
chronQlo|gically  arranged.  It  will 
chiefly  interest  those  who  have  di- 
rectea  their  attention  to  the  history 
and  progress  of  art.  It  is  open,  from 
spring  to  autumn,  gratis,  Sun.  and 
Wed.  10|-12,  and  on  other  days  upon 
payment  of  12  kr.  for  one  person,  and 
24  kr.  for  two  or  more.  The  pic- 
tures most  deserving  of  attention 
are — 6,  Israel  von  Mekenen,  or,  as  he 
is  more  usually  called,  **  Master  of 
the  Passion :"  The  Birth  of  the  Virgin.

To  the  N.  of  the  Moritz-Capelle,  in 
the  open  space  called  Albert  Diirer's 
Platz,  is  a  bronze  statue  of  Durer,  by 


Rauch  of  Berlin,  erected  1840,  possess- 
ing great  excellence  as  a  work  of  art. 
It  was  paid  for  by  a  subscription. 

♦The  Imperial  Castle,  Burg,  or  Reichs- 
veste,  occupies  the  most  northern  and 
elevated  position  within  the  town.  It 
is  a  very  picturesque  and  commanding 
edifice,  conspicuous  for  its  3  massive 
towers,  built  on  the  top  of  a  rock,  tower- 
ing above  all  other  edifices,  and  com- 
manding the  best  view  of  Nuremberg 
and  the  country  around.  (The  Burg- 
strasse  leads  up  to  the  entrance  of  it.) 
Its  first  construction  cannot  safely  be 
placed  earlier  than  the  reign  of  Conrad 
II.,  the  Salic  (1024-1039).  It  was  a 
fftvourite  residence  of  many  of  the  Ger- 
man emperors.  Nuremberg  was  con- 
veniently situated  nearly  in  the  centre 
of  their  dominions,  and  they  took 
pleasure  in  the  prosperity  of  the  city, 
knowing  well  now  much  their  own 
treasury  benefited  by  the  revenue 
drawn  from  it,  and  how  many  sturdy 
men-at-arms  it  could  furnish  them  at  a 
pinch  to  combat  foreign  or  domestic 
foes.  They  even  confided  to  the  cus- 
tody of  its  burghers  the  Imperial  Re- 
galia, which  were  deposited  for  three 
centuries  in  the  chapel  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  but  are  now  removed  to  Vienna. 
A  portion  of  the  building  is  supposed 
to  have  been  erected  by  Frederick 
Barbarossa(^1187) ;  but  an  earlier  date 
is  assigned  to  the  pentagonal  tower 
perhaps  the  oldest  construction  in 
Nuremberg ;  and  the  lleidcnthnrm 
(heathen  tower j,  so  called  from  some 
carvings  once  looked  upon  as  idols. 
It  contains  a  remarkable  double  chapel, 
in  two  stories,  in  the  Romanesque 
style ;  the  lower,  or  St.  Margaret's,  sup- 
ported by  low  and  thick  piers,  dates 
probably  between  1024  and  1039;  the 
upper  of  St.  Ottmar,  or  Kaiser hapcUc, 
resting  on  slight  marble  pillars  with 
barbarous  imitations  of  Corinthian 
capitals,  probably  of  the  time  of  the 
Emperor  Henry  III.,  1039-1056.  Such 
double  chapels  in  castles  of  the  middle 
ages  occur  at  Gelnhausen  and  Eger, 
and  in  France  at  Montmorillon ;  the 
upper  division  being  destined  for  the 
seigneur  and  his  family,  the  lower  for 
the  retainers. 
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of  wluch  Btands  ■  limt-lree.  Mi 
700  jresn  old ;  a  marrel  of  vegelBtioD. 
lU  trank  rices  u  straight  aa  a  column  to 
a  height  of  about  30  fl. ;  it  measurpB 
16  fL  in  cireumference  at  4  ft,  from 
the  ground.  The  greater  part  of  the 
caille,  which  luiroundB  thit  court, 
date*  most  probably  from  the  restora- 
tion of  Ibe  bnildiD^  in  1520.  The 
cftHle  irai  repaired  la  modem  Gothic 
■lyle  for  King  Max.,  1858,  and  a  few 
apartments  are  fitted  up  for  the  Koyal 
Family;  the;  contain  several  stoves  of 
enamelled  Germao  putter]',  which  hear 
the  date  of  1G5T.  Here  are  also  some 
pictnreii  of  early  Genaan  roasters :  by 
Altdorfir,  Barghnair,  Scheaffeloi,  aod 
ifartin  ScASn.  Opposite  the  pentago- 
nal tower  may  be  seen  a  collection  of 
Iiutrwneali  of  Tbrtun,  which  formed 
the  DUTariable  accompaniDient  of  the 
jurispnidence  of  the  middle  ages, 
down  to  the  17th  and  18th  cents., 
more  complete  than  that  at  Ratiebon. 
They  are  partly  derived  from  the 
priaona  of  the  city,  and  inclnde  Uu 
rack  in  all  its  mnltifariout  forms  of 

l^e  walla,  and  many-angled  baa. 
tiona  on  the  N.  side  of  Naremberg. 
are  conatrueted  upon  the  lyatem  of 
fortiflodon  proposed  by  A.  Direr, 
which  he  probably  learned  during  has 
residence  m  Italy,  where  the  science 
of  •  tnodeni  furtitlcatioii  arose  ;  fbr 
Vanbm  and  the  French  did  no  more 
than  Dorrect  the  proportions  and  angles 
of  each  flanking  &ce.

The  Chtirchyard  of  St.  John,  about 
4  m.  beyond  the  Burg  and  Thiergarten 
Gate,  to  the  N.W.  of  the  Castle,  is 
without  a  pantile)  in  Germany :  it  has 
been  the  burial.place  of  the  bnrgher 
aristocracy  of  Nnremberg  for  many  cen- 
tnries,  Among  the  3SO0  gravestones 
contained  in  it,  all  regolariy  numbered 
and  mostly  decorated  with  broaie  plates 
beariog  conls-of-amu  and  devices  of 
deceased  patriciani,  the  following  are 
remarkable:— No.  M9,  Albert  Dllrer; 
grave,  a  siiople  bronK  plate,  with  hig 
welHtDffwn  mooognza  and  the  in- 
taiptha,  QuHjmi  A^erti  Dtatri  mar- 


tale  fait,  nh  Aoc  condit-ar  tamiilo. 
Eiaigraril  8  Hus  Aprilia  I52B  ;  thai 
rendered  by  Longfellow,  "  Kmigmiil 
is  the  ioscriptioD  on  the  lombttooe 
wherv  he  lies.  Dead  he  is  not,  but 
departed^for  the  artist  never  dies.'' 
Examination  has  proved  that  his  re- 
mnina  no  longer  occupy  il,  but  have 
been  replaced  by  thoee  of  others. 
Diirer  died  of  a  piteous  complaint—a 
termagant  wife,  a  perftct  Xantippe, 
who  pWiied  his  gentle  spirit  out  of  hli 
body.  The  grave  of  Diirer'a  friend, 
Pirkheimer,'a  numbered  1414;  that  of 
7rit,S(oji»,2fi8.  No.  503  is /fan)  StoAj' 
^ve.  Sandiart,  the  painter,  was  also 
interred  here.  The  Behaim  family, 
which  dates  from  the  12th  centary,  ha* 
a  vault  here.  One  of  its  members, 
Martin,  a  native  of  Nuremberg,  made 
the  Sret  terreslial  globe,  and  claimed, 
while  Governor  of  the  Aiorea,  to  have 
discovered  Brazil  before  Colnmbns 
reached  Cuba.  He  is  not  buried  here, 
but  at  Lisbon.  The  vault  of  the  Holi- 
■chnhen,  bnilt  1374,  enlarged  143T,  is 
decorated  with  a  scnlplured  group  of 
"  the  Entombment,"  the  last  work  of 
Adam  KraSt,  1507.  The  Gothic  chapel 
of  St.  John  (1323-1437)  contains  ■ 
picture  at  the  high  altar  by  Wohlgc- 
mnVi,  and  statnei  in  wood  attributed  to 
Vcit  Sloa,  and  at  the  ude  altars  works 
of  other  old  German  masters. 

The  way  fhim  the  ThierRarlen  Gate 
of  the  town,  through  the  Seilersgasse, 
to  the  chnrchyard,  is  planted  at  regular 
distances  with  '  utoae pilUira,  orStiiiirmi, 
each  healing  a  bas-relief,  representing 
a  scene  in  the  passion  of  our  Savionr, 
executed  by  Adam  Erafl^.  They  were 
set  up  by  a  citizen  of  Nuremberg, 
named  Martin  Ketzel,  as  a  representa- 
tion of  the  Dolorous  Way  in  Jemsaiem, 
along  which  our  Saviour  is  sopposed 
to  have  passed  in  going  from  Pilate's 
houae  to  Calvary.  Ketiel  made  two 
pilgrimages  to  tbe  Holy  Land,  in  1477 
and  1488,  in  order  to  bring  back  (he 
exact  measurements.  He  placed  these 
pillars  at  intervals  between  his  own 
house,  which  is  still  standing  (opposite 

that  of  A.  Diitefi,  llo,  *aa,»»&.  <&* 
gale  ol  tlie  c\TOtiAii«i4,  toCTta.v™^'^* 
with  the  Sttance  ^leWi  tKti  "iiuii  «*.  Wk 
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reliefs  are  defaced  by  time,  so  that  the 
merits  of  the  execution  and  drawing 
are  now  lost ;  but  the  composition,  as 
far  as  its  remains  and  can  be  traced, 
was  beautiful.  Some  have  been  re- 
stored by  Burgschmiet, 

The  Aegidienkirche  (Ch.  of  St.  Giles) 
is  a  building  in    the   Italian   style, 
which  succeeded,  in  1718,  a  ver^  an- 
cient chapel,  burnt  in  1696,  origmally 
founded  1 140,  for  some  Scotch  Bene- 
dictine monks,  by  the  Emperor  Con- 
rad III.     It    is   not   in    itself  very 
remarkable,  but  contains  an  altar-piece 
by  Foncf^^e,  a  Dead  Christ  surrounded 
by  the    two   martyrs  and  St.  John. 
Vandyke's  name  is  between  the  feet  of 
Christ.    The  seraphs  or  angels  above 
were  added  by  an    inferior  modem 
artist  of  the  town.    Behind  the  altar 
are  2  monumental  bas-reliefs  iu  bronze, 
one  said  to  be  by  Peter  Vischer,  stiff, 
and  in  a  hard  manner,  but    bearing 
his   monogram    and    the   date   1 522 ; 
the  other  is  by  one  of  his  sons.    The 
3    side-chapels    are    ancient,   having 
escaped    the    flames.      The  first,  St. 
Wolfgang's,  contains  a  rude  carving 
of  the  Entombment;  the  second,  St. 
Eucharius's,  is  curious  from  its  archi- 
tecture, being  in  the  transition  style, 
having  slender  pillars,  with  broad  capi- 
tals, but  pointed  arches;    the  third, 
built  in   1345,   is   hung    round   with 
escutcheons  of  the  Tetzel  family,  from 
the   12th  to  the   18th  centuries.     A 
sculptured    relief   here,    representing 
the  Coronation  of  the  Virgin,  is  by 
Adam  Krafft, 

On  the  S.  side  of  this  church  is  the 
Gymnasium,  or  high-school,  founded 
by  Melancthon,  whose  statue,  by 
Burgschmiet f  erected  in  1826,  stands  in 
front  of  it.  The  present  building  was 
erected  in  1699,  after  the  Benedictine 
abbey,  which  formerly  stood  here,  had 
been  destroyed  b}r  the  fire  which  con- 
sumed the  adjoining  church. 


On  the  N.  side  of  the  Acgidienplatz 

is  the  hoftse  of  Mr,  Fuchs,  called,  from 

the  family  who  built  it  in  1605,  the 

Peller*8che  Ham,  a  fine  specimen  of 

tAe  stj'lc  of  the  ReDaiaaance,  adapted 


to  the  old  German  arrangement  of 
the  fii^e:  it  was  finished  in  1605. 
Within  is  a  picturesc^ue  courtyard  and 
staircase,  and  upstairs  a  room  with 
fine  wood  panelling  covering  the  walls 
and  ceiling. 

At  the  E.  end  of  the  Aegidienplatz  is 
the  Landauer  Kloster.  It  was  ori^n- 
ally  an  almshouse,  now  occupied  by 
the  Kunstgevcerbschule,  or  School  of 
Design.  The  chapel  roof  has  the  pen- 
dants of  the  cotemporary  English 
Bt^le,  and  is  support^  by  2  elegant 
spiral-twisted  columns. 

*The  Germanische  Mitseum,  in  an  old 
convent  (KarthiUiser-Kloster),  a  little 
to  the  W.  of  the  Frauenthor,  a  build- 
ing of  14th  cent.,  contains  a  very  in- 
teresting collection  of  national  anti- 
quities and  historic  relics  of  the  whole 
"  Fatherland."  It  includes  paintings, 
sculptures,  arms,  coins,  furniture,  books, 
MSS.,  &c.  In  the  Great  Hall  Kaul- 
bach  has  painted  a  large  fresco :  The 
opening  of  the  Grave  of  Charlemagne 
by  Otho  III.  Admission,  24  kr. ;  for 
a  party  together,  36  kr.  Open  9-1  and 
2-4  P.M. 

Its  choicest  treasure  is  a  painting 
by  A.  Diirer,  of  undoubted  authen- 
ticity, and  one  of  his  best  works, 
the  only  one  remaining  in  his  native 
city.  It  is  the  portrait  of  the  Burgo' 
master  ffolzschuJier^  a  rich  patrician 
and  a  friend  of  the  painter,  and  has 
remained  as  an  heirloom  iu  the  pos- 
session of  his  descendants  ever  since 
it  was  executed  (1526). 

AVjcrt  Diirer's  house  is  still  standing, 
though  much  altered  internally,  at  the 
comer  of  Albert  Diirer's  Street,  No. 
376,  close  under  the  castle,  near  the 
Thiergarten  Gate.  It  is  now  occupied 
by  a  Society  of  Artists,  who  carefully 
preserve  it  from  further  injury.  It 
contains  some  paintings,  and  is  shown 
on  application  at  the  door. 

The  Nuremberg  Correspondent  is  one 
of  the  most  widely  circulated  papers  in 
Germany. 

There  is  a  small  TJieatre  here,  and  a 
club  called  Jfusewia  (^%  W)  m  >ii^  Y»jc>- 
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jsstRLSse.  Its  readiag-rooiii  it  w«l] 
ffpplied  with  newspapers.  Stnagers 
N  admitted  upon  the  introduetian 
f  a  member.

place  fur  the  produce  of  Italy  tnd  tha 
Levant,  which  it  recrived  principoltjr 


from  Venice  and  Genoa,  and  dictri* ' 
bated  over  the  north  and  west  Ot  • 
Europe,  returning  in  exchange  whul-- 
ever  the  North  bod  lo  offer.  It  wai 
sdmirablj  adapted  bIko  by  its  pn»iliaa 
for  an  enlrepOt  to  the  [raffle  carried 
on  by  means  of  the  Danube  and  Rhine. 
But  commerce  and  (be  carrying  tmds 
of  Europe  were  by  nu  means  the  only 
sources  of  its  wealth;  since,  in  tM 
extent  and  celebrity  of  its  manoAt^ 
tures,  it  deserves  lo  be  considered  ai 
ihe  Birmingham  of  the  period.  Itl 
BTlisang,  many  of  whom  may  mora 
properly  be  styled  artisls,  especiaUy 
the  workers  of  meiala,  smiths,  ar- 
mourers, cutlers,  casters  in  bronce, 
and  goldsmilhs,  were  esteemed  ths 
most  cunning  and  skilful  craftsmen 
in  Europe,  and  their  productions  were 
highly  prized;  the  clolb  weavers  and 
dvera  were  lil^wise  in  high  repuie. 
To  this  period*belong  the  namea  of 
the  Nuremberg  artists — Albert  IMimr 
(U7I-1528),    painter,   sculptor,    en-

To  these  may  bo  adde4 
Vcit  Stusi,  carver  in  wiHid,  who,  bom 
at  Cracow  in  HiT,  settled  at  Nurem- 
berg, and  died  there  in  1S*S.  Maujr 
discoveries,  both  useful  and  pernicious

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early  as  1880:  in  1390  a*  citiien  of 
Nuremberg  built  a  paper-mill,  without 
doubt  the  first  in  Germany.  Records 
exist  of  cannon  being  cast  here  in 
1356 :  those  previously  in  use  are  be- 
lieved  to  have  been  constructed  of  iron 
bars  held  together  by  hoops.  The 
first  watches  (called  Nuremberg  eggs 
from  their  oval  shape)  were  ma£  here 
in  I  £00,  by  one  Peter  Hele;  the  first 
^^lock  in  1517.  In  1360  Rudolph 
inYented  a  machine  for  drawing  wire : 
in  1550  Erasmus  Ehner  found  out  that 
particular  alloy  of  metals  called  brass ; 
the  brass  of  earlier  times  wtis  a  dif- 
ferent combination.  Hans  Lobsmger, 
the  inyentor  of  the  air-gun  (1560), 
and  Christopher  Denner,  of  the  clarionet 
(1690),  were  also  natives  of  this  city. 
Nuremberg  also  gave  birth  to  Vcit 
IlirschvogeT  and  his  three  sons,  a  race 
of  potters  and  glass  painters.  Augustin 
Hirscht&jel  travelled  into  Italy,  and 
went  to  Urbino,  where  he  learnt  the 
art  of  enamelliug  pottery.  lie  re- 
turned in  1539,  and  established  a 
manufactory  of  that  ware  at  Nurem- 
berg. 

Various  causes  contributed  to  the 
decay  of  Nuremberg :  among  the  fore- 
most may  be  reckoned  the  discovery  of 
the  passage  to  India  round  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  which  turned  the  com- 
merce of  the  East  away  from  central 
Europe  into  an  entirely  new  channel. 
The  selfish  and  misguided  prejudices 
of  the  trades  and  guilds  contributed 
not  a  little  to  the  ruin  of  its  manufac- 
turers: the  first,  in  1498,  expelled  the 
Jews,  and  forbade  them  under  pain  of 
death  even  to  sleep  within  the  walls ; 
and  at  a  later  period  they  shut  their 
gates  upon  the  Protestant  weavers 
exiled  from  France  and  Flanders,  who 
however,  found  an  asylum  in  other 
German  cities,  which  their  skill  soon 
rendered  successful  competitors  of  the 
short-sighted  Nurembergers.  The  ca- 
lamitous period  of  the  Thirty  Years* 
War  inflicted  a  serious  and  permanent 
blow  on  the  city.  The  citizens,  as 
well  as  their  neighbours  of  Augsburg, 
adopted  early,  and  stedfastly  adhered 
to,  the  Reformed  &ith.  For  several 
centuries  no  Romapist  was  allowed  to 


hold  property  in  the  town.  (In  1841, 
when  the  last  enumeration  of  the  inha- 
bitants in  respect  of  creed  was  made,  it 
contained  only  2692  Rom.  Catholics, 
who  have,  it  is  said,  increased  since 
then  in  a  greater  ratio  than  the  Pro- 
testants, at  least  among  the  lower 
class.)  Nuremberg  consequently 
eagerly  espoused  the  cause  of  Ons- 
tavus  Adolphus,  who,  in  1632,  was 
compelled  to  throw  himself  into  the 
town  with  an  army  of  15,000  men, 
to  protect  both  himself  and  it  from 
the  advancing  force  of  Wallenstein, 
which  was  treble  his  own.  He  had 
barely  time  to  ensconce  himself  be- 
hind a  rampart,  which  his  troops, 
aided  by  the  townsfolk,  threw  up  round 
the  walls,  enclosing  the  ciUr  within  a 
ditch  8  ft.  deep  and  12  broad,  strength- 
ened with  bastions  and  half-moons  at 
intervals,  and  defended  by  300  pieces 
of  cannon,  when  the  Imperial  army 
drew  near.  The  fortified  camp  of  the 
Swedes,  though  hastily  constructed 
within  14  days,  appeared  so  formidable 
to  Wallenstein,  that  he  declined  at- 
tacking it,  and  preferred  waiting 
quietly  until  famine  should  starve  his 
enemies  into  surrender.  With  this 
view,  he  also  entrenched  his  army 
within  a  strong  position  upon  the 
height  above  Fiirth,  to  the  south  of 
the  Rednitz,  trusting  to  be  able  from 
thence  to  intercept  communications 
and  cut  off  supplies  from  his  adver- 
sary. It  will  give  some  notion  of  the 
extent  of  his  armament  to  mention 
that  this  camp  was  7  m.  in  circuit, 
that  it  contained  1 5,000  women,  nearly 
as  many  carters,  sutlers,  and  servants, 
and  30,000  horses,  the  greater  part 
employed  to  draw  the  baggage.  For 
nearly  3  months  did  these  two  masters 
of  the  art  of  war  sit  watching  each 
other  like  skilfU  chess-players,  each 
fearful  lest  a  single  move  should  give 
advantage  to  his  opponent.  Wallen- 
stein, in  thus  attempting  to  starve  out 
the  Swedes,  was  himself  reduced  to  the 
utmost  straits:  the  country  around, 
unsparingly  and  designedly  wasted  by 
fire  and  sword,  was  completely  drained 
and  exhausted,  so  that  he  was  obliged 
to  send  35  m.  for  forage,  and  it  be- 
came a  question  of  doubtful   resuU

wanu ;  and  famine,  and  its  conse- 
qaence,  disease,  laid  thousands  low, 
both  in  the  camp  and  city.  All  the 
millB  in  and  about  Nuremberg  could 
not  grind  a  supply  of  corn  sufficient 
for  auch  a  multitnde,  and  50,000  lbs. 
of  bread  fumisbed  didly  by  the  t 
excited  rather  than  allayed  the  c: 
ingB  uf  hnnger.  The  king,  perceii 
the  imposaibility  of  retaining  hig  j 
tion  longer,  nsed  every  effort  to  bring 
on  a  general  engaEement  and  draw 
down  the  enemy  from  his  yaotage- 
groDDd.  When  this  proved  nnsuccess- 
foi,  he  was  driven  to  the  desperate 
and  hopeleai  determination  of  Btonn- 
ing  his  camp  Dear  Fiirth.  Wallenstein, 
secured  behind  his  bulwarks,  and 
shovrering  death  upon  (he  Swedish 
tanks,  laughed  to  scorn  the  Ts«h  en- 
terprise, and  Gustavns,  nnsnccenful 
for  the  first  time  in  Mb  life,  was 
compelled  to  break  np  from  his 
quarters  and  retreat  (Sept.  8,  1632), 
leaving  a  garrison  of  5000  men  in  Nu- 
remberg. Althetime  of  his  departure 
80,000  Swedes  and  1 0,000  of  the  citizens 
had  perished  of  disease  and  starration, 
in  at>ont  8  or  10  weeks ;  fire  and  sword 
had  laid  waste  the  enrrounding  country, 
reducing  it  to  a  desert ;  the  neighbour- 
ing villaces  and  hamleli  were  heaps  of 
ashes  and  niiu.  Wallenstein  manand 
to  keep  his  ground  only  for  S  days 
after  his  rival  had  withdrawn.  He 
then  broke  up  his  camp  and  retreated, 
having  scarcely  su&red  less  Chan  Gns- 
tavns,  nor  did  he  venture  any  attempt 
upon  Nuremberg,  The  eitraordinary 
efforts  made  by  the  ci^  to  meet  this 
exigaicf  cowphtajf  exf^usted   her 


financial  resources,  and  left  her  encum- 
bered with  a  load  of  debt  whoGe  burden 
remMned  oppressively  felt  for  more 
than  a  century.

Itwasoncean  Imperial 
city,  the  great  corn-mart  of  Central 
Oermany,  and  U  ttiil  vorvi'XD&'aS.  \i^ 
walU  ani  a  iw.t'a-.  \viii  u^  *.*  tiA-  B**-- 
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specimens  of  the  ornamental  or  Italian 
style  of  fortification.  There  are  shot^ 
marks  on  the  stones.  The  chief  build- 
ing is  the  picturesque  Jtathhaus,  1570, 
with  a  GoUiic  balustrade.  The  two 
S.  doorways  of  the  Church  of  St,  John 
(I2th  cent.)  are  said  to  have  been 
brought  from  the  Castle  Mainberg,  in 
the  neighbourhood.  The  Gynmasiumj 
or  public  school,  was  founded  by  Gns- 
tavus  Adolphus.  Riickert,  the  poet, 
was  bom  here,  1789.

The  Railway  to  Bamberg  follows  the 
▼alley  of  the  Mfun,  studded  with 
villages,  at  the  foot  of  vine-clad  hills, 
whose  heights  are  here  and  there 
crowned  with  old  castles  of  the  Fran- 
conian  nobles. 

L  About  a  mile  from  Schweinf^irth 
is  a  fountain  at  the  river-side,  with  an 
inscription  in  honour  of  King  Lewis  of 
Bavaria,  who  improved  the  navigation. 

The  Castle  of  Mainherrj^  built  by  the 
Counts  of  Henneberg,  is  now  a  carpet 
manufactory. 

G'adheim  Stat 

Ober-Theres  Stat.  The  Chateau  of 
Theres,  near  the  village,  was  once  a 
convent. 

Hassfarth  Stat.^  a  picturesque  walled 
town.  See  close  to  the  Stat  the  ele- 
gant Gothic  Ritterkapelle  (Uthcenty.); 
choir  and  E.  end  richly  groined  vault- 
ing; triple  chancel  arch  with  niches: 
over  the  doorway  a  Nativity  in  relief; 
within,  monuments  of  the  Schaum- 
burgs,  restored. 

Zeil  Stat,  another  walled  town.  On 
the  height  shapeless  ruins  of  Schloss 
Smachtenberg,  built  1438,  and  razed 
by  Albert  of  Brandenburg,  1552. 

Ebelsbach  Stat  On  the  opposite 
bank  of  the  Main,  above  the  town  of 
Eltmann,  rises  the  tall  and  picturesque 
watch-tower  of  Waldburg, 

The  river  Main  is  crossed  by  a  stone 
bridge  a  little  above  the  connuence  of 
the  Regnitz.  See  in  the  distance 
Schloss  Giech,  the  Altenburg,  and  the 
Dom  of  Bamberg.  1.  The  Rly.  from 
Hof  and  Leipzig  (see  N,  German  Hand' 
hook)  falls  in. 

Bamberg  Junction  Stat,  is  a  mile  from 


the  Dom  and  centre  of  the  city,  to 
reach  which  the  N.  arm  of  the  Regnitz 
must  be  crossed.    (See  Rte.  172.)

Lauf  Stat.,  an  old  town  with  gates 
And  gate-towers,  half-ruined  walls  and 
half-filled  moat.  It  is  famed  for  its 
good  bread.  1.  rises  the  bold  dis- 
mantled fortress  of  RothenJburg^  some- 
what like  the  Konigstein  of  Saxony. 
The  rly.  enters  the  chain  of  the  Fran- 
conian  Jura,  whose  ridges  extend  on 
either  side  as  far  as  Amberg. 

Hersbriick  Stat,  (/wn:  Post),  a  town 
the  centre  of  a  district  of  hop-gardens, 
at  the  foot  of  the  Michaelsberg.

you  may  reach  the  Franconiau  Swi- 
teerland  (Rte.

Sulzbach  Stat.  {Inn :  Krone).  Sulz- 
bach  is  a  picturesque  walled  town,  of 
3000  Inhab.,  with  a  large  castle  (Ali- 
manns/iof),  the  ancient  residence  of  thQ 


Bavaria. 
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Dukes  of  Subsbach.  In  one  of  its 
towers,  called  the  Hussite's  Tower,  Je- 
rome of  Prague  was  confined  after  his 
unjust  seizure  by  the  Duke  at  Hirschau, 
1415,  preyiously  to  his  being  sent  back 
to  Constance  to  sufier  at  the  stake. 
The  castle  stands  on  an  elevation, 
commanding  a  rich  plain  filled  with 
hops  and  fruit-trees. 

The  Ccmal  constructed  to  unite  the 
Danube  with  the  Main  and  RMne  (see 
Bte.  175)  reaches  its  summit-level  near 
Feucht,  being  raised  by  20  locks,  and 
ciuried  through  deep  rock-cuttings, 
originally  meant  to  be  tunnelled.  It 
traverses  a  ravine  by  means  of  a  trough- 
aqueduct. 

41  i  Arnberg  Stat,  {Inns :  Pf&lzer  Hof ; 
Wilder  Mann),  a  town  of  10,800  Inhab. 
on  the  Vils,  was  once  capital  of  the 
Upper  Palatinate.  St,  Martin's  Ch, 
has  a  tower  300  ft.  high,  and  contains 
some  monuments.  OSs.  that  of  Pfidz- 
graf  Rupert  (1397).  The  ch.  with 
3  towers  is  that  of  St,  Oeorge,  Fine 
view  from  the  Mariahiifberg,  a  place  of 
pilgrimage.

Danube  below  Stadt-am-Ho^  a  suburb 
of  Ratisbon,  connected  with  it  by  a 
narrow  stone  bridge,  built  1 1 35-46.

Danube  by  an  iron  lattice-bridge,  1825

Ratisbon  is  a  city  of  28,000  Inhab. 
(6500  Protestants,  and  300  Jews), 
on  the  rt.  bank  of  the  Danube,  here 
crossed  by  a  narrow  stone  Bridge, 
erected  1135-4G,  1092  ft.  long,  con- 
necting the  city  with  the  suburb  Stadt- 
am-Hof.  The  German  name  Regens- 
burg  is  from  the  small  river  Regen, 
which  runs  into  the  Danube  nearly  op- 
posite, and  it  was  called  by  the  Romans 
baatn  Begina, 

Ratisbon,  for  many  centuries,  flou- 
rished amonff  the  w^thiest  and  most 
important  of  the  free  Imperial  cities. 
A  large  portion  of  the  commerce  of 
Europe  passed  through  it :  it  had  fac- 
tories in  distant  countries,  and  mer- 
chants of  Kiev  in  Russia  drew  bills  upon 
its  bankers.  As  early  as  the  Crusades 
the  boatmen  of  Ratisbon  were  &mous ; 
they  conveyed  pious  pilgrims  and  war- 
riors down  the  Danube  on  their  way 
to  the  Holy  Land.  In  later  times  (from 
1663  to  1806)  it  became  the  seat  of  the 
Imperial  Diets,  62  of  which  were  held 
within  its  walls.  The  Street  of  Am- 
bassadors reminds  the  spectator  of  the 
days  when  the  vast  straggling  mansions 
composing  it  were  occupied  by  the 
mimsters  of  the  ruling  states  of  Europe. 
The  Lion  of  St.  Blark  may  still  be  seen 
over  one  gateway,  the  Eagle  of  Austria 
on  another,  and  the  Genoese  coat  of 
arms  near  a  third.  The  same  causes 
which  affected  the  prosperity  of  Augs- 
burg and  Nuremberg  were  equally  pre- 
judicial to  the  good  fortune  of  Ratisbon ; 
and  in  the  middle  of  the  17th  century 
it  had  already  fallen  into  decay.  The 
annals  of  the  town  record  no  less 
than  17  sieges  which  it  endured  since 
the  10th  century,  accompanied  by 
bombardments  and  V\«»:m^  ^lAKlOkicsv^  ^^ 
money.

An  exeelleut  riei^  of  RaliEbon,of  the 
distant  chain  of  Ihe  Alps  to  the  S., 
sad  the  course  of  the  Danube  as  far 
as  DoiiaustBuf,  and  the  Walhalla.  is 
obtained  from  the  top  of  the  cathedral. 
The  Biceut  to  it  ii  by  ibc  Eselslhunu 
(Aracs' Tower),  adjoining  the  N,  tran- 
sept, so  called  because  the  materials  (br 
the  upper  part  of  the  build  iug  were  car- 
ried up  it  ou  the  backs  of  asses  j  and 
for  their  caoveniefice  it  was  provided 
with  a  winding  inclined  plane,  instead 
of  a  slnirease.  This  tower  was  a  mere 
temporary  erec^on,  intended  to  supply 
ibe  place  of  a  scaffolding  ;  but  as  the 
building  has  never  been  completed,  it 
has  not  Iwen  removed. 

To  Ihe  N.E.  of  theCatbedtnl  are  the 
Chislcrs  (here  called  ainbilus),  conlaiu- 
ing  much  that  is  interesting  in  archi- 
teclure.  The  windows  are  richly  de- 
corated with  omameau  of  diflcrcnt 
periodsj  tbey  are  roand-beaded,  tilled 
with  trefiul  tracery,  and  round  the 
mside  are  fignres  of  the  Aposlles, 
mixed  with  omament  iu  that  style  ol 
the  Renaissance  which  iu  Spain  is 
called  the  platareaque.  In  ihe  walls

m  of  a  basilica,  having  vaulted' 
semi-circular  niches  in  the  thickoeiK 
of  the  ver?  massive  wall;  in  one  of 
ihem,  at  clie  end,  stands  the  altar,  i 
square  block  of  stone,  without  doaM 
Ihe  oldest  in  the  whole  of  Gennanj, 
and  probably  dates  from  the  earlieati 
Christian  period :  it  is  hollowed  ou.^ 
probably  to  contain  relics.  Opposite  I  ~ 
It  is  a  low  gallery,  supported  on  rouii_ 
arches  by  stunted  pillars.  This  chapel, 
for  it  may  be  so  termed  froi 
limited  size,  is  lighted  by  small  ronnd- 
headed  windows,  placed  high  up  in  the 

niches  on  each  side.     It  is  sup ' 

that  originally  it  had  no  windows. 
These  two  interesting  ediHces  arc  ni 
generally  shown;  but  the  verger  (di 
Messner]  keeps  the  keys,  and  wi 
readily  admit  any  one. 

At  a  short  distance  S.E.  fiwm  the 
cathedral,  in  the  N.W.  comer  of  ths 
Corn-Market,  stands  a  square  massive 
lower  of  rough  masonry,  called  tUa 
Boman  Ttncer,  probably  the  oldest 
structure  in  Ratisbon,  and  a  relic  of 
the  Roman  castle. 

The  cbnrches  of  Obtr-  and  Xiadei 
MBmfcT  belonged  to  nunneries  loo, 
since  dissolved,  whose  abbesses  belt 
the  rank  of  princesses  of  the  empire,, 
and  occupiea  seals  in  the  Diet, 

Most  oF  the  churches  have  been. 
altered,  modernised,  or  rebuilt,  so  that 
they  retain  very  little  of  the  primiliv* 
constrnclion.  There  is,  however,  od« 
other  church  of  high  antiquity  whicb 
remains  uocbatiged,  the  Svotc/t  " 
dictiae  Church  of  St.  Jamti  (Schi 
kirche),  uioated  at  the  W.  end  of  (he 
city,  close  to  Ihe  Jacob's  Gale.  Tht 
stranger  must  now  contest  himself 
with  a  sight  of  Ibc  pitti:riQr,AeW\U- 
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lag  being  dismantlvd  within  and  oloieU 
to  the  public.  It  «u  Bttncbed  to  n 
muDssiery  founded,  like  iniiuy  oilien,' 
oQ  the  Danube,  at  Wilrxburg,  Vieona, 
Erfurt.  &c.,in  the  lOlb  aad  1  Mh  cunls., 
by  Scotch  Uenedictiiies,  exiles  from 
their  cooQIrj*,  who,  being  pioua  men 
and  good  teachers,  were  encouraged 
by  the  princes  of  Germany.  This 
hut  remaining  Scotch  cuuvcot,  having 
escaped  EecuJoriMtion  in  the  days  of 
Napoleon  and  Fr«ich  occupation,  pro- 
bably becauM  ita  revenues  were  not 
worth  Kizing,  finally  came  to  an  end 
ISiiD,  for  want  of  the  fundi  lo  sapport 
S  monks  and  3  or  4  Scotch  students.

The  abl»t  of  St.  Emmeran  enjoyed 
princely  rank,  and  sat  al  the  DieU  on 
the  bench  of  Khenish  prelates.  Tha 
abbey  was  1*00  years  old  at  the  tima 
of  iu  dissolution.  The  coovenl  wo* 
founded  by  Theodo  IL,  and  was  en- 
larged, along  with  the  church,  by 
Charlemagne. 

The  vast  abbey  of  St.  Emmeran  wu 
converted  1809  into  the  Pilact  of 
f  rincs  TAum  und  Tuxu ,-  il  is  an  rat- 
leusive  but  not  a  handsome  modem 
edifice.   It  is  hu^ly  worth  the  trouble 

modem  painting^  The  Slabia  t.re 
handEODie  and  large.  The  riding- 
school,  built  in  1830,  is  decorated 
with  bas-reliefs  by  Schumnilmla;  re- 
presenting horse-racing  al  the  Olym- 
pian gomes.

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saal,  is  shown  an  arm-chair  called 
the  Imperial  throne,  with  the  benches 
for  the  Electors  and  the  ecclesias- 
tical and  civil  members. 

On  the  ground-floor  of  the  boilding, 
and  below  the  ground,  are  the  Dungeons 
and  Chamber  of  Torture,  **  After  several 
turnings  and  windings  we  came  to  a 
doorway  so  low  that  I  was  obliged  to 
bend  nearly  double  to  enter  it ;  and, 
on  passing  it,  I  found  myself,  with  my 
back  still  bent  (for  there  was  not  room 
to  stand  upright),  in  a  vaulted  dun- 
geon, 6  ft  or  8  ft  sauare,  lined  with 
wood,  having  a  raised  step  at  one  end 
to  serve  as  a  pillow  to  the  inmate  of 
this  miserable  cell.  Daylight  was 
entirely  denied  to  him,  and  the  only  air 
that  could  reach  him,  from  the  dark 
passage  without,  came  through  a  small 
grating  in  the  door."  In  the  ceiliog  is 
a  square  hole  lined  with  lead,  commu- 
nicating with  a  pipe,  which  leads  to  a 
room  above ;  by  this  means  anything 
which  the  prisoner  uttered  might  be 
overheard.  In  this  dungeon,  which 
is  numbered  18,  Count  Schaffgotsch, 
who  was  accused  of  being  engaged  in 
Wallenstein's  alleged  treasonable  con- 
spiracy, was  confined  before  his  exe- 
cution, A.  D.  1635.  ''On  the  outside 
of  this  chamber  my  guide  stooped 
down  at  a  trap-door  of  iron  grating, 
strongly  fastened  with  bolts  and  chains, 
and,  lighting  a  piece  of  paper,  pushed 
it  through  the  bars.  As  it  fell,  I 
perceived  by  its  light  a  dungeon  more 
norrid  than  the  first;  a  kind  of  well, 
about  12  ft.  deep,  with  no  other  en- 
trance than  this  trap-door,  so  that  the 
prisoner  must  have  been  let  down  into 
It  as  into  a  living  tomb.  Of  the  former 
kind  of  cells  there  are  1 9  or  20 ;  of  the 
latter  3  or  4:  they  are,  happily,  no 
longer  used.  We  passed  hence,  through 
several  strong  iron  doors,  to  the  Tor- 
tnre  Chamber^  a  lofty  apartment,  with 
ample  space  for  the  exercise  of  the  ap- 

Saratus  of  cruelty  deposited  in  it." 
ust  outside  the  entrance  is  a  bench,  on 
which  the  prisoner  was  allowed  to  sit 
for  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  to  consider 
whether  he  would  make  a  voluntary 
confession.  From  this  spot  he  en- 
joyed, through  a  small  openmg,  a  view 
of  the  different  instruments  of  tor- 


ture. To  these  were  given  facetious 
names.  First,  there  is  the  horizontal 
rack,  resembling  a  long  bedstead,  or 
platform  of  boards,  upon  which  the 
criminal  was  laid,  his  feet  attached 
to  one  end,  and  his  arms  fastened  to 
a  rope  which  passed  round  a  wind- 
lass at  the  other,  so  as  to  stretch  ont 
his  limbs  to  the  utmost  extent  that 
agony  would  allow  without  causing 
death.  It  exhibits  a  refinement  of 
cruelty,  being  furnished  with  a  roller 
armed  with  spikes  rounded  off,  over 
which  the  body  of  the  sufferer  was 
drawn  backwards  and  forwards.  Thia 
roller  was  called  der  gespickte  Haac^ 
*'  the  larded  hare."  The  second  spe- 
cies of  torture,  called  the  Strappado^ 
resembled  the  first,  but  was  inflicted 
vertically  instead  of  horizontally,  by" 
raising  the  victim  by  a  rope  attached 
to  his  arms,  which  were  bound  behind 
his  back,  to  the  roof,  and  then  letting 
him  fall,  by  loosening  the  rope,  to 
within  a  few  inches  of  the  ground. 
"Two  stones,  the  heaviest  weighing 
about  125  lbs.,  were  previously  at- 
tached to  the  feet,  so  that  the  jerk 
inflicted  by  the  sudden  fall  must 
have  strained  the  joints  out  of  their 
sockets."  Another  mode  of  applying 
it  was  by  securing  the  feet  of  the 
person  being  examined  to  hooks  or 
rings  in  the  floor,  and  then  hoisting 
him  up  until  the  crack  was  heard  of 
the  arm-bones  being  pulled  out  of 
their  sockets  at  the  shoulders. 

The  instrument  by  which  this  was 
effected  consists  of  an  upright  frame  of 
wood,  with  a  windlass  about  2  ft.  from 
the  ground,  to  which  the  rope  is  still 
fastened  by  one  end,  while  the  other 
dangles  from  a  pulley  in  the  roof,  with 
a  triangle  of  wood  attached  to  it;  it  was 
named  die  schlimme  Liesel^  "  wicked 
Bess."  To  this  triangle  the  arms  of  the 
victims  were  fastened.  The  third  in- 
strument was  a  very  high  arm-chair, 
having,  in  stead  of  a  cushion,  a  seat 
stuck  full  of  small  sharp  spikes  of 
wood  about  2  inches  high,  upon 
which  the  prisoner  was  made  to  sit 
with  weights  on  his  lap,  and  others 
hanging  from  his  feet  This  had  two 
names,  der  Beichtstuhl,  i.  e.  **  the  con- 
fessional," and  der  /«(n(j/ra«eusc^<joss. 
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Mthe  maiden's  lap."  A  ladder  lean« 
ing  against  the  wall  has  some  of  the 
rounds  replaced  by  angular  pieces  of 
wood,  shaped  like  j^risms,  turning  on 
their  axis.  The  criminal  was  hauled 
by  a  rope  over  a  pulley,  passing  into 
the  next  room,  to  the  top  of  the 
ladder,  and  then  allowed  to  descend ; 
the  rapid  fHction  up  and  down  graz- 
ing every  yertebra  in  his  naked  ^k, 
as  he  passed  over  the  prisms :  it  was 
called  BtOsohbahn,  or  **  slide."  There 
is  also  a  wooden  horse,  named  der 
Spanigche  Esel,  **  the  Spanish  ass,"  on 
the  sharp  edge  of  which  the  criminal 
was  maae  to  ride;  and  two  or  three 
oUier  instruments  equally  horrible, 
the  invention  of  which  is  a  disgrace 
to  human  nature.  One  side  of  this 
eluumber  is  partitioned  off  by  a  screen 
of  wooden  trellis-work :  and  behind 
it  may  still  be  seen  the  desk  at  which 
the  judges  (Blutrichter)  sat,  seeing 
and  hearing  all  that  passed,  but  un- 
seen themselves,  and  took  down  the 
confessions  extorted  from  the  victims 
in  their  agonies.  On  the  opposite 
side  are  the  seats  for  the  executioner 
(Sdiarfrichter)  and  surgeon,  the  latter 
of  whom  attended  to  watch  the  state 
of  the  prisoner,  lest,  if  he  were  tor- 
tured too  far,  he  should  escape  ex- 
amination by  death.  This  machinery 
surpasses  in  iniquity  what  survives  of 
the  fiu^famed  dungeons  of  Venice,  and 
is  the  only  example  in  Europe  of  such 
an  apparatus  perfectly  preserved — and 
indeed  it  deserves  to  be  preserved,  to 
illustrate  the  manner  in  which  justice 
was  administered  ih  ages  which  are 
often  held  up  to  our  admiration  by 
those  whose  views  of  history  are  drawn 
from  their  imap;ination.  The  Torture 
Chamber  lies  directly  under  the  Hall  of 
the  Diet;  and,  had  not  the  floor  been 
well  lined,  the  cries  of  the  sufferers 
must  have  reached  the  ears  of  the 
assembly.  The  lining  u  now  removed, 
so  that  the  li^ht  actually  appears 
through  cracks  in  the  ceilmg  above. 
A  work  entitled  Institutio  Cnminalia 
Thereauma,  date  1769,  a  copy  of  which 
is  shown  at  the  town-house,  contains 
not  <mly  a  descriptioii  of  the  tortures, 
but  1  representations  of  the  modes  of 
InBicting  them. 


The  square  called  Heideplatz  re- 
ceives its  name  from  a  combat  which 
took  place  in  it,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Emperor  Henry  I.,  between  a  citizen 
of  Katisbon,  named  Hans  Dollinger, 
and  a  gigantic  heathen  Magyar,  called 
Craoo,  who  had  previously  vanquished 
all  opponents,  but  was  here  vanquished 
himself. 

The  Bishop's  Palace  (Bischofthof) 
(situated  on  the  N.  side  of  the  Cathe- 
dral), in  which  the  Grerman  emperors 
were  lodged  during  their  visits  to 
Ratisbon,  is  now  a  brewerv.  The 
Emp.  Maximilian  II.  died  m  it,  12 
Oct.  1576. 

Behind  the  Palace  of  P.  Thum*  und 
Taxis  lies  the  FUrstengarten^  an  agree- 
able garden,  partly  occupying  the  site 
of  ancient  fortifications,  running  round 
the  town.  Within  it,  on  the  S.  side 
of  the  town,  a  small  drcular  temple  has 
been  erected  as  a  motwrnent  to  Kepler 
the  astronomer,  who  died  here  of  a 
broken  heart  on  his  way  to  see  the  Em- 
peror Ferdinand,  1630,  and  is  buried 
m  the  neighbouring  Protestant  church- 
yard. 

The  theatre  is  rebuilt  since  a  fire  in 
1849.    The  Club  is  the  Hamumie. 

Those  who  desire  a  pleasing  view 
over  the  city,  and  the  valleys  of  the 
Danube  and  Rc^n,  cannot  do  better 
than  cross  the  bridge  and  the  suburb  of 
Stadt-am-Hof,  and  walk  to  the  church 
on  the  Drei&ltigkeitsberg,  just  be- 
yond it. 

The  Post  and  Eilioagen  office  is  in  the 
Domstrasse  (Letter  G,  No.  61),  on  the 
S.  side  of  the  cathedral.

Danube  between  Ulm  and  Ratisbon.

From  Wiirzburg  to  Schweinfurth 
(Rte.  167a)  Ij  hr. 

The  rly,  thence  to  Kissingen,  1  hr., 
was  opened  all  the  way  1871.  Total 
5}  hrs.  rail. 

The  rly.  by  Wiirzburg  to  Schwein- 
furth makes  a  great  detour ;  therefore 
some  prefer  to  leave  it  at 

Oemunden  Stat.  (Rte.  167),  whence 
an  Eilwagen  runs  in  5  or  6  hrs.  to 
Kissingen  ;  or  a  carriage  and  .pair 
may  be  hired  for  14  florins.  The  road 
to  Kissingen  from  Gemiinden,  24  m., 
is  hilly ;  it  follows  generally  the 
course  of  the  Franconian  Saale. 

1 5f  Hammelburg.  (/nn:  Sch wan.) 
This  ancient  town,  given  by  Charle- 
magne to  the  Abbot  of  Fulda,  was 
burned  down  1854.  The  Rathhaus 
and  Abbot's  Palace  destroyed. 

About  halfway  a  ruined  castle, 
Trimberg,  is  passed  on  the  right 
After  having  survived  attacks  in  the 
Peasants'  and  Thirty  Years*  Wars,  it 
was  sold  in  1803  for  22,000  fl.,  and 


reduced  to  its  present  state  of  ruin. 
It  commands  a  fine  view. 


From  Schtceinfurth  Junct,  Stat,  the 
new  rly.  runs  near  Poppenhausen, 
Orlenbach,  and  near  the  Castle  ofBoten* 
lavbe,

good.  Kurhaus:  table-d'h6te  at  1,  but 
food  inferior.  Schlatter's  Hotel,  in 
an  agreeable  situation.  Baierischer 
Hof.  Sachsischer  Hof.  The  fare  at 
the  tablefr^'hdte,  and  the  ainners 
sent  from  the  Traiteurs  to  lodging- 
houses,  are  equally  indifferent.  Pastry, 
salad,  cheese,  and  fruit  are  forbidden 
by  the  physicians,  therefore  omitted 
altogether. 

Lodging  -  houses :  many  new  and 
showy  ones  have  been  built  in  the  im- 
mediate neighbourhood  of  springs. 
In  full  seasons  the  price  paid  for  lodg- 
ings is  higher  than  that  for  rooms  at 
the  hotels.  Most  of  the  physicians  re- 
ceive boarders. 

Physicians. — The  most  eminent  re- 
sident physicians  are — Dr.  Maas,  Dr. 
Welsch,  Dr.  Balling. 

Divine  Service  is  held  in  a  church, 
every  Sunday,  during  the  season ;  sup- 
ported by  voluntary  contributions. 

The  number  of  visitors  is  about  7000 
annually. 

Kissingen  is  a  town  of  about  4500 
Inhab.,  pleasantly  situated  on  the  Fran- 
conian Saale.  It  possesses  3  mineral 
springs,  to  whose  world-wide  reputation, 
and  real  healing  powers,  it  owes  the 
improvements  and  new  buildings  which 
have  converted  Kissingen  from  a  poor 
village  into  a  well-built  town.  In 
the  Central  Square,  called  Curgarten, 
laid  out  as  a  promenade  and  pleasure- 
ground,  is  the  Curhaus  and  the  ar- 
cades. On  the  S.  side,  nuder  a  glass 
roof,  are  the  two  springs.  The  Ba- 
koczy-  and  Pandur-Brunnenf  which  fur- 
nish saline  and  chalybeate  waters,  are 
tonic  and  aperient  without  flying  to 
the   head;  the   Rakocny  la  used  for 
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drinking,  the  Pandur  for  baths :  they 
are  highly  recommended  as  a  remedy 
for  chronic  diseases,  gout,  and  com- 
plaints of  the  stomach.  These  2 
springs  are  covered  by  an  elegant 
iron  shed,  designed  by  Gdrtner,  The 
third,  or  Maxbnmnen,  is  acidulous  and 
alkaline:  it  is  cooling  and  diuretic, 
and  not  unlike  the  Seltzer  water,  ex- 
cept that  it  has  no  iron,  and  is  very 
much  more  agreeable;  it  is  chiefly 
prescribed  for  children.  The  Rakoczy 
water  is  drunk  before  breakfast ;  the 
Maxbrunnen  is  taken  after  dinner ;  and 
the  Pandur,  which  is  not  unpleasant  in 
taste,  still  later.  It  is  usual  to  begin 
with  2  or  3  glasses.  The  first  e£fe<^t  of 
the  waters  is  commonly  a  slight  heeid- 
ache,  which  proves  that  they  act  upon 
the  system,  and  is  considered  a  good 
symptom.  Between  400,000  and  500,000 
bottles  of  mineral  waters  are  exported 
annually. 

King  Lewis  of  Bavaria,  who  fre- 
quently visited  Kissingen,  caused  the 
colonnade  {Arcadenbau),  and  the  hand- 
some (htrsaal,  to  be  constructed  in 
that  style  which  at  Munich  is  called 
Byzantine,  from  the  designs  of  Oart- 
ner.  The  Curhaus  is  furnished  with 
convenient  baths,  while  the  assembly 
and  ball  rooms  are  lighted  up  twice  a 
week  for  a  dance,  but  are  generally 
thinly  attended.  The  ordre  du  jour  is 
nearly  as  follows:  from  6  to  8  a.m. 
the  guests  repair  to  the  wells  and 
drink  vigorously— the  band  plays  at 
6 ;  from  8  to  1  the  crowd  disappears, 
the  Curgarten  is  deserted.  At  one 
everybody  dines — the  wine  is  bad. 
After  dinner  it  is  customary  to 
take  coffee  on  the  Promenade,  after 
which  the  visitors  disperse  in  walk- 
ing parties ;  exercise  oif  foot  being 
recommended  by  the  physicians.  Be- 
tween 7^  and  8i  p.m.  there  is  again 
music  on  the  Promenade,  and  uter 
sup{>er  all  the  world  goes  to  bed.  The 
life  is  monotonous,  aLnost  exclusively 
calculated  for  invalids,  and  offers  a 
great  contrast  to  the  gaiety  of  Baden. 
There  is  a  small  theatre,  on  the  road 
to  Meinin^en.  All  gcaning-tables  have 
been  forbidden  by  the  Bavarian  go- 
yernmeo^  ^nce  294$, 


July  10,  1866,  Kissingen  was  the 
scene  of  a  bloody  combat  between 
the  Prussian  corns  of  Goben  and  the 
Bavarians  under  Prince  Carl,  in  which 
the  latter  were  defeated  after  a  stout 
resistance. 

At  the  N.W.  angle  of  the  Curplatz, 
or  public  walk,  is  C.  Jiigel's  Circulating 
Library  and  Reading-room,  where  the 
principal  German,  French,and  English 
newspapers  may  be  seen. 

In  the  neighbourhood  are  many 
agreeable  vsaVts  and  drives.  About  a 
mile  to  the  N.,  up  the  valley  of  the 
Saale,  are  the  Salt  Works,  The  prin- 
cipal brine  spring,  called  Soolensprudel, 
which  supplies  them,  exhibits  the 
phenomenon  of  ebbing  and  flowing 
through  an  Artesian  well  or  shaft, 
bored  to  a  depth  of  307  ft.  It  brin^ 
up  with  it  great  quantities  of  carbonic 
acid  gas,  which  is  collected  by  means 
of  a  large  inverted  funnel,  suspended 
over  the  surface  of  the  water,ana, being 
conveyed  by  pipes  to  the  adjoining 
handsome  Badehaus,  is  administered  to 
patients  in  the  shape  of  gas-baths.  It 
IS  introduced  into  a  bath,  in  which  the 
patient  is  seated,  clothed  in  his  usual 
dress :  its  effects  are  stimulating,  and  it 
diffuses  a  warmth  over  the  whole  body. 
The  water  too  is  used  in  Douche  baths, 
in  baths  where  the  water  is  thrown 
over  the  body  in  small  jets  (Strahlen- 
bad),  cx>n8idered  very  strengthening, 
and  in  effervescent  baths  (Wellenbad). 
The  last  is  a  most  delightful  mode  of 
bathing ;  being,  in  fact,  bathing  in 
soda-water  very  highly  charged  with 
carbonic  acid  gas.  The  water,  highly 
effervescent,  rushes  up  with  great 
force  throueh  a  pipe  which  enters  the 
bottom  of  the  b^h.  The  temperature 
of  the  water  is  almost  invariably  67° 
Fahr. 

The  long  Evaporating  Houses  (Gradir- 
hauser)  deserve  notice.  They  consist 
of  sheds,  nearly  If  m.  long,  25  ft. 
high,  filled  with  stacks  of  thorn  faggots, 
over  which  the  weak  brine,  pumped 
out  of  the  shaft,  is  made  to  trickle, 
dropping  from  twig  to  tvv^.  '^Voki^ 
water  is 6  \ii^e« t8^«\\\i'v^&'«\\i%^x^^v& 
one  end  oi  ^^  WvV^xi^V^^^'J''^^'^' 
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and  after  thiB  process  its  strength  is 
increased  7  times,  from  2^  per  cent,  of 
salt  to  17^,  by  mere  exposure  to  the 
atmosphere.  It  has  been  calculated  by 
Professor  Forbes  that  nearly  3  million 
cubic  ft.  of  water  are  thus  carried  off 
as  invisible  yapour  annually,  and  a  vast 
expenditure  of  fuel  is  thus  saved,  which 
is  the  object  and  design  of  the  con- 
trivance. In  the  first  descent  of  the 
water  a  great  quantity  of  oxide  of  iron 
is  deposited,  which  gives  to  the  faggots 
in  that  section  of  the  shed  their  yefiow 
colour.  A  sensible  coolness  is  pro- 
duced in  the  air,  even  in  the  wannest 
weather,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
shed,  while  the  evaporation  is  going 
on.  The  faggots  are  changed  every  2 
years,  on  account  of  the  carbonate  of 
lime  with  which  the  water  encrusts 
them.  This  stalaetitic  matter  is  broken 
off  and  serves  to  mend  the  roads,  while 
the  wood  is  burned,  and  the  ashes  form 
an  excellent  manure,  owing  to  the 
quantity  of  alkali  contained  in  them. 

About  J  m.  further  up  the  valley,  at 
the  village  of  Hausen,  another  Arte- 
sian well,  called  SchOrOyomshrunnen^  has 
been  sunk,  which  has  reached  the 
depth  of  nearly  2000  ft.  The  water, 
highly  charged  with  salt,  rose  in  jets 
to  a  height  of  60  or  60  ft.,  but  the 
boring  iron  having  broken  in  the 
orifice,  the  supply  was  stopped.  The 
tower  erected  over  it  is  now  shut  up. 

About  4  m.  off,  up  the  valley  of 
the  Saale,  is  Booklet,  another  watering- 
place,  possessing  4  strong  chalybeate 
springs,  in  which  the  salts  of  soda  are 
largely  mixed  with  the  iron.  The 
action  of  the  water  is  powerfully  tonic 
and  excitinff.  The  accommodation  is 
tolerable,  the  principal  lodgings  and 
Kurhaus  being  under  the  same  manage- 
ment as  those  at  Kissingen ;  but  living 
is  cheaper. 

A  favourite  walk  is  to  the  ruined 
ctisile  BotenlaubCy  on  the  summit  of  a 
hill,  less  than  a  m.  distant  S.  from 
Kissingen.  From  it  there  is  a  pleasing 
view  of  the  valley  of  the  Saale  and  of 
the  town.  Another  walk  is  to  the 
Altenberg,  on  the  W.  side  of  the  river. 
Jt  }fas  been  Jajd  out  in  walks  and  shrub- 


beries, and  has  a  decorated  summer- 
house  on  the  summit. 

Excursions  are  made  to  the  Klaus- 
hof  ,  in  the  wood  on  the  road  to  Briicken- 
au,  to  the  ruined  castle  of  Trimberg, 
on  the  way  to  Hammelburg  (see 
above),  and  to  the  Kreutberg,  This 
last  is  the  highest  of  the  RhSnge- 
birge,  and  is  visible  from  Kissingen  in 
a  N.N.E.  direction.  It  is  ascended 
for  its  view,  which,  though  very  exten- 
sive, is  not  remarkable,  being  that  of 
an  undulating  country,  partly  cleared 
and  cultivated,  partly  wooded;  but 
without  any  prominent  features  of 
mountain,  crag,  lake,  or  river  to  diver- 
sify it.  The  home  view  is  the  most 
pleasing.  On  the  sunmiit  is  a  cross  85 
ft.  high,  and  a  wooden  tower,  boilt 
originally  for  surveying.  A  little  be- 
low the  highest  point  on  the  N.W. 
side  is  a  Franciscan  monastery,  where 
those  who  ascend  the  mountain  to  see 
the  sun  set  and  rise,  sleep,  and  are  well 
fed  and  supplied  with  excellent  home- 
brewed beer  by  the  monks.  The  best 
way  of  making  the  excursion  to  the 
Kreuzberg  is  by  starting  in  a  light 
carriage  from  Kissingen  in  the  morn- 
ing, so  as  to  dine  early  at  Neitstadt, 
where  there  is  a  neat  clean  inn,  on  the 
rt.  hand,  at  the  entrance  of  the  town. 
Neustadt  is  a  very  ancient  fortified 
town,  and  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the 
Saalearethe  extensive  ruins  of  the  castle 
of  Salzburg,  said  to  have  been  founded 
by  Charles  Martel,  and  certainly  the 
residence  of  Charlemagne,  who,  in 
803,  received  here  the  ambassadors  of 
Nicephorus  I.,  the  Emperor  of  the 
East.  Proceed  to  Bischofsheim,  so  as 
to  arrive  there  2  hrs.  at  least  before 
sunset.  At  Hasselbach,  a  little  beyond 
Bischofsheim,  it  is  necessar}'  to  get  out 
and  walk  to  the  summit,  as  the  road 
becomes  exceedingly  rough.  This  walk 
takes  If  hr.  An  empty  carriage  can 
reach  the  monastery,  m  which  there  is 
stabling.  The  first  half  of  the  ascent 
is  rather  steep ;  the  latter,  over  sheep- 
walks  and  through  copse,  is  easy.  The 
next  morning  the  carriage  should  be 
sent  to  the  village  of  Sandberg,  where 
the  traveller  may  rejoin  it  by  a  plea- 
sant walk  through  the  woods  and  down

The  good  qualities  of  the  waters  were 
Bnt  disoovei«d  by  the  prinoely  Abbots 
of  Fuld^  to  whom  BrUckenan  formerly 
belonged.

The  po(l-road  to  Baireuih,  for 
couple  of  miles,  runs  across  tbe  tt*_^^ 
of  gardea-ground  which  ovcupies  neart 
the  whole  plain  around  Bamberg.  | 
then  passes,  on  tiie  rt.,  tbe  chit 
of  Seehof,  built  by  the  bishops  of  B 
berg  as  a  buuiiug  seal,  near  tbe  villa* 
of  Metnmelsdorf.

the  ehain).  The  road  cuts  throagh  a 
ibrtifled  earthwork,  erected  by  the 
Swede*  in  the  Thirty  Years'  War,  on 
the  brow  of  the  hill,  and  soon  after 
piMMj  on  the  rt,  the  road  leading 
to  Maggendorf  from  Baireuth.  (Rte. 
174.) 

The  Tillage  of  Eekersdorf  is  bnilt  on 
the  slope  of  a  Tery  pictnresqne  dell,  on 
the  opposite  side  of  which,  close  to  the 
itMid,  stands  a  country-house  called  the 
/baftiM,  now  the  property  of  Duke 
Alexander  of  WUrtemberg.  It  contains 
several  interesting  works  of  art,  exe- 
cated  by  his  late  wife,  the  Princess 
Marie  d'Orl^ns,  the  accomplished 
daog^ter  of  Louis  Philippe — the  models 
Ibr  two  groups— Joan  of  Arc  on  horse- 
baeic,  pausing  before  a  prostrate 
enemr ;  and  2  females  on  horseback  en- 
gaged in  the  chace;  al6oabust,inmarble, 
of  Joan  d'Arc,  executed  by  the  Princess 
for  her  husband,  and  busts  of  the  Queen 
and  Prince  Royal  of  the  Belgians.  Here 
is  also  a  portrait  of  the  lamented  artist. 
It  is  worth  while  to  walk  through  the 
gardens,  prettily  laid  out  in  terraces 
and  shady  alcoves ;  they  are  a  favourite 
resort  of  the  Baireuthers.  An  inscrip- 
tion on  a  rock  by  the  road-side  com- 
memorates the  gratitude  of  the  French 
emigrants  to  Prince  Hardenberg  and 
the  Eling  of  Prussia  for  the  asylum 
afforded  to  many  thousands  of  them  in 
this  happy  land  when  driven  out  of 
their  own  country  in  1796.  Upon  the 
left,  at  the  entrance  into  Baireuth,  lies 
the  Cemetery f  in  which  Jean  Paul  Fried- 
rich  Richter,  the  author,  is  buried ;  he 
died  here  182.5. 

Baireuth  Stat,  {Inns:  Sonne,  best, 
and  good;  Anker),  a  town  of  17,400 
Inhw.,  on  the  Red  Main,  capital  of 
Upper  Franconia,  is  at  present  re- 
markable for  little.  It  has  a  cheer- 
less and  deserted  character,  since  it 
is  no  lon^r  the  residence  of  the  court, 
upon  which  it  once  depended,  and  it 
has  little  commerce  or  manufacture. 
It  has  two  palaces — the  Alte  Schloss, 
in  front  of  which  iB  a  bronze  statue  of 
King  Max.  11.  of  Bayaria»  erected 


1860,  now  converted  into  gocenunent 
offices;  and  the  Netie  Sc/Uoss,  contain- 
ing a  gallery  of  paintings  of  little 
value.  Behind  the  Neue  Schloss  is  a 
Public  Garden,  and  in  the  square  in 
front  stands  an  equestrian  statue  of 
the  Margrave  Christian  Ernst  (d.  1712), 
a  marshal  in  the  Austrian  service, 
riding  over  a  Turk,  to  indicate  his 
having  taken  a  part  in  the  relief  of 
Vienna  by  John  Sobieski,  in  1683, 
from  the  Turks.  At  his  side  stands 
his  favourite  dwarf. 

On  the  Schlossplatz  is  a  monumental 
bronze  statue  of  Jean  Paul  F,  Richter ^  by 
Schtranthaler,  the  gift  of  the  Kin^  of 
Bavaria.  The  house,  in  the  Fried- 
richsstrasse,  where  he  lived  and  died, 
1825,  is  marked  by  an  inscription  in 
^Id  letters.  His  grave  will  be  found 
in  the  Kirchhof  W.  of  the  town,  dis- 
tinguished by  a  block  of  granite. 

The  finest  street  is  the  Friedrichs' 
sirasse,  in  which  the  Post  Office  and 
Gymnasium  are  situated.  The  Stadt^ 
kirche,  dedicated  to  St.  Mary  Magdalen, 
is  a  Gothic  building  (1439-1446).  Bai- 
reuth was  a  possession  of  the  ancestors 
of  the  reigning  royal  family  of  Prussia 
( Hohenzollem),  when  they  were  merely 
Burgraves  of  Nuremberg.  In  1791, 
the  last  Margrave  dying  without  chil- 
dren, it  became  a  dependency  of  the 
crown  of  Prussia;  but  was  ceded  at 
the  peace  of  Tilsit  to  the  French,  who 
added  it  to  the  Bavarian  dominions. 

There  is  a  manufactory  of  porcelain 
and  pipe-heads  here.  This  part  of 
Franconia  is  celebrated  for  the  beautiful 
enamelled  pottery  formerly  made  here; 
especially  lor  the  *'  Apostles'  mugs ;"  so 
called  from  the  figures  of  the  apostles  in 
relief  upon  them,  of  vivid  colours,  and 
generally  finely  executed.  These  were 
chiefly  made  at  Creussen,  about  8  m. 
from  Baireuth.  Good  specimens  are 
rare,  but  the  modem  fabrications  are 
abtmdant.  In  the  Penitentiary  (Straf- 
haus  and  Arbeitshaus),  in  the  suburb 
St.  Georgen-am-See,  are  marble-works, 
in  which  34  varieties  of  marble  from 
the  Fichtelgebirge  are  cut  and  po- 
lished.

Eremitage,  erected  by  the  Margraves  of 
Baireath,  George  William  (1718)  and 
Frederick;  a  fanciful  bailding,  with 
gardens,  containing  fountains,  terraces, 
statues,  &c.,  and  a  very  beautiful  park 
attached  to  it.  Witmn  the  building 
are  shown  the  apartments  and  bed  oc- 
cupied hj  Frederick  the  Great;  and 
the  room  in  which  his  sister,  the  Mar- 
gravine of  Baireuth,  wrote  her  Me- 
moirs; also  a  portrait  of  the  White 
Lady.  She  was  a  widowed  Countess 
of  Orlamiinde,  who,  being  in  love  with 
Prince  Albert  the  Handsome,  of  Bran- 
denburg, murdered  her  two  children  in 
the  hope  of  gaining  his  affections ;  but, 
being  spumed,  diedof  grief  in  the  nun- 
nery of  Himmelskron,  near  Baireuth, 
and  is  said  still  to  haunt  the  palaces  of 
the  Prussian  fiunily.  The  Eremitage 
is  said  to  have  cost  2,000,000  fl.,  and 
the  Temple  of  the  Sun  alone  100,000  fl. 
This  building  is  an  imitation  in  minia- 
ture of  St.  Peter's  church  at  Rome, 
having  a  semicircular  portico  on  each 
side.  On  Sundays  the  gardens  are 
much  frequented  by  the  fiaireuthers ; 
the  waterworks  and  a  military  band 
then  play  within  them. 

The  garden  of  the  Fantasie  has  al- 
ready been  mentioned. 

Railwajfs, — Branch  line  to  Neuen- 
markt  Stat.,  on  the  line  from  Leip- 
sig  and  Ilof  to  Bamberg  and  Nurem- 
berg: 3  trains  dailjr  (Kte.  172).  To 
Weiden :  3  trains  daily ;  and  thence  N. 
to  Eger,  S.  to  Schwandorf  (for  Nurem- 
berg or  Ratisbon). 

Baireuth  is  at  a  short  distance  from 
the  Fichtelgebirge  on  the  E.,  and  from 
the  Franconian  Schweiz  on  the  W.,  to 
each  of  which  districts  agreeable  ex- 
cursions may  be  made. 

The  shortest  road,  and  most  agree- 
able in  point  of  scenery,  from  Baireuth 
to  Nuremberg,  though  not  the  best 
kept,  b  that  which  traverses  the  Fran- 
conian Steitzerlcmd  (Rte.  174).  Take 
the  Eilwagen  to  Weischenfeld ;  visit 
Sophienhohle ;  descend  valley  of  Wie- 
sent,  seeing  Rabenstein  and  Riesenburg, 
to  Muggendorf;  Malleposte  thence 
to  Forcheim  Stat.,  and  by  rail  to  Nu- 
remberg. 

Tlie  pedestrian  going  hence  to  Alex- 


andersbad  will  find  a  direct  way  thi- 
ther by  cross-roads  and  by-paths, 
through  the  midst  of  the  mountains, 
shorter  b^  half  than  the  post-road. 

The  railway  from  Baireuth  to  Eger 
follows  a  somewhat  circuitous  course : 
— Kemnath  Neustadt  Stat.,  Weiden 
June.  Stat.,  Mitterteich  Stat,  Eg^ 
Stat  [The  carriage-road  from  Bair- 
euth to  EgeVf  by  way  of  Alexandenbad, 
is  very  bad.  There  are  no  good  inns 
on  the  way.  On  quitting  mireuth  it 
traverses  the  suburb  of  St.  Georgen- 
am-See.  The  lake  (See)  from  which 
it  derives  its  name  no  longer  exists, 
having  been  drained  and  converted 
into  cultivated  land. 

Beyond  the  village  of  Bindloch  rises 
a  very  steep  hill,  from  the  acclivity  of 
which  Baireuth  is  seen  to  great  ad- 
vantage, and  the  Eremitage  appears 
among  the  trees  on  the  1.,  while  from 
its  summit  the  range  of  the  Fichtelge- 
birge opens  out  to  view.  The  highest 
point  is  the  Schnechcrg^  3252  ft.  above 
the  sea-level.  At  its  foot  rises  the 
White  Main,  which,  is  crossed  by  a 
bridge,  about  \  m.  before  entering 

Bemeck. — Inns:  Lowe;  Post.  A 
village  in  the  pretty  valley  of  the 
Oelsnitz  trout-stream,  so  narrow  as 
barely  to  afford  room  for  two  rows  of 
houses.  On  the  cliff  above  tower  the 
ruins  of  two  old  castles  of  the  Knights 
of  Wallenrode,  destroyed  in  the  Hussite 
War.  One  of  the  family  built  the 
little  chapel  on  his  return  from  the 
Holy  Land.  1480. 

The  small  stream,  a  tributary  of  the 
Main,  which  traverses  Bemeck,  is 
famed  for  its  trout,  and  for  its  pearls, 
obtained  from  a  species  of  mussel.  A 
Roijal  Pearl-fishery  still  exists  here. 
The  shell  in  which  the  pearls  are  found 
is  the  Unio  sinnatus;  they  are  not  of 
fine  colours,  nor  very  large  size.  The 
time  of  collecting  them  is  the  months  of 
June  and  July,  and  the  number  found 
in  one  season  is  about  150.  The  fish- 
ery is  preserved  as  a  royal  monopoly. 
In  former  days  a  gallows  was  planted 
by  the  river-side,  in  terrorcm.  The 
little  stream  crossed  near  the  end  of 
this  stage  is  the  Perlenbach,  above 
men^oned.

filed  DDcleUK.     The  result  of  this 

labyrinth,  whicli  has  been  readcreA 
perfectly  acces^ble  by  paths,  wooden 
ladders,  anil  steps  cut  in  the  rock,  coiu 
atructed  by  the  mauugvrs  of  the  baiha. 
It  is  so  intricate  in  parti  that  the  aasiat* 
aace  of  a  guide,  though  not  indispen' 
sabie,  is  at  least  convenient.  One  may 
wander  for  hoars  among  thU  colos- 
sal heap  of  stones,  crreptng  for  many 
yards  together  throngh  the  intenticea 
of  the  huge  superincumbent  mamelj 
which  form  their  roofs ;  or  scramblins 
OTcr  projecting  maues,  to  the  snmnii 
of  the  hill;  which  is  itself  a  detached 
block,  markeil  by  a  crucifix.  It 
monds  an  exteosiTc  view  ove 
chie&of  the  Pichtelgebirge  ehuj  , 
towards  the  Saxon  Erxgebirge,  and 
Bohmerwald  moonliuns. 

The  most  striking  spots  ere  i 
Grosae  Grotto,  MOusiers  Denkmnl.  a 
the  view  from  the  summit.  But  tha 
wonder  of  the  place  is  tbc  l>eauiifnt 
phosphorescence  which 
crannies  of  the  rocks,  and  which  appeata 
and  disappears  according  to  the  porir 
tioQ  of  the  spectator.  This  it  iswhieli 
has  given  rise  to  the  fairy  tales  of  gold 
and  gems,  with  which  the  gnomes  and 
cobolds  lantaliae  Ibe  poor  peusantar 
The  light  resembles  that  of  thoosandn 
of  glowworms ;  or.  if  it  be  compared  tn 
a  precions  stone,  it  is  something  betweeo 
a  chrysolite  and  a  eat'e-eye,  but  shining  ^ 
with  a  more  metallic  lustre.  On  pick- 
ing up  some  of  it  and  brin^u%\^rn 
the  light,  nctiwiij  \*  ^Q>iiA  Xss.i.  *i«v 
i'h'is  pWlU«i«iiDUiBa^\«.Ne  ^lea** 
I  firsl  name  W  "' 
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The  munber  of  trwi,  Mnroatin^  np 
in  all  direetioiiB  through  tne  crenoei, 
gives  the  Loehsberg,  at  a  dittance,  the 
appearance  of  a  wood;  and  the  peenllar 
luzarianee  of  the  dariL  green  moes, 
whose  long  hairy  pensile  filaments  cover 
stock  and  stone  with  a  ftirry  coating, 
notdistribated  in  patehes,  bnt  involT- 
ingthe  rocky  walls  in  a  oontinooos  ta- 
pestry, and  spreading  as  it  were  a  car* 
pet  over  the  tunisontal  snrftce  of  the 
granite,  imparts  an  air  of  soft  beauty 
to  this  nngolar  scene.    It  is  evident 
that  the  rocks  have  not  been  brooght 
fhun  a  distance,  for  many  have  sharp 
eomersand  edges.    In  some  cases  it  is 
possiUe  to  distingoish  where  a  block 
has  bera  broken  <m  from  the  mass,  and 
the  projections  and  recesses  of  neigh* 
bonnng  fra|pnents  asree;  so  that  they 
mi|[ht,  as  it  were,  oe  fitted  together 
again.   The  explanation  of  the  pheno- 
menon may  be,  either  that  the  moun- 
tain has  b^n  shattered  to  pieces  by  an 
earthquake,  or,  which  is  more  probable, 
that  it  consisted  of  softer  and  harder 
kinds  of  granite  intermixed ;  that  the 
softer  parts,  in  process  of  time,  disin- 
tegrated by  moisture  and  frost,  have 
been  washed  out  by  rain,  so  that,  as 
soon  as  the  supports  were  removed,  the 
skeleton  of  the  mountain  fell  to  pieces, 
and  its  disjecta  membra  were  tumbled 
over  one  another  in  the  state  in  which 
they  now  remain.    The  rock  in  many 
places  is  so  rotten,  from  the  action  of 
the  atmosphere,  that  it  may  be  rubbed 
to  pieces  by  the  fingers.     The  soil 
everywhere  about  the  spot  consists  of 
a  small  gravel,  formed  of  decomposed 
granite. 

A  longer  and  most  agreeable  walk 
of  2  hrs.  leads  from  Alexandersbad 
to  the  top  of  the  mountain  Kossein, 
wluch,  all  thinf;s  considered,  is  the 
finest  point  of  view  in  the  Fichtelge- 
birge.  The  traveller  may  return  from 
it  to  the  baths  by  the  singular  rock 
called  Bergstein,  and  may  conclude 
with  the  Lnchsberg.  The  Ochsenkqpf 
is  4  lurs.  distance  from  the  baths. 

Early  geographers  compared  the 
region  of  the  Fichtelgebirge  with  the 
Garden  of  Eden,  because  4  rivers,  the 
Msin,  Eger,  flaale,  and  Nab,  had  their 


sonroeslnandflowtedthroiii^it  Ther 
described  its  streams  at  full  of  gold, 
pearls,  and  precions  stones,  and  in  this 
theyoolvezaggeratadareslfiiet;  but 
the  gola  found  in  them  Is  very  rare, 
and  occurs  in  minute  grains;  the  pcaris 
and  precious  stones  are  not  of  flae 
water.  Traditionary  fiibles,  still  pwtiKj 
credited  by  the  vulgar,ha;ve  sent  manr 
a  poor  peasant  to  search  among  m 
native  hills  fbr  the  maraal  inoiiiitain» 
lined  (aoeording  to  the  IIuit  tale)  wridi 
richest  gems,  which  the  evil  inmmiioa 
of  gnomes  and  cobolds  has  ramoivBl 
out  of  sijgfat.  Some  even  betiere  tibaj 
have  gained  the  threshold  of  the  en* 
chantM  hall,  and  eiOoyed  a  riim|t  of 
its  gold  and  g^ttenng  Jewela,  wbcBi 
in  an  instant,  by  the  power  of  tliM» 
deceitAil  spirits,  the  treasures  of  the 
cavern  have  been  converted  into  goidwi 
tressed  moss,  and  sparkling  but  worth- 
less granite. 

In  proceeding  from  Alexandersbad 
to  Eger,  the  road  lies  through  Wun- 
siedel,  and  Thiersheim,  a  poor  village 
of  900  Inhab.,  and  thence  alon^  the 
valley  of  the  Rossia,  which  loses  itadf 
in  the  Eger  a  little  beyond  Schimding^ 
the  last  Bavarian  village.

It  was  originally 
a  f^e  dtf  of  the  empire,  with  a  tem- 
tory  of  IS  sq.  m.  In  the  market-place 
ii  a  fine  old  JiOtAAaua,  consiatingof 
two  porta  in  ^ff^nt  itjlea.  The 
older  part,  which  is  behind,  with  a 
high  gable  and  tower,  it  Gothic;  that 
&cing  the  Place  waa  built  157«-19S9. 
The  principal  Church,  St.  Jamet't,  was 
built  in  1373- U53,  in  the  pnre  pointed 
Gothic  style,  and  deserves  inipectioo. 
The  oldest  portion  ii  the  E.  end,  which 
containa  3  tine  niinteil  glaaa  windows. 
At  ibe  W.  ead  of  the  choir  stands 


Christ  into  Jerosalem,  and  Christ  o 
the  Mount  of  Olives.  Above  are  S 
angels,  bearing  a  golden  cron,  which 
coniuns  the  holy  blood,  the  Virgin, 
the  Baptiit,  and  an  Ecce  Homo,  and 
finely  carved  open  work.  The  font, 
1SB4,  and  the  palpit,  1604,  are  richly 
carved.  The  bigh  altar,  dedicated  to 
St.  James,  coniatni  one  of  the  finest 
works  of  /Wrf.  fferfm.  The  centre 
consists  of  painted  sculpture  represent' 
ing  the  Crucifixion.  Inside  the  rt. 
shatter  are  the  Annunciation,  the  ViA' 
tstion,  the  Birth  and  Circomcision  of 
Christ.  Inside  the  1.  are  the  Adoration 
of  the  Hagi,  the  Presentation  in  the 
Temple,  and  the  Death  of  the  Virgin. 
These  works  show  the  influence  of  the 
school  of  Van  Eyck  and  Hemling; 
tliey  were  executed  14GG.  On  the  rt. 
aide  of  the  choir  is  a  recess  formerly 
used  fbr  the  cibarinm,  curiansly  deco- 
rated with  painted  figoTe*.  There  are 
5  other  churches  (4  Protestant).  The 
only  relic  of  the  old  caatle  is  the 
chapel  of  St.  Blaize ;  from  the  groonds 
around  it  a  fine  peep  of  the  vale  of  the 
of  the  Tanber.] 

18^  Ansbach  (fnni,-  Sterne  (or 
Post),  good;  Krone),  formerly  capital 
of  the  Hargraviate  of  the  same  name; 
at  present  a  lifeless  town  of  13,000 
luhab.  on  the  Rezat,  a  small  mill- 
stream,  which,  through  passing  by 
the  town,  is  converted  into  a  stinking 
sewer,  in  which  state  it  winds  round  the 
palace  garden.  Ansbachpfissesses  tittle 
to  interest  a  passing  traveller,  but  is 
rather  prettily  situsted.  The  principal 
bnilding  is  the  deserted  Pahce,  which 
exhibits  nothing  but  the  poverty  of  the 
architect's  invention,  tmilt  1 713,  as  a 
residence  for  the  Margraves  of  Ans- 
bach,  who  were  scions  of  a  younger 
branch  of  the  family  of  Hoheniollern. 
The  last  of  the  line  sold  his  dominions 
lo  Prussia  1791,  married  Lady  Craven, 
retired  into  private  life,uod  <LwA,\»Kfti, 
at  BrBii4eot)vi.t  J  ftome,  ■ne^.x  'Vjso&si^. 
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Oumberi,  witii  9  towers,  built  orifl^nally 
(1530-1550  in  the  Gothic  ttyle, 
nothing  remains  but  the  towers  and 
the  choir.  The  bodv  of  the  chareh 
has  been  entirely  reDoilt  in  a  plain 
modem  style.  The  choir,  with  9 
pointed  windows,  some  painted  glass, 
and  12  monuments  of  kiughts  of  the 
order  of  the  Swan  (liranded  1448), 
if  worth  notice.  TIm  crypt  of  the 
/dbcMWMMrc/ke,  in  the  Obere  Markt, 
Stains    the    gilt    and    deoocated 

enp  of  tiie  luugxmTes  of  Ansbaeh. 
e  bear  the  margraves'  arms,  of 
many  qnartering^  emblaaoned  among 
twts  of  Seriptore,  as  if  they  had 
Usea  oopndered  the  seals  of  a  pass- 
port to  heaTcn.  In  the  Jok(mni$kin3kkof 
u  the  grave  of  Gasper  Hanser,  bearing 
the  iittoription,  "JBnigma  sni  tamp 
poris:  igoota  nativitas,  occulta  mors, 
1833."  In  the  Pahce  Gartkns,  which 
are  an  agreeable  promenade,  is  an  oc- 
tagonal cippus,  tearing  this  inscrip- 
tion— *'  Hie  occultus  occalto  occisus 
est  14  Dec.  1833/' — which  marks  the 
scene  of  his  mysterious  assassination. 
There  is  a  second-rate  theatre  here. 

[Kloster  Heilsbronn.  (Post,  mid- 
dling.) The  Gothic  ch.  (built  1136, 
and  recently  restored)  of  the  seques- 
trated Cistercian  abbey  is  rich  in  carved 
work,  and  contains  some  curious  mo- 
numents of  the  Burgraves  of  Nurem- 
berg, Margraves  of  Brandenburg ;  also 
a  tings  by  Wohlgemuth  and  Kulm- 
i.  A  Gothic  chapel,  now  degraded 
into  a  brewhouse,  deserves  attention 
for  the  richness  of  its  ^rtal,  in  the 
most  florid  style  of  Gothic  ornament.]

[Pappenhttm  Stat,  on  the  AltmCUU, 
once  tne  seat  of  a  fhmily  of  counta, 
who  poMCssed  the  rank  m  hereditaiw 
marshals  of  the  Empire.  The  Xtbo- 
frcnienkirche  contains  some  good  earr- 
ings and  stalls  of  the  date  of  1496. 

SoinMen  Stat^  on  the  rt  bank  of  the 
Altmtthl,  is  remarkable  for  its  onarries, 
which  supply  Earcme,  and  indeed  the 
whde  world,  with  uthogrn^uc  stones. 
No  stone  so  well  adi^[>ted  for  the  nop-, 
pose  has  been  found  dsewbera.  It  is 
also  need  for  roofing  and  paving:  and 
the  woridnj^  of  it  in  the  qnarqr« 
together  with  the  conveying  of  it 
to  the  Danube  to  be  shipped,  em* 
ploys  the  ({realer  part  of  the  vil- 
lagers. It  IS  a  doll  vellow  limestone, 
ooennring  in  slaty  beds  and  thin  slaba, 
easily  separated.  Geolosists  clasa  it 
among  the  subordinate  oeda  of  the 
oolite,  and  it  nearly  corresponds  with 
the  Stonesfield  slate  of  England  in  ita 
fossils.  These  are  so  numerous  that 
it  may  be  regarded  as  a  perfect 
museum  of  organic  remains.  Fish, 
plants,  insects,  and  crabs,  occur  in 
abundance,  intermixed  with  the  bones 
of  no  less  than  7  distinct  species  of  that 
extraordinary  extinct  reptile  the  ptero- 
dactyl, or  flying  lizard,  whose  varied 
organs  fltted  it  alike  for  earth,  air,  or 
water. 

A  few  miles  W.  of  Pappenheim, 
on  the  road  to  Dietfurt,  is  the  source 
of  the  Swabian  Rezat,  which  flows 
into  the  Main,  and  about  7000  ft.  dis- 
tant from  the  Altmiihl,  which  flowa 
into  the  Danube.  Here  is  the  Fossa 
Carolina,  or  the  remains  of  the  canal 
by  which  Charlemagne,  in  792,  at- 
tempted to  unite  the  Rhine  and  the 
Danube,  through  the  Altmiihl  and 
Rezat.] 

Eichstadt  Stat,  {Inn:  Baierischer 
Hof.)  This  town  has  7600  Inhab. 
and  lies  in  the  depths  of  the  valley 
of  the  Altmiihl.  It  is  the  chief  town 
of  a  small  dependent  principality  of 
5i  Germ,  m.,  with  a  population  of 
24,000,  and  a  revenue  of  120,000  fl., 
and  was  bestowed  in  the  year  1817 
on  Eugene  Beauhamois,  Duke  of 
Lenchtenberg.    The  Ojctkedraly  com- 
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in  1259  (choir  1351),  ii  an 
interesting  Gothic  edifice,  and  con- 
tains the  uirine  and  statue  of  Wilibald, 
to  whom  the  ch.  is  dedicated,  and 
some  fine  painted  glass.  The  cloister 
is  remarkable  for  its  diagonal  alternate 
vaulting,  an  uncommon  feature,  of 
whidi  the  best  English  example  is  in 
the  roof  of  the  choir  of  Lincoln 
GathedraL  In  the  Church  of  St 
Wa^nurffia  are  presenred  the  remains 
of  that  saint,  who  is  said  to  have  been 
a  native  of  Britain.  On  St.  Walpur^* 
Day  (.May  1)  many  thousand  pilgrims 
repair  to  his  shrine.  On  a  height 
overlooking  the  town  is  the  castle  of 
WU&aldsburg,  once  the  residence  of  the 
saint,  and  of  his  successors  the  bishop 
princes,  whose  rich  revenues  were 
chiefly  derived  from  their  hop-grounds. 
In  1796  it  was  summoned  to  surrender 
by  Gen.  Desaix  at  the  head  of  a 
considerable  French  force,  when  the 
governor,  whose  name  was  Krach, 
swore  that,  unless  he  was  allowed  the 
honours  of  war,  he  would  defend  his 
castle  till  every  man  in  it  was  killed. 
The  terms  were  accordingly  granted, 
and  he  marched  oat  at  the  head  of—

Bamberg  is  agreeably  situated  nearly 
in  the  centre  of  Germany,  of  which  it 
is  one  of  the  most  ancient  cities.  It 
lies  on  the  Regnita,  3  m.  above  its 
junction  with  the  Main,  in  the  midst 
of  a  fertile  country,  and  contains  about 
23,542  Inhab.  It  was  originally  the 
capital  of  a  small  principality,  the 
sovereigns  of  which  were  haughty  and 
powerful preJatcB.  It  lever  was  forti- 
Hed, 


It  is  fuller  of  larse  houses  with 
picturesque  gables,  and  displays  more 
marks  of  its  ancient  importance,  than 
any  town  in  Bavaria. 

It  has,  however,  one  remaikabla  edi* 
fice,  surpassed  by  few  in  Germany,  and 
of  which  it  may  well  be  proud,  namely 
the  *i>offiA«rc^or  CathedrtUt  bdlt  upona 
commanding  eminence, and  conspicuona 
for  its  4  towers.  ItisanoUestnictiifv« 
in  the  Romanesque  style,  founded  1004 
by  the  Emp.  Henry  II.  (the  HohrX 
finished  1012 ;  but  burned,  except  the 


E.  end,  and  rebuilt  1110;  whieti  will 
account  for  the  appearance  of  poinled 
arches  and  vaulting  in  the  iaterion 
The  singular  ^widid  gidlery  at  tiie  B. 
end,  the  elegant  cornice  and  dri^ 
stones  wluch  surround  the  exterior, 
also  the  3  circular  portals,  espfrfally 
that  on  the  N.  side,  desorve  notiee. 
This  older  apse  has  clustered  wilwnw 
knotted  together  in  an  moomiBQB 
manner,  but  of  which  there  are  e» 
amples  in  Hungary  and  Italy.  The 
interior  contains  a  double  chobr :  tkat 
at  the  £.  end,  the  onlj  part  resetted 
from  the  fire,  distinguished  from  the 
rest  by  the  plainness  of  its  arches,  is 
raised  upon  a  cryptf  or  subterranean 
eh.,  in  a  very  perfect  state,  the  arches 
of  which  are  semicircular,  and  are 
supported  on  short  pillars.  The  capi- 
tals of  these,  as  well  as  those  above^ 
behind  Uie  high  altar,  are  almost  all  of 
a  different  pattern,  and  are  very  taste- 
ful. In  the  centre  of  the  nave  is  the 
tomb  of  the  Emp.  Henry  II.  and  Ida 
empress  Cune^unda,  executed  in  1 519 
by  Tilman  Riemenschneider.  Their 
effigies  repose  upon  a  white  marble 
altar-tomb,  ornamented  at  the  sides  with 
carvings  representing  events  in  their 
lives.  In  one  of  them,  on  the  S.  side^ 
a  Benedictine  monk  appears,  in  the 
capacity  of  a  surgeon,  performing  an 
operation  for  the  stone  on  the  Elmperor. 
On  the  N.  side  the  Empress  is  seen 
undergoing  the  ordeal  of  walking  oTer 
red-hot  ploughshares  to  prove  her  in* 
nocence  of  charges  brought  against  her. 
In  another  compartment  on  the  same 
side,  she  is  paying,  with  her  own  hand, 
the  labourers  engaged  in  building  the 
Ch.  of  St.  &\epVi«ii.

■ept,  ia  the  burial-place  of  the  Dom- 
lierreai  or  eanons  of  the  cathedral. 
•Slie  wnlU  are  covered  with  their 
monimlenls,  ttoniistiug  of  low  reliefa 
east  in  bronie,  and  executed  with 
eoasiderable  skill,  mustly  at  Forcheira. 
The  Ublet«  bear  their  portraits  and 
Aiats  of  arms,  and  were  prepared 
during  their  life-time.  Some  of  them 
*re  very  fine. 

The  cbmr  at  the  W.  end  i«  a  good 
•xample  nf  a  more  advanced  style  of 
Gothic,  finished  with  the  transept 
ISH:  ihe  groined  nauliing  is  very 
beaaliful.  Bencalh  it  reposes  the  body 
of  Pope  Clement  II..  who  had  been 
Kshop  of  Bamberg,  in  a  remarkable 
mOBument;  the  effigy  (13th  centy.) 
resU  oil  a  sarcophagus  of  .trd  or  4tli 
eaaty.  Theitallsareexcellcnilycarved 
in  wood.

Baideni,  or  Schloa,  formerly  the  pi 
of  the  prince-bishops ;  a  plain  buili 
erected  IBtIB,  of  comiderable  e 
though  One  of  the   wingt  only   i 
finished.     It   contains  a  consideraU 
number  of  bad  pictures. 

Marshal  Berthier,  Prince  of  Neffi 
cli&tel,  who  was  married  to  a  Bsvanil 
piincesB,  was  killed  in  18IS  by  fallis 
from  one  of  the  topmrat  windows  t 
Ihe  bHck  of  the  wing  looking  toward 
the  town -,  — whether  he  intended  ■ 
destroy  himself,  or  fell  by  accident,  hi 
never  been  clearly  explained. 

On  Che  W.  side  of  the  Karolinu 
ptalx,  and  between  the  Residenz  as 
the  Cathedral,  stands  a  fragment  of) 
OldCf  Episcopal  PalMt  (date  157i; 
in  Ihe  cinque-cento  style,  now  tame 
into  a  guard-house.  The  gateway  : 
iimtastic,  but  picturesque. 

The  ifichacUherg,  a  height  a()joiuiii 
that  on  which  the  cathedral  stand 
towards  the  N.W.,  is  crowned  by  tl, 
CA.,  and  a  vast  pile  of  buildings  I 
the  ancient  Cumitnl  of  St.  ilicKael,  nor 
converted  into  a  poor-house,  called  tl 
BiirgcTspital.  The  Church,  original! 
built  in  the  early  Gothic  style,  119—- 
was  modernised  in  1700.  It  eontwUl 
Ihe  monument  of  Si.  Olho,  but  it  it 
hardly  worlh  entering.  The  sh«A-i 
terrace  \jo\i\q4  iJ*  coineal.,  truaVi^ 
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inforior    to    tliat   from    tho    Alten- 
burff. 

'J*h(!  only  othor  church  worth  men- 
tion Ik  the  I'furrh'rchfif  or  Frfmenkirche. 
Thtt  ffxtfrrior  of  the  K.  end  (date  1327 
-H7)  Ih  in  an  elegant  style  of  Gothic; 
tho  n.*Ht  of  the  building  is  finished  in  a 
difTf'ront  manner,  and  even  the  interior 
of  the  choir  is  defaced  with  incongru- 
oui  itucccKWork. 

IMio  Jlathhaiu  if  a  building  of  no 
groat  prutensiong,  covered  eztemally 
with  rude  ff'esco  paintings.  It  stands 
on  an  island  in  the  Kegiiitz,  close  to  the 
fipot  w)ier<>  the  Mnin  atui  Jhmyibe  Cttniil 
(see  Kto.  17A)  iiwues  out  of  it.  Under 
the  building  Is  an  archway,  beneath 
whioh  the  whole  tide  of  population  of 
the  town  paasos  in  going  firom  one  side 
of  the  river  to  the  other. 

tSt,  MnrUn*tt  Ch.,  in  the  GrOner- 
markt,  was  built  by  the  Jesuits,  and 
ilniKlHNl  in  1720. 

Ono  Nidi'  of  tho  Maximiliansplatz  is 
(iciMipicd  by  tlu'  priests*  Srminon/,  The 
I'ost  <(//;« V  IK  in  the  I^angopasse. 

The  ujinu'lo- working  I'rince  Hohen- 
lolu'  foruu«r1y  resided  at  IkiniKTg. 

At  rt  distanee  of  a\w\\t  1^  m.  from 
tho  town,  on  tlie  summit  of  a  hill 
whioh  ovorliHiks  the  whole  of  the  ad- 
jacent count ry,  rises  the  donjon  and 
ruined  walls  of  tho  .t/rrvi '•!(*••/,  a  very 
anoiont  eastle,  orijrinally  tho  seat  of  the 
iVuuts  o(  HulKMilHTg  ;  but  forfeited  by 
one  of  them,  Count  AdallK*rt,  a  robber- 
knight.  Ho  was  condemned  to  death 
by  tho  Kmp.  Ix'wis  tho  Cl»ild.  in  tho 
loth  oontv..  on  aooount  of  his  lawless 
diHsls  anil  pi'rpi'tnal  feuds  with  the 
opis*"opal  soi»  of  NVurrburjr.  whioh  ihn 
oa^iontsl  him  to  K'  plaoi'd  under  the 
ban  o{  tho  Knipiro.  Tho  f.ito  of  this 
last  o(  tho  ItUvaU'rgers  wa<  dooidrd 
b>  tho  treachory  of  Bishop  Uatto 
of  MaiuK,  who  iuduo\»d  AdallnTt  to 
vi>ii  tho  Kmp^'n^r's  camp,  quieting 
his  suspicion  ot  tri»:u*hory  i»y  assuring 
him  of  tho  V>.*.'.poT\»r's  l*ordvir.g  dispi>- 
sitioii,  auvl  bv  u^dkins:  a  Sx^lomn  vow  to 
ivnduot  him  :n  safety  back  to  his  castle. 
Thov  sot  out  .lOv'onlirclv  ti^^jfthor:  br.t 
thox  had  r.o:  rr\H.voi!oi!  tarwhon  Ha!?»^ 
iviM".»!aiiu\l  ot^  f.«nnioss.  aud  thov  rv^ 


tamed  to  the  eastle  to  procure  refl-esh- 
mcnts ;  after  which  they  proceeded  to 
the  Emperor's  camp,  where  Adalbert 
was  immediately  seized,  condemned, 
and  executed.  Hatto,  when  upbraid- 
ed by  his  victim  with  treachery  and 
breaking  his  oath,  basely  excused  him- 
self by  this  reply  : — "  Did  I  not  keep 
my  word  and  condact  you  safely  to 
your  castle  ?  it  was  no  fiiult  of  mine 
that  you  were  simple  enough  to  leave 
it  a  second  time.  The  Altenhui^ 
afterwards  became  the  place  of  resi- 
dence, and  often  of  refuge,  in  torbnlent 
times,  of  the  prince-bishops  of  Bam- 
berg. The  Lombard  king  Berenga- 
rios  died  here,  a  prisoner,  in  966: 
and  Otto  of  Wittelsbach  murderea 
the  Emp.  Philip  II.  in  this  castle, 
1203.  It  was  taken  and  reduced  to 
ruins  1553,  by  Margrave  Albert  of 
Baireuth ;  and  although  restored, 
never  regained  its  former  splendoar. 
The  dungeons  are  converted  into 
cellars  which  furnish  beer,  said  to  be 
excellent.  The  view  from  the  top  of 
the  round  tower  is  one  of  the  finest 
in  Franconia.  The  hills  around  are 
richly  clothed  with  orchards,  hop-gar- 
dons,  and  vineyards :  at  their  feet  ex- 
tends the  city  of  Bamberg,  in  the  form 
of  the  letter  K.  At  the  extremity  on 
the  1.  rises  the  vast  edifice  of  the 
convent  of  St.  Michael,  in  the  centre 
tho  venerable  Dom.  Through  the 
midst  of  the  plain  flows  the  Kcgnitz, 
and  the  Main  is  perceived  in  the 
N.E.  winding  round  the  hill  to  receive 
its  tributary  stream.  The  Cunai  cori' 
urrtinij  the  M.iin  anil  DanuU*  gives 
interi'St  to  the  landscape.  The  hop- 
grounds  around  l^mberg  are  of  high 
celebrity.  The  boor  made  from  them 
is  famed  all  over  Germany,  but  is  not 
to  bo  rocommended.  bi  the  summer 
season  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  re- 
pair to  what  are  called  the  rock  cellars 
Folscnkeller),  taverns  situated  within 
gardens  on  the  slopes  of  the  nei^h- 
iHv.iring  hills,  which  teem  with  this 
favourite  bevoragi.' .    ( J  8 1 . )

M.  WoUgtmiOA.  Charlemagne  resided 
here;  and  sereral  Diets  and  Coun- 
cils of  the  Cbarch  were  held  here 
in  th«  middle  age«.

of  11,000  Inbab.  (770  Rom.  Cath.), 
chiefly  remarkable  as  the  seat  of  a 
Unaertity,  numbering  about  900  stu- 
dents, funnded  1743  by  Margrave 
Fredk.  of  Brandenburg,  whose  statue 
by  Schwanthaler  stands  in  front  of  tho 
buildine.  It  is  known  at  present  a* 
a  school  of  Protestant  theology.  It 
occupies  the  Palaet  at  the  MargraTet 
of  Raireuth,  in  the  centre  of  the  town, 
along  with  a  library  and  museum. 
The  town  owes  its  r»ular  plan  and 
straight  streets  to  a  conflagration  which 
c/insnmed  the  greater  part  of  it  \a 
1706,  and  it«  proeperity  to  the  French 
Protestant  emigrants  driven  out  of 
their  own  coanlry  by  the  relocation 
of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  who  transftrred 
bitber  their  skill  in  varioas  mann- 
factures,  and  their  industrious  habits. 
Good  hter  here. 

The  lock  of  the  Lndwi^-Canal  at 
this  place  is  ornamented  with  an  alle- 
gorical group  sculptured  by  Schwan- 
thaler.

Poppenrenth  Stat.  About  Hm.W. 
is  the  town  of  Furth  (Rte.  167).  rt. 
on  the  height  above  it  see  the  old 
Fort,  GostavuB  Adolphus's  tower,  riung 
over  the  trees.

05- 
iene  seTeraf  pictures  l^  MtHm  and 
SMi^tUn,  2  early  loeal  naalen  of  tka 
latter  part  of  ttoe  15th  ecntr.:  aba 
the  monunent  of  Doke  Albert  of 
Bmnawick,  killed  iA  1 548,  in  the  biUtIa 
of  Ndrdliageiiy  omamenlad  with  a 
mod  feliet  A  SflAenU  ISaamaiiiirtaai 
by  the  architeet  Wtj[r0r  and  the  aenlp- 
tor  OeitMf  of  atone,  la  a  tner  i^n  of 
flvtwork  50  ft  high,  reaeiwhig  Aoia 
of  Ufan  and  Nuremberg. 

The  ItaMam  la  oraaanffited  wlA 
a  fireaeo  pahiting  c^  the  storr  of  Jodltk 
and  Holofemea,  by  SchfaTOlin,  1018, 
uid  alao  with  aoenea  illoatradrtt  or 
the  battle  of  Nttrdlingen,  wUeh  vaa 
guned  by  the  Austriaaa  and  BaTariana 
over  the  Swedes,  commanded  by  Ber- 
nard of  Weimar  and  Count  Horn,  in 
1634.  The  gallant  veteran  Horn  had 
opposed  the  action,  because  the  Im- 
perialists  were  stronger  than  the  Swedes 
by  5000  men.  He  was  overruled ;  bat 
the  bold  and  impetuous  charges  which 
he  repeatedly  led  against  the  enemy 
would  have  jrained  the  day,  but  for  tM 
steadiness  of  the  Spanish  troops  in  the 
Emperor's  service.  Horn  and  4000  of 
his  men,  with  the  artillery,  were  taken, 
and  8000  were  slain.  This  victory  waa 
as  important  in  its  consequences  to  the 
Imperialists  as  that  of  Ltitsen  had  been 
to  the  Swedes. 

Vast  quantities  of  carpets  are  mann- 
fkctnred  here.  Nordlingen  is  also  fiuned 
for  geese,  and  trades  largely  in  their 
feathers.

The  viiit  to  the  Mnggendorf  district 
will  agreeably  occupy  2  or  3  days,  but 
a  great  deal  may  be  seen  in  one,  starting 
by  rail  from  Nuremberg. 

The  Diatrkl  of  Muggmdcrf,  com- 
mooly  called  the  JVoiicontan  Switra-- 
land,  may  be  included  within  a  triangle 
drawn  between  the  3  towns  of  Bam- 
berg, Baireuth,  and  Nuremberg.  It 
may  be  couTeniently  visited  at  the  ei- 
penie  of  a  slight  detour  from  the  high 
roads  running  between  tbem,  which 
form  the  udes  of  this  trigiigle,  and  will 
well  repay  the  traieller  by  its  highly 
pictoresqae  and  beautiful  scenery,  and 
■inpnlar  eaves  replete  with  fos^l  bones. 
It  II  ■  high  table-land,  iotenected  by 
aomerouB  valleys  200  or  300  fl.  deep, 
in  which  the  charms  of  the  district  are 
coDoeatrated.  They  are  usually  tltt- 
rersed  by  full,  clear,  winding  itreams, 
whose  banks  are  carpeted  wiu  verdant 
meadows,  and  bounded  by  hieh  cliffs 
or  wooded  dopes,  out  of  which  &ii- 
tastically-shap^  crags  of  limestone 
borst  forth  in  the  forms  of  turrets, 
arches,  and  pinnacles :  while  every  now 
and  then  a  real  castle  is  teen  perched 
the  summit  of  a  projecting  cli!%  ap- 
reotly  blocking  up  the  passage. 
rhe  angler  shonJu  repair  hither  with 
his  rod.  He  may,  fbr  a  small  bdid,  por- 
pemussion  to  fish  in  some  of  the 
..rons  trout-streams:  and  he  will 
._.  foil  of  meeting  with  good  sport. 
The  geologist  will  find  abundant  occa- 
pation  and  instruction  in  the  Cavema

The  CasUe 
of  Streitberg,  beneath  which  the  village 
nestles  on  the  1.,  and  the  feadal  watch- 
tower  of  Neudeck  on  the  rt.  of  the 
Talley  of  tiie  Wiesent,  visible  at  a  dis- 
tance, bat  easily  confoonded  with  the 
fisBnred  limestone  clifi&  and  pinnacles 
on  which  they  stand,  form  a  sort  of 
portal  to  the  district.  The  view  from 
the  castle,  or  from  a  detached  pillar 
of  rock  connected  with  it  by  a  bridge, 
-  over  the  near  cliff  scenery  and  dis- 
tant horizon  is  fine.  A  one-horse  char 
(ESnspanner)  to  Foroheim  or  Baiersdorf 
Stations  costs  aboat  3  fl. 

The  road  to  Baireath  turns  off  here 
by  Obeiiellendorf,  Wustenstein,  Obem- 
sess,  Trebersdorf,  and  Phantasie. 

Continuing  to  ascend  the  picturesque 
valley  of  the  Wiesent,  3  m.  above 
Streitberg  you  reach  Muggendorf-^ihe 
central  noint  for  exploring  the  Fran- 
oonian Dwitserland.  Inns:  Curhans; 
Hotel  Schiller;  Fiiinkische  Schweis. 
Here  a  small  map  of  the  district  may 
be  purchased.  High  up  in  the  face  of 
the  dif^  on  the  1.  side  of  the  valley, 
is  a  carem  called  RotenmSUers  Hchle; 
bat  as  it  is  inferior  to  those  of  Raben- 
atein  and  Gailenrenth,  it  is  best  not  to 
waste  time  on  it.- 
.    A  carrii^  with  a  pair  of  horses  may 


be  hired  hare,  or  at  Smitbarg^  bj  neni 
of  which  tiw  finest  aoanary  and  moat 
interesting  ol^ts  may  be  seen  in  one 
long  snmmer^s  day,  returning  at  night. 
Thus — ^From  Maggendorf  a  nilly  road 
strikes  1.  oat  ofthe  vaUiy  of  tiie 
Wiesent  to  the  mill  of  Tooa. 

Walk  hence  by  the  footpath  abonta 
mile  down  the  Taller  to  the  BimnJbwg^ 
faaving  obtained  the  k^  ftom  the  miller.

"  2%«£in0si6iivy  is  oertainlr  one  of  the 
chief  oariosities  of  tiie  diitnet  1  eaa 
best  describe  it  by  calling  it  a  eave  with 
the  top  taken  <m^  so  as  to  leave  two 
arches  standing,  forming,  as  It  were^ 
natural  bridges  over  a  ddl  or  a^ 
scooped  out  on  the  ft  side  of  thevailrf  • 
Flights  of  steps,  carried  up  it,  lead  the 
visitor  out  of  the  valley.  As  you  enter, 
and  look  up  the  broken  vault,  through 
which  the  sky  appears,  you  might 
fancy  it  the  renuuns  of  some  vast  dome- 
shaped  edifice,  a  work  of  art,  or,  as  its 
name  expresses,  a  siant's  castle.  The 
manner,  however,  m  which  the  lime- 
stone rocks  around  have  been  hollowed 
out  into  incipient  caves  and  arches, 
shows  that  the  phenomenon  is  natural, 
and  that  it  arises  from  the  tendency 
of  this  peculiar  rock  to  decompose  in 
places  and  form  caverns.  The  pic* 
turesque  vegetation  of  the  dell,  the 
clumps  of  trees,  and  tufts  of  fern  and 
grass  shooting  from  every  crevice  and 
niche,  frvoured  by  the  moisture  and 
shade,  the  singular  saddle-shaped 
masses  of  turf  which  hang  over  the 
natural  arches,  contribute  to  the  beauty 
of  the  spot.  The  Riesenburg,  however, 
owes  much  of  its  interest  to  its  situa- 
tion. This  portion  of  the  vale  of  the 
Wiesent  presents  a  lovely  scene  of  quiet 
nature.  The  rich  verdure  of  the 
meadows  that  carpet  it,  smooth  as  vel- 
vet, its  slopes  gushing  with  streamlets 
hastening  to  join  the  deep  green  stream 
which  winds  through  the  midst,  and, 
nnlike  your  turbulent  alpine  torrento 
strewing  their  channels  with  wrecks, 
pursues  its  quiet  and  well-conducted 
course,   'without  o'ecfiowYu^,  t^\' 
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itn  denrring  the  n&me  of  a  B&Tarian 
Dcnedale — for  about  2  m.  till  you  come 
iamghtotBabmeck.  W»lk  up  to  the 
Cwtle,  tbe  carriage   followiog  bj  a

The  nioal  course  ii  to  drive  From 
Babeneck  Bcrou  the  table-land,  3  Di.,  to 
the  Cattle  ofSal>fnsteia,ooe  of  the  most 
picturesque  feudal  remaina  io  the  dle- 
trict,  OD  the  edge  of  a  precipice  nearly 
ISO  ft.  high,  overlookiag  tbe  Aborc- 
thal  (maple  valley)]  IT hich  ii  watered  by 
the  "Embaeb.  It  is  noir  the  property  of 
IheConntSchanboni,  vhohas  restored 
•Dd  fitted  up  part  of  it  *s  a  summer 
rendence,  and  hai  deposited  in  it  a  cu- 
rious eollectioD  of  fossils,  derived  from 
the  neighbouring  cave  called  •.S'njiAim- 
MAU,  situated  immediately  below  the 
ehapelofSt.  Nicholas  (Klamkapelle). 
The  keys  of  the  entrance  are  kept  at 
the  &rni  near  the  castle,  where  lights 
and  a  guide  nay  be  procured,  for 
-whichaparty  pays  S  or  3  fl.  Tbe  rich 
boolj  of  foBsila,  before  alluded  lo,  is 
derived  trom  an  inner  cave  discovered 
accidentally  by  some  workmen  employ- 
ed in  consenctiDg  patlii  along  the  side 
oftbevall^.

and  height 
rise  up  on  every  sideof  it,  as  though 
piled  np,  mass  upon  mass,  by  some  ' 
superhuman  force.  Some  are  so  high 
and  narrow,  and  rest  upon  so  un- 
atsble  a  foundation,  that  they  seem 
ready  every  moment  to  fall  and  crush

high  on  the  left,  the  Schloss  of  KM- 
tlem,  until  yoo  reach  a  large  open 
space,  where  3  valleys  meet.

GSnceinsUin  (7iui :  Post) ;  perched 
ou  ihetop  of  arock— to  all  appearance 
inaccessible  from  below  ;  but  a  road  to 
it  is  carried  np  the  side  of  a  hill  so  steep 
as  to  be  almost  impracticable.  The 
Schloss  built  on  the  summit  may  be 
reached  in  Ii  hour  Iraai  Muggeodorf; 
it  commands  a  splendid  *  vita,  and  of 
a  kind  not  usually  seen ;  imuKdiately 
below  it  three  of  the  deep  narrow 
valleys  which  abound  in  this  country 
diverge  as  from  a  centre,  and  yon  have 
a  view  along  their  winding  streams 
and  variegated  woods  and  rqcks  for  a 
considerable  distance.  The  castle  itself 
is  modernized  and  unpicturesque.

Preliminary  Information, — The  Da- 
nube is  the  chief  river  of  Germany, 
and  is  second  to  none  in  Europe,  save 
the  Volga;  yet  the  navigation  of  it  has 
hitherto  borne  no  proportion  to  its 
rank  and  sise.  The  vessels  committed 
to  it,  previously  to  1830,  when  a 
steamer  was  first  launched  on  the  river 
at  Vienna,  condsted  almost  exclusively 
of  barges  of  uupainted  planks,  slightly 
connected,  so  as  to  hold  together  in  a 
descending  vovage,  and  valued  only  as 
so  much  planking  to  be  broken  up  on 
reaching  their  destination.  Being  in- 
tended almost  exclusively  for  the  con- 
veyance of  merchandise,  the  accommo- 
dation of  travellers  was  little  studied, 
and  the  number  of  those  who  may  be 
called  travellers  for  pleasure  was  pro- 
portionately small.  Vet  a  portion  of

Ari^.— The  lowest  on  the  scale  of 
tbe  antiquated  craft  of  tbe  Danube,  to 
which  travellers  were  formerly  obliged 
to  re*ort  for  conveyance,  are  the  timber 
Safls,  resembling  those  of  the  Rhine, 
except  that  they  are  of  smaller  dimen- 
siaos,  rarely  exceeding  ISOft.  in  length. 
They  are  not  nnfirequently  dangerou*, 
u  was  proved  by  tbe  destmction  of 
one  of  them,  in  t83T,by  nmningagainst 
a  bridge,  which  accident  was  attended 
with  serious  loss  of  life. 

AinTa.— Of  these  there  are  several 
kinds,  differing  chiefly  in  site ;  un- 
wieldy fabrics  of  rough  planks,  flat- 
boltomed,  without  keel ;  the  centre  it 
covered  over  with  a  roof,  giving  them 
the  appearance  of  Noah's  ark  in  the 
pictur«t.  They  are,  in  ftact,  nothing 
better  tban  woiidea  sheds  floating  in 
flat  trays.  Sails  are  never  seeo  on  the 
Upper  Danube.  The  boau  are  steered 
by  paddles  formed  of  Che  stem  of  a  fir- 
tree,  with  a  board  nailed  to  one  end, 
suspended  over  the  deck  by  thongs, 
while  the  broad  end,  immersed  in 
the  water,  serves  to  keep  them  within 
the  influence  of  the  current.  Some- 
limes  as  many  as  30  horses  are  attached 
to  the  towing-rope  to  draw  them,  with 
a  wild-looking  peasant  driver  to  each

When,  at 
Itingth,  he  ascertained  tlie  innoceace 
of  the  munlered  victim  of  his  jealousy, 
his  bair  is  said  to  have  tnrned  grey 
in  a  single  night,  though  he  was 
only  37  yn.  old.

1.   Lecbsend   is  so  named  because

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Latoar  d' Avrergne,  wlio,  reftuing  wBf 
imk  in  the  army,  chose  to  ranein  the 
**  flnt  grenadier  of  Pranoe."  He  wai 
killed  here  by  an  Austrian  lancer,  1800. 

rt.  The  ruined  csstle  of  Altenborg. 

rt  Nenbarg  *  (Imu :  Traube,  oleu ; 
Post,  1ms  2  or  3  good  bed-rooms), 
a  Tory  pictoresquely  situated  town  of 
great  antiquity,  with  a  population  of 
7000  Inhab.,  but  little  trade. 

The  CSkUem  of  the  Dukes  of  BaTaria, 
of  the  line  of  PiSds-Neuburg;  at  ths  E. 
end  of  the  town,  contains  many  of  their 
portraits,  some  old  tapestry,  represent- 
Ing  the  Journey  of  Otto  Henry  to  the 
Bmj  Land,  and  the  likeness  of  a  wild 
boar,  7ft.  long,  killed  in  the  neigh* 
bonrhood.  Its  S  massiye  towers  eom- 
mandafineyiew.  Thereisacolleetion 
of  old  armour  here.  An  extensiye  gar- 
den (Hofjrarten)  is  attached  to  the 
palace.  The  Jesuits*  College,  now  used 
for  other  purposes,  is  a  conspicuous 
building. 

The  Donaumoos,  a  level  moor  or 
moss,  of  about  20  square  miles,  ex- 
tends between  Neuburg,  Ingoldstadt, 
Aichach,  and  Schrobenhausen.  It  has 
been  partially  drained  for  cultiyation, 
and  is  occupied  by  colonists  brought 
hither  from  various  parts  of  Bavaria, 
and  now  includes  32  settlements  with 
2500  Inhab. ;  and  the  communication 
over  the  numerous  ditches,  drains,  and 
canals,  is  maintained  by  122  bridges. 
There  is  nothing  worth  notice  for  a  con- 
siderable distance,  until  the  towers  of 

1.  Ingolstadt  f  Stat,  appear  in  view, 
(/na;  Goldner  Adler.)  The  population 
of  this  ancient  and  melancholy  town  is 
reduced  to  15,000,  a  number  very  dis- 
proportionate to  its  extent.  It  has 
been  restored  to  the  condition  of  a 
Ibrtrest  by  the  construction  of  very 
strong  works  on  a  new  plan,  includinff 
tetes^u-pont,  and  numerous  round 
towers  of  massive  masonry.     Its  old

fortifieations  hadiHthftood  siegeaftom 
the  troops  of  the  league  of  Sdimalkal- 
deut  fhmi  Gustavus  Adolphos  (1632), 
who  bede^  the  town  when  TiUy  was 
lying  within  it  mortally  wounded,  and 
Duke  Bernard  of  Saze  Weimar,  and 
resisted  Morean  (1800)  for  3  montha; 
but  he,  suoeeediuff  at  length,  caused 
them  to  be  demoBshed.  IngQlstidft 
lost  iti  Uidyersi^  (at  which  Dt. 
Ftostoa  stndled)  in  1800:  it  ia  now 
tmsftrred  to  Munich.  Tlua  mm 
the  first  place  in  Germany  irhen 
the  Jesuits  were  allowed  openly  to  eo-"^ 
taUish  themselyes,  and  appear  in  tio 
character  of  pobEo  teaobers.  Loyela 
called  it  aflbofionately  ''his  Utde  ficA- 
Jamin."  Tilly  died  here,  1638,  of  tho 
wound  he  reoeiyed  at  Bain  Q^  ISfi^ 
note)^  deiSmding  the  passage  of  (ho 
Lech,  in  the  arms  of  the  brelhienof 
the  order. 

The  Church  of  Our  Lady  (1439)  con- 
tains monuments  of  Dr.  Eck,  one  of 
Luther's  opponents,  of  Tilly,  the  an- 
tagonist of  the  great  Gustavus,  and 
of  Marshal  Mercy,  the  Bavarian  gene- 
ral, opposed  to  Cond^  and  Turenne. 
who  feu  at  Allersheim,  1645.  Its  two 
towers  are  sufficiently  massy  to  bear 
cannon,  in  case  of  siege. 

The  railway  from  Wurzburg  and 
Nuremberg  to  Munich  crosses  the 
Danube  here. 

The  scenery  of  the  river  is  still  dreary 
and  monotonous. 

rt  Vohburg  stands  on  the  site  of 
the  Roman  Germanicum ;  its  castle, 
the  seat  of  a  long  line  of  counts,  was 
the  asylum  of  the  unfortunate  Agnes 
Bemauer,  whose  story  is  told  at  Strau- 
bing,  p.  148.  She  was  here  privately 
married  to  Albert  Duke  of  Bavaria. 
The  beaver  is  occasionally  met  with  in 
this  part  of  the  Danube,  but  is  daily 
becoming  more  rare. 

rt  Neustadt  *  (the  Inn  is  wretched), 
a  small  town,  about  a  mile  from 
the   Danube.     There   are  numerous 

•  S  Neortadt  Daring  the  next  stage  ths 
poat-road  nma  at  a  ccmaideFible  diatance  from 
the  river,  awaj  fh»n  the  beantiftil  aoenerx 
which  diitingoSihea  this  jiart  of  its  winding 
ooone.    1  AbenabcTi. 
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must,  in  the  end,  discover  some  feeble 
spot,  or  some  unguarded  moment.  The 
strength,  as  well  as  the  attention,  of 
the  defenders  is  divided ;  and  such  are 
the  blind  effects  of  terror  on  the  firmest 
troops,  that  a  line  broken  in  a  single 
place  is  almost  instantly  deserted.  The 
fate  of  the  wall  which  Probus  erected 
may  confirm  the  general  observation. 
Within  a  few  years  after  his  death  it 
was  overthrown  by  the  Alemanni.  Its 
scattered  ruins,  universally  ascribed  to 
the  power  of  the  demon,  now  serve 
only  to  excite  the  wonder  of  the  Swa* 
bian  peasant." — Gibbon,  Dec,  and  Fall, 
ch.  xii. 

Between  Neustadt  and  Ratisbon  the 
scenery  becomes  very  interesting.  The 
Danube  forces  its  way  through  a  grand 
defile,  called  Lange  Wand  (long  wall), 
nearly  an  Eng.  mile  long,  the  sides 
of  which  are  formed  by  perpendicular 
precipices  f^om  400  to  600  ft.  high, 
whose  summits  in  some  parts,  not  150 
yards  apart,  even  overhang  the  water. 
There  is  not  even  a  ledge  between  them 
and  the  water.  Barges  used  formerly 
to  be  hauled  through  the  defile  by 
rings  let  into  t^e  rocks.  The  only 
vacant  space  between  the  cliffs  and 
the  river  is  occupied  by  the  Con- 
vent of 

rt.  Weltenburg,  planted  on  a  spot 
where  the  Danube  makes  an  abrupt 
bend.  It  was  one  of  the  oldest  Bene- 
dictine monasteries  in  Bavaria,  and  is 
said  to  occupy  the  site  of  a  Roman 
station,  Valentia,  and  of  a  temple  of 
Minerva.  It  is  now  restored  (1842)  as 
a  Benedictine  Priory. 

1.  The  Michaelsberg,  the  hill  be- 
tween the  Danube  and  the  Altmiihl, 
commands  a  noble  view  up  the  gorge 
of  the  Danube.  Its  summit  has  been 
made  accessible  by  a  carriage-road, 
partly  cut  in  the  rock,  leading  up  to  the 
Befrenmyshiille,  a  rotunda  temple  begun 
(184*2)  by  Lewis  King  of  Bavaria  from 
Gartner's  design,  to  commemorate  the 
War  of  Liberation.    It  is  204  ft.  high, 


of  the  Romans  in  this  neighbour- 
hood :  several  ancient  roads  and  forts 
have  been  distinctly  traced ;  and  a  little 
below 

I.  the  village  of  Hienheim,  begins 
the  eelebratc^  rampart  called  the 
IhoiTs  Wall  (Teufelsmauer,  or  Pfahl- 
grabeiX  constructed  by  the  Emperor 
Probus,  AJD.  277.  ''Instead  of  re- 
dneingthe  warlike  natives  of  Germany 
to  the  condition  of  subjects,  Probus 
eontented  himself  with  the  humble  ex- 
ponent of  raising  a  bulwark  against 
their  inroads.  The  country  which 
now  forms  the  circle  of  Swabia  had 
been  left  desert  in  the  age  of  Augustus 
l^  the  emigration  of  its  ancient  inhabit- 
ants. The  fertility  of  the  soil  soon  at- 
tracted a  new  colony  firom  the  adjacent 
pvovinces  of  GaoL  Crowds  of  adven- 
turers, of  a  roving  temper  and  of  des- 
perate fortunes,  occupied  the  doubtful 
possession,  and  acknowledged,  by  the 
payment  of  tithes,  the  majesty  of  the 
empire.  To  protect  these  new  subjects 
a  lineof  firontier  garrisons  was  gradually 
extended  from  the  Rhine  to  the  Da- 
nube. About  the  reigpi  of  Hadrian, 
when  that  mode  of  defence  began  to  be 
practised,  these  garrisons  were  con- 
nected and  covered  bv  a  strong  en- 
trenchment of  trees  ana  palisades.  In 
the  place  of  so  rude  a  bulwark  the  Em- 
peror Probus  constructed  a  stonewall  of 
considerable  height,  and  strengthened 
it  by  towers  at  convenient  distances. 
From  the  neighbourhood  of  Neustadt 
and  Ratisbon  on  the  Danube,  it 
stretched  across  hills,  valleys,  rivers, 
and  morasses,  as  far  as  Wimpfen  on  the 
Neckar,  and  at  length  terminated  on 
the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  after  a  winding 
course  of  near  200  miles.  This  im- 
portant barrier,  uniting  the  two  mighty 
streams  that  protected  the  provinces  of 
Europe,  seemed  to  fill  up  the  vacant 
space  through  which  the  barbarians, 
and  particularly  the  Alemanni,  could 
penetrate  with  the  greatest  fDUsility  into 
the  heart  of  the  empire.    But  the  ex-

1.  Kelheim  (Im:  Deutiches  Haw) 
(Geleimim  of  the  Bomani)  lies  at  the

This  email  town,  of  aooo  InhaK,  la 
aft  the  month  of  the  LtitMff^'Ktmai^ 
fonned  to  nnlte  the  Danube  with  the 
Main,  thnragh  the  Altmfihl  and  the 
Hegniti.  The  Altmiihl  has  been  ren- 
dered navigable  ae  flur  at  Dietforth, 
where  the  ezeavated  canal  begini,  and 
is  eontinned  as  &r  as  Bamberg  on 
the  Main  (see  Rte.  168  J,  a  distance  of 
about  107  m.  (23)  Germ.  m.).  The 
sommit  level  is  near  Neomarkt  on  the 
Sols,  where  the  canal  is  800  ft  above 
the  level  of  the  Danube  at  Kelheim, 
and  360  ft.  above  that  of  the  Regnitz 
at  Bamberg.  It  has  100  locks.  The 
dimensions  of  the  canal  are  54  ft.  in 
width  at  top,  and  34  ft.  at  bottom; 
the  estimated  cost,  817,500/.  A  barge 
may  be  tracked  through  it  in  6  or  7 
days.  It  was  begun  1837.  Its  con- 
struction is  due  to  the  instigation  of 
King  Lewis  of  Bavaria,  who  thus  real- 
ised, after  the  lapse  of  1000  years,  the 
fiivourite  scheme  ot  Charlemagne,  of 
connecting  the  Black  Sea  with  the 
German    Ocean.     As    a   conmiercial 

rulation  it  has  proved  a  failure; 
Main  is  difficult  to  navigate,  the 
water  supply  for  the  canal  in  summer 
is  scant,  and  the  traffic  small. 

Kelheim  is  much  exposed  to  ice- 
bursts  and  inundations  from  the  two 
rivers  upon  which  it  is  situated,  so  that 
its  inhabitants  are  often  driven  into 
the  roofii  of  their  houses  to  escape 
drowning.  The  Valley  of  the  Altmiihl 
is  veiy  picturesque,  and  its  cliffs  and 
rooky  sides  are  crested  by  frequent 
mined  castles. 

*  rt.  Poetsaal.  An  excellent  road 
has  been  formed,  for  part  of  the  way, 
by  the  side  of  the  river,  hence  towards 
Katisbon,  br  excavating  the  rocks 
which  form  its  bank,  and  by  exploding

a  mine  aft  the  base  of  a  diif  180  ft. 
high,  wUeh  at  onoe  shattered  the  fhee 
of  the  roek  fhmi  iop  to  bottom,  and 
allowed  the  engineer  to  carry  the  road 
over  the  fkllen  firtsments;  nrther  on, 
a  monumental  tamet  and  two  stone 
lions  at  the  water-Bide»  to  the  L  near 
Afaaeh,  oommemorafte  its  oonatmetkm 
in  the  reign  of  Karl  Theodor.  At 
Abach  is  a  snlphureoos  sprino.  TIm 
tall  round  tower  IfiO  ft  Jii^  above 
Abach,  oalled  JSmgertkmm^  b  all  thift 
remains  of  the  HemridisbBrg^  whiek 
must  origisttlly  have  been  one  of  the 
most  extensive  feudal  Ibrtressea  in  Ger- 
many. It  oceopied  probably  tho  lits 
of  the  Roman  AbmdiacHm;  ii  was  loi^ 
the  residenoe  of  the  Bavarian  dvkei^ 
and  was  the  birthplace  of  the  Emperor 
Heniy  IL  When  he  kept  his  coot 
here,  thechroniolesreoord  tiial  ha  awde 
a  daily  pilgrimage  on  foot  to  early  masa 
at  St  JBmmeran's  ch.  in  Ratisbon. 
The  Danube  makes  a  great  bend  be- 
tween Abach  and  Ratisbon,  so  aa  to 
double  the  direct  distance  between  the 
two  places. 

rt.  Obemdorf  is  historically  re- 
markable as  the  spot  where  Otto  of 
Wittelsbach,  the  murderer  of  the  Em- 
peror Philip,  W8S  overtaken  by  just 
retribution  for  his  crime,  and,  having 
been  detected  in  a  bam  belonging  to 
the  monks  of  Ebrach  by  Heinrich  Ce- 
lantin  v.  Pappenheim,  was  dragged 
forth  by  him  and  killed  (1208).  His 
head  was  cut  off  and  thrown  into  the 
river.  His  body  remained  for  9  yean 
unburied  on  the  spot  still  called 
Stumpftteine ;  no  one  venturbg  to  inter 
the  body  of  one  who  had  been  placed 
under  the  ban  of  the  empire.

A  good  road  through  a 
beauiiAil  pastoral  district,  surrounded 
by  grand  mountains,  enlivened  by  the 
clang  of  the  cows'  bells,  leads  to  the 
village. 

Sonthofen  {Inn:  Hirsch),  whence 
the  ascent  of  the  Griindten  mountain 
may  be  made,  on  account  of  its  view, 
in  about  6  hrs.  up  and  down.  Inn  at 
the  top.    (Rte.  176.) 

Hiudelang  {Inn:  Adler,  a  ffood  and 
particularly  clean  coantry  inn;  ac- 
commodation limited).  A  steep  ascent, 
3  or  4  m.  long,  of  the  Vorder  and 
Hinteijoch  brings  you  to  the  Austrian 
custom-house  of  Schattwald.  Village 
of  Tannbeim  succeeds,  and  the  shat- 
tered but  picturesque  dolomite  peaks 
of  the  Schs^schroffen  mountain  appear 
in  front,  at  foot  of  which  and  beside 
the  small  tarn  (Haldensee)  the  road 
passes  to  Nesselwang,  where  we  enter 
the  deep,  narrow,  and  very  picturesque 
Pass  Gacht,  sides  nearly  perpendicular, 
yet  finely  wooded.   Tms  leads  down  to 

Weissenbach,  in  the  valley  of  the 
Lech,  a  pale  blue  river.

Kempten  is  the  nearest  stat.  to 
Fiissen  on  the  Augsburg  and  Lindau 
Kly.  (Kte.  176).  Thence  is'daily  eil- 
wagen  to  Fiissen  (4  hrs.) — which  meets 
the  early  train — and  on  to  Hohen 
Schwanffau,  4  m.  further.  From 
Fiissen  it  is  a  good  post-road,  traversed 
by  a  daily  dil.,  to  Innsbruck. 

There  is  a  rly.  route  the  whole  dis- 
tance to  Innsbruck,  but  making  a  con- 
siderable circuit  by  way  of  Munich, 
Rosenheim  (where  it  leaves  the  Salz- 
burg line),  and  the  valley  of  the  Inn. 
For  those  who  can  spare  an  extra  day 
or  two  it  is  far  pleasanter  to  cross  the 
Bavarian  Alps  by  one  of  the  several 
routes  which  follow.  This  from  Augs- 
burg is  as  interesting  as  any. 

From  Augsburg  the  rly.  keeps  at  a 
distance  of  from  5  to  10  m.  W.  of  the 
Lech ;  between  the  railway  and  the 
river  lies 

14  m.  The  Lcchfeld,  1.,  where  Otho 
I.  defeated  the  Magyars  in  955. 

27  m,  Biesscnhofcn  iStat,  Omnibus 
for  Schongau  and  Fiissen. 

24  Fiissen  (fnn:  Post),  a  small  town 
of  1600  Inhab.,  beautifully  situated  on 
the  Lech  j  at  the  foot  of  the  Alps,  near 
the  jaws  J  as  it  were,  of  a  narrow  defile, 
anciently  called  Fauces  JiiluVy  whence, 
it  is  said,  comes  Fiissen,  through  which 
the  Lech  forces  its  way  into  Uie  plain. 
T/fe  Cctsae  of  the  Bishops  of  Augsburg, 


built  1022,  now  a  prison,  fttands  on  a 
rocky  height  above.  The  most  re- 
markable building  is  the  sequestrated 
Abbey  of  St,  Magnus,  the  Apostle  of 
this  district,  who  founded  the  Abbey 
746  A.D.  It  is  now  thejproperty  of 
Freiherr  t.  Poniekau.  The  existing 
Abbey  Church,  a  building  of  the  18th 
centy.,  contains,  among  other  relics  of 
the  saint,  his  walking-stick,  which  was 
carried  about  the  country  to  chase  yer^ 
min  from  the  fields,  and  in  a  side 
chapel  a  Dance  of  Death  is  painted. 

From  the  position  of  the  town  at  the 
entrance  of  the  pass  into  Tyrol,  there 
is  considerable  traffic  through  it.  For 
the  same  reason  it  has  been  found  im- 
portant us  a  mUitaiT  position,  and  has 
been  the  scene  of  repeated  contests 
down  to  1800,  when  the  French  and 
Austrians  disputed  the  possession  of  it. 
In  1 735  a  treaty  of  peace  was  signed 
at  the  post-house,  between  the  Empress 
Maria  Theresa  and  the  Elector  Maxi- 
milian III.  of  Bavaria. 

The  best  view  of  the  surrounding 
country  is  from  the  Calv-anenbcrg,  on 
the  rt.  bank  of  the  Lech,  a  little  above 
the  bridge,  following  the  line  of  sta- 
tions, i  h.  walk.  From  the  top  you 
may  descend  the  other  side  into  the 
road  leadingtothe  Castle  of  Schwaugau. 

Eilvragen  to  Innsbruck  daily,,  in 
summer. 

[About  4  m.  E.  of  Fiissen  stands  the 
Castle  of  Ilohenschuaivjau.  It  is  a  toy 
castle,  built  by  King  Max  of  Bavaria, 
on  site  of  an  old  cxistle  destroyed  in 
1809.  Its  aspect  is  singular ;  its  walls 
and  towers,  built  of  yellow  stone,  en- 
tirely cover  a  lofty  pedestal  of  rock, 
precipitous  on  all  sides,  rising  just  in 
front  of  a  mountain  wall  covered  with 
black  firs.  It  is  decorated  with  fres- 
coes relating  to  the  former  owners  of 
Schwangau,  b^  artists  of  the  Munich 
school ;  also  with  painted  glass,  ancient 
armour,  &c.  Schwangau  is  said  to  have 
been  the  residence  of  the  family  of 
Guelph,  by  whom  it  was  sold  to  the 
Enip.  Frederick  Barbarossa.  Conradin 
of  Swabia  here  took  leave  of  his  mother 
on  his  departure  for  Rome ;  and  it  is 
even  reported  thai  LwX\ieT'w«J6?.W\\«t^ 
within  its  -waUs  dwiift  x>ift  "OWx.  ol 
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AngdHirg.  Loog  flight*  of  step*  lead 
np  to  Out  CattU  aniil,  or  terrace,  from 
wnieh  there  is  b  reatl;  fine  view  of  Ihe 
black  moantBin  vali,  the  first  step  of 
the  Alp*  behind,  and  of  the  quiet  ttni 
dotted  with  swam  at  ita  base,  while  in 
frottt^rctdsont  ihe  wide  plain  watered 
bj  the  Lech.  The  3  fountains  in  the 
court  have  each  ■  statue — the  MadoDca, 
hj  Glinck ',  the  Swan,  by  Sehaller ;  the 
4  Uont,  bv  Scbwanthsler.

6tb,  L*dies^  Chamber.  Uu  the  secnud 
floor,— lit.  Heroes'  Hallj  Mud,  Ilohen- 
CtaabnMal,  painted  by  Lmdaachmiiit ; 
3id,Tano's  Chamber;  4th,  Guelph's 
Hsll  i  ath.  Chamber  of  Authaiis  Duke 
of  Bkwia,  who  married  the  Lombard 
Prinec**  TheodoUnda ;  6th,  is  deco- 
ntad  with  illustratiani  of  the  life  of  a 
kni^t  dttring  the  middle  ages ;  and  an 
upper  dismlMr  with  a  series  from  the 
UfttrfaBoblelftdy.  Though  the  rooms 
are  all  very  imall  and  the  furniture 
very  awkward,  the  king  usually  resides 
here  a  week  or  two  erery  summer. 

Then  i*  an  Inn  and  stables  at  the  foot 
of  theCaaUe  rock.  Those  who  would 
expfaxe  the  neighbourhood  may  ascend 
the  gorge  of  the  PoUat  to  the  gypeum- 
nill,  the  water&ll,  and  the  ilarim- 
hrBckt,  built  bT  Zieblaud  to  span  the 
got^  and  lead  to  the  royal  chamois 
preaerra.  Higher  itill  is  an  open 
platibrm  in  the  wood,  called  Jagcnd, 
commanding  a  most  extensive  view. 

Pedeatriani  going  from  Sdiwangaa 
to  Bentte  need  not  return  to  Fiissen, 
but  may  follow  the  king's  road,  which 
lldla  into  the  poat-rotu  beyond  the 
dutou-houie,  and  saves  1)  m.]

_  Reutte  (/^FiB.-  Post,  good),  beauti- 
(ully  situated  on  the  Lech,  here  crossed 
by  a  bridge,  and  lined  by  several 
cotton- mills,  in  a  wide  basin-shaped 
valley,  surrounded  by  grand  moun- 
tains. [About  2  m.  off  to  the  E.  is  the 
fall  of  ihe  Siduiii,  formed  by  the  stream 
of  the  Ache,  which  issues  out  of  two 
small  lakes;  it  is  said  to  be  90  ft.  high, 
tnd  is  easily  reached  by  paths  made 
3y  the  postmaster.  The  scenery  of 
these  lakes,  the  Plansee  and  Ileiter- 
wangsee,  is  also  very  striking.] 

Prom  Bentte  to  Nnssereit  the  scenery 
of  the  pass  Is  moel  romantic.     Beyond 
Reutte  the  road  leaves  the  Lech,  and  be- 
o  ascend,  threading  the  pass  of  the 
pburger  Klauae,  once  defanded  by 
the  fortress  of iTAmiteri/.deemedinipre^ 
nable  until  stormed  in  1S5S  by  George 
Duke  of  Mecklenburg,  with  a  detach- 
ment of  the  troops  of  Prince  Maurice 
of  Saxony,  who  marched  through  this 
pass  with  an  army  of  30,000  foot  and 
2000  horse,  and  would  bave  surprised 
the   Emp.    Charles  V.  at   Innsbruck, 
but  for  the  mutiny  of  a  regiment  at 
Reutte,  which  occasioned  the  delay  of 
day,  and  allowed  Charles  to  escape 
irrowly  across  the  Alps  in  a  litter.  The 
fortress  was  yielded  up  to  the  French 
'     IBOO,  and  was  by  them  demolished, 
nee  which  it  has  remuned  in  a  state 
'  rain.    Onr  road  winds  round   the 
11  OD  which  the  fbrtress  stands,  and 
little  further  on  descends  into  the 
valley  watered  by  the  streams  which

The  ruined  castle  of  Doamuimif  and

both  sides  of  the  Danube.  The 
caetle  of  Sluiif  and  the  small  town  at 
its  feet  were  origiually  the  property  of 
the  Dishops  of  Kegeiisburg.  The  caslle 
was  blown  up  and  reduced  to  its  present 
niinouB  condition  by  Duke  Bernard  of 
Weimar,  in  Die  Thirty  Years'  War 
(1634),  after  a  Mege  which  lis  small 
garrison  withstood  for  more  than  i 
months.  Both  town  and  castle  now 
belong  to  the  Prince  of  Thurn  und 
Taxis,  who  resides  during  summer  in 
the  white  villa  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
town.  He  has  taken  pains  to  preserve 
the  ruins,  has  rendered  them  accessible 
by  footpaths  carried  up  the  height,  aud 
has  improved  the  picinreBqiie  beautj 
of  Ihe  I'pot  by  garden  and  plantationB. 
The  view  from  the  castle  it  finer  than 
that  from  ValhaWa.

The  highest  of  a  seriea 
of  3  terraces  (100  ft.  high,  aod  (heed 
with  masoDrrl  serves  as  a  basement 
to  the  temple,  to  which,  od  the  S. 
side,  fiighti  of  stone  steps  lc»d.  The 
masonry  of  the^e  terraces  is  called 
Cyclopean,  merely,  it  should  seem, 
becnnse  the  stones  are  of  irregular 
shapes;  hut  as  these  exactly  fit,  Hnd 
have  a  aiirntce  finished  as  ashlar-work, 
aad  resemble  Ibe  lempleiiself  in  colour, 
it  ii,  Bt  a  distance,  rendered  iosignili- 
cBnt  by  these  vast  sabstruclious.

This  highly -praised  building  it  more 
■triking  for  ezeellence  of  workmanship 
and  costliness  of  material  than  imprvs- 
mve  ax  a  Temple  of  Fame.  The  rea- 
sons are  obvioos:  it  ii  neither  hallowed 
by  being  Ihe  resting-place  of  the  re- 
mains of  the  illaatrioua  dead,  nor  by 
religions  associations,  —  for  classical 
figares  of  Fame  ore  mingled  with  the 
Valkyrs  of  the  German  Paradise;  nor 
has  it  been  iovested  with  any  interest 
or  solemnity  by  time,  or  connoxjoa 
with  great  events  of  a  nation's  his- 
tory. Ills  a  bran-new  copy  of  a  Greek 
temple,  as  fine  aa  a  skilful  ase  of  mor- 
hte,  gildine.  and  paint  can  moke  it.

rt,  Straubing  *  Stat  (Inns:  Adler; — 
Schwaner  Blr),  an  ancient  town  of 
10,500  Inhab.  In  the  centre  of  it  rises 
the  tall  square  tower  of  the  Rathhaus, 
surmounted  by  5  pointed  spires.  Near 
the  upper  end  is  the  Pfarrkirche,  also 
with  a  tall  tower;  at  the  lower  end, 
close  to  the  bridge,  is  the  Castle,  now  a 
barrack;  in  the  Carmelites*  or  Oymna- 
sial  Church,  is  the  tomb  of  Duke  Al- 
bert XL,  a  masterpiece  of  old  German 
sculpture.  Outside  the  walls,  ^  hr. 
from  the  inn,  not  &r  from  the  water- 
'  side,  is  St,  Peter's  Churchy  an  old  build- 
ing modernized  within,  but  showing,  id 
the  Byzantine  portal  leading  to  the 
tower,  its  real  antiquity.  "  In  one  of 
the  3  chapels  planted  round  the  church- 
yard a  tombstone  is  pointed  out  as  that 
which  covers  the  grave  of  the  unfortu- 
nate Agnes  Bernauer.  Though  the 
daughter  of  an  humble  citizen  of  Augs- 
burg, this  Mr  damsel  by  her  beauty 
and  virtue  had  gained  the  heart  of  Al- 
bert III.,  son  of  Duke  Ernest  of  Bavaria, 
and  he  was  privately  married  to  her. 
The  secret  reached  the  ears  of  the  Duke, 
who  had  planned  for  his  son  a  more 
exalted  match,  and  he  carried  his  anger 
so  far  as  to  deny  him  admission  to  a 
tournament,  on  account  of  his  con- 
nexion with  a  female  of  low  birth. 
Albert  retorted  by  publicly  acknowledg- 
ing Agnes  as  his  lawful  wife;  upon 
this  his  father,  taking  advantage  of  his 
absence  not  long  after,  caused  Agnes  to 
be  seized,  condemned  to  death  upon  false 
accusation,  and  cast  from  the  bridge  of 
Straubine  into  the  Danube,  amidst  the 
lamentations  of  the  populace,  jl.d.  1 436. 
Albert  fled  away,  and  in  open  rebellion 
joined  the  army  of  Louis  the  Bearded, 
his  Other's  bitterest  foe,  and  with  him 
invaded  his  native  land  to  take  ven-

geance  on  the  murderers  of  his  wife. 
This  deadly  and  unnatural  feud  lasted 
a  long  time,  and  was  at  last  with  diffi- 
culty appeased  by  the  intervention  of 
the  Emperor.  One  of  the  other  chapels 
contains  paintings  representing  the  tri- 
umph of  Death  over  the  different  classes 
of  sodety. 

Fraunnofer,  the  optidan,  was  bom 
here  in  a  street  which  now  bears  his 
name.  Stranbing  is  a  stat.  on  the  rail- 
way from  Mumch  to  Batisbon,  to 
Passau  and  Linx. 

1.  Ober-Altucfa,  a  Benedictine  eon- 
vent,  with  two  towers,  stands  nearly 
on  a  level  with  the  river.  The  ch. 
is  decorated  with  fresco-paintings  re- 

Sresentiuff  the  heretics  in  the  fbrms  of 
ogs  and  wolves  with  human  fkces. 
Monks  are  drawn  sprinkling  holy  water 
over  the  town  of  Straubing,  which 
favoured  the  Reformation ;  and  in  con- 
sequence of  the  exorcism,  Luther  is 
seen  running  away  from  it  in  the  shape 
of  an  unclean  spirit,  riding  on  a  hog, 
with  the  Bible  under  his  arm,  a  sau- 
sage in  one  hand,  and  a  beer-glass  in 
the  other. 

1.  Bogen,  a  village;  and  above  it, 
on  the  height,  another  pilgrimage  ch., 
containing  a  singularly  constructed 
hollow  image  of  the  Virgin,  which, 
though  of  stone,  is  said  to  have  floated 
up  the  river,  and  to  have  stopped 
here !  The  ch.  stands  within  the 
enclosure  of  the  ruined  castle  of  Bo- 
genburg,  originally  a  robber-knight's  * 
stronghold,  until  its  owner,  converted 
from  his  evil  ways  by  the  miraculous 
arrival  of  the  image,  bestowed  all  his 
property  on  the  convent  of  Altaich. 
The  image  was  a  source  of  great  wealth 
to  the  monks,  in  consequence  of  the 
gifts  poured  in  by  innumerable  hosts  of 
pilgrims,  among  whom'  were  3  German 
Emperors. 

1.  Metten,  also  a  Benedictine  ab- 
bey, was  founded  by  Charlemagne  in 
compliance  with  the  request  of  a  holy 
hermit,  named  Hutto,  whom  he  found 
here  employed  in  cutting  wood,  and 
who  excited  the  monarch's  astonishment 
by  hanging  up  his  batcbel  \o  ^  %vm.- 
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beim!  A  few  miles  up  the  yalley, 
which  opens  oat  behind  M etten,  stanos 
the  CMtle  of  Kck,  a  feadal  stronghold, 
almost  unaltered  after  the  lapse  of  6 
oentaries. 

Tt.  Tlw  only  eminence  -which  oc- 
curs on  the  rt  bank  of  the  Danube, 
for  many  miles,  is  the  Nattemberg,  an 
isolated  hill  nearly  opposite  Metten. 
According  to  the  tradition  it  was 
dropped  were  by  the  devil,  who,  having 
a  ^jiidge  against  the  inhabitants  of  the 
neighbouring  villaee,  Deggendorf,^on 
account  of  their  pie^,  determined  to 
punish  them  by  drowning  them  in  their 
own  Danube.  With  this  object  in  view, 
he  was  at  the  trouble  of  fetching  a 
mountain  out  of  Italy,  intending  to  dam 
up  the  river  with  it ;  but  while  he  was 
flying  through  the  air,  within  a  short 
distance  of  his  destination,  the  sound 
of  the  Ave  chanted  by  the  monks 
reached  his  ears;  a  panic  seized  him; 
his  burthen  dropped  from  his  arms,  and, 
fiUling  on  the  rt.  side  of  the  river, 
instead  of  in  the  middle  of  it,  now 
ibrms  the  hill  of  Nattemberg.  The 
cattle  on  its  summit  was  destroyed  by 
the  Swedes. 

Defjgendorf  Stat.  {Inns:  Drei  Mohren ; 
Adler.)  A  prettily  situated  town  on 
the  Danube ;  here  crossed  by  a  bridge. 
It  is  the  seat  of  a  great  trade  in 
timber  cut  in  the  Baierischwald.  It 
has  a  railway  to  Plattling  (lite.  183). 
The  chnrch  of  Deggendorf  possesses 
nuraculous  wafers,  which  were  stolen, 
according  to  a  tradition  common  in  many 
parts  of  Europe,  by  the  Jews,  and  treated 
mr  them  with  sacrilegious  indignity. 
Each  insult,  it  is  said,  was  accompanied 
by  the  miraculous  appearance  of  a 
child,  who  thwarted  the  designs  of  the 
soomers :  when  the  wafers  were  pricked 
with  thorns,  they  spouted  forth  blood ; 
when,  after  baking  them,  the  infidels 
tried  to  eat  them,  they  were  transformed 
into  the  figure  of  a  child,  and  stuck  in 
their  accursed  throats;  and  when  thrown 
into  a  well,  a  radiant  glory  settled  on 
the  water  and  betrayed  the  secret. 
Whatever  was  the  foundation  of  tlie 
story,  it  caused  the  massacre  of  all  the 
Jews  in  Deggendorf,  with  the  confisca- 
tion of  tlicir  goods;  a  measure  which 


gratified  at  the  same  time  the  avarice 
and  the  prejudices  of  their  Christian 
murderers.  (See  N,  Germ,  p.  160.) 
This  event  took  place  in  1337.  The 
story  of  the  wafers  is  represented  in  a 
series  of  24  paintings  on  the  walls  of  the 
ch. ;  the  wafers  became  an  object  of 
pilgrimage,  which  annually  drew  thou- 
sands of  devotees  to  the  spot,  under  the 
sanction  of  the  pope  (1489),  who  pro- 
mised a  general  absolution  to  all  who 
repaired  hither.  An  agreeable  excur- 
sion may  be  made  from  Deggendorf  N. 
to  L'ttsel,  famed  for  its  beautiful  view 
over  the  valley  of  the  Danube,  and  for 
its  trout,  which  may  be  obtained  in  per- 
fection at  the  little  inn  on  the  high 
road  leading  by  Regen  into  Bohemia. 

rt.  A  little  below  the  Nattemberg 
the  rapid-rolling  green  Isar  falls  into 
the  Danube.  The  distant  spire  of 
Plattling,  a  village  and  railway  station 
on  its  1.  bank,  about  5  m.  from  the 
Danube,  is  barely  visible  above  the* 
alder  and  willow  trees. 

1.  Nieder-Altaich,  a  village  with  a 
Benedictine  monastery. 

rt.  Osterhofen  Stit.y  a  village  through 
which  the  railroad  passes,  on  an  emi- 
nence about  i  m.  from  the  river.  Be- 
hind it  stands  a  nunnery,  built  on  the 
spot  where  a  victory  was  gained  over 
the  Avars  on  Easter  (Oster)  day. 

1.  Wiuzer  Castle  was  destroyed  by 
the  wild  Pandours  in  the  service  of 
Maria  Theresa,  commanded  by  Baron 
Trenk,  1740. 

1.  Hofkirchen.  The  owners  of  this 
castle,  in  the  middle  ages,  the  Counts 
of  Ortenburg,  were  robber-knights, 
whose  practices  resembled  those  of 
moiiem  wreckers,  since  they  laid  claim 
to  **  Grundruhr,"  that  is,  the  right  of 
seizing  every  vessel  which  ran  ashore, 
or  even  touched  ground,  in  the  part  of 
the  Danube  which  traversed  their  do- 
main. This  was  by  no  means  a  rare 
occurrence,  since,  not  satisfied  with  the 
chance  which  the  diflBcult  navigation 
of  this  part  of  the  river  aflforded  them, 
these  high-born  robbers  made  a  prac- 
tice of  attacking  the  vessels  and  driving 
them  ashore. 

1.  Hiidegardsberg,  one  of  the  most

Kte-towen,  and  tiro  bridgei  over  the 
innbe  and  oyer  the  Vila,  vhich  here 
Uls  into  the  Dannbe. 

Hence  to  Pumu  there  ii  Bcarcelr  a 
Tillage  or  cattle  vorth  noting.  The 
hilla,  which  graduaUy  close  npon  the 
river,  are  not  high  enough  to  give  a 
character  of  grauclcur  to  the  scciitry, 
anil  the  Danube  is  besel  with  rocka  and 
gravel-boils,  oier  which  its  conGui^d 
current  boits  aud  rushes.  The  houses 
of  the  peasantry  are  of  wood,  with  over- 
hanging roofs,  like  the  Swiss.  Oppo- 
site (rt.)  Sandbncb  a  dangerons  rapid 
called  Gehskelt,  caused,  according  to 
the  legend,  by  the  devil  throwing  stones 
at  the  Crusaders  under  Frederick  Bar- 
barossa  in  order  to  stup  them  and  (hwart 
their  holy  purpose,  lias  been  pertly  re- 
moved by  the  Bavarian  GovemmeuC 
blasting  the  rocka  in  the  bed  of  the 
river  which  were  the  cause  of  it. 

rt.  The  road  is  partly  cut  through 
rocks  at  the  side  of  the  river.  A  co- 
lossal stone  lion  is  here  erected,  to  com- 
memorate its  construction  during;  the 
reign  of  Maximilian  Joseph.     At  last, 

I.  Port  Oberhaus.  on  the  commanding 
heights  above  Fossau,  comes  in  sight, 
and  MOD  after  Faasaa  itself.  The  leR 
bank  is  studded  with  countiy -houses, 
gardens,  and  orchards.

the  Innstadt  suburb  on  the  rt.  bank 
of  the  Inn  ;  of  the  Anger  suburb  and 
the  Fort  Oberhnus,  between  the  Danube 
and  the  llz;  and  of  the  Ilistadt  enburb 
on  the  1.  bank  of  the  lis.  The  river  Inn, 
at  the  point  of  junction,  is  both  wider 
OliO  tl.)  and  has  bad  a  longer  course 
than  the  Danuhe;  but  the  direction 
which  the  united  rivers  follow  after 
their  union  is  not  that  of  the  Inu,  but 
of  the  Danube ;  that  stream,  moreover, 
though  contracted  here  to  a  width  ot 
056  fl.,  is  23  fl.  deep.  For  these  rea- 
sons it  justly  reuins  its  name  to  the 
Black  Sea,  and  swallows  up  that  of  its 
rival.  All  three  rivers  are  here  crossed 
by  bridges.  The  buildings  of  the  town, 
nsing  one  above  another,  have  a  grand 
appearance  from  without;  but  within 
there  is  little  worth  notice.  The 
principal  arc  the  Dnm  nfin2-l68Di,  in 
the  Italian  style,  distinguished  bya  bell- 
shaped  cupola;  the  exterior  of  choir 
alone  is  a  remnant  of  the  uoble  Gohict 


Bavaria. 
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edifice  (erected  1407-1450),  which  was 
destroyed  by  fire  1662.  In  the  Cathedral 
Sjaare  (Domplats)  a  bronze  statue  of 
lung  Maximilian  I.  of  Bavaria  (1824). 
Chi  me  W.  ride,  opporite  the  Dom,  the 
Foti  Office,  a  builmng  historically  re- 
markable, because  the  Treaty  of  Pas- 
wm  was  signed  in  it,  1552,  between 
Maurice  of  Saxonyand  Ferdinand  King 
of  the  Romans.  This  treaty,  extorted, 
it  vill  be  remembered,  from  Charles  V., 
first  gave  public  recognition  to  the 
Elector  of  Saxony  and  the  Landgrave 
of  Hesse,  and  freedom  to  the  Lutheran 
Church. 

A  neat  little  Protestant  Ch,,  from 
Blirklein's  design,  was  built  1859. 

Paasaa  is  at  present  most  remarkable 
fiir  its  rituation,  one  of  the  most  striking 
in  the  whole  course  of  the  Danube,  at 
the  meeting  of  two  mighty  waters.  It 
cannot  fiiil  to  make  an  impression  on 
the  lover  of  the  picturesque.  The  scene 
can  be  surveyed  either  from  the  Castle 
of  Oberhaus,  from  the  top  of  the  cathe- 
dral, or  from  the  Pilgrimage  Church  of 
Maria  Hilfl 

Berides  the  old  bridge,  resting  on 
piers  of  granite,  across  the  Danube,  a 
cham  brid/e  crosses  the  river  a  short 
distance  above  the  confluence  with  the 
Inn,  and  the  Tunnel,  to  the  ^Fortress 
of  Oherhdus,  which  was  built  by  the 
Bishops  of  Passau  at  different  times,  to 
overawe  the  citizens,  and  serve  as  a 
place  of  refuge  to  themselves  in  the 
noor  of  danger.  On  more  than  one 
occasion,  during  feuds  with  the  towns- 
people^ the  Bishops'  cannon  played  upon 
the  houses  below.  It  is  occupied  by  a 
■mall  garrison,  and  is  still  a  place  of 
oonriderable  strength,  owing  to  its  po- 
sition on  the  summit  of  the  escarped 
precipices  which  form  the  1.  bank  of 
the  Danube,  and  command  the  passage 
of  that  river  and  of  the  Inn.  Napo- 
leon, sensible  of  its  importance,  sur- 
rounded it  with  8  detachetl  forts,  wluch 
have  long  since  dbappeared.  A  long 
flight  of  steps  leads  from  the  extremity 
of  the  bridge  in  the  Anger  suburb,  round 
the  hill,  to  the  back  of  the  fortress ;  and 
there  is  a  carriage-road  along  the  river- 
side under  the  cliffs,  which,  at  the 
pMnt  where  they  touch  the   Ilz,  are 


bored  through  with  a  Tunnclf  cut  in  tlie 
granite  rock,  to  allow  the  road  to  pass. 

The  bank  of  the  river  is  lined  with 
piles  of  wood  floated  down  the  Ilz  in 
spring  from  the  forests  of  the  Hohmer- 
wald.  Bevond  this  is  the  old  Castle 
of  Niederhaus,  connected  by  strong 
walls  with  the  fortress  above.  The  mo- 
ment the  tunnel  is  passed,  Passau  is 
excluded  from  view,  and  the  quiet  little 
suburb  of  Ilzstadt,  Iving  at  the  foot 
of  the  hill  beyond  the  dark  Ilz,  appears. 

The  tower  of  Fort  Oberhaus,  on 
which  the  fire-watch  (§  43)  is  stationed, 
commands  the  most  extensive  view; 
including  the  junction  of  all  three 
rivers.  The  Ilz  falls  into  the  Danube 
close  under  the  walls,  and  is  distin- 
guished by  the  intense  blackness  of  its 
waters. 

About  2  m.  up  the  Ilz  is  the  village 
and  Ctistie  of  Huls^  situated  on  a  nec/c 
or  promontory,  formed  by  an  extra- 
ordmary  bend  of  the  river,  which  on 
one  side  of  Hals  runs  in  one  direction, 
and  in  an  exactly  opposite  direction  on 
the  other.  Immediately  above  Hals  is 
another  promontory,  on  which  stands 
Reschenstein  Castle,  so  that  the  double 
curve  made  by  the  river  nearly  re- 
sembles the  figure  8.  In  a  wood  at  the 
foot  of  the  Reschenstein  a  subterranean 
canal  opens  out,  which  has  been  bored 
quite  through  the  isthnms  to  convey 
the  floating  wood  from  the  weir  on  the 
opposite  side,  by  which  it  is  collected. 
The  view  into  this  valley  from  the 
heights  behind  the  Fort  Oberhaus  (it  is 
not  visible  from  the  fort  itself),  near 
the  powder  magazine,  is  very  singular. 

The  visitor  may  vary  his  return  to 
Passau  by  the  zigzag  carriage-road 
leading  down  from  the  gate  of  the 
Oberhaus,  and  may  re-cross  to  the 

Hill  of  *Maria  HUf  (Mary  of  Suc- 
cour), which  rises  behind  the  Innstadt, 
on  the  rt  bank  of  the  Inn,  exactly 
opposite  to  the  Oberhaus,  and  com- 
mands a  view  scarcely  inferior  to  it.  It 
receives  its  name  from  a  church  on  the 
summit  containing  a  miraculous  image 
of  the  Virgin,  which  annually  attracts 
thousands  of  pilgrims.  It  represents 
the  infixnt  Saviuur  standing  on  the  lap 
of  the  V\xf^\n,  'vYaVt  ^  %\.Y'i'MS!L  ^1  '^>ax'^ 
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water  bonts  forth  from  a  metal  ipont 
at  her  feet  to  refresh  the  pious  devotee ! 
The  charch  is  approachea  by  a  covered 
staircase,  which  the  pilgrims  sometimes 
ascend  on  their  knees,  saying  an  ave 
on  each  step ;  which,  as  there  are  264, 
is  no  short  or  easy  task. 

The  Romans  perceived  at  an  early 
period  the  military  importance  of  the 
position  of  Passao.  They  erected  a 
strong  camp  on  the  tongue  of  land  be- 
tween the  Inn  and  Dumbe,  and  gar- 
risoned it  with  veteran  Batavian  troops, 
giving  it,  from  this  circomstance,  tne 
name  of  Bataoa  Castra, 

At  the  beffinning  of  the  17th  centy. 
a  student  of  Passau,  named  Christian 
Elsenreiter,  carried  on  a  flourishing 
trade  in  talismans,  whidi  he  pretended 
rendered  the  owner  invulnerable.  They 
consisted  of  strips  of  paper,  inscribed 
with  fhnciful  characters,  and  with  the 
words,  "  Teufel,  hilf  mir,  Leib  und 
Seel*  geb*  ich  dir."  The  charm  worked 
by  swallowing  the  paper — after  which 
the  party  was  secured  from  sword  or 
bullet ;  but  if  he  died  within  24  hours, 
the  Evil  One  took  possession  of  him, 
body  and  soul.  So  strong  was  the  be- 
lief in  this  **  Passauer  Knust,'*  as  it  was 
called,  that  scarcely  a  German  soldier 
engaged  in  the  Thirty  Years*  War 
without  providing  himself  with  such  a 
charm. 

Passau  must  not  be  left  without  some 
mention  of  its  women,  whose  beauty  is 
indeed  remarkable.  In  this  respect 
they  certainly  ought  to  take  precedence 
of  the  females  of  Linz  in  Austria,  not- 
withstanding the  charms  of  the  latter 
are  vaunted  in  almost  every  book  of 
travels. 

On  Saturdays  Cmarket-day)  the  city 
presents  a  most  animated  and  pic- 
turesque appearance ;  costumes  abound 
in  the  cathedral  square,  and  the 
country  beauties  assemble  in  the 
market-place  with  the  farm  produce 
which  they  bring  for  sale. 

The  scenery  of  the  Danube  below 
Passau  is  distinguished  by  great  gran- 
deur, and  the  voya^  (Kte.  196)  to 
Linz  is  easily  made  in  4  or  5  hrs.  by 
the  Steamer.

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1407)  are  good  examples  of  brick- 
woirk,  and  of  m  class  calU'd  by  the  Ger- 
mans Hallvnkirchea — that  is.  churches 
having  3  aisles  of  equal  height.  St. 
Martin's  has  modem  painted  windows 
70  ft.  high. 

In  the  Posbjehande  ^originally  Cham- 
ber of  the  (Istatcs)  are  old  frt^ooes, 
which  have  been  retouchetl. 

The  liathhaus  is  a  creditable  modern 
design. 

The  principal  street  is  long,  wide, 
and  lined  with  lofty  old  houses,  many 
of  them  having  pointed  gables,  and 
retaining  their  original  ornaments. 

The  old  castle  of  Transnitz  (or  trau 
es  nicht,  trust  it  not),  overlooking  the 
t»wn  from  the  height  on  which  it 
stands,  was  the  birthplace  of  Conradin 
the  lost  Hohenstauftrn,  aud  the  prisini 
of  Frederic  of  Austria  for  .'J  years, 
during  which  he  was  confined  by  lA>wis 
the  Bavarian;  and  the  residence,  in 
the  Idth  centy.,  of  the  dukes  of  Lower 
l^varia.    tiee  the  CA'/ywr/,  l.'Uh  centy. 

The  Isar,  which  comes  down  with 
tremendous  volume  at  the  season  when 
the  snow  melts,  is  half  dried  up  in 
summer,  leaving  bare  vast  unsightly 
gravel-beds. 

I3|  Moosburg  Stat.  (Fnnr  Post\  a 
pretty  old  town  of  2U00  luhab.  The 
iStiftskirche  of  St.  Castulus  is  a  Homan- 
esqoe  building  in  the  form  ofa  Dasilica ; 
like  the  oldest  part  of  St.  Allwus.  The 
choir  with  its  5  aisles  of  the  l.')th 
centy.  contains  splendid  carved  stalls 
and  a  richly  carved  hi(jh  altar  of  woo<l. 
It  was  ffiven  to  the  ch.  by  Duke  Lewis 
the  Rich  of  Bavaria,  14 G2.  It  is  nearly 
60  ft.  high,  and  a  wonderful  specimen 
of  delicate  carving  in  every  part.  The 
fiflnire  of  the  Virgin  in  the  centre,  8  f\. 
high,  is  full  of  tender  expression.  The 
paintings  on  the  doors  and  at  the  back 
are  by  the  elder  Holl)ein. 

Beyond  Moosburg  the  Alps  appear, 
bat  become  more  distinct  after  leaving 
it,  showing  a  fine  dark  ridge,  aud  l)e- 
hind  it  a  second  ridge  covered  with 
snow.

229),  through  an  aqueduct,  or 
line  of  iron  pipes,  42  m.  long,  con- 
structed in  1810.  The  brine  is  pumped 
up  by  powerful  and  ingenious  hydrau- 
lic engines,  in  order  to  surmount  the 
intervening  mountains.

One  quarter  was  burnt  in  1836,  which 
will  account  for  its  new  houses  and 
straight  streets. 

This  road  over  the  Alps  was  first 
constructed  by  the  Komaus ;  and  the 
commerce  of  Italy  passed  by  this  line, 
during  the  middle  ages,  to  Augsburg 
and  Munich.

THB  RIVER  MAIN. — wURZBURG  TO 
FRANKFURT.

The  cnmpetition  of  the  railway  has 
•topped  the  small  passenger  steamers 
which  used  to  ply  up  and  down  the 
Main. 

Railway  between  Wiirzburg  and 
Fimnkfurt  (Rte.  167). 

There  is  a  clear  and  portable  map  of 
Ae  coarse  of  the  Main  between  Haui- 
htTK  and  Mainz,  by  Spruner,  costing 
36  Icr.,  to  be  had  at  the  Stahel'schen 
Bochhandlung  at  Wiirzburg. 

The  river  from  Frankfurt  to  a  few 
miles  beyond  Aschaffenburg  is  unin- 
teresting. If  the  traveller  is  not  hur- 
ried, a  day  may  be  pleasantly  spent  at 
Miltenborgy  and  another  at  Wertheim, 
both  situated  amid  beautiful  scenery. 
Lohr  too  is  a  good  station  for  pedes- 
trians. Since  the  completion  of  tlie 
Railway  few  persons  will  l)e  willing  to 
make  the  entire  voyage.  The  most 
iDteresting  scenery  lies  between  Lohr 
and  Aschaffenburg  (5  or  r>  hr8.)»  and 
either  of  these  two  places  may  be 
reached  by  railway. 

On  the  rt,  immediately  after  leaving 
Wiirzburg,  is  the  Steinberg,  covered 
with  vineyards,  which  produce  the 
Stein  wine. 

L  Oberzell,  formerly  a  monastery 
of  the  Pnemonstrants,  now  a  machine 
and  engine  maker's. 

Along  building  here 
was  once  a  convent,  from  which,  so  late 
as  1749,  a  certain  sister  named  Renata 
was  taken,  tried,  and  burnt  for  witch- 
craft. 

7}  Carlstadt  (Stat),  said  to  have 
been  tidlt  by  Cbkrlemagne,  has  old 


walls  and  towers,  and  the  ruins  of  an 
ancient  fortification  of  the  former  Bi- 
shops of  Wiirzburg,  on  whose  frontier 
it  stood.  It  is  tiie  birtliplace  of  the 
reformer  IMenstein,  known  under  the 
name  of  Carlstadt,  who  died  154«3.

The  wine  made  here,  called  Kalmiith, 
so  called  from  tlie  hill  to  the  N.E.  of 
the  town  on  whose  slope  the  vineyards 
are  situated,  is  much  praised;  below 
Homburg,  as  far  as  Freudenberg,  the

A  RomiiD  Catholic 
ch.  has  been  ballt  Trom  the  designs  of 
Gartner.  In  the  first  week  of  (fclober 
a  YoltsfeGt  is  held  at  Werlheim,  in 
the  meadow  below  the  town,  between 
the  mouth  of  the  Tanber  and  the 
village  of  Bestenheid.  It  tails  three 
days.  This  is  perhaps  the  prettieet 
spot  on  the  whole  course  of  the  MaJo.

Tbb  old  Austrian  passport  ordonnances  have  been  abolished.  No  passport  is 
BOW  necessary  for  foreigners  who  enter  Austria,  either  for  the  purpose  of 
tniTel  or  with  a  view  to  residence.  The  traveller  is,  however,  required  to 
enter  his  name,  profession,  &c.,  in  the  strangers'  book  of  the  hotel  at  which  he 
stajB.  Englishmen,  nevertheless,  had  better  provide  themselves  with  a  British 
Foreign  (Mice  passport  before  leaving  home. 

§  87.  Austrian  Frontier  and  Custom-houses.

Trnvellcrs  in  privsie 
carriages  are  I  wllh  few  cxci'plious)  dismissed  fjrtmpi  fmm  m.v  snfr^j  in  all 
cnscB  tbe  custom-housu  proceedings  are  conducted  with  emirtdy  mu)  politeness. 
Travelling  carriages,  wearing  apparel,  and  trinteU  ot  jewel*  for  pcncnal  use, 
pay  DO  duty. 

Tbe  itrMeslprren'ilioni  are  0$^  to  prevent  the  introduction  ofioioot*,  as  it  is 
an  Imperial  monopoly,  A  small  quautily  of  il,  or  of  m"/,  ai/nri,  or  ((J,  under 
Gibs,,  may  be  passed  on  paying  duly  ;  but  it  must  be  dcclufedat  once,  orit -will 
be  forfeiie^L 

As  a  general  rule,  it  is  irortb  a  traveller's  while,  on  entering  a  new  tmilory. 
to  give  the  donamen  a  guldcu  or  3  fniacs,  by  which  he  will  obtain  civility  nni 
dcapslch.

English,  main- 
tainiug  its  full  value  at  all  limes,  vrliilM  the  paper  florin  (aUoof  lllU  kreuceis), 
although  iiominnlly  of  the  same  value  as  the  silver,  flncluntea  from  lime  to 
time.  The  silver  currency  of  tbe  Empire  is  known  as  Cmrcifio'u-ilinit 
(convention  coiu)  ;  tbe  paper  currency  is  denominated  Oatnichtr  H  oAniiy 
(Austrian  slandsrd  of  vnluel.  The  paper  florin  is  now — for  all  practical  pur- 
poses— ihc  recognised  circulating  medium.

The  places  in  the  Austriau  EUtwagcu  are  not  numbered  ;  the  pasieiigers  ore 
expected  to  change  scat*  with  one  anoiher,  if  it  be  reqoired,  from  lime  10  time, 

Pniiengcr*  con  only  be  taken  up  and  set  down  at  the  office.  I'liey  ara 
allowed  to  lake  40  lbs.  of  tiBjjage  free  along  with  (hem;  all  uboveiliat  weight  ii 
charged  highly,  and  must  be  sent  b;  the  baggage- wsgpon  (Urancardwagen). 
A  fee  to  the  conducleur  and  to  the  man  wlio  weiglii  the  baggage  (which  must 
be  sent  to  the  office  1  br.  before  the  conch  starls)  will  often  remove  these  diffi- 
culties.

'idel;  extended  in  Austria  among  the  cotninon  people 
than  in  noj  other  counlrj  of  Europe  except  Prussia ;  aud  this  eutirclf  by  tha 
"  '  itself,  for  (he  Austrian  rulers  turned  their  atlenlion  to  this  siilyecl 


earlier  than  those  of  most  other  countries,  and  have  been  ceaselessly  employed 
for  the  last  ceuturj  in  establishing  scbools  throughout  their  daminions.  The 
Dumber  of  persons  vho  can  read,  write,  aod  understand  the  elemeuts  of  arith^ 
metic,  is  beyond  comparisoQ  ^ealer  in  the  hereditary  stales  of  Auslria  than  in 
England  or  in  France. 

In  Attstria  Proper  every  child  most  go  to  school  for  a  certain  number  of 
years  ;  even  poverty  is  no  excuse,  since  schools  are  provided  in  every  parish 
with  sueh  eiidomueDts  as  to  enable  those  who  cannot  pay  the  vety  small  sum 
required,  to  obtain  gratuitous  iuslmction.  No  person  can  marry,  or  set  up  in 
luiy  trade,  without  produetng  a  irritl«n  certificate  of  attendance  at  siihooL 
NumeraoB  normal  or  pattern  schools,  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  furnish 
ft  supply  of  teachers ;  that  of  Vienna  alone  sends  out  between  1600  and  1700 
annually. 

Among  the  highland  peaaintry  of  Austria,  Tyrol,  Styria,  &c.,  the  stranger.. 
provided  he  understand  the  language,  and  will  mix  with  them  on  friendly  and 
familiar  terms,  meets  with  a  kindness  and  simplicity  of  manners  which  leave  m, 
most  favourable  impression  behind.  Their  loyally  and  devotion  to  their  sove- 
reign, their  strong  religious  feeling,  and  their  lota!  freedom  from  discouleut 
and  murmuring,  Incir  dances  and  merrymakings,  their  subslantial  houses,  their 
well-supplied  boards,  their  good  clothes,  and  happy  faces,  cDntni&t  most  agree- 
ably with  the  condition  of  the  peasantry  ia  many  other  parts  of  Europe.  Tha 
old-fashioned  politeness  which  prevails  among  this  simple  but  kindbearted 
people  is  particularly  agreeable.  It  ia  pleasant  in  a  strange  land  to  receive  the 
unsoticitetl  greeting  of  every  oue  that  you  meet.  'Who  would  not  reply  with 
kindness  to  the  Suten  Tag!  with  which  every  peasant  salutes  you  as  you  walk 
along  ?  There  are  some  cases,  however,  in  which  the  politeness  is  rather  bur- 
densome: for  instance,  it  is  a  misfortune  to  happen  to  sneeze  in  a  large  com- 
pany; every  hat  is  inslautty  doffed,  and  the  snecxer  is  saluted  fWjm  all  side* 
with  bows  and  exclamations  of  "  Your  beulth  I " 

Nearly  oncfourth  of  the  surface  of  the  Austrian  dominions  ts  oconpicd  bf 
the  Alps,  and  their  wide-»preading  raiuificatiuns,  commencing  on  the  W.  at 
the  frontier  of  Swit^prland  with  the  Hba^lian  range,  and  eitendiug  through  tb« 
Noric,  SaLeburg,  Camic,  Slyrian,  and  Jiilbn  chains,  E.  into  Hungary  and 
Slnvonis,  and  S.  into  Dalmalia  and  tlie  Littomle.  Sir  Humphry  Davy  declared 
that  be  knew  no  country  to  be  compared  in  beauty  of  scenery  wltb  theM 
Austrian  Highlands.  "  The  variety  of  the  scenery,  the  verdure  of  the  m 
dowE  and  trees,  the  depths  of  the  valleys  and  the  altitndes  of  the  mounlai 
the  cleamen  and  grandeur  of  the  rivers  and  lakes,  give  it,  I  think,  a  decided 
Bnperiot^ty  over  Switzerland."  It  is  hardly  possible  io  speak  without  enthusiasm

XI1-) 
yimna,  tKe  Imperii  oapiwl.  ii  one  of  the  moat  gay,  but  at  the  »»Die  nmo 
most  BgrceBble  places  of  residence  on  ilic  Contiueni ;  whether  the  sojourner 
devote  himself  lo  pleasure,  acieuce,  literature,  or  art.  Ii  jields  to  few  cities  in 
archileoiural  splendour  and  in  llie  nhnraisof  its  environs,  Styria  and  Carin- 
thin  are  but  a  conlinuatioQ  of  the  romantic  sceDer^  of  Austria  and  Tyrol;  and 
their  moiiiilainB  enclose,  be&ido,  inexhaustible  mineral  tmiurea  of  lead  and 
IroD,  The  Talleyi  of  the  Mur,  the  Eons,  (he  Drave,  and  Save,  e^peciallj  Ibe 
Save,  have  each  their  own  peculiar  attractions.  Ciimiola  it  a  country  of  won- 
ders ;  its  limrstoae  mountaiiis  are  full  of  subterranean  cavcni*.  nl  the  head  of 
which  Elands  the  Caw  a/  AJtIibtnj,  -without  doubi  one  of  the  world's  wonders, 
and  alone  worth;  of  a  journey  to  explore  it.  A  tittle  S.  of  it  is  the  flourishing 
seaport  Trieste,  and  lower  down  the  interesting  Roman  remains  of  Pola,  and 
Diocletian's  Palace  at  Spalatro. 

Bohemia,  that  singular  keltic-land,  as  the  Germans  cull  it,  surrounded  hj  * 
nearly  cirenlar  wail  of  moanlain,  with  only  one  opening  in  it,  through  which 
the  Kibe  finds  its  way  out  to  Ihe  sea,  draining  by  this  sole  outlet  tfie  whtdfl 
country,  is  picturesque  only  in  the  vicinity  of  its  hilly  borders.  The  Sndetio 
mountains  on  the  N.,  those  of  Glati  on  the  E.,  and  the  portions  of  the  Erzge- 
birge  and  Bohmerwald  adjoiniug  Tepliti  and  Carlsbad,  are  by  no  meaol 
deflcieut  in  beauty.  In  thu  centre  of  the  kettle  stands  Prague,  the  Tshekhiau 
co^lilnl,  a  city  of  Blmosi  Orientnl  splendour,  imposing  from  its  sitoatiou  and 
buildings,  aud  full  of  the  must  iulcreslbg  historical  atsocialions. 

S  94.  Salt-Miheb. 

Tlie  limestone  monntains  of  Sulxburg,  Styria,  Tyrol,  Transylvania,  and  Ba- 
iria  abound  in  dcpotitsof  suit,  which  are  envelopi-d  in  the  strata  of  the  moun- 
tain,  10  use  a  homely  phrase,  like  apples  within  ihe  crust  of  9  pudding.  These 
deposits  are  worked  by  mines  at  HuUein,  Ischl,  Hollstadt,  Anssee,  in  Austria; 
at  Hull  and  Reichenball,  in  Tyrol;  at  Maros-Ujvir,  Parayd,  and  elsewherB 
in  Transylvania  (where  the  salt  occurs  in  beds  of  pure  rock-salt,  which  are 
quarried  [ike  marble) ;  and  at  Bercblesgaden,  in  Bavaria. 

The  salt  rarely  occurs  in  the  pure  condition  of  rock-salt,  or  in  large  m 
capable  of  being  quarried  like  stone,  as  is  the  case  in  the  Cheshire  mines,  but 
is  iliHpersed  in  veins  and  threads,  inlerminEled  with  biluminons  clay,  marl,  and 
gypsum,  which  are  soft  and  crumbling,  and  easily  dissolved  in  water.  In  orde» 
to  obtain  it,  pits  and  galleries  ore  cut  through  the  solid  limestone  rock  as  tkr 
as  the  sofker  beds  comainiug  the  salt.  Here  a  sniHtl  chamber  is  excavated, 
woodeu  pipes  are  laid  down  lo  it  from  above,  and  out  of  it  ;  but  those  forming 
the  outlet  below  are  stopped  np  with  valves,  capable  of  bting  opened  aud  shut 
at  pleasure.  This  being  done,  a  mountain  stream  of  fresh  water  is  intrndnced 
from  above  and  is  conducted  in  the  pipes  through  Ihe  psseagf  B  of  the  mine  into 
the  excavated  chamber,  until  it  is  <juite  full  up  to  the  ceiling.  The  water 
immediately  beizins  to  attack  the  sides  and  roof,  dissolving  the  salt  which  it 
imbibes,  and  disintegrating  the  cluy  aud  other  matter  lo  thig  deptli  of  several 
tDchec  so  that  they  fall  to  the  bottom  of  llie  pool.  ^ 

The  void  thus  occasioned  in  the  rhomlier  is  filled  np  with  more  fresh  w 
more  salt  is  washed  out,  and  this  process  is  repeated  until  the  wntiT  is  quite 
saturated  with  salt,  and  convert^  iuto  strong  brine.  The  length  of  time 
required  to  saturate  it  varies;  thus,  at  Hallein  and  BerchiesESdvD  3  weeks 
Buffice.  in  Aussee  and  Halhtadt  0  weeks,  at  Ischl  13,  and  at  Hall  a  whole  year 

necessary  to  convert  the  water  to  brine.     The  pipe  in  the  bottom  of  Ihe 
iber  is  now  opened,  the  mountain  is  as  it  were  tapped,  the  salt  water  ii 
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draim  off,  and  Ii  conTcycd  in  vooden  pipe«  to  the  boiling-faoasM.  TiUt 
e[utnil>er,  when  ilrauied,  U  fband  to  hHve  cxtfoded  apwsJils  and  sidewayM 
bctoeen  1  anii  S  ft.;  but,  at  the  same  tiuie,  its  floor  bu  bten  couaideriblr 
r«ised  by  tins  fidlen  maleriBls  detnehad  from  the  roof  and  sides,  nnd  deposilrf 
BE  (he  bottom.  Preiioiuly  to  filling  it  atiev  villi  water,  the  stones  anS 
Tubbisfa  are  extoeleil,  the  mud  aiid  curth  are  beaten  down  tiniitj,  and,  aa  A 
fDrther  precantiau  to  prevent  the  chsJuUfr  Uakiug.  its  floor  is  covered  witll 
a  lajer  or  teiiscliius  clay,  kneaded  with  wooden  molleu,  pnd  carrfuJiy  spreid. 
oTer  it.  Bj  this  means  ench  cbunber  is  eoiiiliuiily  ueending  within  tha. 
moDDtain,  and  in  proce«  of  time  a  lower  ehamber  occupies  the  uidg  lerA, 
which  the  one  aboTe  it  held  lome  year*  before,  thoogh  the  ihickneu  of  toliC 
matter  Iwtwecn  ihea  ii  not  diminished.  When  the  chamber  is  properlv 
|ir«pared,  the  process  of  filling  it  ia  commeDccil  anew,  and  is  continued  unia 
11  Mfomes  so  large  that  there  is  danger  of  the  earth  giving  wn^ :  ii  is  Ibes 
sbandoDcd.  There  are  sometimes  30  or  40  of  those  excavations  m  one  mine, 
^ttuled  one  al>ove  the  other,  in  difllerent  stories  as  it  were ;  and  the  stranger, 
lltDngh  told  there  is  snch  a  reservoir  immediately  over  his  head,  leeks  in  vail 
for  the  least  indicatioo  of  ii  in  the  humidity  of  the  roof  of  the  chamber  ii 
whicli  he  lutppens  to  be.  When  two  ehauibers  approach  so  Dear  that  tha 
division  between  them  threatens  to  give  way,  it  is  iieceEsary  to  check  their 
fiirther  horiwotal  extension  by  pnddling  the  sides  with  clay,  or  eveu  by 
building  vast  partition-walls  or  dykes.  It  sometimes,  indeed,  happens  that 
the  monalain  is  traversed  by  hmd-spriuga,  which,  secretly  penetrating  tha 
strata,  loosen  it  by  degrees,  and  at  last  produce  serious  accidenla.  Very  in- 
jurions  inundations  sometimes  take  place  when  a  chamber  uneipectedlyreachM. 
dajigerouE  ground,  where  the  water  cannot  be  held  within  bonnda.  The  nt^ 
then  gives  way,  bringing  destruction  upon  works  and  workmen.

He  is  ferried  across  in  ■ 
flat  hoat  by  one  who  would  serve  as  no  bad  representative  of  Chiron,  and 
safely  landed  outheoppneite  side  to  thread  other  passages  and  trace  his  way  out 
to  daylight.  The  rof>b  of  these  [mssug«s  are  entirely  onsupported  by  prop* 
or  pillars,  and  are  not  arched,  but  quite  flat ;  when,  therefore,  it  is  considered 
that  the  rock  composing  them  is  often  to  sui^  a«  to  crumble  at  the  touch,  bow 
vast  a  superincumbent  weight  of  the  mountain  presses  npon  them,  and  that  ihef 
are  sometimes  ftt>m  500  to  COO  yards  in  circumference,  it  is  wonderful  that 
accidents  are  not  more  frequent. 

These  mines  are  open  to  visitors,  and  they  are  provided  with  guides  and 
dresses.  English  travellers  should  on  no  acconnt  omit  to  visit  them.  In 
BOroe  tlie  mode  of  descent  is  novel,  vis.  by  sliding  down  inclined  planed 
■omewhal  in  the  manner  of  the  Hvntagna  Rtaia.  The  visilur,  protected 
hy  a  leather  apron,  seals  himself  on  two  sloping  bars  of  wood,  and,  as  ha

A>  the  sali-Diinea  are  almost  invariably  sitaaled  high  up  on  the  mountaiiu, 
and  the  talt'PBus  or  evaporating  bouees  in  the  lalley  al  Some  diiUnce  below 
them,  ibe  bnne  is  eouveyed  in  wooden  pipes  to  the  place  vhere  it  it  tn  be 
lioiled.  If  the  Toresls  are  exhausted,  atid  tliere  is  no  supply  of  fmd  to  be  pn^ 
cured  near  Ibe  mines,  aqueducts  and  syslemi  of  pipi»  are  conslrucled  mao;^ 
miles  in  length,  with  reserrwrs  al  intervals  to  carry  ibe  brine  lo  some  spot 
where  wood  may  be  procured  in  plen^,  as  it  is  leM  difficult  and  more  economi-

I  S  95.  Salt-Works, 

The  salt-pans  and  method  ofeiBporating  the  brine  used  in  Austria  are  very 
old-flubioned  compared  with  the  improved  system  adopted  in  Eugltiud.  Tu 
word  pin  Uierany  describes  the  species  of  tray  which  is  employed;  it  is  can»> 
posed  of  small  plalo  of  iron  stoutly  riveted  together ;  it  is  alvuut  1  ft.  deepi 
and  50  or  fiO  in  circumference,  sad  is  laid  apon  a  number  of  pillars  of  Gr«.i' 
proof  brick  about  3  ft.  high,  like  those  of  a  Komau  bypocaust,  which  form 
furnace,  the  space  between  the  pillars  being  GUcd  with  fuel.  The  billels 
wood  are  skilfulljr  thrown  in  at  one  end,  and  the  current  of  air  carries 
t^ome  in  a  few  minutes  lo  the  opposite  extremity,  causing  it  to  spread 
like  a  fan  among  the  pillars,  distributing  the  heal  equally  to  all  pana.

The  fire  is  coiK 
tinned  for  a  week  or  a  fortnight  together,  day  and  night,  without  interruptioov 
the  salt  being  removed  as  fast  as  it  crystBllisei,  and  fresh  briue  introduced  tr 
supply  the  vocuily.  Al  the  end  of  thai  time  the  fire  U  eallnguished,  and  tln.^ 
pan  is  taken  out  and  sabjecled  tu  a  complete  process  of  tinkering ;  the  thick' 
crust  of  gypsum  or  calcareous  matter  which  adheres  to  its  bottom  and  sides  i% 
broken  off,  snd  the  faulty  plates  are  n'placcd  by  new.  It  is  calculated  tbil 
too  lbs,  of  saturated  water  or  brine  produce  3b  lbs,  of  soil.

It  would  indeed  be  worth  the  trouble  of  a  journey  to  a  [tuur< 
nund  merely  10  eat  the  trout.  They  are  the  lisb  bred  in  the  cold  snow-fi  ' 
riTulctl  of  the  Alps,  hmughl  from  thence  and  prepared  for  the  table  in  slew 
i.  e.  boies  perftiroted  with  holes,  sunk  in  some  running  stream.  They  0 
carefully  fed,  and  when  required  for  the  table  make  but  one  leap  from  the  cold 
water  into  the  saucepan.  They  are  brought  10  toble  either  fried,  or  simply 
boiled  in  water  and  vinegar  (blaiigesnllen),  which  gives  the  dark  bloc  colour 
to  their  coals  beautifully  spotted  with  red.  When  in  good  condition,  Iher 
have  all  the  firmness  of  the  white  of  an  egg.  The  Bsh  tank,  with  which 
every  mounlun  ian  in  Austria  ia  provided,  often  contains  salmon,  grayling, 
carp,  or  char;  they  are  fed  with  bullock's  liver  cut  in  pieces,  and  are  alwaya 
in  belter  condition  in  the  Stew  than  when  first  token :  no  one  thinks  of 
carrying  or  sending  dead  fish  for  dinner.  Chamois  venison  (Gemeflefsch), 
and  game  of  various  kinds,  including  black  cock  (,Scbi1dhahn),  and  son 
times  cock-of-llie- woods  (Auerhabu),  are  by  no  means  uncommon. 

The  KiHes  of  Aialnin  growth,  chiefly  the  produce  of  vineyards  arou 
Yienna,  are  for  the  most  pan  not  so  palatable  tu  the  English  taste  as  1 
those  of  Hungari/,  The  Vikluuer,  Kloalerueuberger,  aud  Schomlauer,  1 
reputed  10  be  the  best  Austrian  wines;  whilst  aniougst  those  of  Hungary, 
the  Kusiler  and  the  Nessmiihler  arc  good  white  wines,  and  the  OfneT  and 
AdeUberger  good  red  wines. 

The  /nis  in  large  towns  are  prelty  nearly  alike  in  nil  parts  of  Germany  ;  bnt 
those  in  tbe  remote  parts  of  Austria,  among  the  mountains,  display  some  pecu* 
liorilies  worth  notice.  On  arriving  at  the  post-hoase  or  inn,  the  new  comer, 
must  not  expect  lo  be  nshered  in  by  a  Irim  waiter  with  napkin  locked  andeT 
his  arm.  He  will  most  probably  have  to  find  his  own  way,  under  a  low  arch- 
way, by  a  passage  which,  though  boarded,  serves  fbr  the  ingress  and  egress  of' 
fee  and  carnages,  lo  the  public  room,  or  Guslstube,  generally  a  low  aport- 
t,  with  vaulted  roof,  supported  on  amssive  buttresses;  at  the  door  he  will

kept  us  clean  and  white  as  ivory.  Suversl  intelligent  peasants  will  usubII^ 
be  seen  seated  over  their  beer,  contuned  in  hngc  bcer-glas^eB  with  pewler 
lids,  and  euiteloped  iu  the  smoke  from  their  long  pipes,  formed  of  cheny- 
irood  «letns  with  capacious  pareehun  bowls.  In  the  corner  alands  tn  aa- 
irieldj'  sloTe,  the  general  point  of  attractloD  ia  cold  weather.  If  the  sirauger, 
ID  tenrch  of  some  member  of  the  eslnblishmeut,  extend  hit  researches,  he 
latj  perliBps  find  his  way  into  the  kilclien,  in  the  centre  of  which,  below 
k  gapjog  clUDuiey,  is  a  raiicd  platform  paved  with  stones  ail  scorched  and 
black.      UpoD  this  culinary  altar  a  wood  fire  is  blazing,  over  it  Imngs  k 

»oiildroii,  while  around  it,  if  il  be  near  noon,  theaiunl  diunet^hour,  2  or  3  busj. 
Amales  will  be  asaemtitcd,  each  lending  tome  deparlmeol  of  cookery,  and  tiM 
huy  to  notice  the  stranger.  It  is  however  to  be  hoped  that  by  this  time  the 
■XellHtrin  (.female  waiter)  will  have  made  her  appearance.  She  is  a  basiling, 
active  damsel  (oAen  the  landlord's  duuabter),  with  ruddy  cheeks,  and  a  good< 
IlnmoD[«d  smile  for  everybodv,  very  tnmly  dressed,  and  bearing  about  her  tht 
symbols  of  her  office,  a  bunch  of  keys  on  one  side,  and  a  large  leathern  piir«» 
on  the  other.  Through  her  active  mediation  the  traveller's  wants  (provided 
they  are  not  extravagant;  are  soon  attended  to,  and  b  half  an  hour  the  trout 
sod  chamois  are  smoking  on  the  board,  and,  with  the  never-failing  friendly 
■alulaliuu  of  ''  I  wish  vou  a  good  appetite,"  he  is  invited  to  commence  hia 
repast.  Sometimes  mine  host  himself  appears  and  seals  himself  by  tha 
straagar's  side,  as  it  would  be  considered  rude  to  leave  him  alone  during 
dinner  in  this  country — a  piece  of  old-fashioned  politeness  which  an  EJiglishman, 
if  not  prepared  for  it,  might  call  impertinence.  As  he  risen  from  table,  the 
guest  is  probably  wished  ■  "  good  digestion  -, "  and  for  the  douceur  of  a 
lO-Kreuier  piece  when  settling  his  hill,  the  Kellnerin  will  smother  his  hand 
with  kisses — for  heiv  [he  expression  "  I  kiseyourhand,"in  return  for  a  favour, 
it  not  confined  to  the  word,  but  is  foUoned  by  the  act;  and  as  he  leaves  the 
honae  a  hearty  f;ree(ing  of  "  iiliaklkhi  JItitf!  tmm  the  whole  household,  will 
ftillDW  his  departing  steps,  provided  he  has  conducted  himaelf  properly. 

The  hospilable  welcome  which  the  traveller  receives  at  the  country  inns  in 
Aostria  resembles  more  ibe  welcome  of  a  friend  than  the  ordinary  entertain- 
ment of  a  paasiug  guest ;  there  aeenis  an  aniiout  and  disiuterelted  study  on  Ihs- 
Clrt  of  the  inmates  to  make  the  slmiiger  comfortable,  and  not  to  eonlri- 
ow  to  get  the  most  out  of  him,  as  in  Switzerland.     Still  there  is  no  criogii 
nor  obBi'quiousiiefis,  atid  the  traveller  must  not  return  the  attempts  made 
plea«e  him  with  complaints  or  disEalii, faction,  else  there  is  a  chance  of  hie 
being  left  supperlest;.     He  must,  moreover,  not  entertain  exagRGiated  expecta- 
tions  of  an  Austrian  larder  ;  and  he  sliould  even  be  prepared  to  put  up  with 
tlieineoovcnienceaofaGermanbed.  (§30.) 

The  bedrooma,  it  is  true,  will  often  be  found  deficient  in  convenience,  and

Salzburg  (Juvavia  of  the  Romans, 
destroyed  by  Attila),  18,500  luhub., 
is  most  picturesquely  situated  on  the  [ 
Salza,  at  the    base  of  2   precipitous  > 
heights  of  breccia.      Through   these  | 
the  river    seems  to  have   forced   its 
way;    it  rushes  past  the  town  with  i 
the  spee<I  of  a  torrent ;  and  its  stream 
is  ffenerally  discoloured  by  the  rains  I 
and  snows  of  the  neighbouring  Alps, 
finom  which  it  is  fed.    The  height  on  ! 
the  L  bank  is  crowned  by  the  castle, 
prondly  overlooking  the  town ;  that  on 
the  rt,  J$  named  oner  a  Capuchin  con- 


vent which  stands  on  its  summit. 
Wilkie  says  of  Salzburg,  "  it  is  E<lin- 
burgh  Castle  and  the  Old  Town 
brought  within  the  clifis  of  the 
Trosachs,  and  watered  by  a  river  like 
the  Tay."  The  town  itself  is  dull, 
hut  it  is  hardly  possible  to  exaggerate 
the  romantic  beauty  of  the  district. 
It  is  half  encircled  by  the  chain  of 
Noric  or  Salzburg  Alps,  which  here 
first  sink  down  into  the  plain  and 
open  out  their  arms  to  allow  the  Salza 
t(>  pass  out  and  join  the  Danube. 
The  transition  from  mountain  to 
plain;  the  various  hilly  ridges  risins 
tier  above  tier  till  they  are  overtopped 
by  some  snow-clad  giant  of  the  main 
chain  of  the  Alps;  the  river  wind- 
ing through  green  meadows,  and  gar- 
dens, dotted  with  villas  and  cottages ; 
with  the  picturesque  town  and  castle 
for  a  foreground ; —  all  contribute  to- 
wards the  charms  and  variety  of  the 
surrounding  scenery,  which  cannot  fail 
to  afford  the  lover  of  nature  fresh  enjoy- 
ment for  many  days  in  succession. 

A  steep  ascent  leads  from  the 
Capitalplatz,  or  from  St.  Peter's  ch.- 
yard,  to  the  Castle ^  or  Hohensalzburg 
(entrance  fee  20  krs.),  an  irregular 
feudal  citadel,  on  the  summit  of  a 
rock  commanding  the  town  and  sur- 
rounding country,  founded  in  the 
nth  centy.  It  was,  during  the  un- 
quiet period  of  the  middle  ages,  the 
residence  of  the  Archbishops,  and  in 
after  times  served  them  as  a  place 
of  refuge  from  foreign  foes  or  rebel- 
lious subjects.  The  Archbishops  of 
Salzburg  anciently  combined  with  their 
ecclesiastical  rank  the  dignity  of 
princes  of  the  German  empire.  They 
were  temporal  sovereigns  of  a  territory 
including  a  Pop.  of  200,000  souls,  from 
which  they  derived  a  revenue  exceed-

Adjoining  it  is  a  small  cabinet  in 
which  Wo(f  Diederich,  Archbp.  of 
8ilxbai]K,  was  imprisoned;  the  cause 
of  hb  imprisonment  is  said  to  have 
beeo  that  of  having  taken  to  liim- 
■elf  a  wife  1  In  a  square  tower  at 
the  extreme  angle  of  the  castle  is 
shown  the  Torture  Chamber.  The  rack 
bj  which  the  victim  was  nused  to  the 
rooC  And  then  allowed  to  fall  with 
weights  of  150  lbs.  attached  to  his  feet 
(see  Ratisbon.R.  1 68  ),and  the  oubliette, 
or  tnp-door  leading  to  a  lower  and  more 
teniblednngeon,  still  remain.  It  is  not 
improbable  that  the  poor  Protestants 
were  often  the  victims  of  this  111- 
omened  chamber,  since  the  archbishops 
in  the  18th  cent^.  were  merciless  per- 
secutors of  their  subjects  who  had 
adopted  the  Reformed  doctrines,  and 
who  were  at  length,  in  1 727-32.  driven 
MMmjt  to  the  number  of  30,000,  from 
their  native  land.  The  view  from  the 
upper  ffalleries  of  the  castle,  and  from 
the  balcony  of  the  Gerichtsihurm,  is 
"very  fine,  but  is  perhaps  surpassed  by 
that  from  the 

MSnMberfff  a  continnation  of  the 
Tidge  on  which  the  castle  stands,  sur- 
roanded  on  three  sides  by  escarped 
walls  of  rock,  and  approachable  only 
by  flights  of  stone  stairs  and  winding 
paths.  The  most  immediate  access 
IS  fVom  the  street  leading  up  from  the 
iKTidge.  The  platform  or  table-land  on 
its  summit  is  laid  out  in  fields  and 
pleasure-grounds;  and  at  every  step 
through  uie  openings  of  the  trees  the 
most  exquisite  prospect  expands  to 
Tiew  over  town  and  castle,  as  well  as 
orer  the  distant  mountains. 

This  natural  rampart  of  rock  has 
been  pierced  through  by  a  tunnel  or 
archway  called  Das  Nene  Thor,  It  was 
oonstructed  by  Abp.  Sigismund  von 
Sehrattenbach  (1767),  whose  bust  is 
placed  above  the  entrance,  with  the 
motto^  "Te  saxa  loquuntur."  It  is 
4l5  ft.  long,  22  ft  broad,  and  39  ft.  high. 
It  is  driven  through  the  sandstone 
breeoa  (Nagelflue),  of  which  the  hill 
Js  fturtijr  composed.     Falls  of  rock 


from  the  Mimchbcrg  have  sometimes 
been  very  fatal  to  the  town :  a  church, 
convent,  and  many  houses,  and  300 
pcn«ons,  were  destroyed  in  this  way  in 
1669. 

Near  this  is  the  Summer  Jtiding" 
School  of  the  archbishops,  with  three 
galleries  for  spectators  hewn  out  of  the 
solid  rock  ;  and  not  far  off,  their  stable 
(Marstall),  built  1607,  by  Archb.  Wolf 
Dietrich,  for  130  horses,  now  a  cavalry 
barrack.  The  houses  of  the  quarter  of 
the  town  nearest  to  the  Mdnchsberg 
are  built  close  under  the  cliffs,  which, 
from  a  peculiarity  of  the  structure  of 
the  rock,  are  liable  to  precipitate  large 
masses  from  their  sides.  In  1669  a 
church,  convent,  and  13  houses  were 
overwhelmed  by  a  landslip :  and  300 
persons,  most  of  whom  had  repaired  to 
the  spot  to  render  assistance  on  the 
first  alarm,  were  buried  alive  by  the 
fall  of  a  second  and  larger  mass  of 
rock. 

A  cell,  said  to  have  been  cut  in  the 
rock  by  St.  Kupert,  on  his  arrival  at 
Juvavia,  or,  according  to  another 
legend,  by  a  St.  Maximus,  when  the 
city  was  taken  by  the  Huns,  and  which 
is  now  enclosed  within  St.  Giles's 
chapel  (iEgidius  Kapelle),  is  still 
pointed  out  in  the  singular  Cemetery 
at  the  back  of  St.  Teter^a  Churchy 
b.  1 1 27)  which  is  besides  remarkable 
or  the  number  of  ancient  and  quaint 
monuments  it  contains,  some  of  them 
being  as  old  as  the  14th  centy. 
Among  the  treasures  of  this  church 
are  several  ancient  works  of  art — 
as  a  crozier  (pastoral)  richly  deco- 
rated, dating  from  1087,  and  an  old 
silver  cup  (ciborium),  dating  from  the 
time  when  the  sacrament  was  deli- 
vered in  both  kinds  to  the  laity. 
Within  the  church  is  also  the  tomb  of 
St.  Kupert,  who  is  said  to  have  founded 
the  vast  Benedictine  Abbey  attached  to 
it.  Be  this  as  it  may,  it  is  miques- 
tionably  one  of  the  oldest  monastic 
establishments  of  Germany.  Its  library 
still  contains  many  typographical  trea- 
sures and  36,000  vols.  The  monastery 
also  contains  a  good  collection  of  the 
minerals  of  the  surrounding  countr}-,

The  Caihmlral  is  a  large  and  im- 
posing edifice  in  the  llalisn  style, 
and  of  some  arehilectural  merit.  It 
vas  built  by  Santino  Sulari,  from  the 
design  uf  Seamoazi,  161-1-lG^S.  It 
U  Km  tl.  long  and  loy  ft.  high.  See 
the  Bronte  Font  resting  on  «  lions  (of 
Itlh  cent,  easting).  Adjoining  it  is 
the  Beiidmt  SMiaa  of  tbe  ^rcMtsAop, 
an  extensive  edifice.  A  lively  peal  of 
chimes  snunds  from  the  tower  of  the 
Nenbau.  opposite  the  palace,  three 
times  a  day.  The  cloekworlt  plays 
13  different  tunes,  one  for  every 
month  of  the  year,  sonic  of  them  veil- 
known  airs  of  Mozart,  lu  the  Square 
iu  front  of  the  palace  is  a  ver;  elegant 
fbunloin  of  marble,  from  tlie  Uulers- 
berg.  IS  ft.  high ;  the  shell,  the  horses, 
and  Atlases  are  each  of  a  single  stone : 
it  was  made  in  IHSS, 

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  ihe 
mrohbiKhops  had  another  palace,  called 
MiralKl.  destroyed  by  fire  1818,  and 
replaaed  by  a  handsome  modem  edi- 
fice i  it  DOW  belongs  to  the  Emperor, 
hut  il  not  otherwise  remarkable.  The 
gardens  are  open  ass  pa  hi  ic  promenade. 


bank,  in  llie  comer  honse,  No.  SOT. 
the  empiric  Theophrastug  Paracel- 
sus, the  pretended  discoverer  of  the 
elixir  viiie  and  of  the  philosopher's 
stone,  died  1541.  He  had  eome  to 
SaUbargoalj  a  Air  monlha  prtivious 


to  his  dcnih.  having  wandered,  si 
his  eipuUion  IVoni  liasle,  over  n 
of  the  countries  of  Europe.

A  large  stone  gateway  in  Ihe  Uozer 
Gasse  leads  to  the  C'ipiiiirur'nrg  con- 
vent, by  a  long  flight  of  steps  con- 
ducting to  the  summit.  Along  these 
steps  is  armngedaseries  of  statues  (Vik 
Dulorosa),  the  figures  being  as  larg* 
aslife.  There  is  nothing  wonb  seeing 
in  the  cnuvent,  but  the  views  fnlln  the' 
grounds  are  very  line.  On  the  top  of 
the  bill  is  the  much'frcqnenled  Frati- 
ciici-Sshieail  (with  a  eaf^J,  and  from  it 
extends  a  glorious  view,  not  unlike 
that  from  the  Miiuchsberg.  A  siill 
more  striking  view  is  that  obtaintttl 
from  the  so-called  Stnillplati.  It 
extends  over  the  town  and  castle  to 
the  colossal  masses  of  the  Untctsl<erg 
((i4SS  ft.),  noted  for  its  eavemi, 
and,  according  to  legend,  holding  in 
them  the  Emperors  Charlemagne  and. 
Friedrleh  Barbarossa  in  a  mapc  nleep.. 
Near  it  is  tlie  Hohe-tiull  (Snuo  It.), 
embracing  the  windings  of  the  Balza^ 
alniDBt  from  the  point  where  it  issue!, 
out  of   the   mouiitaic-pasi  of  Lueg, 

A'nci'mwi,— The  different  poinh 
view  already  enumerated  will  he  fonuii 
by  HO  meont  to  have  exhausted  tbe 
almost  cndleEs  variety  of  picturesque 
beauty  which  the  Dcighbourhood 
atfords.  Among  the  spots  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  which  the  traveller 
ought  to  visit  is  t^e  CUI^im  of  Algen, 
belonging  to  Prince  SchwantenberA 
nearly  3  m.  distant  CroSBiiig  ifis 
river  by  the  wooden  Carnline  Bridge, 
just  outside  the  Cajetan  Gale,  a  road 
up  the  I.  hauk  leads  to  it.  A  resTau- 
rant  at  the  entrance  supplies  a  guide, 
30  kr. 

The  gardens  de  nerve  the  praise 
bestowed  upon  them,  but  owe  their 
jfcculiar  chormi   to  nature.     A 
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_  to  go  and  return  costs  2  fl.  40. 
The  pedestrian  may  cross  the  Salza 
bf  A  ferry  to  Hellbninn,  and  thus 
eomlnne  the  two  excursions. 

Aigen  stands  at  the  foot  of  the 
Gaiaberff  (4SS3  ft.)  ;  ascent  in  3  hrs. 
Inn  at  the  Zistel  Aim,  700  ft.  below 
the  top.  Seven  differeut  lakes,  several 
ranges  of  grand  mountains,  and  a  large 
czpnnse  of  the  plains  of  Bavaria  and 
Austria,  are  visible  from  its  summit. 

Abont  2(  m.  S.  of  Salzburg,  on  the 
road  to  HalleiD,  is  the  chateau  of 
ffeiibnmn,  with  artificial  gardens  and 
waterworks.  Water  is  made  to  ac- 
eompUsh  every  variety  of  purpose, 
and  some  of  the  contrivances  are  very 
enriona*  Thus,  there  is  a  representa- 
tion of  a  town  in  the  full  bustle  of 
dulT  life,  all  the  figures  in  it,  as  well 
aa  the  music,  being  driven  by  water. 
So,  again,  there  are  characteristic 
grottoes,  mythological  groaps,  &c. 
These  waterworks,  as  well  as  the  cha- 
teau, were  built  by  the  Archbishop 
Marcos  Sitticus,  in  1613,  and  arc  now 
the  property  of  the  Emperor.  There 
ia  a  glorious  view  from  the  summit  of 
the  mount;  and  in  its  rear  is  a  curious 
stone  theatre,  formed  in  the  rock,  in 
which  plavs  and  operas  used  formerly 
to  be  acted. 

The  Kolowrats-Hr)hle,  a  curious  ice- 
cavern  in  the  E.  slope  of  the  Gciereck 
(discovered  1846;,  is  also  worthy  a 
Tisit.  Ascent  in  2^  hours  from 
Glanegg  to  the  Ober  Resitteralm,  and 
thence  in  )  hour  to  the  entrance. 

Another  pleasing  view  is  obtained 
fhmi  the  pilgrimage  church  of  Maria 
PUiin^  about  3  m.  from  Salzburg,  in  an 
opposite  direction. 

A  visit  to  the  Salt  Mines  of  Hitllein, 
8  m.  distant  on  the  road  to  Bad  Gastein, 
paning  the  chateau  of  Ifelibrunn  (Kte. 
800),  18  highly  interesting,  and  ought 
not  to  be  omitted.  The  best  plan  is  to 
go  by  one  bank  of  the  Salza  and  return 
oy  the  other,  crossing  the  river  by 
the  bridge  at  Hallein.  The  change  of 
■cenery  is  worth  the  ddtour,  and,  if 
time  admit,  the  ch&teau  of  Prince 
8ehwar2enl)erg,  or  even  the  Gaisberg, 
BBi^  be  riated. 


Still  more  gratifying  to  the  lover  of 
picturesque  beauties  is  the  excursion 
to  Barchtesgaden  and  the  Konigssee 
(King's  J^ke),  Rte.  199.  It  will  oc- 
cupy one  long  day  of  16  hrs.  to  visit 
them  and  return  to  Salzburg  to  sleep  ; 
or  they  may  be  visited  on  the  way  from 
Salzburg  to  Munich  (Rte.  185)  or 
Innsbruck:  at  any  rate  the  stranger 
should  not  leave  them  unseen. 


Sailway,  Salzburg  to  Linz^ 

The  mass  of  the  Cupucin  hill  inter- 
poses between  the  railroad  and  the  town 
of  Salzburg,  concealing  it  from  view 
almost  immediately  aner  quitting  its 
precincts. 

rt.  About  7  m.  from  Salzburg  lies 
the  lake  Wallersee,  of  no  great  beauty 
or  extent.  On  its  borders  stand  the 
Convent  of  Seekirchen,  where  St. 
Rupert  established  himself  before  he 
founded  Salzburg,  the  ch&teau  of  Sieg- 
hardtstein,  and  the  castle  of  Seeburg. 

28  Frankenmarkt  Stat.  A  cross 
road  leads  from  this  to  the  Attersee, 
the  largest,  but  by  no  means  the  most 
beautiful,  of  the  Salzburg  lakes. 

2j  Vocklabruck  Stat.  Unns:  Moor, 
best ;  Post),  a  village  on  the  Vockla,  a 
river  abounding  in  grayling.  There  is 
a  post-road  hence  to  Ischl,  along  the  E. 
shore  of  the  Attersee,  25  m.  Omnibus 
daily. 

Attnang  Stat.  Rail  follows  the 
valley  of  the  Agger,  another  angling 
stream.  The  Traunstein  (5537  ft.)  is 
conspicuous  from  here,  resembling 
the  profile  of  Louis  XVI.  looking  up- 
wards. 

16f  m.  Schtcannstadt  Stat.  (Tnn: 
Hirsch).  4  m.  S.,  near  Roitham,  are  the 
beautiful  Falls  of  the  Traun,  by  the  side 
of  the  Railroad  leading  into  the  Salz- 
kammergut  (Rte.  203).  They  are  well 
worth  visiting.  The  railroad  to  Linz 
runs  by  the  side  of  the  Agger,  another 
angling  stream,  which  joins  the  Trami 
near 
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7}  Lambaeh  Juncllon  Stat,  (/ntif  -  b 
Urge  and  comfortable  ioa  at  the  Itail- 
riwd  Station,  nearly  a  mile  beyond  the 
village;  SchwarzeB  Roes,  very  reason- 
able), a  lonii  of  1.300  Inhnl).,  men- 
tioned in  records  bs  early  bi  tke  Stb 
centy.  Aliove  il,  on  an  cmlni'QCe  ovel^ 
looluDg  the  Trauii,  riles  the  Etolely 
StHCilhtine  Moiuuttrg,  founded  in  the 
1 1th  cenly.,  and  celcbmled  for  the  rich 
Ubrorif  and  the  collection  of  engravings 
it  coulaiDS.  There  are  also  some  old 
Gcmuin  paintings.  In  the  cliurch  are 
9  ullaqiiecea  by  Siiflnirt.  About  1 
m.  from  Lambach,  on  lh«  opposite  side 
of  the  Tranu,  is  the  fdnguhir  Churdt  o/ 
Bitura,  dedicated  to  the  Trinity,  and 
in  conseqiTenoe  bnilt  in  ibe  shape  of  a 
triangle,  with  3  fronts,  3  lowers,  3 
doors,  3  windows,  3  altars,  decorated 
iritb  SiciliftD  maibla  -of  3  colours, 
baling  3  organs,  3  taeriatiei.  It  cost 
33.1,33a  fl.  and  was  Qnished  in  i;2S. 
The  Kailroad  from  Vienna  to  the 
SiilikanmiTiiat,  and  the  Fulls  of  the 
Traiin,  about  7  in.  difltaut,  turns  olF 
at  Lambach  (Kle,  2U3).  The  moun- 
tains of  that  highly  picturesque  dis- 
trict, occupying  the  horizon  to  the  S.. 
form  a  magniHccul  feature  in  all  the 
views  from  the  high  road.  The  Tranu - 
■tein,  the  most  couspicunus  anliing 
Uiem,  is  said  to  form  by  its  oiilliue  a 
bnriionlal  profile  of  the  &cii  of  Louis 
XVI.  looking  upwards. 

The  Railroad  to  Lini  crosses  the 
Traun  at  Ijimbach.  It  runs  for  aoroe 
distance)  along  the  1.  bank  of  the 
Traun.  It  passes  the  chateau  of  Licb- 
lenegg,  and  soon  after  enters  a  suburb 
ofWeis.

The  It.  bank  of  the  Danube  from 
the  Inn  (CEnus)  to  Mous  Cetius  (the 
Kahlenberg)  formed  the  boundary-line 
of  the  Roman  province  Aortcr/m  Hipensey 
Also  called  "Supercilium  Istri,"  the 
brow  of  the  Danube;  the  opposite 
bank  is  styled,  by  Tacitus,  Frous  Ger-

There  is  not  a  more  lovely  scene  in 
the  whole  course  of  the  Danube  than 
that  which  the  traveller  looks  back 
upon  after  quitting  the  quay  at  Passau, 
and  passing  the  sharp  angle  of  the  pro- 
montory in  front  of  which  the  Inn  and 
Danube  meet.  The  two  noble  vistas 
Ibrmed  by  the  Inn  and  Danube,  up 
which  the  view  extends  to  a  consider- 
able ^stance,  divide  the  town  itself 
into  three  clusters  of  buildings.  On 
the  1.  rises  the  double-towered  church 
of  Mariidiilf,  aud  oh  the  rt.  the  feudal 
towen  and  straggling  battlements  of 
the  fortress  Oberhaus  sweep  down  the 
rock  to  the  junction  of  the  Danube  and 
Uack  Ilz.  For  nearly  2  m.  the  1. 
bank  is  lined  with  piles  of  trunks  of 
trees,  which  have  been  floated  down  the 
111  from  the  Bohemian  mountains,  aud 


arc  collected  here  in  readiness  to  1 
transj)orted  to  Vi<'nna.  The  first  bei: 
of  the  river  that  hi<les  Passau  fro: 
view  presents  an  extraordinary  chanj 
of  scene ;  in  an  instant  you  are  trau 
ported  into  the  middle  of  a  silent  sol 
tude  far  removed  to  all  appearan< 
from  the  city's  busy  hum,  aud  su 
rounded  on  all  sides  by  steep  mouutaii 
clad  with  dark  woods.  The  river  sprca* 
itself  out  into  the  dimensions  of  a  lak 
within  a  well- wooded  amphitheatre  < 
hills,  which  so  close  it  in  on  all  sid< 
that  for  some  time  it  appears  uncerta: 
in  which  direction  it  is  destined  to  fii 
exit.  Here  and  there  sequestered  r 
vines,  with  cottages  or  small  villag 
nestling  in  the  mouth  of  them,  are  di 
closed  to  view. 

Below  Passau  the  rt.  bank  of  tl 
Danube  is  Austrian,  the  1.  Bavaria: 
as  far  as  Eugelhardzell.

Below  this  commences  an  archipe- 
lago of  islands.  The  channel  of  the 
dver  between  them  is  constantly 
ebamaed  by  moving  banks  of  sand  and 
graTd,  so  that  the  navigation  here- 
alioata  is  intricate  in  the  extreme. 

It.  Efferding,  a  village  on  the  post- 
toad  (Rte.  195),  about  \h  m.  from 
the  river.  It  was  here  that  Pappen- 
Wim  defeated  the  rebellious  peasants, 
JOOO  of  whom  were  slain.  (See  Rte. 
IM.) 

1.  Ottensheim,  a  village  nearly  op- 
ponte. 

rt  The  Bernardino  Convent  of 
Wilhering,  built  for  the  most  part  since 
the  fire  in  1733,  also  on  the  post-road. 

The  Danube  now  appears  to  cut 
flmmgh  a  chain  of  mountains  which 
deeeend  to  the  water's  edge  in  nearly 
vartiueal  clif&.    The  approach  to  Linz 


is  announced,  even  before  the  town 
itself  appears  in  view,  by  the  round 
towers  of  the  fortification,  and  by  two 
stout  loopholed  walls  of  masonry  de- 
scending the  steep  bank  on  both  sides, 
and  serving  to  defend  this  approach  to 
the  town. 

1.  The  church  on  the  summit  of 
the  Postlingberg  is  conppicuous  above 
other  objects,  and  from  a  con- 
siderable distance.  Soon  after  the 
wooden  bridge  appears  in  sight,  Linz 
itself,  with  &e  castle  on  a  high  rock 
overlooking  the  river,  and

THE  DANI7BE  (d). — LINZ  TO  VIENNA. 

•ii*  For  preliminary  information  see 
Rtes.  175  and  180.   Lmz  is  in  Rte.  198. 

Steamboats  every  day  between  Linz 
and  Vienna — call  at  Grein,  Yps,  Pech- 
1am,  Molk,  and  Stein.  Distance  by 
the  river,  126  Eng.  m.  Fares,  1st 
cabin,  6  fl.  Miinz ;  2nd,  4  fl. ;  Srd,  3  fl. 
Return  Tickets  9  fl.  and  6  fl.  The 
steamers  descend  in  8  brs.,  and  ascend 
in  18  or  19.  They  are  provided  with 
a  separate  cabin  for  ladies.  Table- 
d'bote  on  board.  In  1871  a  steamer 
left  Linz  at  8  a.m.,  but  see  the  Com- 
pany's Time-Tables. 

The  scenery  of  this  part  of  the 
Danube  is  highlv  interesting,  espe- 
cially in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  cele- 
brated Strudel  and  Wirbel,  at  Molk, 
and  at  Diirrenstein. 

The  first  part  of  the  voya^  fi*om 
Linz  is  duU,  the  banks  of  the  nver  be- 
ing flat,  and  for  some  distance  scarcelv 
any  place  of  note  or  interest  is  passed. 
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The  Danube  is  divided  by  willow-clad 
islands  and  b^ls  of  bare  grayel  into  so 
many  anns  that  none  bat  a  skilfiil 
boa^nan  can  choose  the  right  course. 
1.  Stejeregg  lies  concealed  behind 
a  wooded  island ;  its  castle,  partly  in 
ruins,  above  the  village,  alone  is  visible 
from  the  water. 

rt.  Nearly  opposite  it  the  river 
Trann  pours  its  b^vl-green  waters  into 
the  Danube,  and  flows  onwards  for  a 
considerable  distance  without  inter- 
mingling with  the  muddy  flood  of  the 
main  river.  Ziselau,  at  its  month,  is 
the  port  for  the  salt-vessels  fromGmon- 
dea,  Hallstadt,  &c.  About  8  m.  up 
the  Traun  lies  Ebelsberg  (Rte.  198). 

Below  Lius  2  railway  bridges  cross 
the  Danube;  one  connecting  the  Bud- 
weis  line  with  that  to  Vienna  and 
GmUnden,  the  other  a  branch  between 
Budweis  and  Eniis. 

rt.  The  Monastery  of  St.  Florian 
and  the  square  ch&teau  of  Tillysburg, 
with  its  4  comer  turrets,  may  be  du- 
oemed  above  Uie  trees  in  the  distance. 
(Rte.  198,  pp.  196-7).  On  an  island  in 
the  middle  of  the  stream  is  planted  the 
Castle  of  Spielberg,  near  a  dangerous 
rapid  called  Sauriissel.  Its  owners, 
robber-knigtits,  profited  by  its  situation 
to  attack  all  vessels  just  as  the  crews 
were  occupied  with  the  dangers  of  the 
navigation. 

1.  Mauthhausen,  a  village  and  salt 
depdt,  lies  opposite  the  mouth  of  the 
river  Enns.  The  town  was  burned  by 
the  Emp.  Barbarossa,  because  its  in- 
habitants exacted  toll  from  the  pil- 
grims who  passed  down  the  Danube  on 
their  way  to  join  the  third  Crusade. 

rt.  The  high  tower  of  the  town  of 
Enns  18  visible  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tanc-e  ( Rte.  1 98 ).  One  of  the  stations  of 
the  Roman  fleet  appointed  to  watch 
and  guard  the  Danube  was  Lauriacum, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Enns.  This  river 
divides  Upper  from  Lower  Austria. 
The  &11  of  the  Danube  from  this  to 
the  frontier  of  Hungary  amounts  to 
31 8  ft.,  or  10  ft.  in  a  Germ.  m. 

rt.  The  Castle  of  Nieder-Walsee, 
with  its  tall  square  tower,  attached  to 
a  modem  ch&teau  and  massive  round 
keep,  is  the  first  object  of  interest  which 
presents  itself  at  the  river-nde.    It 


stands  on  a  rock,  round  which  the 
current  roars  and  rushes  with  great 
impetuosity.  It  once  belonged  to  Field- 
Marshal  ENiun,  the  antagonist  of  Fre- 
derick the  Great,  sometimes  called  the 
Austrian  Fabius. 

Below  this  the  river,  after  making 
a  sudden  bend,  again  approaches  the 
mountains  near  Ardagger,  and  enters 
a  very  picturesque  defile,  in  the  midst 
of  which  lies  the  poor  village  of 

1.  Grein,  surmounted  by  the  castle 
of  Greinberg,  both  belonging  to  the 
Duke  of  ^aze-Coburg.  Below  Grein 
the  river  bursts  through  the  granitic 
chain  of  lulls,  and  a  n^id  callra  Grei- 
ner  Schwall  is  passed.  From  this  the 
gorge  rapidly  contracts,  till  the  river- 
bed is  but  a  quarter  of  its  fi^rmer  width, 
and  the  mountains  on  each  side  gradu- 
ally become  higher,  until,  in  the  im- 
maliate  vidnity  of  the  Strudel  and 
Wirbel,  the  grandest  objects  in  the 
composition  of  a  landscape  are  con- 
centrated^forests  feathering  down 
from  the  mountain-tops  to  the  water's- 
edge,  dark  and  gloomy  in  summer,  in 
autumn  enliven^  with  tinges  of  yellow, 
red,  and  russet  brown ;  3  or  4  pictu- 
resque castles  in  view  at  once ;  and  a 
river,  at  one  moment  dark  and  deep, 
at  another  white  and  foaming  over 
rocks :  so  that  this  spot  yields  to  no 
other  scene  in  the  whole  course  of  the 
Danube,  except  the  famous  pass  be- 
tween Orsova  and  the  Iron  Gate  on 
the  borders  of  Hungary  and  Wallachia 
(Rte.  284). 

About  li  m.  below  Grein  the  pent- 
up  river  is  met  by  a  rocky  island, 
called  Werth,  on  which  is  the  ruined 
castle  of  Werfenstein.  The  highest 
point  of  the  island,  a  bold  precipitons 
rock,  is  crowned  by  the  old  watch-tower 
of  the  castle  and  a  large  stone  crucifix. 
Opposite,  on  the 

1.  is  the  village  of  Struden,  with 
the  ruins  of  a  castle  of  the  same  name. 

Worth  island  divides  the  river  into 
two  arms;  the  southern  arm  is  too 
shallow,  even  when  the  river  is  high, 
for  the  passage  of  barges ;  the  northern 
arm  has  3  currents  caused  by  2  parallel 
reefs  of  rocks  only  visible  when  the 
river  is  low.  The  outer  current,  called 
the    Wiidwasaer,  has    too   tortuous    a 
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ooane  along  the  1.  bank  of  the  tiver 
to  be  navigated  without  danger:  the 
middle  current,  called  the  Wiidriss,  is 
the  best  passage  when  the  river  is  high : 
the  inner  current,  called  the  Stntdelf 
which  runs  along  Werth  island,  is  the 
usual  passage  for  steamers  and  i)arges. 
The  dangerous  part  of  the  Striulel  is, 
or  rather  uxu,  a  rapid  from  SO  to  40 
ft.  broad  and  500  It.  in  length,  with 
a  fall  of  about  3  ft.  In  the  last  cen- 
tury scarcely  a  year  passed  without 
baizes  being  lost  in  it,  but  in  1778 
operations  were  commenced  for  im- 
proving the  bed  of  the  river,  and  were 
continued  at  intervals  until  1845,  in 
the  spring  of  which  vear,  the  river 
being  unusuallv  low,  skilful  engineers 
were  employea  in  blasting  the  few 
rocks  that  still  caused  any  serious  im- 
pediment to  the  navigation.  The  Stru^ 
dei  has  thus  been  deprived  both  of  its 
terrors  and  of  its  romance,  and  is  now 
pawed  without  the  slightest  difficulty 
or  danger,  only  passengers  are  re- 
quested to  keep  their  seats. 

About  f  m.  below  the  Strudel,  a 
hold  rock,  the  Hausstein,  crowned  also 
hy  an  old  watch-tower,  rises  out  of  the 
middle  of  the  river.  Between  this  rock 
and  the  Strudel  there  was  formerly  a 
dangerous  whirlpool,  called  the  W%A>€l, 
caused  by  the  rapid  currents  of  the 
river  meeting  below  Werth  island  and 
being  deflected  by  the  Hausstein.  It 
was  50  ft.  in  diameter,  with  a  funnel 
m  the  centre  about  4  ft.  deep.  The 
Strudel  and  Wirbel  were  the  Scylla  and 
Charybdis  of  the  Danubian  boatmen. 
No  sooner  was  the  latter  passed  than 
a  small  boat  used  to  put  ofif  from  the 
1.  bank,  near  the  village  of  St.  Nicho- 
las, bearing  on  its  prow  the  image  of 
the  Virgin,  and  inscribed  with  the 
words,  "  for  your  preservation,"  and 
rowed  by  one  who  carried  an  alms-box, 
into  which  most  persona  dropped  a 
trifle. 

The  phenomenon  of  the  whirlpool 
was  accounted  for  by  ancient  g:eogra- 
phers,  and  among  them  by  Sebastian 
Munster,  in  a  manner  which  will  ap- 
pear absurd  in  the  present  day.  They 
uiagined  a  bottomless  hole  in  the  bed 
of  thie  river,  which  swallowed  up  every- 
^ung  thivwzz  into  it    Another  theoiy 


supposed  that  the  waters  of  the  Danube 
here  found  a  subterranean  passage  into 
the  Lake  of  Neusiedel,  some  hundred 
m.  o£f  in  Hungary.  Not  fewer  than  5 
castles  lined  this  dangerous  part  of 
the  river,  within  a  few  hundred  yards 
of  each  other,  and  were  once  occupied 
by  robber-knights  and  fresh-water 
wreckers,  attracted  by  a  position  so 
advantageous  to  their  trade.  Several 
of  these  were  destroyed  by  Rudolph  of 
Habsburg,  but  robber-knights  con- 
tinued to  have  strongholds  on  the 
Danube,  as  well  as  in  most  parts  of 
Germany,  until  the  reign  of  the  Em- 
peror Maximilian  I.,  when  they  were 
finally  extirpated.  Many  dismal  le- 
gends are  connected  with  these  castles. 
A  tower  which  stood  on  the  Langen- 
stein  has  been  haunted  since  the  llth 
century  by  the  Black  Monk!  The 
Austrian  engineers  have  destroyed  the 
Wirhel  as  etfectually  as  Kudolph  and 
Maximilian  destroyed  the  Rauhrittem  ; 
the  only  signs  of  a  whirlpool  at  present 
being  the  rapid  and  somewhat  tumul- 
tuous and  eddying  course  of  the  river 
until  the  steamer  has  passed  the  Haus- 
stein. 

The  ravine  continues  for  a  consider- 
able distance,  and  the  river  flows 
through  it  with  a  deep  and  steady 
current. 

1.  In  the  gorge  of  a  mountain  stands 
the  round  tower  of  Sarmingstein. 

rt.  The  summit  of  a  high  hill  is 
crowned  by  the  ruins  of  Freienstein, 
formerly  the  stronghold  of  one  of  the 
robber-knights.  At  the  foot  of  this  hill 
are  the  granite-quarries  from  which 
Vienna  is  supplied  with  paving-stones. 
At  length  the  hills  begin  to  sink  and 
recede,  and  a  more  open  country  ap- 
pears in  view  near  the  Ch&teau  of 

1.  Persenbeug,  a  favourite  summer 
retreat  of  the  late  Emp.  Francis.  A 
castle  has  stood  here  from  very  ancient 
times,  but,  excepting  a  part  of  the 
foundations,  the  existing  edifice  is  not 
older  than  1617.  It  has  a  pretty  garden, 
rt.  Nearly  a  mile  below  it  is  the 
village  of  Ips  (Pons  Isidis  of  the  Ro- 
mans?), surrounded  with  old  walls 
and  high  towers.

IlconsisTsofSseparatecourUl 
I'be  upper  and  older  coslle  is  of  ver^ 
"  ■  itiquity,  dating  from  ihe  da^a 
Babenberg  dukes  of  Ji——* 
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(11th  and  I2th  centuries);  the  lower 
Ibrtress  bears  the  date  1426.  Tradition 
relates  that  this  fastness  belonged  to  a 
knightly  marauder  named  Schrecken- 
walcU  who  was  in  the  habit  of  precipi- 
tating bis  prisoners  through  a  trap-door 
into  an  abyss  beneath,  called  by  him, 
in  irony, "  the  bed  of  roses."  A  worthy 
Ibllower  of  this  tyrant,  in  the  posses- 
rion  of  the  castle,  was  Hadmar  von 
Kaenring,  who,  with  his  brother,  plied 
the  profession  of  robbery  so  success- 
fully and  cruelly  that  they  became  the 
terror  of  the  surrounding  country,  and 
sained  the  nickname  of  **  the  Hounds/' 
They  at  length  ventured  to  beard  the 
young  Duke  of  Austria,  Frederick  II., 
and  carried  off  his  great  seal  and  troa- 
aary  into  one  of  their  strongholds,  of 
"which  they  possessed  10,  nicknamed 
by  them  their  10  fingers.     Koused  by 
this,  the  Duke  collected  his  followers, 
and  captured  by  assault   one    castle 
after  another,  excepting  Diirrenstein 
and  Aggstein,  which  for  some  time 
bade  defiance  to  all  assaults  to  take 
them.    They  were  at  last  mastered  by 
a  merchant  named  Kudiger,  a  prot<5gc 
and  confidant  of  the  Duke,  who,  being 
obliged  to  pass  their  castle  with  a  richly- 
Alighted  vessel,  concealed  among  the 
eargo  30  stalwart  men-at-arms,  selected 
for  their  strength  and  courage.  As  soon 
as  the  barge  was  discenie<i  from  the 
watch-tower  of  Aggstein  the  dreaded 
alarm-horn  was  blown  from  the  battle- 
ments,   and   the  bell  on  the   highest 
tower    repeated    the    intelligence    of 
booty.     Uadmar  put  off  with  his  fol- 
lowers to  pillage  it  as  usual;  but  no 
sooner  did  he  set  foot  on  board  than 
be  was  seized  by  his  ambushed  foes, 
bound,  and  carried  off  as  prisoner  to 
the  Emperor.   Aggstein  is  said  to  have 
been  for  a  short  time   the  prison  of 
Bichard  Coeur-de-Lion,  and  with  some 
probability,  since  it,  as  well  as  Diirren- 
stein, belonged  to  Hadmar,  his  jailer. 
Excepting  the  Devil's  Wall,  a  natural 
dyke  projecting  al)Ove  the  other  rocks

prison  of  Richard  Ccenr-de  Lion,  now 
reduced  to  a  mass  of  shattered  masonry, 
except  the  square  donjon-keep,  and 
several  long  lines  of  batilemeute<l  walls 
stretching  down  from  the  top  of  the  hill 
to  the  water's  edge,  which  have  escaped 
demolition.     It  stands  on  the  highest 
ridge  of  a  hill,  fissured   with   clefts, 
bristling  with    pointed    pinnacles  of 
granite,  and  so  destitute  of  vegetation 
that  it  is  difficult  to  distinguish  the 
ruins  from  the  rock  which  supports 
them,  until  the  dark  fir-woods,  nsing 
up  behind,  give  relief  to  the  building. 
This  grand  but  desolate  spot  receives 
peculiar  interest   from  its  connexion 
with  Kichard,  who  is  believed  to  have 
been  imprisoned  here  for  15  months, 
in  1192-1193,  by  Leopold  of  Austria. 
(But  see  Diirrenstein,   in   Rte.  250.) 
The  story  is  not  founded  on  tradition 
alone,  since  it  is  recorded  by  the  chro- 
niclers that  he  was  delivered  over  to 
the  custody  of  Hadmar  of  Kuenring, 
at  Tymstein  (the  old  form  of  spelling 
Diirrenstein),  and  was  guarded  by  him 
with  the  utmost  strictness.    Whether 
this  was  also  tlie  scene  of  the  faithful 
Blondel's  successful  minstrelsy  cannot 
be  determined;  but  it  is  more  likely 
that  the  incident  of  the  troubailour's 
serenade  occurred  at  Trifels,  the  prison 
to  which  Kichard  was  afterwards  re- 
moved. (  See  IlandlMJok  fur  N.  Gcrnvint/, 
Kte.  104.)     A  chamber  hewn  in  the 
rock  is  pointed  out  as  his  actual  place 
of  confinement,  but  for  this  there  is  no 
authority ;  the  real  dungeon  is  proba- 
bly destroyed.  The  castle  was  re<luced 
to  ruins  by  the  Swedes,  who  first  forti- 
fied it,  and  afterwards,  in  1645,  blew 
it  up.    At  the  foot  of  the  rock  stands 
the  small  village  of  Diirrenstein,  still 
surrounded  by  partly  ruined  walls,  and 
entered  by  antique  gateways.     The 
Parish  Church  contains  an  elaborately 
carved  Tabernacle ;  here  also  is  pre- 
served a  list  of  a  small  body  of  the 
townsfolk,  who,  in  1741,  repulsed  a 
large  force  of  French  and  Bavarians, 
by  means  of  a  number  of  water-pipes, 
cut  down  and  painte<l  to  look  like  can- 
non, which  they  planted  on  the  walls, 
assisted  in  their  operations  by  a  drum, 
which  was  vigorously  betnteatA  iacAk<^ 
\ihe   en^my   \mA;^«  >^«&  ^^^mcj^ 
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.  stroDffly  ^rrisoned.  The  Austrians 
and  Russians,  under  Kutusow,  were 
defeated  here  by  the  French,  under 
Mortier,  in  1805,  after  a  severe  con- 
flict, in  which  the  Austrian  general 
(Schmidt)  was  killed.  The  ruins  of 
the  Nunttery  of  St.  Clara  are  very  pic- 
turesque. In  the  midst  of  them  an  inn 
has  been  built,  which  is  said  to  afford 
good  accommodation. 

Diirrenstein  stands  on  the  extremity 
of  a  long  promontory,  or  chain  of  hills, 
beyond  which  the  Danube  traverses 
an  uninteresting  plain  nearly  as  far  as 
Vienna.  The  remainder  of  the  voyage 
to  Vienna  is  somewhat  tiresome. 

rt.  Mautem  (the  Koman  Mutinum) 
is  connected  by  a  wooden  bridge,  dating 
from  1445,  the  only  one  between  Linz 
and  Vienna,  with 

1.  Stein  (Inn :  Zum  Elcphanten,  one 
of  the  best  country-inns  on  the  Da- 
nube). Stein  is  a  town  of  2000  luhab., 
consisting  of  one  long  street.  The 
Church  of  the  Minorites,  now  turned 
into  a  S'llt  Miu]azim\  and  mucli  injured, 
is  a  fine  Gothic  building.  The  Rath- 
haus  and  several  houses  of  the  town, 
especially  that  numbered  191,  are  de- 
corated with  frescoes  by  a  native  artist 
called  Kreniser  Schmidt,  from  having 
been  born  near  Krenis.  His  works  are 
common  in  the  churches  of  Austria, 
and  deserve  attention.  About  a  mile 
off,  on  the  same  side  of  the  river,  is 
Krenis,  with  a  population  of  5000, 
famous  for  mustard  and  gunpowder. 
Outside  the  walls  is  a  monument  to 
General  Schmidt,  mentioned  above. 
These  three  small  towns  were  taken 
by  the  Hungarians,  under  Matthias 
Corviuus,  in  148(>;  and,  in  1G45,  by 
the  Swedish  General  Torstenson  :  they 
possess  nothiug  of  interest  to  the  pass- 
ing traveller.  On  a  hill  to  the  N.  of 
Krems  is  a  convent  of  Piarists,  the 
church  of  which  is  remarkable  for  its 
Gothic  architecture,  and  for  an  ancient 
altar  iu  the  crypt.  The  valley  of  the 
Krems  is  exceediugly  picturesque; 
and  the  ruins  of  Rehberg,  Senftenberg, 
and  Hartenstein  add  to  the  romantic 

beauties  of  the  neighbourhood;  .but 
nothing  of  this  is  seen  from  the  river. 

Between  Krews  and  Stein  is  a  soli- 1 


tary  building,  once  a  monastery,  now 
a  military  hospital,  called  Ufidf  which 
has  given  rise  to  a  riddle : — '*  Krems 
and  (Und)  Stein  are  three  places." 

rt.  The  Benedictine  Convent  of  Oott- 
tceihf  another  mighty  monument  of 
ancestral  pie^,  occupies  with  its  vast 
quadrangle  the  entire  summit  of  a 
hill  700  ft.  high,  about  4  m.  from  the 
Danube ;  and  fine  views  of  it  are  ob- 
tained from  the  river.  A  road  leads 
to  it  from  Mautem.  It  was  founded 
1072,  but  the  present  building  dates 
from  1719.  Beneath  the  modem 
church  is  an  older  one,  built  in  the 
14th  centy.  Its  library  of  40,000  vo- 
lumes and  collection  of  archives  are 
second  only  to  those  of  Molk  in  extent 
and  value.  The  staircase  is  most 
splendid,  and  several  apartments  are 
decorated  with  leather  hangings  and 
tapestry. 

The  river  now  spreads  out  over 
the  flat  land.  It  is  divided  by  many 
islands,  and  all  beauty  disappeai-s  from 
its  banks. 

rt.  Tulln.  The  Comagena  of  the 
Romans,  and  the  station  of  one  of 
their  Danubian  flotillas.  The  JJrvi- 
Kdnijshiipclle,  now  converted  into  a 
warehouse,  is  a  very  remarkable  ex- 
ample of  early  Gotlnc  (Romanesque) 
architecture.  It  was  built  1011,  by 
the  Emp.  Henry  11.;  it  is  circular  in 
shape,  and  is  the  most  Iwautiful  monu- 
ment of  that  style  iu  Austria.  In  the 
plain  around  this  small  town,  John 
Sobieski,  at  the  head  of  12,000  brave 
Poles,  formed  a  junction  with  the  Duke 
of  Lorraine,  and  set  out  hence,  with  an 
army  70,000  strong,  to  rescue  Vienna 
and  the  Emp.  Leopold  from  the  Turks, 
in  1683. 

rt.  The  Castle  of  Greifenstein 
slightly  relieves  the  uniformity  of  the 
landscape.  It  is  said  to  have  been 
one  of  King  Richard's  prisons.  A 
further  account  of  this  and  all  other 
places  of  interest  on  this  bank  of  the 
Danube  as  far  as  Vienna  is  givcu  in 
Rte.  298.

rt.  Kiosternethunj  (Hte.  liiS).  It  lies 
at  the  base  of  the  Kahleuberg.  the  last 
of  the  chain  of  the  Wieucrwald  hills. 

rt.  Nussdorf  is  a  small  village  under 
the  same  hills,  at  the  entrance  of  a 
branch  channel  of  the  Danube  (called 
the  Doiuiu  Canal)  which  flows  through 
the  centre  of  Vienna  and  divides  the 
Leopoldstadt  from  the  Altstadt  (or 
city  proper;.  The  main  stream  itself 
runs  at  a  distance  of  about  2  m.  from 
the  city. 

All  the  Steamboats  stop  at  Nussdorf, 
and  passengers  are  conveyed  with  their 
carnages  and  baggage,  without  extra 
charge,  in  smaller  steamers  up  this 
branch  channel,  to  the  Steam  Com- 
pany's office  near  the  Franz  Josephs 
Gate,  and  near  the  centre  of  the  city. 

At  the  outer  barriers  leading  into  the 
suburbs  of  Vienna,  2  m.  off,  baggage 
is  liable  to  be  Fearchcd  by  the  officers 
of  the  municipal  police.  Edibles  are 
here  subjected  to  a  tax.  Nussdorf  and 
the  road  to  Vienna  are  described  above. 
(See  Index.)

This 
town,  of  30,000  Inhab ,  is  the  capital 
of  Uiper  Austria,  and  is  beautifully 
situated  on  the  rt.  bank  of  the  Daiiube, 
here    crossed    by   a    wooden    bridge 
1700  ft.   long.    The   fortifications  of 
Linz,    invented    and    constructed  by 
Archduke  Maximilian  of  Kste  in  IP3l- 
3H,  consisting  of  a  chain  of  32  de- 
tached forts,  planted  round  the  town 
on  both  sidfs  of  the  river,  have^  been 
rendered  useless  by  the  introduction  of 
long-range  artillery,  and  the  improved 
construction  <»f  defences — in  the  short 
interval    since    they    were    planned. 
They    are    being    pulled   down    and 
removed. 

None  of  the  public  buildings  here 
deserve  particular  notice.  In  the  Lcmd" 
Imus^  a  very  large  edifice,  formerly  a 
Franciscan  convent,  the  Estates  or  Par- 
liament of  Upper  Austria  meet,  and 
in  it  are  the  government  offices.  The 
existing  edifice  was  modernized  after 
a  fire  in  ISi'O.  Adjoining  it  is  the 
MmcuTrif  containing  objects  of  antiqnit  j 
and  natural  history  found  in  the  pro- 
vince, old  armour,  arms  of  the  rebel 
peasants,  a  model  of  the  Salzkammer- 
gut,  &c.;  there  is  also  a  portrait  of 
Stephen  Fadinger,  the  leader  of  m 
peasant  insurrection  1625-6.  In  tfie 
Ch.  of  St.  Matthias,  or  of  the  Capo^ 
chins.  Gen.  Montecucnli,  the  opponent 
of  Turenne  and  the  Prince  de  Cond^ 
w^o  d\e^  Vet^  \^%^,  '\^  \s«s«^*  K 
modem  GoXYiVi  CallwcdroX  ^^  ^^w*^ 
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Tbe  ffcfburg  or  Schhss^  a  larce  bnild- 
inff  on  the  height  facing  the  I>anabe, 
ana  orertopping  the  other  houses  ot 
the  town,  was  built  in  1800  on  the  place 
of  the  andent  palace  of  the  Austrian 
Dnketv  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  at 
that  time.  The  existing  edifice  is 
oooTerted  into  a  barrack.  In  the 
old  castle  Prince  Rupert  was  con- 
fined a  prisoner,  and  fell  in  loye 
with  hit  Jailer's  daujKhter.  The  Great 
Market  Place  is  a  fine  sonare,  wluch 
might  be  mnoh  improyed  by  throw- 
ing down  tbe  houses  on  the  side 
nearest  the  rirer.  The  THnUy  Column 
(Drnfidtigkeitssttole)  in  the  centre  of 
it.  siqjsularly  plaoed  between  figures 
of  Jupiter  and  iMeptone,  commemorates 
the  escape  of  the  town  from  two  threat- 
onded  attaolts  of  the  plague  and  the 
Turks.  There  is  a  large  goremment 
carpet  and  cloth  manufactory  here, 
established  by  Maria  Theresa ;  but  an 
Englishman  will  find  it  very  inferior 
to  similar  establishments  in  his  own 
country. 

It  was  in  the  country  round  Linz 
that  the  formidable  insurrection  of  the 
Protestant  peasants  of  Upper  Austria 
broke  out  in  the  beginning  of  the  17th 
century.  Emboldened  by  Tilly's  vic- 
tories and  instigated  by  the  Jesuits, 
Ferdinand  II.  had  adopted  the  most 
energetic  measures  fur  the  **  extir- 
mitionof  heresy  "  from  his  dominions, 
rrotestants  who  refused  to  embrace 
Catholicism  were  enjoined  to  dispose 
of  their  property  and  quit  the  coun- 
try: and  the  close  of  the  year  IG2G 
was  fixed  as  the  term  beyond  which 
•*  heresy "  would  be  no  longer  tole- 
rated within  the  hereditary  dominions. 
Upper  Austria,  at  this  period,  was 
occupied  by  the  troops  of  Ferdi- 
nand's ally,  Maximilian  of  Bava- 
ria. The  commander  of  the  Bu- 
Tarian  troops  stationed  at  Linz  was 
Count  Herberstorf,  a  man  of  a  stem, 
unrelenting  disposition,  and  a  sworn 
enemy  to  Protestantism.  His  arbi- 
trary acts,  the  licentiousness  of  his 
troops,  and  the  fanaticism  of  the 
priests,  caused  a  general  ferment 
tAroughoat  tbe  province.  No  sooner 
Aad  the  priests  taken  possession  of  a 


church  in  which  the  Lutheran  service 
had  been  celebrated  than  they  pro- 
ceeded to  reconsecrate  it,  and  tho- 
roughly purify  it  from  the  stains  of 
heresy  by  a  due  sprinkling  of  holy 
water.  In  the  q>ring  of  1625  a 
number  of  priests,  during  the  per- 
formance of  such  a  ceremony,  were 
driven  out  of  the  church  of  Zwiespalten^ 
near  Frankenl|ur|r,  by  the  enraged 
peasants  of  the*  neightiouring  villages. 
Herberstorf  punish^  the  peasants  by 
hanging  1 7  (« them  on  the  eaves  of  the 
church  from  which  the  priests  had 
been  expelled.  This  was  tne  immedi- 
ate cause  of  the  insurrection,  which 
soon  became  general.  Stephen  Fadinger, 
a  hatter  by  trade,  but  at  that  time  one 
of  the  wealthiest  peasants  of  the  pro- 
vince, placed  himself  at  the  head  of  a 
considerable  body  of  insurgents.  Her- 
berstorf was  defeated  at  Baierbach, 
and  the  countiy  was  soon  cleared  of 
the  Bavarians,  who  only  retained 
possession  of  the  fortified  towns  of 
Linz,  Enns,  and  Freistadt.  Fadinger 
displayed  great  skill  in  organizing  his 
peasant  army,  with  which,  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1G26,  he  invested  Linz,  where 
he  was  killed  by  a  cannon-ball  as  he 
was  reconnoitering  the  fortifications. 
Afterwards  a  person  called  the  Sttidcntf 
whose  real  name  is  unknown,  but  who 
is  supposed  to  have  been  of  noble 
birth,  was  chosen  by  the  peasants  for 
their  leader.  Under  his  guidance  they 
fearlessly  encountered  the  numerous 
bodies  of  Austrian  and  Bavarian  troops. 
The  Student  took  up  strong  positions  at 
Gnmnden,  Weibern,  and  Efferding. 
Herberstorf  attempted  to  dislodge  him 
from  Gmunden,  but  was  repulsed  by 
the  Student,  and  pursued  to  the  gates 
of  Linz.  The  loss  in  these  engage- 
ments was  very  great  on  both  sides. 
No  quarter  was  either  asked  or  granted, 
and  instant  death  awaited  every  Ba- 
varian who  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
infuriated  peasantry.  In  this  con- 
juncture of  afiairs,  Pappenheim  was 
sent  with  a  force  sufficient  for  tlie 
effectual  suppression  of  the  rebellion. 
He  defeated  the  Student  at  Eficrding, 
after  a  sawgoAnat"^  t^YD^cy8X  \\i  n«\v\Osv.

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spoliations:  it  contains  40,000  vols.: 
and  the  Picture  Gallery  is  rather  re- 
markable for  extent  than  excellence, 
the  greater  part  of  its  contents  being 
copies.  There  is  an  extensive  and  re- 
markably fine  collection  of  coins  and 
medals  most  judiciously  arranged.  The 
ecclesiastics  of  St.  Florian  are  remark- 
able not  only  for  their  learning,  but 
for  their  skill  in  agriculture,  which  has 
conferred  benefits  on  the  surround- 
ing district ;  they  act  either  as  profes- 
sors in  numerous  colleges,  schools,  and 
seminaries  intrusted  to  Uieir  care,  as 
parish  priests  in  the  livings  which  are 
in  the  gift  of  the  convent,  or  as  super- 
intendents to  their  forming  establish- 
ments. Not  far  from  St.  Florian's  the 
road  passes  the  chftteau  of  Tillyshurg^  a 
square  building  with  towers  at  the  4 
corners.  It  was  built,  in  1636,  by 
Count  Werner  von  Tilly,  who  pulled 
down  the  castle  of  Volkersdorf,  which 
stood  nearly  on  the  same  site,  and 
which  had  been  given  by  the  Emperor 
Ferdinand  II.  to  the  Count's  uncle,  the 
renowned  General  Tilly,  who,  it  is  said, 
beheld  his  mansion  and  estate  from  a 
distance  one  day,  but  never  touk  the 
trouble  to  visit  it.  It  now  belongs  to 
the  Abbey  of  St.  Florian. 
At  Ebelsberg  the  plain  ends. 

2  Enns  Stat.  {Inns  :  Adler,  very 
good ;  the  Krone,  in  the  square,  also 
good),  a  town  of  4000  Inhab.,  on  the  1. 
bank  of  the  river  Enns,  which  separates 
Upper  from  Lower  Austria,  and  enters 
the  Danube  a  little  below  the  town. 
Enns  stands  on  the  site  of  the  Koman 
station  Lauriacum  (whose  name  is  pre- 
served in  the  neighbouring  village  of 
Lorch),  which  was  the  scene  of  a  cruel 
persecution  of  the  Christians  by  Gale- 
rius,  A.D.  304.  Among  the  victims 
was  Florian,  a  Christian  tribune,  who 
was  thrown  into  the  Enns  from  the 
bridge,  with  a  millstone  round  his  neck. 
It  is  related,  however,  that  by  some 
miraculous  interposition  the  stone 
assumed  the  buoyancy  of  cork,  and 
kept  the  saint  afloat  long  enough  to 
enable  him  to  preach  a  sermon  to  his 
persecutors  I  The  walls  of  Enns  -were 
built  with  the  ransom-money  paid  for 
Michard  Cwur-de-Lion.  The  tail  Tower 


in  the  market-place  was  built  by  the 
Em  p.  Maximilian.  On  a  height  over- 
looking the  river  stands  the  diateau 
of  Count  Auersperg,  to  whom  Enns 
belongs. 

The  river  Enns,  which  divides  Upper 
from  Lower  Austria,  is  crossed.

The  Ch-ifcA,  gorgeous  witli 
sold  and  red  marble  wilhiu,  nod  cele- 
brated for  its  fine  orraii,  is  the  pari  of 
the  building  of  which  Molk  may  most 
justly  bo  proud.

Tlierc 
monks  attached  to  the  monastery,  the 
greater  part  of  whom  are  employed  at 
a  distance  fBlDMing  ihe  duiie«  of  pro- 
fessors or  roiaiBiers  in  universitie*.

At  Maria  Bninn  Stat,  there  is  a 
Pilgrimage  Church,  and  an  Augus- 
tine Convent,  now  converted  into  a 
Foresters'  Scho6l. 

The  village  of  Hutteldorf  (Stat.)  is 
composed  either  of  villas  and  country- 
seats  of  the  Viennese,  or  of  taverns 
and  public  gardens,  where  the  citizens 
entertain  themselves  with  music  and 
dancing  on  holidays.  On  Sundays  it  is 
thronged  with  thousands,  and  is  in 
fact  a  sort  of  Richmond  to  Vienna. 

A  little  to  the  rt.,  beyond  the  village 
of  Penzing  Stat.,  lies  the  Imp.  Palace 
vf  Schdnbrunn,    (See  below.)

On  arriving  at  the  outer  fortifica- 
tions, or  LineSf  Linien  (resembling  the 
Barri^res  of  Paris),  as  well  as  at  the 
Railway  Stations,  inquiries  are  made 
for  contraband  goods  (§  87),  and 
articles  liable  to  the  town  duty,  such 
as  eatables  {Etwas  essbares),  which,  by 
the  regulations  of  the  municipal  cus- 
tom-house, can  only  be  introduced  on 
payment  of  a  small  tax.  The  lines 
are  low  ramparts,  thrown  up  originally 
in  1703  to  repel  a  threatened  attack  of 
the  Hungarians  under  R^kdczi,  the 
Transylvanian.

— Hotel  Schroe- 
der,  well  kept,  clean,  and  moderate. — 
These  3  houses  have  the  advantage 
of  being  more  airy  than  those  in 
the  heart  of  the  city;  they  are  near 
the  Prater  and  the  Danube  steamers.

The  Hotel  charges  in  Vienna  are 
higher  than  in  most  other  German 
capitals.  For  rooms  in  the  best  hotels 
1  fl.  50  kr.  a  day  is  the  lowest ;  coffee, 
k  fl. ;  wax-light,  ^  tl.  They  are  less 
in  the  2nd  class  inns. 

Let  the  traveller  ascertiun  the  price 
of  his  rooms  soon  after  his  arrival. 
Bachelors  need  not  take  their  break- 
fast in  their  hotel ;  they  will  pay  one- 
half  less  for  it  at  a  cafe. 

Trinkgeld  to  servaniSy  in  the  prin- 
cipal hotels: — Chambermaid^  1  fl.  a 
week;  Zimmerhellner,  who  brings  up 
breakfast,  &c.,  and  Porter^  who  lets  you 
in  at  night,  1  fl.  a  week  each ;  Lohn- 
diener,  for  brushing  the  clothes,  ditto. 
Servants  are  now  generally  charged 
in  the  bill,  50  kr.  per  diem. 

Tables- d^hStes  not  being  in  fashion, 
it  is  customary  to  dine  a  la  carte, 
in  the  Restauration  attached  to  the 
hotel.  Should  travellers  (especially 
ladies)  prefer  to  bespeak  dinner  in 
their  own  apartments,  they  can  do  so; 
they  are,  however,  strongly  recom- 
mended to  follow  the  custom  of  the 
Austrians  themselves  and  pay  for  each 
meal  at  the  time ;  otherwise  they  will 
be  charged  exorbitantly  in  the  bill. 
The  Viennese  cuisine  is  the  best  in 
Germany  (if  not  in  Europe),  the 
Mehlspelse  (j^jL^iAMv^^^Xwivsi^  ^-e^xii^ 
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From  the  Wein  Karte  the  traveller 
can  select  from  the  following  wines,  viz. 
— Schomlauer,  Nessmiihler,  Kuszter, 
Klostenieuburger  (white  wines);  Of- 
ner,  Adelsberger,  Voslauer,  Eriauer 
(red  wines). 

Restaurateurs  —  Bestanratioiien  —  (in 
addition  to  those  attached  to  the  prin- 
cipal hotels) :  Franzosische  Uestaura- 
tion,  on  the  ground  floor  of  the 
Liechtenstein  Palace,  Herrngasse ; 
J.  Streitberger,  Obere  Biickergasse,  re- 
sorted to  by  ladies  (table-d'hOte  daily, 
1  fl.  5  krs.);  Breying  and  Mebus, 
Petersplatz  on  the  Graben ;  Schippler's 
Restauration,  Kohlmarkt  (good  and 
moderate);  Dommayer's  Casino,  at 
the  village  of  Hietzing  (see  below)  in 
the  summer  season. 

Lodfjings  (Monatzimmer)  used  to 
be  twice  as  dear  in  thfi  city  as  in  the 
suburbs  ;  such  is  no  longer  the  case. 
House-reuts,  and  Avith  them  apartments, 
have  fallen  very  consulerably  since 
the  completion  of  the  Kingstrasse  and 
the  other  new  quarters  of  the  city. 
First-class  apartments  on  the  line  of 
the  Ringstrasse,  on  the  Graben,  and 
Mehlmarkt,  cost  from  240  to  3G0  fl. 
(paper  money)  per  month.  A  smaller 
suite  of  well-farnished  apartments  may 
be  had  for  from  150  to  200  fl. ;  whilst 
good  bachelor  apartments  cost  from  20 
to  60  fl.  a  month. 

Jfaiisineuitcr. — As  almost  every  house 
in  Vienna  is  tenanted  by  more  than 
one  family,  the  door  is  intrusted  to  the 
care  of  a  porter,  called  the  House- 
master. The  doors  are  shut  at  10 
o'clock,  and  all  who  enter  after  that 
hour  pay  10  kr.  to  him ;  strangers  will 
act  wisely  in  securing  his  civility  by 
an  extra  fee. 


Police  Office  (Polizei  Amt)  on  the 

Petersplatz.      Since  the  abolition  of 

passports    throughout    the    Austrian 

empire,  strangers  are  simply  required 

to    insert    their    names,    profession, 

country,  &c.,  in  the  book  kept  for  that 

purpose  at  every  hotel  and  lodfr'wg- 

itouse.     The  regulations  of  the  Vien- 

^^se  police  authorities  have  never  been 


oppressive,  except  in  rare  times  of 
political  excitement:  the  functions 
of  the  police  are  now  purely  muni- 
cipal. 

The  registers  kept  at  the  police- 
offices  in  Austria  are  so  full  and  com- 
plete that  the  whole  history  of  an 
mdividual  from  the  day  of  his  birth, 
his  changes  of  abode,  his  journeys,  in 
fact  all  his  movements,  may  be  ascer- 
tained with  the  greatest  precision. 

The  wages  of  a  Valet-de-place  are 
2 1  florins  a  day. 

The  best  Baths  are  the  Sophienbad» 
Landstrasse  Suburb,  Marxer-gasse,  an 
excellent  and  much-frequented  esta- 
blishment, with  vapour  and    shower 
baths.     It  has  a  Swimming  Bath  100 
ft.  long,  in  which  the  water  is  kept  at 
a  uniform  temperature ;  set  apart  for 
ladies  between  9  and  12  a.m.,  and  much 
frequented  by  the  Viennese.     A  bath- 
ticket    (with   triukgeld)  costs  40   kr. 
Dianabad,  in  the    Leopoldstadt,   also 
an  excellent  establishment,  to  which 
is  attached  the  ]\'iutcr-Schtcinu)usdiuh\ 
with  104  dressing-rooms,  and  a  swim- 
ming-bath 1 18  Eng.  ft.  long,  and  68^  ft. 
wide,  and  holding  187,000  gallons  of 
jiltin'd  Danube  water,   constantly  re- 
newed. A  bath  ticket  (including  towels, 
bathing  trousers,  and   attendance)  40 
kr.  each  person.     The  bath  is  set  apart 
for  the  use  of  ladies  from  9  to  12  a.m. 
There  is  a  Hussian  bath.  No.  5  Linien- 
gasse:  bath  75  kr.    There  are  also  11 
swimming-schools    {schirimm-onstiiltcti) 
on  or  near  the  Danube,  the  principal  of 
which  is  the  Ferdinand-Marien-Bade- 
Anstalt,  near  the  Auparteu  :  price  of 
bath  (including  everything)  40  kr. 

In  all  parts  of  the  town  are  Fiacres 
with  2  horses,  and  Lo/in/:ulschcrs  with 
due  horse  (eiuspiinnerj,  for  hire.  There 
is  a  fixed  tariff  to  or  from  the  railwav 
stations,  landing-places'  of  the  steam- 
boats, and  the   different    theatres,   a 
copy  of  which  is  affixed  to  the  inside 
of  everj'  vehicle.    The  fare  is  the  same 
for  one  or  more  persons,  heavy  luggage 
is  charged  S5  kr.  ex\T^  SL\i^  «c  ?^x<i  ^\x\ 
a  half  can  be  AemauAvi^  \i^«iT  \v>  y.-^y, 
and  before  7   x.t.\.

•  return  fare  can  be  demanded  by  the 
Lohnkutscher  of  21  kr.  the  quarter- 
hour  unless  a  bargain  to  the  cuutrary 
is  made  beforehand.  The  stranger 
is  especially  advised  to  make  such 
bargain  with  the  driver  when  taking 
him  out  of  town.  He  will  be  well 
paid  with  8  fl.  a  day,  providing 
for  himself  and  horses.  On  Sun- 
days and  Fdte-days  the  charges  are 
much  higher.  It  is  not  unusual  to 
pay  visits  of  ceremony  in  a  fiacre ; 
but  carriages  of  this  description  are 
not  permitted  to  enter  the  courtyards 
of  great  mansions,  but  must  set  down 
outside  the  porteuoch^re. 

A  still  better  class  of  hired  car- 
riages, equivalent  to  a  Parisian  voiture 
de  remise,  and  called  Stadt  lohntcdgen, 
may  be  hired  by  the  day,  week,  or 
month.  They  are  nearly  equal  to 
private  carriages  in  "turn-out,'*  and 
are  driven  by  coachmen  in  livery. 
These  have  the  privilege  of  entree, 
and  are  therefore  used  by  ladies 
and  persons  who  have  not  carriages 
of  their  own.  They  are  let  out  at 
from  8  fl.  per  day,  with  a  Trinkgeld 
to  the  coachmau  of  from  2fl.  Alois 
(late  Janschki),  Kurrentgasse,  No.  5, 
lets  out  carriages  and  horses,  and  may 
be  recommended  as  a  respectable  per- 
son. 

Tramways  (Pferde-Bahn)  round  the 
town,  along  the  Ringstrasse,  through 
Praterstrassc  to  the  Nord-Bahn,  and 
along  the  other  great  avenues. 

Geseliscfiaftsicageiij  a  kind  of  om- 
nibus, carry  passengers  at  a  very 
moderate  cost  to  the  villages  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Vienna,  such  as 
Schonbrunn,  Hietzing,  Dobling,  Klos- 
temeuburg,  Grinziug,  and  Nussdorf.

Post-office,  Postgasse,  No.  10.  The 
Poste  Restante  Bureau  is  open  from 
8  to  6,  except  the  dinner-hour,  12  to  I. 
Letters  from  and  to  England  arrive 
and  are  sent  off  every  day.  In  Decem- 
ber 1865  the  Imperial  Government 
wisely  adopted  an  equivalent  to  our 
own  penny  postal  system.  A  letter  is 
now  charged  5  kr.  to  any  part  of  the 
Austrian  dominions,  and  newspapers 
2  kr.  each,  whilst  town  letters  are  only 
charged  3  kr.  for  delivery.

Caf^s.  —  The  first  coffee-house  at 
Vienna  was  established  ^n  1683,  by 
Kulczizki,  a  Pole,  who,  being  the  in- 
terpreter of  a  Levant  trading  com- 
pany, and  perfectly  conversant  with 
the  Turkish  languagCt  was  employed 
by  the  Duke  of  Lorraine  during  the 
siege  of  Vienna,  1683,  as  a  spy,  or 
rather  as  a  messenger,  in  which  ca- 
pacity he  frequently  traversed  the 
Turkish  lines,  and  managed  to  enter 
the  town  and  convey  important  in- 
formation to  Count  Stahremberg,  its 
heroic  defender.  When  the  siege  was 
raised,  a  vast  quantity  of  coffee  having 
been  found  in  the  Turkish  camp,  Kulc- 
zizki solicited  and  obtained  permission 
from  the  Empetov  liWiyA^  V,\ft  ^v*^^ 
a  coffee-YiOMse,  ^  ^  xv«vc^  ^^-^^  ^i» 
hazardous  %eTN\<ift%.  j.

Dancmg'^Saioone  or  Ball^Soome,  Tanz- 
siUe. — These  places  of  amusement, 
though  not  ranked  among  fashionable 
places  of  entertainment,  desenre  atten- 
tion, becausie  they  exhibit  to  a  stranger 
the  peculiarities  of  life  in  Vienna, 
among  certain  classes  of  its  inhabitants. 
They  are  more  particularly  frequented 
on  the  Sunday  evenings  by  persons  of 
both  sexes,  commonly  by  citizens  and 
tradesmen  and  their  wives  and  families 
seeking  amusement. 

A  small  admission  fee  is  paid  at  the 
doors.  A  band  of  music,  of  first-rate 
performers,  is  provided  for  the  evening, 
and  forms  the  principal  attraction, 
since  the  largest  company  will  almost 
invariably  be  found  in  those  places 
where  the  orchestra  of  the  most  cele- 
brated of  the  players  of  the  time  at 
Vienna  are  engaged.  A  supper  forms 
a  very  essential  part  of  these  enter- 
tainments. Adjoining  the  ball-room 
is  an  extensive  suite  of  apartments 
filled  with  supper-tables,  where  re- 
freshments of  all  sorts  may  be  pro- 
cured. Dancing  usually  begins  about 
10  o'clock,  and  is  carried  on  with  the 
most  indei^tigable  steadiness  for  the 
whole  night,  and  far  into  the  morning.

DrAustnan,Bohcmiiin,and  Hnngarii 
nobility,  perhaps  the  most  wealthy  _ 
Rurope  aficr  the  British.  Amonc 
Ihese  (Af  l',>hcc  of  PriKt  /.itcW™- 
ileiii,  iu  the  Kank-slrasse,  called  the 
Majuial'g  Hwo^  n  t 
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iU  ftrchitectural  design  and  in  iti 
internal  arrangements.  It  occupies 
nearly  the  whole  of  one  side  of  the 
street,  and  contains  a  valuable  library, 
a  theatre,  and  extensive  stables.  It  hiks 
been  almost  entirely  rebuilt,  and  its 
principal  apartments  decorated  in  a 
style  of  the  greatest  magnificence,  at  a 
cost  of  60,000/.  It  is  shown  to 
strangers  at  times^  and  is  well  worthy 
of  a  visit.  The  palace  of  Count 
SchSnbom  (Renncasse),  was.buUt  by 
Fischer  of  Eriack;  that  of  Pritux 
Stterhdzy  (Wallnerstrasse),  occupies 
the  ute  of  the  hunting-lodge  of  St. 
Leopold.  The  most  stnkine  modem 
improvement  in  Vienna  is  ue  KingSf 
or  Boulevards,  which,  occupying  the 
sites  of  the  old  bastions  and  ^acis, 
sommnd  the  old  city  with  broad 
avenues  of  streets  of  palaces,  inter- 
spersed with  parks  and  gardens.  Be- 
ginning at  the  Danube  Canal,  near 
Aspern  Bridge,  we  encounter  rt.  the 
huge  Franz-Joseph's  gateway  and  bar- 
rack, in  front  of  which  is  the  parade 
ground  ;  ..  next  the  4S'^k/^  Pork, — a 
pleasure-ground  prettily  laid  out,  ex- 
tending to  the  nver  Wien.  On  one 
side  the  palace  of  Archduke  William, 
aud  in  front  the  Kursalon,  where 
mineral  waters  are  dispensed ;  and  not 
&r  off  the  buildings  of  the  Horticul- 
tural Society  ((iartenbau-Gesellschaft), 
designed  by  the  architect  Weber. 
Near  this  is  the  new  Towjihail. 

On  the  Kolowrat  Rinrj  stands  the 
palace  of  the  Archduke  Ludwig  Victor 
and  the  Nobles*  Casino,  in  lienaissance 
style,  from  Ferstel's  design.  Here 
Schwartzcnburg  Street  and  Square 
cross  the  Ring,  decorated  with  the 
statue  of  the  Prince  S.,  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  'allied  armies,  1814. 
From  this  the  Heustrasse  leads  past 
the  Schwartzenburg  Palace  to  the 
Museum  of  the  Belvedere.  Crossing 
over,  we  come  to  the  Kamtncr  Ring, 
ornamented  with  the  Palace  of  Prince 
William  of  WUrtemburg;  and  so  to 
the  Opem  Ringy  distinguished  by  the 
grand  new  Opera  ffouw.  The  Hein- 
richs-hof,  designed  by  Hansen,  is  the 
jpiaJatial  residence  of  Hcrr  Hcinrich 
Dnscbe,   the  well-knowD    terracotta 


mannftcturer.  The  frescoes  between 
the  upper  windows  are  by  Professor 
Rahl.  The  comer  house  belongs  to 
Dreher^  the  great  brewer.  Passing  rt. 
the  new  Puisee  of  Archduke  Albert, 
we  pass  the  Hof-^rten  and  Burg 
Thor,  opposite  which,  forming  one 
side  of  tne  square,  rise  the  vast  Im- 
perial Stables.  Bending  round  the 
Volks-garten,  through  the  Molker- 
ring,  we  reach  the  Vot^  Ch,  and 
Chamber  of  Deputies. 

In  the  city  the  thoroughfares  are 
narrow,  the  houses  lofty  and  crowded 
together ;  whilst  the  suburbs  are  laid 
oat  in  wide  and  well-paved  handsome 
streets.  It  will  be  found  the  most 
agreeable  to  ride  through  the  suburbs, 
wl  to  walk  through  the  town; 
but  the  pedestrian  who  st^ps  to  gaze 
at  the  fine  shops  must  take  care  that 
he  is  not  nin  over,  as  they  are  un- 
provided with  trottoirs,  and  the  toes 
of  those  who  walk  are  in  constant  peril 
from  carriage-wheels,  ihe  coachmen 
paying  slight  respect  to  pedestrians. 
There  are  some  very  fine  buihlings 
and  sumptuous  palaces  in  the  suburbs, 
such  as  the  Arsenal— xhe  Belvedere, 
the  residence  of  Count  Dictrich}>tein, 
opposite  the  Josephinum;  the  Mint, 
opposite  the  Stubenthor ;  the  Gerichts- 
Gebiiude;  and  the  Palaces  of  Prince 
Liechtenstein,  Schwarzenberg,  Metter- 
nich,  &c. 

The  dwelling-houses  in  Vienna  are 
mostly  of  very  large  dimensions,  and 
it  rarely  happens  that  they  are  en- 
tirely occupied  by  one  family. 

There  are  many  single  edifices  which 
are  let  out  in  stories,  or  flats ;  and 
approached  by  a  common  stair,  as  is 
the  case  in  the  towns  of  Scotland ; 
one  floor  often  containing  2  or  3  domi- 
ciles. One  of  the  largest  buildings  in 
the  city  is  the  Scliottenliof,  attached 
to  the  church  of  the  Scotch  Benedic- 
tines, who  were  invited  to  settle  here 
by  Henry  II.  of  Austria,  in  1158; 
though  they  were  replaced  afterwards 
by  German  monks,  the  convent  is  still 
named  after  them.  A  part  of  it  is 
used  for  the  sittings  of  the  Lower 
House  (Chamber  of  Deputies)  of  the

There  are  in  Vienna  a  great  many 
thoronghfares  or  passages  (Durch- 
^□ge),  leading  through  archways, 
Qnder  private  hoaseB,aQd  acro^  court- 
yards from  one  street  to  another. 
They  enable  the  fixjl -passenger  who 
is  acquainted  with  them  to  miike  sliort 

The  most  crowded  streets,  and  those 
in  which  the  finest  shops  are  to  be 
found,  are  the  Kohlmarkt,  the  KHruth- 
ner^lrasse,  the  Grabco,  aud  St.  Ste- 
phen's Platz,  in  the  ci^;  and  the 
Jiigerzeile,  in  the  suburb  of  Leopold- 
Bladt,  which  is  ibe  great  thoroughfare 
leading  to  the  Pniler.  The  siream  of 
population  perpetually  passing  and  re- 
passing tbrongh  these  streets,  and 
pouring  in  and  onl  of  the  city  gates,  is 
little  inferior  to  that  in  the  crowded 
quarters  of  London  or  Paris. 

Vienna  ha*  been  proclaimed  by  many 
IravelUrs  the  most  dissolute  capital  in 
Europe,  but  there  hai  been  much  ex- 
aggeration in  this  respect.  The  streets 
may  be  traversed  at  all  hours,  by 
day  and  night,  without  encoanlering 
disturbance,  offence,  or  annoyance  of 
any  kind.

In  the  Freimg  there  is  another  and 
m  far  more  heaotiful  fountnin,  with  5 
hroDse  figures  bySchwanthaler.  They 
represent  Austria  and  the  4  principal 
rivers  —  the  Danube,  Vistula,  Kibe, 
and  Po — of  the  Austrian  domiiiious, 
forming  a  group  admirable  alike  for 
design  and  execution. 

In  the  centre  of  the  Gmhen  stands  a 
column  in  honour  of  the  Trinity.  It 
is  apparently  a  duplicate  of  that  in  the 
great  market-place,  Liuz  (p.  194),  and 
is  only  remarkable  for  the  entire  want 
of  taste  displayed  by  its  designer. 

The  Churches  open  in  the  morning 
with  the  dawn ;  they  are  shut  at  noon, 
and  not  opened  again  till  after  dinner. 

^The  Cathedral  of  St.  Stepfwn^s.^ 
^  All  that  is  lofty,  imposing,  and  sub- 
lime in  the  Gothic  st}'lc  of  architecture 
is  united  in  the  cathedral."  Its  length 
from  the  principal  gate  (called  Kie>en 
Thor)  to  the  eastern  extremity  is  S45 
Eng.  ft,  its  greatest  breadth  2ao  ft. 
The  existing  building  was  begun  1359, 
and  cooBpleted  1480;  but  the  2  small 
towers  flanking  the  grand  W.  door- 
way, and  the  part  of  the  edifice  con- 
tignoos  to  them,  are  the  remains  of  a 
preYions  choreh,  built  (1147)  by  Mas- 
ter OetaTian  Falckner  of  CracoM-. 
Thej  exhibit  the  character  of  the 
Byzantine  style  of  architecture.  The 
roof  is  oorered  with  coloured  tiles, 
forming  a  colnsal  mosaic  of  the  Aus- 
trian eagle.  On  the  outside  of  the 
building  there  is  much  rich  tracer}-, 
and  some  curious  carvings  and  monu- 
ments. Many  judicious  and  costly 
restorations  and  repairs  of  the  exterior 
hare  been  made.  The  doorways,  espc- 
ciallj  the  QittU  portal  (Riesenthor), 
are  beautiful  specimens  of  Gothic 
ornament.  From  the  pulpit  of  stouc, 
on  the  outside  of  the  church,  erected 
against  a  buttress  on  the  N.£.  angle  of 
tbe  N.  chancel  aisle,  St.  John  Capis- 
tran  preached  a  crusade  against  the 
Turks  in  1451.  The  general  character 
of  the  interior  is  dusky  and  gloomy ; 
bnt  the  height  of  the  nave,  the  size 
of  the  pillars,  the  abundance  of  rich 
8cnlptnra«  the  tints  of  painted  glass, 
the  bcaotiihl  ibnns  or  the  2   rose 


windows,  all  contribute  to  the  effect 
of  this  splendid  cathedral,  lietween  • 
the  N.  aisle  and  the  N.  transept,  is 
a  small  organ-Iuft,  without  an  organ, 
under  which  is  carved  the  portrait  of 
Anton  Pil^n*am,  a  sculptor  and  archi- 
tect of  the  church.  The  same  bust 
again  appears  underneath  the.  Pulpit, 
M'hich  'is  of  elegant  and  elal>orate 
carved  stone,  as  arc  also  the  stalls  of 
the  choir.  At  the  K.  extremity  of  the 
S.  aisle  is  the  marble  monument  of  the 
Knip.  Frederic  III.,  ornamented  with 
240  iigures  and  30  coats-of-arms,  carved 
by  a  sculptor  of  Strasburg,  yicholas 
Lcrch  ( UtiT-l.'iia).  On  a  scroll  twisted 
around  the  sceptre  are  the  initials  of 
Frederic's  motto,  A.  E.  I.  O.  U.  :-- 
^4lles  y-'rdrcich  /st  Oesterreich  f/nter- 
thuu ;  or,  in  Latin,  ^ustriu!  A'st  /mpe- 
rarc  <'rbi  Lni verso.  The  iigures  in 
relief  around  the  sarcophagus  repre- 
sented the  8  religious  establishments 
which  he  founded.  Near  the  W.  end, 
on  the  rt.  of  the  grand  doorway,  is  a 
fide  chapel,  called  Kreuz-kapelle,  in 
which  the  hero  Prince  Kugcne  of 
Savoy  is  buried. 

The  S.  Toiccr,  begun  in  1359,  and 
carried  to  two-thirds  of  its  present 
height,  by  an  architect  named  George 
Hauser,  was  completed  in  1423,  by 
Anton  Pilgram,  and  well  restored 
18G8-70.  It  is  a  masterpiece  of 
Gothic  architecture,  diminishing  gra- 
dually from  its  base  to  its  summit  in 
regularly  retreating  arches  and  but- 
tresses :  it  is  444  Lug.  ft.  high.  It  is 
well  worthwhile  to  ascend  it  on  account 
of  the  view.  It  is  entered  from  a  small 
house,  No.  873,  Stcphansplatz,  built 
against  the  S.  wall  of  the  church  on 
the  outside,  where  tickets  are  given 
out.  High  up,  in  the  N.W.  angle  of  the 
tower,  is  s  hown  the  stone  bench  from 
which  Count  Stahrembcrg — the  brave 
governor  of  Vienna,  during  the  last 
siege  by  the  Turks — usetl  to  recon- 
noitre their  camp,  as  an  inscription 
placed  over  the  siM)t  bears  witness. 
From  this  elevated  post  he  first  descried, 
on  the  morning  of  Sept.  12,  I68a^  \fcft.

some  of  tliem  possessing  considerabl* 
interest,  that  literally  cover  the  outsids' 
of  the  edifice,  to  the  height  of  several 
yards  above  the  pavement.  Thi>' 
churchyard  was  thrown  open  and 
paved  by  order  of  Joseph  II.;  the  Crypt 
served  as  a  burial-place  of  the  Imperud 
&mily  from  the  lllh  to  the  ITth  c 
tnries ;  and  even  now  the  curious  pr 
tice  previula  of  interring  their  bo«cl| 
in  St.  Stephen's,  and  their  hearts  in  t! 
church  of  the  Augustines,  olthong 
their  bodies  arc  deposited  in  the  vau 
of  the  church  of  the  Capuchins. 

In  going  from  St.  Stephen's  to  tl 
Kiimthnerstrasse.  it  is  worth  while  to 
notice  *a  post  which  stands  against  tha 
wall  of  the  house,  Na  lu'9.  It  issaitL 
to  be  the  Inmk  of  a  tree,  the  only  ODS 
remainiuB;  of  the  Wienerwald,  H  vast 
forest,  wlilch  in  ancient  days  exleudol 
tu  Ibis  spot,  now  the  heart  of  the  cityr 
ll  has  beeu  so  completely  bound  roiiiM 
by  hoops  of  iron  to  preserve  it,  and  so 
many  nails  hare  been  dnven  into  it  b]r 
the  wnudvriDg  apprenticts  of  Vienna, 
when  setting  out  un  their  travels,  tliat 
there  is  now  no  longer  space  far  i 
and  the  trunk  has  become,  as  it  wen^

er  hiiElHiud  Francis,  and  her  son 
Joseph  II.  In  a  comer,  among  tha 
regal  and  imperial  dead,  is  the  simple 
coffin  of  a  Countess  Fuehi,  the  gover- 
neesand  insinictress  of  Maria  Thcresti 
who  showed  her  gratitude  in  adrailting 
lier  fr'iKuiV  to  the  oai^if  \ 
[  sliatiUE  a  ltim\)  Vitliet 


de  m  adraiitiDB 
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Friday,  for  13  years  after  the  death 
of  her  husband,  did  Maria  Theresa 
descend  into  this  vault,  to  pray  and 
weep  by  the  side  of  his  remains.  The 
most  interesting  sarcophagus  is  that  of 
young  Napoleon,  the  Duke  of  Reich> 
stadt.  A  simple  copper  coffin,  with  a 
raised  cross  upon  it,  and  the  words 
"  Napoleonis  Gallise  Imperatoris  Fi- 
lius,  &c.,  encloses  his  body.  Not  far 
off  is  the  coffin  of  the  ill  •  starred 
Emperor  Maximilian  of  Mexico. 

Church  of  the  Atujustines,  quite  plain 
outside;  its  chief  ornament  is  the 
'monument  of  the  Archduchess 
Christina  of  Saxe  Teschen,  by  Cauova, 
one  of  his  most  successful  works.  '*  A 
pyramid  of  greyish  marble,  about  30 
ft.  high  is  placed  against  the  wall  of 
the  church.  Two  melancholy  groups 
are  slowly  ascending  towards  it.  The 
Virtue,  bearing  the  ashes  of  the  de- 
ceased, and  by  her  side  are  twin  little 
g'rls,  carrying  torches.  Behind  them, 
encTolence  ascends  the  steps,  sup- 
porting an  old  man.  On  the  other 
side  couches  a  melancholy  lion,  and 
beside  him  reclines  a  desponding 
genius.  Over  the  door  of  the  vault  is 
a  medallion  of  the  Archduchess,  held 
np  by  Happiness.  The  sacred  music  on 
Sundays  and  festivals,  in  this  ch.,  is  of 
first-rate  excellence. 

In  the  Todten-Kapelle  (built  1341), 
on  one  side  of  the  aisle,  are  the  tombs 
of  the  Emperor  Leopold  II.;  of  the 
famous  Austrian  General  Daun,  erected 
to  his  memory  by  the  Empress  Maria 
Theresa;  and  of  Van  Swieten,  her 
physician,  to  whom  Austria  is  in- 
debted for  a  system  of  universal  educa- 
tion. In  the  Loretto  Chapel,  which 
was  founded  (1627)  bv  the  Empress 
Eleanor,  are  preserved  the  hearts  of 
the  members  of  the  Imperial  family, 
in  silver  urns. 

Metastasio  is  buried  in  St.  MtchaeVs 
Church,  but  the  situation  of  his  tomb  is 
unknown.  He  was  poet  laureate  to  the 
Emperor,  and  died  in  1782.  Here  are 
some  good  pictures  by  Schnorr, 

Tbe   two   Greek    churches    (705, 
FleUebmarkt',    713,  H«fner»teig)  are 


worthy  of  a  visit,  on  account  of  the 
peculiar  tone  of  chanting  and  the 
arrangements  of  the  interior,  which 
have  been  preserved  unchanged  from 
an  early  age.  *'  The  altar  is  separated 
from  the  nave  by  a  wooden  screen, 
called  the  tizetafTu^ig,  on  which  are 
paintings  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  the 
Redeemer,  and  many  saints.  Near  the 
Custom-house  is  the  church  of  the 
United  Greeks,  or  Roman  Catholics  of 
the  Greek  rite. 

After  St.  Stephen*s,  the  finest  Gothic 
ch.  in  Vienna  is  that  of  * MariaStiegen, 
formerly  called  Maria  am  Oestade, 
The  present  edifice,  with  the  exception 
of  the  W.  front,  which  dates  from 
the  13th  centy.,  was  erected  between 
the  years  1395  and  1412,  and  is  in  the 

?urest  style  of  Gothic  architecture. 
t  was  repaired  in  1 820.  Obs.  the  sept- 
angular tower,  180  ft.  high,  and  Uie 
chief  porch. 

The  only  churches  in  the  suburbs 
worthy  of  notice  are— 

The  ♦  Votif^Kirche,  or  Ch.  of  Our 
Saviour,  outside  the  Schotten  Thor, 
a  magnificent  Gothic  building,  with 
two  equal  spires  of  open  work  at  the 
W.  end,  and  an  octagon  at  the  crossing 
of  the  transepts — in  course  of  erec- 
tion by  public  subscription,  out  of  gra- 
titude for  the  escape  of  the  youne 
Emperor  Franz-Joseph  from  the  knife 
of  an  assassin  (on  ISth  Feb.  1853). 
The  architect  is  Herr  Ferstel.  It  is 
in  the  late  Gothic  style,  and  resem- 
bles Cologne  Cathedral  on  a  reduced 
scale— 295  ft.  long,  92  ft.  high  to  the 
roof.  The  Emperor  laid  the  foun- 
dation stone  (which  was  brought 
from  the  Mount  of  Olives)  in  1 856 ; 
160,000/.  have  already  been  expended, 
and  60,000/.  will  be  required  for  its 
completion,  when  it  will  undoubtedly 
be  one  of  the  finest  modern  churches  in 
Germany.

The  Schwuierhof  (the  oldeit  part] 
datei  from  the  year  1 310,  and  contaiaa 
the  apartmeat*  of  the  Imperial  fkinilj. 
Hiey  are  ihown  doling  fixed  hoan 
daily  when  the  oonrt  ia  oat  of  town  ; 
and  by  their  inferiority  in  nugnificence 
to  many  royal  reaideneei.  demonstrate 
the  Doottentationa  taiieaof  theAoatrian 
ralcn.  In  one  nmin  are  diaplajed  a 
■eiie*  of  64  itone  landieapei  (pietra 
dnra)  of  ezqniaite  Florentine  motale, 
admirably  execoted  in  vtuiona  eoloared 
•tone*  ialaid.  They  are  aaid  to  have 
coat  400,000  golden.  Id  the  dining- 
room  are  portrait!  of  Catherine  of 
Roiua  and  of  Frederick  the  Great, 
There  la  some  talk  of  re-bnildbg  the 
palace,  from  designs  prepared  by  Prof. 
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a  sceptre,  orb,  Dalmatic,  sword,  gloves, 
and  shoes.  Along  with  the  regsuia  are 
preserved  the  sacred  relics,  also  pro- 
MQced  at  the  coronation  of  the  German 
peror,  such  as  the  holy  spear  and 
nails  of  the  cross :  a  tooth  of  John  the 
Haptist ;  a  piece  of  the  coat  of  St.  John 
the  Evangelist ;  S  links  of  the  chains 
of  Saints  Peter,  Paul,  and  John;  the 
arm-bone  of  St.  Anne ;  a  piece  of  the 
true  cross;  a  portion  of  the  table-cloth 
used  at  the  Last  Supper.  The  Austrian 
regalia  include  the  crown  and  sceptre 
of  Kudolph  II.,  enriched  with  many 
uncut  precious  gems,  and  worn  in  for- 
mer times  by  the  emperors  elect  on 
their  entrance  into  Frankfurt.  The 
crown,  sceptre,  and  robes,  worn  by 
Napoleon  at  his  coronation  in  Milan  as 
King  of  Lombardy,  are  also  here.  It 
is  remarkable  that  the  stones  in  the 
crown  are  all  false.  The  crown, 
however,  with  which  the  ceremony 
was  performed  was  the  iron  cromn^ 
which  contains  the  santo  chuKfOf  kept 
at  Monza.  This  treasury  contains, 
besides,  the  following  objects  of 
value  and  interest : — An  almost  in- 
valuable collection  of  precious  stones. 
Pre-eminent  among  them  is  the  cele- 
brated Florentine  diamond,  worn  and 
lost  by  Charles  the  Bold  at  the  battle 
of  Granson,  picked  up  by  a  Swiss 
lanzknecht,  and  sold  by  him  to  a 
Bernese  merchant  for  1  fl.  The 
Emp.  Francis,  as  Grand  Duke  of 
Tuscanjr,  inherited  the  jewel,  and 
caused  it  to  be  removed  from  Florence 
hither.  It  weighs  133  carats.  There 
is  another  diamond  of  great  value,  in- 
tended for  the  button  of  a  hat ;  and  an 
emerald  weishing  2980  carats,  brought 
from  the  Bk>ly  Land  by  a  Duke  of 
Austria.  The  chains,  collars,  &c.,  be- 
longing to  the  dresses  of  the  various 
Austrian  orders,  viz.  Golden  Fleece, 
Maria  Theresa,  &c.,  worn  by  the  Em- 
peror, formiui?  a  most  splendid  col- 
lection of  brilliants,  and  comprising 
specimens  of  topaz,  emerald,  &c.,unique 
in  size  and  water.  The  priests'  mass- 
robes  worn  at  the  foundation  of  the 
order  of  the  Golden  Fleece  by  Philip 
the  Good  of  Burgundy,  covered  witn 
embroidered  fgures  of  saints  in  the 

str/e  ofart  of  the  period,  and  very  well

executed  in  the  manner  of  the  sch(M)l 
of  Van  Eyck,  deserve  attentive  exami- 
nation: they  are  more  like  pictures 
than  specimens  of  embroidery.  Philip 
the  Good's  tankard  of  Eastern  serpen- 
tine, bearing  the  name  of  Jehovah,  with 
several  heads  of  Christ  on  the  lid, 
and  the  figure  of  St.  Andrew,  patron 
of  the  House  of  Burgundy.  A  col- 
lection of  costumes  of  the  15th  centy., 
belonging  to  persons  of  distinction.  A 
crucifix,  carved  by  Bcivccnnio  CeUini, 
A  lavoir  of  silver  by  the  same  artist. 
Specimens  of  aucient  watches,  called, 
from  their  shape  and  the  place  where 
they  were  made,  JS'uranbcnj  efpjs.  Gold 
vases  and  basins  of  the  most  precious 
workmanship :  one  of  them  is  used  in 
the  baptism  of  the  Imperial  family. 
The  sabre  of  Tamerlane.  The  swords 
of  John  Hunyady,  Maximilian  I., 
Charles  V.,  Francis  I.  of  France.  The 
cradle  of  the  King  of  Kome  (yotmg 
Napoleon),  of  silver  i;ilt,  presented  to 
him  by  the  citizens  of  Paris.  A  i)iecc  of 
clock-work,  presented  by  the  Land- 
grave of  Hesse  to  the  Empress  Maiiu 
Theresa.  As  often  as  the  clock  strikes, 
figures  of  the  Emperor  and  Empress 
and  the  Landgrave  advance,  while 
Fame,  by  an  ingenious  contrivance, 
writes  in  golden  letters  a  laudatory 
inscription.  Here  may  also  be  seen 
the  horoscope  of  Wallenstcin,  a  circular 
plate  enamelled,  with  a  lion  in  the  cen- 
tre, and  some  cabalistical  figures  and 
the  signs  of  the  zodiac  around  it. 

The  Imperial  Stables,  Hof-Stall  Gc- 
baude,  facing  the  palace  outside  the 
Burg  Thor,  contains  the  state  carriages : 
that  used  at  the  coronations  at  Milan 
Prague,  &c.,  is  beautifully  painted  on 
the  panels;  it  was  made  for  Maria 
Theresa,  whose  state  sledge,  in  which 
she  used  to  drive  upon  the  Danube,  as 
well  as  her  sedan-chair,  arc  shown  here. 
Here  is  a  curious  collection  of  horac 
trappings,  saddles,  harness,  and  some 
old  armour.

AlexaadertheUrcatoDdfioxa- 
laMt,  and  a  hc«d  of  TiberiiM,  are  alio 
very  fine ;  and  a  Byxanliue  cameo, 
ItciLring  on  oue  nide  (he  Creation,  on 
tlie  olBcr  the  Crucifixion,  is  curious. 
Here  is  likewise  a  unique  uup  or 
oriental  agalc,  28^  in.  in  diameter, 
which  fomieJ  part  of  the  dowry  of 
Muty  of  UuTgundy,  wife  of  tJie  Emp. 
Maximilian ;  a  collection  of  Bupho- 
mots,  or  tnliimaiiB  of  the  Templars; 
and  a  tablet  of  bronze,  on  which  ii 
engrmved  a  senatuR  cunsultum  [  Koman 
Act  of  Parliament),  prohibiting  Bac- 
cliaiialian  ceremonies,  dated  in  the  year 
of  Rome  567,  or  B.C.  186  (Livy,  nxxix. 
8-181,  It  was  prolnibly  Long  up  in 
some  public  place  at  liome. 

The  celebmted  salt-cellar  made  hy 
JJ,iiifwil-i  Cfltini  for  Francis  I^  whose 
Minis  and  initials  it  still  bears,  hss 
lieen  trauaferred  bither  fi'om  the  Am- 
bras  Collection.  It  is  an  undoubted 
work  of  tlic  artist,  who  has  thns  de- 
scribed it  in  bis  Life;— "I  bad  repre- 
Ei'iited  the  sea  and  the  earth  both  in  a 
Bitting  pMtnre,  the  legs  of  one  placed 
between  those  of  the  other,  as  certain 
BTinB  of  the  sea  eutcr  the  land,  and 
certain  necks  of  laud  jut  out  into  the 
sea.  The  manner  iu  which  I  designed 
tliHRi  was'M  follows:  I  put  a  tridcul 
into  the  rt.  liand  of  the  figure  that 
/v-/)reseoledIhe8eB,and  in  the  1.  a  bark 
aJ'  ejiiiaieile  worAniaoship,  wiiich  was

I  placed  4  golden  figures  in  more  than 
mezao-rilievo  i  these  were  intended  to 
represent  Night  and  Day ;  and  there 
was  oue  likewise  for  Evening,  and 
another  for  the  Morniug.  There  were 
also  4  other  ilgures  of  the  4  principal 
Wiud»,of  the  same  sixe,  the  workroau' 
ship  and  enamel  of  which  were  elegant 
to  the  lastdegrec.  When  I  showed  the 
King  this  piece  of  work,  he  burst  into 
au  exclamation  of  surprise,  and  could 
never BuScicntly  admire  it."  It  will  be 
seen  IhsttbeBniBlhusnolinall  respecta 
acfurulelj  described  his  own  work. 
The  hilt  of  a  sword  which  belonged 
to  Charles  V^  of  very  good  art,  iE  als' 
attributed  to  Cdliai.

Here  are  eagles 
from  Tarioas  parts  of  the  Austrian  do- 
minions; IhewhiteeaglelFalco  albus), 
shot  near  the  fields  of  Aepemc  and 
Easling,  where  these  birds  are  nume- 
rous; the  Lammergeier,  from  the  Alps; 
Vultnr  fiilvus,  from  Hungary  ;  hooded 
falcons,  used  io  hawking  ia  the  time  of 
the  Emp.  Joseph  II.,  wilh  their  hoods 
and  bells;  Ibc  homed  owl,  from  the 
Wiener  Wnld  ;  b  monstrous  goose  and 
apigeoD,  each  with  4  legs;  an  inte- 
resting series  of  nests  and  eggs.  The 
other  departments  of  natural  history — 
amphibia,  fishes,  corals,  moUnsca,  and 
■hells— are  equally  ricb.  Among  the 
fish,  the  tribe  of  salmon  and  sturgeon 
from  the  Danube  and  other  rivers  of 
Europe  is  vi'ry  complete;  the  entuzou. 
(intestinal  worms)  arc  unrivalled.  The 
collection  of  comparative  anatomy  is 
alto  very  good.  The  insects  are  not 
infenori  they  are  shut  up  iu  cabinets, 
but  are  shown  readily  to  students  or 
amateurs  of  this  branch  of  science.

CBsemaled  barracks, and  between  them 
Btorehonses,  forming  a  qnadrangle, 
wilbJD  which  stand  resideoces  for  the 
Fommandant,  church,  hospital.  Here 
are  luanufactories  of  every  sort  i)f 
weapons,  fire-arms,  Bwords,  bayonets  ; 
workshops,  engine-house,  laboratory, 
cannon- foundry,  and  boring  worka 
em  ploy  ins  ■"""'  men.  The  most 
g>Ienmd  edifice  is  the  *Arvmu-t/, 
Wafien-Mnseum,  containing  one  of 
the  largest  and  finest  coUcctions  of 
anus  aod  ancient  nrinour  iu  Europe, 
and  well  deserves  a  visit.  It  is  open 
to  the  pnblic  daily  (8  till  12)  by 
tickets,  which  arc  given  out  at  the 
olGce  in  the  Seiliea  Guse,  at  the 
bock  of  the  building.  On  Thursdayt 
without  tickets. 

The  enormous  chain  of  SOOD  links, 
which  the  Turks  threw  acrofis  the 
Danube,  near  Buda,  for  tbe  purpose  of 
interrupting  the  navigation  of  tbe  liver 
in  15S9.  is  hung  in  fciitooiiE  round  the 
walls  of  tbe  court-yard. 

The  Grand  Hill  and  staircase  are 
decorated  with  frescoes  of  Austrian 
battles,  and  with  marbtc  statiiea  of 
grea 


id  calibre.  One  piece,  taken 
grade  in  1717,18  24  ft.  long,and  projects' 
a  lall  weighing  124  lbs.  Another,  k 
small  fleld-piece.is  called  "die  Ainsel," 
the  blackbird.  In  the  upper  rooms 
1.W,1W0  stoni  Oi  OTms  ate  \na\rfvaii 
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much  ingenuity,  so  as  to  form  decora- 
tions  for  the  interior,  but  at  the  same 
time  to  be  readj  for  immediate  use. 
There  is  a  great  store  of  ancient  wea- 
pons of  various  dates,  and,  above  all,  a 
large  collection  of  suits  of  armour 
actually  worn  by  illustrious  persons, 
though  some  of  the  stories  told  by  the 
guide  who  shows  this  collection  must 
not  be  entirely  relied  on.  The  suits 
of  armour  attributed  to  early  Austrian 
princes  are  very  fine ;  though  ma^y  of 
them,  like  those  in  the  Tower,  certainly 
did  not  belong  to  the  persons  to  whom 
they  are  given.  The  following  objects 
will  be  regarded  with  peculiar  interest: 
— The  buflF-coat,  of  elk-skin,  worn  by 
the  great  Gustavns  Adolphus  at  the 
battle  of  Liitzen,  penetrated  by  the 
bullet  which  caused  nis  death ;  General 
Montecuculi's  coat  of  mail ;  the  field- 
marshal's  uniform  of  Prince  Schwarz- 
enberg ;  Marlborough's  arms ;  the 
uniform  and  orders  of  Marshal  Ba- 
detsky,  under  a  glass  case;  the  bal- 
loon used  by  the  French  Marshal 
Jourdan  to  reconnoitre  the  Austrian 
army,  previously  to  the  battle  of  Fleu- 
rus;  the  keys  of  the  city  of  Lyons. 
A  great  number  of  standards  taken  by 
the  Austrians  during  the  war  :  100  are 
French,  of  the  days  of  the  Revolution ; 
many  Polish  and  Prussian ;  a  fiag  car- 
ried by  the  Italian  Carbonari,  with  the 
words  "  Independenza  o  mort« ;"  and 
several  Frencn  eagles;  also  a  tree  of 
Liberty,  with  the  red  cap,  and  the  co- 
lours of  the  33rd  regiment  of  French 
infantry,  taken  at  Cuun ;  Sobieski's  ar- 
mour. Many  trophies  conquered  from 
the  Turks,  as  standards,  horse-tails, 
weapons,  &c.  The  green  standard  of 
Mahomet,  captured  in  1683,  in  the 
memorable  battle  gained  by  John  So- 
bieski,  which  broke  up  the  siege  of 
Vienna.  Do  not  omit  seeing  the 
elegant  Chapel,  with  the  statue  of  the 
Virgin  rescued  from  the  old  arsenal ; 
also  the  view  from  the  Flag-Tovcer, 
Within  its  walls  are  fortified  barracks 
for  10,000  men,  a  park  of  artillery,  a 
manufactory  of  firearms,  a  depdt  of 
military  stores — in  short,  everything 
requisite  for  the  supply  of  a  large 
»rmr.

Zcughaus  —  on  the  Renngasse,  is 
shown  Mou.  and  Thurs.,  from  9  till  12 
A.M.,  and  from  3  till  6  p.m.  It  was 
commenced  in  1584,  and  completed  in 
1672;  it  contained  arms  for  34,000 
civic  guards,  which  were  stolen  and 
distributed  to  the  mob  at  the  Vienna 
revolution,  but  have  since  been 
restored.  There  are  suits  of  armour 
of  various  periods.  The  armour  of 
Louis  II.,  King  of  Hungair,  killed  at 
the  battle  of  Mohacz ;  of  Charles  V. ; 
of  Sobieski,  worn  at  the  battle  before 
Vienna.  Here  are  also  preserved 
an  immense  blood-red  standard,  taken 
from  the  Turks,  in  1683,  by  the  Duke 
of  Lorraine;  the  head  of  the  Vizir 
Kara  Mustapha,  with  the  cord  by 
which  he  was  strangled  on  his  re- 
turn from  his  disastrous  expedition  to 
Vienna;  and  his  shirt,  or  shroud  (Tod- 
tenhemd),  covered  with  Arabic  in- 
scriptions, derived  principally  from 
the  Koran.  At  the  taking  of  Belgrade, 
his  body  was  disinterred,  his  head  se- 
))arated  from  it,  and  transferred  to 
Vienna.  The  colours  taken  by  the 
Archduke  Charles,  at  Caldiero,  1805. 
The  bust  and  uniform  of  Marshal 
Loudon  are  also  shown  here. 

The  Belvedere  Palace^  No.  544  in  the 
Rennweg,  was  built  by  Prince  Eugene 
of  Savoy,  who  resided  in  it  during  the 
latter  years  of  his  life.  It  consists  of 
two  buildings,  the  Upper  and  Lower 
Belvedere,  situated  at  the  foot  and  at 
the  summit  of  a  gentle  eminence,  the 
intervening  slope  being  occupied  by  a 
fine  public  garaen, 

N.B,  To  the  Belvedere  is  a  long 
walk  of  nearly  2  m.  from  St.  Stephans 
Platz.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  take  one 
of  the  Siid-Bahn  omnibuses,  fare  10 
kr.,  which  setyou  down  at  the  Upper 
Belvedere.  Tne  Arsenal  is  in  the 
same  direction,  not  much  further.

vinces. Enterpe;  the  drapery  is  well 
executed.  A  Torso  ofCupid.  Several 
Jtoman  helmets  of  bronic,  in  fine  pre- 
8er?ation,  which  were  dog  up  at 
Marburg,  in  Slyrin.  Among  the  terra- 
cottas astntue  of  Pallas,  hulfthi!  iUe 
of  life,  in  the  stiff  early  atjle  of  art, 
tbund  in  Sicily. 

The  Egnptiin  MvKuin,  recently  de- 
posited under  the  same  roof,  and  open 
on  the  Nuiie  days,  conCainE,  besides 
papyri,  mummies,  tablets,  &c.,  a  cu- 
rious Ggore  of  a  sphinx  with  3  heads, 
of  white  murble,  probably  of  tbe  time 
of  the  Ptolemies. 

••The  Ainbraa  Stusmni  was  formed 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  IHlb  centy. 
(about  ISfiO),  by  Archduke  Ferdinand, 
son  of  tbe  Emp.  Perdinand  I.,  who, 
hanag  a  taste  for  art  and  antiqaities, 
obtained  from  his  tKeadi  aud  conteni- 
porary  Eoropean  monarcbs  Baits  of 
armour,  orlgiDal  portraits,  and  other 
cnriouties  belonging  to  them,  or  to 
the  persona  of  renown  attached  to 
tbnr  courts  and  persons,  including 
most  of  tbe  celebrated  men  of  the 
Uth,  ISth,  and  16lh  centuries.

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of  Parma  (d.  1 592),  with  gilt  bas-reliefs 
on  a  black  ground,  very  remarkable 
for  the  beauty  of  its  workmanship. 
The  arms  arranged  in  the  niches  be- 
longed, for  the  mof  t  part,  to  celebrated 
Italian  princes,  Viscouti,  Doria,  Sforza, 
&c.  Among  these,  Nos.  92,  104,  lOG, 
108,  109,  112,  115,  and  122,  are  par- 
ticularly  worthy  of  attention. 

4th  Apartment  is  a  gallery  of  carions 
old  paintings,  chiefly  portraits,  poor  in 
execution,  but  valuable  since  they  are 
contemporary  portraits,  and  probably 
good  resemblances,  the  greater  part 
having  been  taken  at  the  request  of 
the  founder  of  the  collection. 

The  genealogical  tree  of  Rudolph  of 
Habsburg;  a  portrait  of  him  taken 
fh>m  his  monument  at  Speier,  now  de- 
stroyed :  .-portraits  of  Maximilian  I. ; 
his  wife,  Mary  of  Burgundy ;  Philip 
II.  of  Spain;  Charles  v.;  his  mother 
Joanna:  his  son  Don  John  of  Austria; 
Francis  I. ;  Mary  Queen  of  Scots ; 
Andrew  Doria ;  Philippina  Welser,  the 
beautiful  wife  of' the  founder  of  this 
collection ;  Charles  V.  when  a  child, 
with  his  two  sisters,  one  of  them  hold- 
ing a  doll.  The  .3  Imperial  brides  of 
sovereigns  of  the  House  of  Habsburg, 
whose  dowries  were  kingdoms  include 
ing  what  are  still  some  of  the  noblest 
provinces  of  the  empire,  whose  mar* 
riage  gave  rise  to  these  lines : — 

Bella  gerant  alii,  ta  felix  Austria  nube ; 
Nam  qtUB  Mars  aliis,  dat  tibi  regna  Venus. 

The  portraits  of  European  princes,  130 
in  number,  extend  from  Budolph  of 
Habsburg  to  Queen  Anne  of  England. 
There  are  also  900  small  portraits  of 
distinguished  personages. 

The  5th  Apartment  is  a  museum  of 
natural  objects  and  works  of  art.  It 
contains  minerals,  animals,  &c. ;  the 
head  and  horns  of  a  stag,  enclosed  in 
the  trunk  of  a  tree,  and  completely 
overgrown  by  it,  so  that  only  the  ex- 
tremities of  the  antlers  project;  many 
Roman  antiquities,  dug  up  in  Tyrol, 
on  the  site  of  the  ancient  stations  Vel- 
didena  (now  Wilten),  and  Mattrejium 
(now  Mattrejr)  ;  among  them,  2  frag- 
meotg,  m  bronze,  of^n  Agr^noji  law, 


one  of  them  dating  as  far  back  as  1 1 4 

J  rears  b.c,  and  an  immense  nail  2  ft. 
ong,  and  weighing  42  lbs.,  from  the 
Pantheon. 

In  the  case  marked  1 1  are  some  ad- 
mirable carvings  in  wood :  the  best  are 
the  rape  of  the  Sabines,  and  a  battle- 
piece,  by  Alex.  Colin,  the  artist  who 
sculptured  the  bas-reliefs  of  Maxi- 
milian's tomb  at  Innsbruck.  These 
deserve  minute  examination.  Here 
are  kept  the  trappings  belonging  to 
hawking  in  old  times.  A  collection 
of  musical  instruments  used  in  the 
middle  ages,  the  very  names  of  some 
of  which  are  now  forgotten.  A  set  of 
toys  made  for  the  children  of  Francis  I, 
of  France  and  Eleanor  of  Austria. 

The  6^^  Room  contains  a  most  daz- 
zling display  of  jewellery,  trinkets, 
cups  cut  out  of  precious  stones,  carv- 
ings, plate  of  costly  workmanship,  and 
enamels.  In  the  same  apartment  are 
preserved — a  portrait  of  Charles  V. 
by  Titiitn;  another  of  Charles  IX. 
of  France,  by  Clouet.  A  most  ela- 
borately ornamented  suit  of  armour, 
which  belonged  to  Charles  V.;  the 
shield  of  iron  is  ornamented  with  a 
representation  in  relief  of  a  combat  of 
wild  beasts ;  the  spurs  and  the  stirrups 
are  the  work  of  the  celebrated  armourer 
Negroli  of  Milan  ; — a  cross-bow,  the 
stock  of  which  is  inlaid  with  ivory, 
covered  with  etchings  and  engravings 
by  A.  Diirer,  who  has  inscribed  his 
well-known  monogram  underneath. 

In  a  separate  apartment  there  is  a 
collection  of  dresses  from  various 
countries,  now  packed  up.  The  most 
curious  are  those  brought  from  the 
South  Sea  by  Captain  Cook, 

The  **  Imperial  Picture  Gallery,  in  • 
the  Ujiper  Belvedere,  at  the  upper  end 
of  the  gardens.    The  terrace  in  front 
commands  one  of  the  most  pleasint^ 
views  of  Vienna.      The  entrance  is 
at  the  back  of  the    building.

In  the  hnperial  Prinlng  Office  (Hof 
nod  Staate-Dnickerei),  913,  Singer 
SImsse,  an  extensive  otid  well  managed 
estiibliBhmeut,  employing  300  men,  not 
only  the  ordinary  procenes  of  printing,) 
but  those  of  slereolypinfr,  type-cast- 
ing, nature  and  colour-prinling ;  and  1 
all  the  most  improved  pltolographic 
processes  of  Ihe  ilny,  maj'  be  seen  to 
great  advantage.  Itreqaires  1}  hr.  to 
see  through  the  whole. 

The  Sonnal  Sirhool  of  St.  Anne,  S, 
Aiiuagasse,  was  established  hy  Maria 
Theresa  as  a  pattern  for  all  others  in 
her  doniioions.  Pereons  intertsled  in 
the  subject  of  National  Education  may 
here  obtain  on  insight  into  the  system 
followed  in  Austria  and  her  dependent 
states.  It  may  be  a  matter  of  surprise 
to  many  lo  he  informed  ibal  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Austrian  government  was 
turned  to  this  important  national  sub- 
ject nearly  half  n  century  belbrc  it  re- 
ceived any  serious  consideration  from 
that  of  England,  and  thai  the  coantry 
{especially  the  hereditary  dominions  of 
the  Austrian  crown)  has  reaped  import- 
ant  betiefit  from  it.  so  that  not  only  ars  ' 
the  lower  orders  &r  better  instructed 
than  they  are  in  Great  Britain,  but  a 
person  who  cannot  read,  or  one  unin- 
Etmcted  in  the  principles  of  religion,  ia 
hardly  to  be  met  with  even  in  tliclDweat 
classes.  Orphans,  children  of  soldiers,  ■ 
or  of  parents  too  poor  to  pay  for  their 
schooling,  are  taught  gratuitously.  <

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eyeiy  100  pupils  the  teacher  is  com- 
pelled to  instruct  25  children  of  indi- 
gent persons  g^tuitously,  the  govern- 
ment providing  them  with  school-books. 
One -tenth  of  the  population  in 
Vienna  attend  schools. 

The  Univ^sityYfBS  founded  in  1237, 
but  was  totally  re-organised  in  the 
reign  of  Maria  Theresa  (1752-1756), 
under  the  direction  of  her  physician, 
Van  Swicten.  The  old  buildings  near 
St.  Stephen's,  where  such  folly  was 
enacted  in  1 848,  have  been  converted 
into  barracks,  and  a  new  University 
building  has  been  erected  on  the  Uni- 
versitatsplatz.  It  has  a  larger  number 
of  students  than  any  other  in  Germany, 
the  number  registered  in  1866  (winter 
semester)  was  3394 :  viz.  in  Theology 
252 ;  in  Philosophy  481  :  in  Medicine 
(including  surgery  and  pharmacy) 
1135;  and  in  Law  and  Political  Eco- 
nomy 1072 ;  together  with  454  students 
who  were  registered  as  **  Ausser- 
ordcntlich/'  i.e,  who  do  not  devote 
themselves  to  any  particular  study. 
The  professers,  112  in  number,  all 
receive  fixed  stipends  from  the  state: 
they  are  allowed  to  give  private  in- 
struction, and  to  receive  extra  fees 
from  students  who  are  Austrian  sub- 
jects, but  cannot  take  private  pupils 
who  are  not  Austrian  subjects  without 
express  permission  (allerhoechsten 
Bewilligung)  from  the  Emperor  him- 
self. The  Theological,  Surgical,  and 
Veterinary  courses  are  delivered  gra- 
tuitously; but  the  student  has  to  pay  a 
fee  of  18  fl.  for  attendance  on  the  lec- 
tures in  Philosophy,  and  30  fl.  for 
those  of  Medicine  and  Jurisprudence. 
The  University  of  Vienna  is  celebrated 
over  the  Continent  as  a  School  of 
Medicine. 

Besides  the  University  there  is  an- 
other medidil  institution  here,  for  the 
instruction  of  army  surgeons,  named 
after  its  founder,  the  Emp.  Joseph  II., 
The  Josephinum,  in  the  Alsergrund 
suburb,  Wahringerga88e>  221.  It  is 
richly  furnished  with  library  and 
museums.  The  most  renArkable  col- 
lection is  an  extenstve  aeries  of  ana- 
tonucal prepantiona  in  wax,  exhibiting 
the  diseases  and  coDformatioDS  of  the 


human  frame,  made  by  the  Chevalier 
Fontana  of  Florence,  occupying  7  or  8 
rooms.  It  is  shown  to  the  public  (not 
to  females)  on  Saturdays,  before  12: 
admittance  is  granted  at  other  times  to 
medical  men  and  students. 

The  New  Exchange  and  Bank  Buildings 
(Ferstel.  archt.)»  begun  1860,  in  the 
Hermgasse  and  Freyung,  240.  It  is 
richly  decorated  inside  with  painting 
and  sculpture ;  outside  with  statues,  &c. 

The  General  Hospital,  Allgemeine 
Krankenhaus,  in  the  Alser  Vorstadt, 
195,  is  an  enormous  building,  founded 
by  the  Emp.  Joseph  II.,  containing 
19  (quadrangles,  131  sick  chambers, 
and  IS  capable  of  holding  3000  patients. 
It  receives  annually  30,500. 

Connected  with  the  Hospital  are :  a. 
The  Ophthamic  Hospital  (Augenheil 
Institut) ;  6.  The  Asylum  for  the  In- 
sane (Irrenheil-Institut),  a  handsome 
structure  opened  1851  ;  admirable  in 
its  arrangements,  capable  of  receiving 
400  patients ;  c.  the  Ljing-in-Hospital, 
Gehdranstaltf  to  which  women  are 
admitted  in  the  most  secret  manner, 
and,  unseen  by  any  individual,  will  re- 
ceive every  medical  assistance  and 
every  care,  and,  having  recovered,  may 
quit  the  house  perfecUy  undiscovered. 
The  child  is  either  taken,  by  the  mother 
or  left  to  be  placed  in  the  Foundling 
Hospital.  The  child  is  not  left  at  the 
door,  as  in  France,  but  is  taken  into 
the  office  and  registered,  and  the  mother 
receives  a  ticket,  by  presenting  which 
she  may  at  any  time  reclaim  her  off- 
spring; which  is  otherwise,  at  a  proper 
age,  put  to  some  useful  trade  or  made 
a  soldier.  Nearly  17,000  children  are 
supported  in  the  Foundling  Hospital 
at  one  time,  at  a  cost  of  more  than 
40,000/.  per  annum,  and  about  8000 
enter  in  a  year.  The  mortality  among 
the  children  is  great.

The  PHeaU  Oar^sni  attached  to 
the  palace  of  Prince  Schwnraenbere. 
in  the  Rennweg,  not  far  from  tlie 
Itelvcdcrt^,  and  aim  those  of  Prince 
Liechtenstein  (formerly  belonging  to 
Prince  Rasumodsky'),  in  (he  suburb 
Lendslrasae,  according  to  the  liberKl 
practice  of  the  Continent,  are  thrown 
open  to  thi!  public.  The  garden  of  tba 
Heliedere,  as  before  mentioned,  coni- 
tnands  one  of  Ihe  best  views  of  Vienna. 

The  'Stadtpark,  on  Ihe  Park  Hing, 
l«d  out  in  the  English  itylc,  witti 

pleasant  walks,  parterres,  and  shrab- 
heries  ou  both  sides  of  the  Wien  river, 
and  opened  to  ihc  public  1BG3,  is  now 
a  favourite  u'sort  of  the  higher  classes. 
A  £iirs'iiil  has  been  erected,  iu  the 
HcDaissnuce  style,  with  high  roof, 
domes,  and  turrets  (architect  Garbeii), 
within  the  pork,  at  a  cost  of  3a,00u'. 
It  contains  a  large  concert  and  Inll 
rooiu.  a  cafe  saloon,  and  a  pump-room. 
The  walks  about  it  arc  frequented  as  a 
sort  of  prado,  from  3  to  5,  the  hours 
betweeu  tlie  early  and  late  dinners  of 


The  I'raUr,  the  Hyde  Parle  of  Vi- 
ennji,  is  situated  at  the  extremity  of 
the  street  called  Jiigerzeile.  Here 
there  is  an  open  circolar  space,  from 
which  branch  out  U  alleys  or  avenues. 
Close  to  the  first  alley  is  the  TmHmaa 
of  the  Nvrthcm  and  l^'slem  Jluilmaili, 
extending  to  Prague.  Utmiitz,  Pesth, 
&c.  The  second  ou  the  right  (Haupt- 
alh-ej  is  the  most  frequented,  and 
leads  to  the  PaDorama,  Ihe  Circus, 
and  the  Coffee-houses.

The  two  great  days  ibr  visiting  the 

PraUr  are  EaKUx  Mo&^'j   -aoo.  tltt 
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the  great  holiday  of  .the  Viennese.  If 
the  weather  be  tolerably  fine  the  whole 
city  pours  forth  to  the  PraUrfuhrtf  so 
that  the  carriages  form  an  unbroken 
line  from  the  Kohlmarkt  in  the  city 
to  the  Rondeau.  It  is  then  that  new 
equipages  and  fine  liveries  are  seen  for 
the  first  time.  It  is  the  Longchamps 
of  Vienna.  It  is  like  the  Ring  in  Hyde 
Park,  with  this  difference,  that  the 
humble  fiacre  is  admitted  by  the  side 
of  the  princely  four-in-hand.  Thus, 
amidst  all  the  display  of  coats  of 
arms,  with  quarterings  innumerable,  of 
crowns  and  coronets,  scarlet  and  gold- 
laoed  liveries,  Hungarian  lacqueys  in 
dolmans  (the  hussar  dress),  belted 
Bohemian  Jagers,  with  swords  at  their 
sides  and  streaming  feathers  in  their 
cocked  hats,  there  is  far  less  aris* 
tocratic  exdusiveness  than  in  England. 

He  who  confines  himself  to  the  drive, 
however,  has  seen  but  half  of  the  Prater, 
and  that  not  the  most  amusing  or  cha- 
racteristic portion.  A  few  steps  behind 
the  coffee-houses,  the  Prater  of  the  great 
world  ends,  and  that  of  the  common 
people  begins.  It  is  called  the  Wurstel 
Prater,  from  the  quantity  of  sansages 
(Wiirste)  which  are  consumed  in  it. 
On  Sundays  and  holidays  it  has  all 
the  appearance  of  a  great  fiur.  As  far 
as  the  eye  can  reach,  under  the  trees 
and  over  the  greensward,  appears  one 
great  encampment  of  suttlers'  booths 
and  huts. 

The  third  allde  on  the  rt,  on  ap- 
proaching the  Prater  from  the  Jager- 
zeile,  leads  directly  to  the  Wiirstl  Pra- 
ter, and  to  the  place  where  fire-works 
are  exhibited  4  or  5  times  a-year. 
Spectators  are  accommodated  in  an 
amphitheatre  erected  opposite  to  the 
spot  where  they  are  displayed.  The 
report  of  a  cannon  gives  the  signal  that 
they  are  about  to  commence. 

The  Prater  is  no  longer,  however,  so 
general  a  place  of  holiday  resort  as  be- 
fore the  establishment  of  railroads: 
Sarties  now  resort  much  to  Baden, 
lodling,  &c  In  the  autumn  the  tra- 
veller will  be  puzzled  b^  Mephisto- 
pheles'  expression, "  Hier  i8t*8  so  lustig 
wie  im  Prater." 

As  the  Prater  is  nearly  4  miles  long,  I 


it  is  possible  to  leave  the  busy  crowd  and 
to  plunge  into  remote  and  tranquil 
thickets,  interspersed  with  fine  trees  of 
an  age  and  size  which  would  render  them 
worthy  to  be  the  patriarchs  of  a  forest, 
until  the  wanderer  finds  himself  on  the 
borders  of  the  Danube  itself. 

The  Augarten  is  another  fine  public 
garden,  in  a  formal  style,  with  straight 
walks  and  lofty  clipped  hedges.  There 
is  in  the  house  belonging  to  it  a  Res- 
taurateur. Adjoining  it  is  the  Brigit^ 
tenauf  a  large  meadow  interspersed 
with  wood,  which,  on  St.  Bridget's 
day  (usually  the  Sunday  before  or  after 
the  13th  of  July),  used  to  receive  the 
greater  part  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Vienna. 


Historical  Facts  connected  with  Vienna. 

Vienna  is  generally  believed  to  oc- 
cupy the  site  of  the  Roman  station 
Vindobona,  remarkable  as  the  spot 
where  the  Emperor  Marcus  Aurelius 
breathed  his  last. 

The  foundation  both  of  the  present 
archduchy  and  empire  of  Austria  was 
laid  in  983,  when  the  Emp.  Otho  II. 
created  Leopold  of  Babenberg  Mar- 
grave of  the  Ostmark,  which  at  that 
period  did  not  extend  further  Uian 
Molk.  Leopold  took  Molk  from  the 
Ma^ars,  and  previous  (to  his  death 
had  extended  his  margravate  to  the 
Kahlenberg.  Towards  the  middle  of 
the  11th  centy.  his  successors  had 
driven  the  Magyars  beyond  the  March 
and '  Leitha,  which  have  ever  since 
formed  the  boundary  between  Austria 
and  Hungary.  Henry  II.  Jasomirgott, 
the  8th  Babenberg  margrave  ( 1141-77), 
was  raised  to  the  dignity  of  duke  of 
Upper  and  Lower  Austria.  He  made 
Tienna  his  habitual  place  of  residence, 
greatly  enlarged  the  town,  built  St. 
Stephen's '  (the  old  church),  and,  in 
fact,  may  be  regarded  as  the  real 
founder  of  the  Austrian  capital,  which 
before  his  time  does  not  a^^t&x  \k>\!a:<%<&

Philiii,  Archbishop  of  Salz- 
burg, the  sole  ubumaut  for  the  igvesti- 
ture  or  the  duchies  of  Cariuthii  and 
Camiohi,  died  in  1379.  With  thecon- 
■ent  of  liie  Diet  held  nt  Auesburg, 
lias,  Riiil'ilph  conferred  those iluchies, 
tOMther  with  the  duchies  of  Austria 
and  Slyria,  on  his  two  Sons  Albert  and 
Rudolph.  In  the  neM  eenty.  Tyrol 
WBi  acquired  hy  marriage;  aud  in  the 
beginning  of  the  17th  centy.  all  the 
hereditary  states  of  the  House  of  Hahs- 
bnrg  di-'volved  ou  the  Gmp.  Ferdi- 
iiaitd  II. ;  since  which  they  have  re- 
muned  united. 

In  ttd'i  the  citizens  of  Vienna  re- 
volted, and  for  the  space  of  2  months 
besieged  or  rather  blockaded  the  Biirg 
ID  wbicli  the  Emp.  Frederic  III.  had 
taken  r>.-fuge,  in  hopes  of  starving 
him  into  a  compliance  with  their  dc-

In  148*,  Vienna,  after  bcinff  in 
vested  for  4  months,  surrender!^  ti 
Matthias  Corvinus,  who  mode  it  his 
place  of  resident^',  and  died  here 
1490.  After  his  death  the  Emp.  Max- 
imilian I.  regained  possession  of  the 
city,  and  was  received  with  acclama- 
tions by  the  inhabitants  overjoyed  at 
getting  rid  of  the  Hungarians.

Vienna  was  besieged  by  Sullail 
Soljman,  with  a  large  amiT,  from  Sept, 
as  to  Oct.  H,  1539,  and  ably  defended 
by  Count  Nicholas  Siilm  and  a  garrison 
of  14,000  men.  The  destruction  of  • 
flotilla  conveying  the  Turkish  heavy 
artillery,  by  the  garrison  of  Presbnrg, 


again  beaiegid  by  a  Turkish  amf  < 

of  200,000  men  nnder  the  command  of 
the  Grand  Viiier,  Kara  Muslapha,  in 
1683,  and  most  heroically  defended  bv 
Count  Hiidiger  Stalireniberg  with 
20.000  men,  only  800(1  of  whom  were 
regular  troops.  The  siege  lasted  from 
July  Uth  to  Sept.  12th,  when  the  citjr 
was  relieved  and  the  Turks  completelj- 
routed  by  the  Duke  of  Lorraine  and 
John  Sobieski. 

The  Church  of  Maria  Trost,  in  the 
Mariahilf  Vorstadt,  was  built  in  1731, 
ou  the  spot  whciv  the  Grand  Vixicr's 
lent  was  pitched  duriug  the  siege  in 
1683.  The  Tilyiea.icl;n,i!e,  a  rampart 
thrown  np  by  the  Turks,  still  remain* 
near  the  village  of  Wahriug,  between 
Vienna  and  the  Kahlenberg.

It  was  a  corps  of 
500  horse,  commanded  by  Dampierre, 
which,  entering  the  city  by  the  only 
gate  not  watched  by  the  enemy,  raised 
the  spirits  of  the  people ;  the  students 
of  the  university  flew  to  arms,  fresh 
succours  arrivea,  and  Ferdinand  was 
relieved  when  on  the  verge  of  losing 
at  once  his  capital  and  crown. 

Vienna  was  twice  occupied  by  the 
French  under  Napoleon — m  1805  and 
1809.  The  Congress  of  Vienna  met 
here  from  Nov.  3,  1814,  to  June  9, 
1815.

Though  the  ground  on  which  Vienna 
stands,  and  the  country  around  it,  is 
almost  a  flat,  not  much  raised  above  the 
level  of  the  Danube,  yet  this  plain  is 
bounded,  at  the  distance  of  a  few  miles, 
by  hills  of  considerable  elevation,  in- 
tersected by  the  most  romantic  valleys, 
their  sides  covered  with  fine  woods, 
sprinkled  over  with  ch&teaux  and 
villas,  and  ornamented  everywhere  by 
the  picturesque  ruins  of  decayed 
castles,  the  relics  of  feudal  ages,  and 
of  the  da^s  of  the  Faustrecht 

There  is  scarcely  a  village  within  10 
miles  of  the  lines  which  does  not  serve 
as  a  Richmond  or  St.  Cloud  for  the 
Viennese :  and  on  Sunday  they  are  all 
equally  occupied  bv  parties  of  pleasure. 
No  stranger  should  omit  to  visit  the 
Bruhl,  the  Kahlenberg,  the  Palace  of 
Laxenbnrg,  and  Baden. 

The  Gloggnitz,  Gratz,  and  Trieste 
Jiaiiway  (Sud-Bahn)  passes  near  Schon- 
brunn  and  through  Baden  (Rte.  247). 
Numerous  public  conveyances  of  vari- 
ous kinds  run  in  all  directions  from 
Stefans-platz  and  different  parts  of  the 
city,  and  several  times  a  day  to  the 
more  fre^aented  places.  Besides 
^»cre8,  wbicb  may  he  taken  into  the 


country,  there  are  Gesellschaftswagen, 
a  kind  of  omnibus,  which  start  at 
regular  hours  from  fixed  stations  in 
the  town. 

Schdnbnmn,  the  palace  of  the  Em- 
peror, and  his  usual  summer  residence, 
situated  about  2  m.  from  Vienna, 
was  begun  as  a  hunting-seat  for  tho 
Emp.  Matthias,  by  Fischer  of  £r- 
lach,  and  finished  by  Maria  Theresa. 
The  interior  is  splendidly  furnished, 
and  contains  a  number  of  portraits  of 
the  ancestors  of  the  Imperial  family, 
few  of  which  are  likely  to  arrest  [a 
traveller's  attention,  except  those  of 
Maria  Theresa,  Joseph  II.,  and  Maria 
Antoinette.  The  building,  however, 
possesses  some  historical  interest,  as 
having  been  inhabited  by  Napoleon  in 
1809,  when  the  treaty  of  Schonbrunn 
was  signed  here,  and  by  his  son,  the 
Duke  of  Keichstadt,  who  died  here  at 
the  age  of  21,  in  1832,  in  the  same 
apartment  in  the  1.  wing  overlooking 
the  garden,  and  on  the  same  bed,  it  is 
said,  which  his  fiither  had  occupied. 
This  amiable  young  prince^  who,  ac- 
cording to  the  statement  of  some 
writers,  lived  the  life  of  a  prisoner  at 
the  court  of  his  grandfather,  was  in 
truth  the  cherished  favourite  of  the 
late  Emperor,  brought  up  with  every 
tenderness  and  care ;  and  if  he  was  the 
object  of  any  unusual  watchfulness,  it 
was  merely  with  a  view  of  preventing 
his  becoming  the  victim  of  some  mad 
scheme  of  carrying  him  off  to  France; 
without  the  least  restriction  upon  fais 
personal  liberty. 

The  gardens  behind  the  palace  are 
laid  out  in  straight  walks,  long  avenues, 
trimmed  and  clipped  like  hedges,  to  a 
height  of  50  or  60  feet,  in  the  French 
style,  and  ornamented  with  statues  and 
fountains.    On  a  fine  Sunday  after- 
noon they  are  thronged  with  happy 
crowds  of  citizens  and  their  families 
from  Vienna.    Stapps;  the  enthusiastic 
German  student  who  attempted  the 
life  of  Napoleon  in  these  gardens,  was 
shot  here  a  few  hours  aft«r^«x^^  '^xA.

villas  and  country  houses,  which  on 
Sundays  is  iuuiidatvd  witli  the  rural- 
iungcitiiensof  Vienna.  In  the  ciiurch- 

frj  i*  Ihe  mooument  of  a  Baroness 
ileradorf,  by  Canora,  and  in  the 
lurch  of  Peiaing,  opposite  Uietzing, 
i«  a  fine  mouumenl  of  a  Fran,  von 
Batlmann,  by  the  Florentine  Ecatptor 
Finella.  The  Cu.imo  ofDommeyer  ig 
a  hooBe  of  entertainment,  magnificently 
fiCled  up,  combining  restaurant,  caf^, 
Idlliard-tables,  and  a  very  splendid 
tsloon  for  dining  and  music.  The 
enisine  is  reputed  Srst-mti>.  Thursday 
and  Sunday  are  tbe  days  when  the 
liouse  is  uiualiy  opened.

The  Palace  of  Laxeubnrg  was  the 
favourite  residence  and  retreat  ui  eunn- 
mer  of  Maria  Theresa,  Joseph  II.,  awl 
the    late   Emp.   Francis.      It  can   be 
reuched  in  }  hr.  by  Railway  from  the 
Sud-IiahnhoF,  taking  the  branch-line 
from     Miidling,    and    forms    one    of 
the  most  agreeable   excursions  from 
the  metropolis.    A  long  uninterrupted 
avenue  of  trees  connects  il  with  the 
Palace  of  SchoDbniim.      Those   who 
choose  to  spend  a  day  there  will  find  a 
tolerable  restaurant  close  to  the  palneu. 
(/nns:  Stem;  Ungarische Krone.  The     , 
gardens   ara   upeu   duly  to   viaitora. 
The  pahice.  guaerally  called  the  Bl<m  1 
flaox,  built   1600,  on  the  site  of  a   1 
mediievDl  ensile,  is  shown  to  stran^en, .

The  pIcBJu  re-grounds,  or  park,  are 
beautifully  laid  out.  They  are  plauted 
with  slirubberics  and  fine  trees,  and 
interapKtsed  with  sheets  of  water  ;  bul 
they  have,  perhaps,  more  than  enough 
of  rustic  bridges,  Grecian  temples. 
Chinese  pavilions,  and  Swiss  cotlogra.

one  object  which  he  considers  curious. 
To  make  a  selection  only  from  these,  it 
may  he  enough  to  mention  tlie  Knight's 
Crypt  (Rilter  Graft),  in  which  is  a 
copy  of  the  tomb  of  Rudolph  of  Habs-  i 
burg,  formerly  at  Spires  {H'Mvlhiyoli  for 
N.  aerraa»>i),  the  Farm  [Meyerei),  and 
the  Knif/het  Cmtle,  called  also  niiii- 
:c>u'>ur7.  This  is  a  modern  antiqua 
castle,  in  the  centre  of  a  lake,  built  in 
the  fashiou  of  a  fendal  fortress  of  the 
middle  ages,  and  approached  by  means 
of  a  tlyiiig-bridge,  upon  which  visiton 
are  ferried  across.  Though  there  are 
parts  of  tbe  interior  which  remind  one 
more  of  a  Dutch  toy-shop  than  a 
baronial  stronghold— for  instance,  e  ' 
■  *  tare  dnngeon,  and  a  puppet  pri- 
of  wood — still  it  possesses  mudi 
is  really  ancient  and  authentic, 
such  as  antique  Gothic  furniture,  rich 
carvings  "\n  viOtyi  mv4  itone,  ^BADta 
glass,  cMiij  iKKxttBtt.iKnsA^nsia*? 
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castles  now  ruined,  or  convents  long 
since  suppressed.  It  may  be  looked 
upon  as  a  museum  of  antiquities  of  the 
middle  ages ;  and  its  curiosities  cannot 
be  viewed  without  much  interest.  It 
contains  a  Gothic  Chapel,  built  by  Duke 
Leopold  the  Glorious,  about  1220,  at 
Klosternenburg,  and  removed  hither 
1799.  Here  is  preserved  the  monstrance 
which  held  the  Holy  Sacrament  dis- 
played to  Maximilian  I.,  when  in  his 
last  moments,  as  it  was  supposed,  on 
the  cliff  of  the  Martins  wand,  whence 
he  was  rescued  in  the  manner  detailed 
in  Rte.  212. 

In  the  Armoury  may  be  seen  the  very 
splendid  suit  of  the  Emp.  Charles 
V,  The  helmet,  admirably  worked,  is 
covered  with  bas-reliefs,  representing 
the  siege  of  Troy.  The  armour  of  a 
Mexican  emperor.  Several  full  suits 
of  armour  for  ladies  and  children. 
The  Emp.  Maximilian's  armour.  The 
hat  worn  in  several  engagements  by 
Charles  V.  Many  Turkish  trophies,  as 
horse-tail  standards,  turbans.  Sundry 
arms  of  the  rebellious  peasants,  and  a 
figure  of  their  leader,  Fadinger  (Rte. 
198),  &c. 

The  sitting-room  of  the  ladies  of 
the  court  is  hung  round  with  the 
mantles  of  the  Knights  of  the  Golden 
Fleece,  worn  at  the  installations  of  the 
Order;  anotherextremely  elegant  room 
is  surrounded  by  marble  statues  of  the 
most  celebrated  emperors  of  Germany. 

In  one  of  the  apartments  of  the 
ground-floor  is  represented  a  procession 
of  knights  going  to  the  tournament  in 
the  time  of  Maximilian  I.,  taken  from 
good  authorities,  such  as  old  MSS., 
paintings,  &c.,  of  the  period.  The 
Emperor  is  accompanied  by  many 
knights  in  full  armour,  and  by  heralds, 
and  is  followed  by  the  priest,  the  sur- 
geon, and  the  Todtenwagen,  or  hearse, 
to  carry  off  those  who  might  unfortu- 
nately be  killed  in  the  encounter.  In 
a  turret-chamber  are  portraits  of  Philip 
II.  of  Spain,  his  son  Don  Carlos,  and 
his  queen  Isabel. 

From  the  top  of  the  Donjon  Tower 
a  fine  view  is  obtained.  In  the  middle 
story  of  it  is  the  Chamber  of  Torture, 
efiid  to  b^  a  faQ-eimile  of  the  Justice 


Chamber  actually  existing  in  an  old 
castle  somewhere  in  the  Italian  Tyrol. 
In  the  centre  is  a  circular  table,  in- 
scribed along  its  edge  with  the  words 
"  Discite  justitiam  mouiti,  et  non  tem- 
nere  divos,"  around  which  the  judges 
or  inquisitors  sat.  Above  the  table  is 
a  pulley  fastened  in  the  roof,  to  which 
the  prisoner  was  attached  by  the  arms 
or  legs,  and  racked  to  extort  con- 
fession. 

Not  far  from  the  castle  are  the  Lists 
(Toumierplatz),  where  tournaments 
are  sometimes  held,  in  imitation  of 
the  practice  of  chivalry,  by  the  young 
nobles  and  members  of  the  Imperial 
family.  The  Lists  are  also  copied  from 
an  ancient  example  still  existing,  at- 
tached  to  some  castle  within  the  Aus- 
trian dominions. 

A  pretty  Temple  has  been  erected  on 
a  small  island  in  honour  of  the  Em- 
press. It  contains  a  Roman  mosaic 
found  at  Salzburg. 


C.  MODLTNO  AND  THE  BRCHL,  AND 
ROAD  THENCE  TO  BADEN. 

The  Railroad  to  Gratz  and  Trieste 
(Sudbahn)  passes  close  to  Modling  and 
Schonbrunn,  and  by  Baden.  (See  Rte. 
247.)  Trains  6  or  8  times  a^y,  and 
more  frequently  on  Sundays  and  holi- 
days, in  1  hr.  Terminus  beyond  the 
Palace  of  the  Belvedere. 

On  issuing  out  of  Vienna,  at  a  short 
distance  beyond  the  Matzleinsdorfer 
Lines,  the  Richtstatt  ^place  of  execu- 
tion) is  passed,  marked  by  two  stones, 
in  which  the  gallows  is  set  up.  Capital 
executions  are  very  rare  here.

The  valley  of  the  Brilhl  and  the 
EurronndlDg  heights  belong  to  Prince 
Jobu  Liechteustein ;  and  the  pleaiiire- 
grauuds  attached  to  this  cbateaa,  into 
vhich  the  public  are  most  liberally  ad- 
mitted, form  the  great  atlraclioa  of 
M'idling.  Behind  the  church  of  Mcid- 
liug  run  foot-pBlhE,  leading  op  to  an  old 
aistL;  of  which  a  mined  tower  remtuns. 
It  was  the  family  residence  (Stanun- 
haus)  of  the  Babenberg  Margraves  of 
Austna.  Aftur  passing  several  imita- 
tions  of  old  ruisB,  which  seem  rather 
unueoesmry  in  a  spot  surrounded  by  so 
many  real  remains  of  feudal  anti(|Uity, 
the  path  ttonducts  to  the  Sdilna  Lieeh- 
Icastcin,^  modern  chateau,  inhabited  in 
siimmet  by  the  fntoily,  and  coutaining 
nothing  worth  notice.  Close  to  it,  how- 
ever, is  the  X»i  Sdjou,  one  of  the  mo^t 
oiieieot  baronial  strongholds  In  Austria, 
flo(/tfief/a<//eo^(Aefamilj-ofLicchten- 
oceio,  destroyed  bf  lie  Turks  in  one    "

nvanions  of  this  conntrf.  The 
present  entrance  has  been  broken 
through  a  chamber  which  was fbrtiierty 
a  dungeon.  Here,  a$  in  monyoiher  old 
castlcB,  is  shown  (he  chwuber  of  tor- 
ture, with  rings  and  staples  in  iu 
walls,  and  a  tmji-door  in  its  floor,  the 
iuslrumenls  and  apparatus  of  tyranny 
or  justice,  but  more  commonly  of  tlie 
former,  in  days  of  yore. 

In  summer-time  these  old  halts  are 
devoted  to  the  service  of  n  taveni- 
keepor  and  reatauralenr  tmta  Vienna, 
and  parties  of  pleasure  are  cnlertBinea 
by  bim.  The  spot  iimnch  frequented, 
from  the  beauty  of  the  viewa  it  com* 
monds,  including  the  mina  of  four  or 
five  old  caedcs,  dU  devastated  by  the 
Turks ;  and  on  account  of  the  agree- 
able walks  iu  all  directions  round 
about.  J 

Those  who  do  not  Uke  to  vnlk  v^  ' 
the  hill  to  this  point  tram  MSdling  may 
proceed  hither  by  the  level  carriage- 
road,  through  the  village  of  Vordcr 
BriibI,  &c.,  past  the  Teufelsmiihle,  a 
mill  once  beUeved  to  be  haunted.  The 

flcosu re-grounds  belonging  to  Prince 
liechteustein  extend  over  the  I.  side 
of  the  valley  of  the  Briihl ;  aud  on  the 
■summit  of  one  of  the  bills  stands  a 
Doric  building,  called  the  Tumple  of 
Fame,  erected  by  Prince  John  Lieeb- 
lenstein  to  the  memory  of  five  hussan 
of  his  regiment,  who  saved  his  life, 
but  fell  in  defending  bitn,  at  the  bnttlu 
of  Aspern :  it  commandH  eveu  a  more 
erlensivc  prospect  than  the  heights 
near  Schloss  Liechtenstein. 

Baden  may  be'reached  from  Middling 
by  the  Railway,  or  by  the  following 
pleasant  road  i — A  carriage-rood  up  the 
valley  of  the  Briihl  leads  by  Gmlen  to 
Htiligenkrnii,  the  oldest  Cistercian 
abbey  in  Austria,  founded  by  St,  Leo- 
pold, 1131,  an  easy  ride  of  5  hrs.  from 
Vienna.  The  Cross  Chnrch  is  in  an 
early  tranutioaal  style  of  Goihic 
The  mive  aud  W.  end,  the  dormitory, 
the  f-y/pt  (Fiirstengrufti,  confnioingihe 
tombs  of  the  old  Babenberg  princes, 
and  among  them  that  of  Frederick  the 
Warlike,  sadly  mutilated  by  the  Turks, 
and  the  protttselv  ornamented  cloisters, 
having  &  u^  i;W(>uV,  ndVi  \i\  ^iivtied.  J 
glass,  repteseWm^S\..\j;o^^BsA\;'« 
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fEunilj,  arc  for  the  most  part  as  old  as  the 
original  foundation,  and  deserve  to  be 
viewed.  -  Indeed  some  of  the  sarcophagi 
seem  of  a  still  earlier  date  than  that 
assigned  to  the  foundation.  The  side 
chapel  in  the  cloisters  is  one  of  those 
circular  or  octagonal  baptisteries  which 
so  many  Austrian  monasteries  have. 
The  chapterhouse  is  square,  in  the  side 
of  the  cloister,  and  after  the  Italian  style. 
In  the  Treasury  is  preserved  the 
Kreuz  Pariikel,  or  fragment  of  the 
Holy  Cross,  brought  from  Palestine 
(1182)  b^  Leopold  V.  of  Austria,  the 
foe  of  Richard  CoBur-de-Lion.  There 
is  a  theolo^cal  seminary  attached  to 
the  convent,  and  the  pupils  are  in- 
structed by  the  monks. 

[An  excursion  to  Heiligenkreuz 
from  Vienna  may  be  made  as  follows : 
Proceed  by  Railway  to  Baden ;  break- 
fast there,  and  see  the  Baths,  &c. 
Hire  a  carriage,  of  which  there  are 
plenty,  and  drive  up  the  Helenenthal, 
and  on  to  the  Abbey  of  Heiligen- 
kreuz, which  visit,  and  on  leaving  it 
walk  over  the  Calvarienberg,  sending 
the  carriage  to  meet  you  on  the  other 
side.  Then^ve  on  to  Modling,  from 
whence  return  by  railroad  to  Vienna. 
Starting  for  this  excursion  by  the  8 
o'clock  morning  train,  you  may  return 
to  Vienna  for  a  5  o'clock  dinner.] 

The  road  continues  from  Heiligen- 
kreuz, through  the  pleasant  valley  of 
Sattelbach  and  St.  Hden,  at  the  extre- 
mity of  which  lies  Baden,  passing 
alternately  between  hiUs  richly  wooded, 
and  rocks  starting  up  into  bare,  grey, 
precipices;  at  one  time  through  nar- 
row contracted  passes  of  the  valley,  at 
another  across  meadows  of  exquisite 
verdure,  occupying  the  holm-hmd  on 
the  margin  of  the  nvulet.  The  variety 
and  beauty  of  the  scenery  render  this 
a  truly  agreeable  ride. 

Those  who  wish^to  explore  the  fine 
scenery  of  th^  Wiener  wald  may,  in- 
stead of  returning  down  the  valley, 
by  the  KrainerhUtten  to  Baden,  go 
straight  on  by  a  good  road  to  the 
village  of  Aland,  where  the  road  divides 
into  two  hmnches.  Of  these  one  goes 
to  the  northern  part  of  the  Wiener- 
wuJd  and  the  great  poet-road;    the 


other  south,  to  Altenmarkt  (not  to  be 
confounded  with  Altenmarkt  on  the 
border  of  Styria,  Rte.  242).  The  de- 
scent of  the  Hafnerberg  is  very  pic- 
turesque, and  in  generu  the  country 
abounds  in  fine  points  of  view.  From 
Altenmarkt  a  road  leads  down  the 
Triestingthal  to  Potteustein  and  the 
Gloggnitz  railway.  Another  very  good 
road  leads  up  the  valley,  through  an 
agreeable  country,  by  Kaunberg,  Hain- 
feld,  Markt  St.  Veit,  to  the  Maria  Zell 
road,  which  it  joins  at  Traisen,  near 
Marktel  (Rte.  245). 

Potteustein  is  a  village  where  sonic 
manufactures  have  been  attempted.  It 
is  celebrated  for  its  charming  scenery 
and  red  grapes  (Wiilsche  Trauben).  A 
beautiful  road  follows  a  long  valley, 
lying  S.W.  of  Potteustein,  called  the 
Grabenweg,  to  the  top,  where  it  crosses 
a  ridge  called  the  Hals  (neck),  which 
divides  it  from  the  next  valley,  down 
which  the  road  conducts  to  Bemitz. 
The  view  of  the  Schneeberg  and  other 
Alps,  with  the  intermediate  country, 
from  the  Hals,  is  truly  magnificent. 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  monument 
to  the  memory  of  the  £mp.  Francis 
on  the  crest  of  the  Hals.  There  could 
not  be  a  finer  situation. 

From  Bemitz  a  road  goes  down  the 
vale  of  the  Piesting  to  the  Gloggnitz 
railway.  The  first  part  of  the  scenery 
is  pretty,  though  it  bears  the  unappro- 
pnate  name  of  Oede  (desert).  The 
road  on  the  other  hand  is  continued 
up  the  Piestingthal  to  Gutenstein. 

Gutenstein,  the  seat  of  Count  Hoyos, 
is  a  modem  house,  not  very  well 
placed,  in  the  midst  of  meadows,  sur- 
rounded by  mountidns,  and  liable  to 
floods.  The  grounds  are  well  laid  out 
and  nicely  kept.  The  trees  of  the 
black  fir  species  are  remarkably  large : 
one,  called  Carolinensbaum,  is  primus 
inter  pares.  The  Piesting  here  divides 
into  three  torrents :  the  left,  or  Steina 
Piesting,  is  boarded  over,  like  a  floor, 
from  rock  to  rock ;  the  right,  or  Leuga 
Piesting,  affords  beautiful  rambles  and 
views.  The  main  N^fe^  \s»  <aJ^&^

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accommodate  50  persons  at  once.  The 
balconies  around  the  bath  render  it 
accessible  for  those  who  do  not  bathe, 
and  are  usually  filled  with  friends  of 
the  bathers,  with  whom  an  uninter- 
rupted conversation  is  kept  up.  The 
hours  for  bathing  are  from  4  to  10  in 
the  morning.  Private  baths  may  also 
be  had  at  all  hours  of  the  day. 

The  principal  promenade  is  the  Par/:^ 
or  Theresiengarten.  It  is  the  usual 
place  of  resort  in  the  forenoon,  and 
affords  the  attraction  of  a  good  band  of 
music  After  dinner,  about  3  o'clock, 
everybody,  whether,  sick  or  sound, 
repairs  to  the  Uelenenthal  (Valley  of 
Helen),  about  a  mile  out  of  the  town ; 
a  charming  spot,  though  its  beauties 
have,  perhaps,  been  a  little  exaggerated. 
Its  scenery  has  been  compared  to  that 
of  Matlock. 

On  entering  the  valley,  on  the  left 
is  perceived  the  handsome  modem 
palace  of  the  late  Archduke  Charles, 
called  Schloss  Weilburg,  in  which  the 
amiable  veteran  usually  passed  the 
summer.  It  is  surrounded  by  beautiful 
gardens.  Above  it,  within  the  grounds, 
stands  the  ruined  castle  of  Rauheneck, 
which  has  been  made  accessible  by 
paths  and  strong  ladders ;  and  farther 
off,  another  smaller  castle,  Scharfeneck. 
The  opposite  (rt.)  side  of  the  valley  is 
similarly  yarded  by  an  old  ruin,  called 
Rauhenstein,  the  owners  of  which  were 
robber-knights,  whose  boldness  rose  to 
such  a  pitch  that  they  did  not  scruple 
to  stop  and  rob,  on  the  high  road,  the 
carriage  of  the  Empress  of  Maximi- 
lian I.,  a  piece  of  audacity  which  led 
to  the  destruction  of  their  stronghold. 
The  bottom  of  the  valley,  and  the 
borders  of  the  stream  of  the  SchwSchat, 
which  flows  through  it,  are  planted 
with  shady  avenues,  and  intersected 
with  walks,  along  which  a  motley 
crowd,  composed  of  all  classes,  make 
their  promenade;  while  the  refresh- 
ments of  coffee  and  ice8  are  afforded  by 
numerous  little  caf^.  The  Schwdchat 
is  here  traversed  by  a  species  of  dam 
(Rechen);  by  '#)iich  the  timber  floated 
down  ft'om  the  forests  which  cover  the 
mountains  near  its  sources  is  collected 

The  woody  sides  of  the  raiicy  are 


intersected  in  all  directions  by  paths, 
so  that  the  pedestrian  who  seeks  retire- 
ment may  wander  pleasantly  for  hours 
among  the  heights,  where  the  hum  of 
the  busy  crowds  below  will  only  reach 
his  ear  by  fits  and  starts.  The  old 
ruined  hill-forts  above  mentioned  arc 
most  excellent  points  of  view. 

A  rock,  called  the  Urtelstein,  which 
formerly  barred  all  progress  up  the 
vale  of  Helen,  has  been  perforated 
by  a  tunnel,  and  a  capital  smooth 
macadamised  road  has  been  carried 
through  it.  It  leads  to  the  convent  of 
Heiligenkreuz  (see  above),  a  distance 
of  8  m.,  and  thence  through  the  Briihl 
to  Modling,  and  to  many  other  pleasing 
excursions,  which  visitors  to  Baden 
usually  explore. 

The  castle  of  Merkenstein,  the  seat 
of  Count  Miinch  Bellinghausen,  the 
former  President  of  the  Germanic 
Diet,  forms  a  pleasant  excursion  from 
Baden,  from  which  it  is  distant  about 
8  m.  Here  is  a  pretty  Swiss  cottage, 
on  the  lawn  before  which  stand  two 
remarkably  fine  Constantinople  nut- 
trees,  which  must  be  of  great  age, 
and  respecting  the  planting  of  which 
various  stories  are  told.  The  black 
firs  are  also  very  fine.  The  road  passes 
Voslau,  Gainfahren,  and  Hddelhof. 
The  ruins  are  highly  picturesque, 
and  are  carefully  preserv^ed :  the  deep 
dungeon  is  very  remarkable,  and  the 
Thiergarten  (Park)  is  worth  notice. 
There  is  probably  a  short  footway  over 
the  hills  to  Merkenstein. 

A  longer  excursion,  but  most  in- 
teresting, may  be  made  to  the  top  of 
the  Schne^>€rg,  By  taking  the  railway 
you  are  in  the  midst  of  scenery  not  to 
be  surpassed  in  Britain,  in  5  hours 
from  Vienna.     (See  Rte.  247.)

(/iiiu:  t)ie  Rose;  dns  KaffcehnuE,  i 
tsTom  at  the  itaCcr-Gide,  much  fre- 
quented), a  small  village  ofSWM)  Inliab., 
at  the  mouth  nf  the  aaaW  ami  of  tht 
Danube  which  flows  past  tbe  walls  of 
VicDua.  Here  ie  the  quay  or  lauding- 
place  of  the  steamers  of  the  Upper 
Danube,  which  start  every  morning 
early,  aad  arrive  between  3  and  4 
r.M.  Nussdorf  is  about  U  m.  from  the 
summit  of  the  ijoopoldsberg.  Beyond 
NuHsdorf  the  road  approaches  the 
DaDube,  and  contiuucs  by  the  Eide  of 
it  for  n  coaEidenible  distance,  pBMing 
between  it  and  the  base  of  the  Leo- 
poldsberg.  They  who  intend  to  ascend 
the  hill  may  slop  at  the  little  village  of 
Kablenberger  Dorfl,  where  they  will 
find  a  sleep  and  stouy  foot-path  strik- 
ing directly  upwards.  Those  who  are 
not  good  climbitrs  may  find  a  more 
gradual  bol  circuitous  way. 

The  ZtupoWAmj,  8ai  ft.  high,  is 
the  last  eminence  of  the  chain  of  the 
Wienerwald  (Mous  Celius),  wliieh, 
brauchiog  oS  from  the  Alps  of  Styria, 
and  embrwiiiig  ooe  a^e  at  the  \f\iaa  on 
which  Vieuoastaaiis,  stretches  out  like 
«  ciape  or  ptmooatory,  and  desccnda 


the  Belvedere,  has  been  erected,  re 
hanging  the  river.  It  commands  ; 
very fineoDdmoslextenuvevieir.  Thi 
towers  of  Presburg,  *0  ni.  off,  are  dis 
ceroible,  in  clear  weather.  Vienna  ii 
seen  to  great  adrantage.  The  najettii 
spire  of  St,  Stephen's,  riuuc  sgaiDsi 
the  sky,  is  a  beautifuJ  object;  bui 
'h"  Rtrikjng  featnre  of  the  view  ii 
Danube,  the  moDsrch  of  Enropean 
s,  which  rolls  its  rapid  stream  a1 
Ibet,  hurrying  along  vast  floats  ol 
and  heavy-laden  barges  on  ila 
I  bosom.  A  litilc  below  NussJori 
■plit  teto  various  sin  all  streams  b; 
..jmber  of  wooded  islands,  and  ii 
iBsed  by  the  wooden  bridges,  ovet 
lich  nm  the  rail  and  high  road  from 
.  .enna  to  Prague.  IM  wmdings  nta^ 
be  traced  for  a  short  dietance:  it  11 
then  partly  concealed  by  the  dense  tnaa 
of  foliage  which  covers  the  islands,  n nil 
only  appears  here  and  there,  whercviTi 
liend  in  its  course  ciposes  a  reach  Ic 
view.  The  battles  of  Asponj,  Esulinp 
and  Wagram,  were  fought  on  the  I 
hank  of  the  Danabe,  opposite  to  tbesi 
islands.  Wagram  is  at  some  distaoet 
from  the  river.  The  vast  cxpaiuc 
of  the  river  above  Nussdorf,  and  tht 
rapidity  with  which  its  current  swecpi 
onward,  are  very  striking;  bat  it  ii 
very  shallow,  and,  being  spread  out 
over  so  wide  a  Eurlhce,  often  Icavei 
bare  large  unsightly  banks  of  pravel. 
Looking  across  the  river,  the  Itiulways 
to  Bruun  and  Stockerau  appeur;  while 
up  the  stream  the  town  and  monastery 
of  Klosteraenburg  are  seen  to  advan- 
tage ;  and  nearer,  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  river,  is  the  Hill  of  Uisamberg, 
which  produces  one  ofthe  beat  Austrian 
wines.  The  Leopoldslierg  reccivea  ill 
name  from  the  Aiii^trian  Margrave 
who  bnilt  a  custle  ou  its  suiiuntt, 
which  liu«  now  disappeared.  A  small 
church    and   rude  laveni  occnpy  il 

Those  who  desire   a   continoatl 
of  tbe  Esme  prospeet  may  ascend  t 
loftier  top  of  the  adjoining  AWi/m&M- 
It  was  on  l\is  s\opcs  o?  vWYj&iiet! 
thai  Jotn  SoViwbVi  TOCsmvA  ■»« 
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army  of  brave  Poles,  whom  he  led  to 
Bucconr  Viemia  from  the  Turks.  On 
the  morning  of  the  12th  Sept.  1683, 
the  Christian  banners  were  descried 
from  the  walls  of  the  straitened  city, 
floating  on  these  heights.  That  very 
day  the  Turks  were  attacked  and 
routed. 

The  Viennese  visit  the  Kahlenberg 
on  Sundays,  and  ascend  its  heights  in 
order  to  enjoy  the  prospect  and  the 
fresh  air.  The  building  on  the  summit 
was  originally  a  convent,  founded  by 
Ferdinand  II.,  suppressed  by  Joseph  II., 
afterwards  a  summer  residence  of  the 
Prince  de  Ligne,  who  died  and  is  buried 
here.  Mozart  composed  a  part  of  the 
Zauberflote  in  the  mn  (Casmo).  The 
Leopoldsberg  and  Kahlenberg  now  be- 
long to  Prince  Liechtenstein.  A  foot- 
gath  leads  along  the  shoulder  of  the 
ill  and  among  the  vineyards  down  to 
Klosterneuburg.  By  the  hish  road  at 
the  side  of  the  Danube,  the  distance  is 
about  3  m. 

Klosterkecburo  is  a  quiet  little 
town  of  3800  Inhab.,  about  8  miles 
from  Vienna,  and  celebrated  for  the 
extent  and  excellence  of  its  vine- 
▼ards.  In  consequence  of  the  num- 
oer  of  its  wine-houses  it  acquired 
some  years  ago  the  nickname  **zum 
rinnenden  aap&n"  (the  running  tap). 
The  wine  produced  here  is  both  red 
and  white ;  the  latter  is  considered  the 
best.  Its  large  Augustine  Monastery 
is  one  of  the  richest  and  oldest  in 
Austria;  the  existing  edifice  was  com- 
menced upon  a  scale  of  great  magni- 
ficence in  1730,  by  the  Emp.  Charles 
VI.,  who  intended  to  occup^f  a  part  of 
it  as  his  own  residence,  but  it  includes 
portions  of  an  earlier  date.  It  has  the 
appearance  of  being  half  ruined,  though 
only  half  finished ;  but  a  small  portion 
of  the  building,  indnding  the  library 
and  staircase,  has  been  resumed  and 
completed.  The  view,  fh>m  the  apart- 
ments of  the  prior,  over  the  Danube 
18  very  fine.  The  Kaiser-saal  under 
the  cu^la  has  a  wy  remarkable  echo : 
37  distinct  vibrationi  may  be  counted, 
and  a  perfect  chord  joay  he  produced. 

Before  the  cburdii  is  a  beantifol 
ObiiKT  cross,  ricblj  dcGomted  in  the 


best  taste,  called  the  Everlasting  Light, 
because  a  lamp  was  burned  before  it 
for  many  ages :  it  was  erected  in  1381, 
in  remembrance  of  a  great  plague. 
The  Gothic  Church  is  injured  internally 
by  being  covered  with  stucco,  and  is 
not  worth  notice  in  itself.  The  altar 
of  the  Virgin  is  decorated  with  a  front 
{antipendittm)  of  Nieilo  plates,  executed 
by  Nicholas  of  Verdun  for  Prior  Wer- 
ner, between  1168  and  1186,  remark- 
able as  being  among  the  earliest  speci- 
mens of  the  art  of  curving  known, 
being  1 50  years  before  Finiguerra.  The 
met^  plates,  51  in  number,  are  etched 
with  Bible  subjects.  The  cloisters  are 
older  than  the  ch.  (1271)  and  of  good 
Gothic:  contiguous  to  them  lie  the 
pol;^gonal  chapel  of  St.  Agnes  and  the 
ancient  chapterhouse,  now  the  burial 
chapel  of  St  Leopold  and  his  descend- 
ants, containing  Lis  relics  in  an  ena- 
melled shrine,  and  3  windows  of  painted 
glass  of  the  1 3th  centy.  Leopold  was  the 
6th  Babenberg  margrave  of  Austria 
(1096-1136).  He  was  buriedatMolk; 
and  although  the  usual  number  of  mint- 
cles  were  said  to  have  been  worked  at 
his  tomb,  it  was  not  until  repeated  ap- 
plications had  been  made  to  Rome  for 
upwards  of  two  centuries  that  he  was 
finally  canonized  by  Pope  Innocent 
VI 11.  in  1485.  Hb  body  was  removed 
from  Molk  and  placed  here  1506. 
Among  the  relics  shown  are  the  stump 
of  a  tree  and  a  veil  which,  according  to 
the  legend,  is  the  veil  of  Leopold's  wife, 
the  Margravine  Agnes,  which  was  car- 
ried away  by  the  wind  one  day  as  she 
stood  with  her  husband  on  the  top  of 
the  Leopoldsberg,  meditating  on  the 
site  of  a  monastery  which  she  was  bent 
on  founding.  The  veil  long  defied  all 
search;  until,  nine  years  afterwards, 
it  was  discovered  by  Leopold  whilst  he 
was  hunting,  hanging,  uninjured  by 
wind  and  weather,  on  an  elder-tree, 
on  the  spot  where  Klosterneuburg 
now  stands,  which  wtis  regarded  as 
being  thus  miraculously  pointed  out 
for  the  erection  of  the  monastery.

On  the 
inmmit  of  oau  of  the  towers  is  a  copy 
of  it,  of  gieaotic  dimeoHions,  mlde  of 
copper.  The  coa»ent  Libmry'is  Tery 
considenible,  containing  2i,W0  tols. 
and  400  MSS.,  toj^ther  with  n  cnbinet 
of  old  Gennui  paintings,  medals,  ~~~ 
nl  hialorf;  and  in  tbe  Tivas'ir) 
preserved  thi'  plate  und  jewels  beloi  ^  ^ 
to  the  roonoslerj,  including  a  cup  made 
out  of  gold  found  in  the  gravel  of  tbe 
Danube.  In  the  extensive  cellars  be- 
longing to  the  convent  is  kept  and  sold 
the  Prfilalen  weln.  the  prortuce  of 
Tiueyords  belonging  to  tbe  monastery, 
vhidi  constitute  its  chief  wealth  and 
■onrce  of  revenue.  KlosWrueuburg 
tbe  Btatiou  of  the  corpa  of  pontonDieri, 
whose  tlotilhi  for  the  service  of  the 
Danube  is  kept  here. 

About  4  m.  beyond  Klosterueubnrg 
is  the  picturesque  ruined  Caslle  of 
Oreifenstiin,  planted  On  the  summit  of 
a  Eandstone  rock.  It  is  well  worth 
visiting,  although  the  story  of  its  having 
been  the  priiton  of  Ricbard  C(Our-de- 
lion  is  utterly  without  foundation. 
Near  the  door  of  the  Donjon-keep  is 
the  mark  of  a  claw  imprinted  deep  in 
the  rock,  it  is  said,  by  agri&in(whence 
the  name,  GHffiu-stone).  The  wdUe 
of  the  tower  iLTe  5  ft.  thick:  in  tbe  floor 
is  a  trap-door,  and  beneath  it  a  dismal 
vault,  enolosing  &  cage  of  timlier,  in 
irhich  prisoners  were  once  confiucd. 
The  view  from  tliis  tower  of  the  forest- 
cUd  banks  of  the  Danube,  and  its 
feudal  castles  at  iutervalit  overlooking 
it,  is  striking. 

The  pedestrian  has  no  occasion  to 
return  from  tbe  Kahlcnberg  by  Nuss- 
dorf;  he  may  vary  his  route  back  to 
Vienna  by  proceedine  along  the  ridge 
of  tbe  Koheniclberg,  throU);h  (be  shady 
wood  called  Krapfenwoldchen,  to  the 
village  of  Griming,  whence  there  is  a 
carriaf!e-road  and  numerous  convey- 
ances to  Vienna:  or,  instead  of  passing 
tbreiigb  Grinzing,  be  may  proceed  on 
to  Himmel  (Heaven),  a  height  laid  out 
HI   beaniifai   gardens    and   pleasure- 


Snest  views  near  Vienna.  He  may  alao 
cross  the  Danube  in  a  small  Btean»- 
boat  from  Grcifenstein  to  a  landing- 
place  on  the  rt.  bank,  within  a  " 
miaates'  walk  from  Spielem,  s  at 
on  tbe  Stockerau  branch  of  the  iVortf- 
bii/iii,  and  may  thus  reach  View 
little  more  than  an  hour.

The  distance  to  Berchtesgaden  is  15 
m.  (charged  1|  post,  3  hrs*.  drive,  5 
hrs*.  walk),  and  to  the  borders  of  the 
Konigssee,  3  m.  farther.  This  agree- 
able excursion  may  be  compressed  into 
one  day  by  starting  early.  Omnibus 
twice  a  day.  Carnage,  1  horse,  6  fl. ; 
2  horses,  10  fl.,  to  go  and  return,  in- 
cluding trinkgeld.  Travellers  should 
stipulate  beforehand  that  the  carriage 
shall  take  them  as  far  as  the  lake, 
and  there  await  their  return.  Silver 
money  diould  be  taken,  or  you  will 
lose  in  exchanging  Austrian  paper. 

Berchtesgaden  is  a  strip  of  territory 
projecting  like  a  peninsula  into  the 
Austrian  dominions,  which  was  re- 
served fbr  the  King  of  Bavaria,  by  the 
Congr^  of  Vienn^much  to  the  in- 
convenience of  the  Emp.,  chiefly  as  a 
hunting-ground  for  the  amusement  of 
the  Bavarian  princes.  Travellers  may 
take  the  Rly.  to  Reichenhall  in  I  hr., 
and  drive  thence  to  Berchtesgaden. 

The  direct  road  from  Salzburg 
passes  through  agreeable  scenery. 
Near  Gredig,  where  are  marble  works 
and  mills  for  making  boys^  marbles 
(schusser),  turned  by  the  stream,  a 
canal  is  crossed,  derived  from  the  Kd- 
nigssee;  rt.  on  the  hill-side  Schloss 
Gbneck  is  passed;  next  the  road 
winds  round  the  base  of  the  Untersberg, 
a  mountain  6200  it  high,  in  whose 
mysterimu  cBverDB,  Mecording  to  po- 
palw  belief,  Charlemagne  (Karl  der 


Grosse)  and  the  Emp.  Charles  V.  are 
cast  in  a  magic  sleep,  from  which  they 
will  awaken  and  come  forth  from  their 
dark  abode  when  Germany,  restored  to 
her  pristine  fame  and  glory,  shall 
again  form  a  united  empire.  The  vul- 
ture (Lammergeyer)  not  unfirequently 
makes  its  nest  on  its  summit,  and  the 
cock  of  the  wood  roosts  in  its  forests. 
Beautiful  red  and  white  marble  abound- 
ing in  fossils  (New  Red  Sandstone  for- 
mation) is  obtained  from  quarries  at 
its  base,  and  has  t>een  extensively  em- 
ployed in  the  buildings  at  Munich,  and 
also  in  the  Valhalla. 

A  narrow  and  romantic  defile,  called 
"  The  Pass  of  the  Overhanging  Rock,'* 
through  which  the  small  river  Aim 
forces  its  way,  between  the  base  of  the 
Untersberg  and  the  Hohe-Goll,  leads 
into  the  territory  of  Berchtesgaden. 
A  rock  by  the  r<Muiside  bears  uie  in- 
scription, "  Pax  intrantibus,  et  habit- 
antibus." 

A  little  further  on  is  an  old  watch- 
tower,  formerly  the  Bavarian  Custom- 
house, and,  beyond  it,  after  passing 
the  village  Scnellenberg^  the  valley 
opens  out  and  the  gigantic  Watzmann 
(8660  Eng.  ft.)  is  seen  raising  his  snow- 
clad  and  double-homed  head  above 
the  village  of  Berchtesgaden.  [One  nu 
short  of  Berchtesgaden,  on  the  Salz- 
burg road,  a  path  strikes  off  to  Golling 
(Rte.  200),  crossing  the  mountains  by 
the  Konigsberg,  and  descending  into 
the  pass  of  Lueg:  3  or  4  hrs.  are 
required  to  reach  tb^top.3

The  hilly  and 
narrow  but  picturesque  road  ihither 
terminates  on  its  margin,  close  to  a 
small  /iin  |Zum  K'iuigssee,  clean  bed- 
rooms), where  carriages  may  put  np, 
and  where  boats  and  canoes,  made  onl 
of  a  slugle  tree,  and  rowed  generslly 
by  women,  may  be  liired  to  convey 
parties  lo  the  other  end  of  the  lake.

From  BOckstein  the  track  ascends  the 
rt  bank  of  the  Ache,  passing  the  curi- 
ous inclined  plane  by  which  wood  is 
drawn  op  to  the  Reulhausberg  gold- 
mines.

It  19  a  most  curious  scene,  but  one 
which  itis almost  impossible  todescribe. 
The  torrent  has  worn  down  its  bed  to  a 
depth  of  50  or  60  ft.,  but  that  in  the 
most  tortuous  and  irregular  manner — 
sometimes  turning  off  almost  at  rt. 
angles,  where  it  hM  met  with  a  portion 
of  red  Salzburg  marble,  or  other  **  piSce 
de  r^istance,"  in  the  midst  of  the  softer 
limestone,  and,  in  some,  hollowing  out 
by  its  eddies  basins  so  regular  and  so 
defined  as  to  resemble  a  well  in  minia- 
ture. The  gallery  was  made  b^  the 
managers  of  the  salt-works  at  Reichen- 
hall,  to  enable  their  woodmen  to  ex- 
tricate the  driit"timber  caught  in  the 
passage. 

[A  fine  past  leads  from  this  up  the 
Weissbachthal,  and  over  the  long  and 
steep  mountain  ascent  called  Hirsch^ 
hiihet  to  Berchtesg^en,  commanding 
from  its  top  a  magnificent  range  of 
limestone  mowaitains,  perfectly  barren, 
and  cut  into  numberless  peaks,  scarcely 
second  to  those  of  Gosau.  At  the  top 
of  the  pass  is  the  Austrian  custom- 
house. The  descent  on  the  Bavarian 
side  is  Inr  a  good  road,  leading  past  the 
small  lake  called  Hintersee.  The  road 
from  Weissbach  to  Berchtesgaden, 
owing  to  its  romantic  beauties,  offers 
greater  attractions  as  a  route  to  Salz- 
burg, though  lon^  than  that  by 
Lofer.]

THE  8ALZKAMMEROUT— LINZ  (OR  LAM- 
BACU)  TO  I8CHL  AND  AUS8EE,  BT  THK 
FALLS  OF  THE  TBAUN,  AND  THE 
LAKES  OF  OMUNDEN,  HALL8TADT,  AMD 
AD8SEE. 

Few  of  the  Englbh  travellers  who 
annually  visit  Salzburs  and  Linz,  or  who 
merely  descend  rapidly  the  Danube 
on  their  way  to  Vienna,  are  aware  that 
they  have  skirted  and  turned  their 
backs  upon  one  of  the  most  picturesque 
districts  in  Europe.  The  Salzkammer- 
gut,  containing  the  salt-mines,  is  the 
country  alluded  to.  Salt  is  a  govern- 
ment monopoly  in  Austria.  The  mines 
are  therefore  under  the  administration 
of  the  exchequer  (Kanmier).  The 
annual  nett  revenue  which  Austria  de- 
rives from  her  salt-mines  is  estimated 
at  2,200,000/.,  being  about  |  of  the 
entire  revenue.  The  Austrian  Salz- 
kammergut  has  an  area  of  249  Eng. 
square  m.,  with  17,000  Inhab.,  6500  of 
whom  are  Protestants.  It  forms  the 
S.W.  angle  of  the  province  of  Upper 
Austria,  is  wedged  in  between  the 
frontier  of  Salzburg  and  Styria,  and  is 
traversed  through  its  whole  extent  by 
the  river  Traun.  Sir  Humphry  Davy 
thus  speaks  of  it : — "  If  I  were  disposed 
to  inaulge  in  minute  picturesque  de- 
scriptions, I  might  occupy  hours  "wv^ 
details  of  the  va,no\x%  c\^a^«>fi.\j£<^  ^'l  ^^ 
enchanUng  sceneT^  Vn.  \5da%  iift\^DX«s«x-^ 
hood.  The  ^aiea  V^a-^^^  >>a»X  W!^

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Bti  familiar  to  lu  in  England,  wiib 
siDiilar  enclMurcl  and  hedge-rows,  and 
frulland  forest  trees.  Aboveare  noble 
hills,  planted  with  beeches  nnd  oaks; 
moDalaiiiB  bound  the  view — here  co- 
vered with  pioes  and  larches,  there 
raisinj;  theirniBrble  crests,  capped  with 
eternal  snows,  abore  the  clouds."    And 
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again 
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tifol.  The  variety  of  the  sceuery,  the 
verdure  of  the  meadows  and  trees,  the 
depllia  of  the  vallrj's,  the  altitude  o( 
the  moiiat&ins,  the  clearness  and  gran- 
tUnr  of  the  rivers  and  laltes,  give  it,  I 
think,  a  decided  superiority  over  Swit- 
lerland,  and  the  people  are  far  more 
agreeable.  »  »  »  They  are  distin- 
guigheil  by  (heir  love  of  their  country, 
Ihelr  devotion  to  the  sovereign,  the 
warmth  and  purity  of  tbeir  fnlth,  their 
honBBty«nd(^'»ith  very  few  exceptions), 
I  may  say,  Ihrir  great  civility  and 
courtesy  to  strangers."  They  are  a 
hnppy  and  joyauH  race,  taking  ^at 
delight  in  music  nod  dancing,  nod  the 
men,  like  all  the  Austrian  moun- 
taineers, are  expert  morkEmcn. 

The  rhicf  picturesque  beauty  of  tlii 
Sallkammergut  lies  la  its  QurDeraui 
lakes,  forming  a  chain  strung  togethei 
as  it  vere  by  tlic  Trauu,  the  mail 
artery  of  the  district,  passing  through 
them  in  succession.  They  are  ci 
monly  bordered  with  lofty  monntai 
whose  precipices,  rising  abruptly  fr 
the  very  water's  edge,  without 
Rmatleit  tedge  or  foreland,  impart  an 
extremely  sublime  character  lo  these 
Alp-locked  reservoirs.  The  lakes  of 
Qmonden  (or  Traunsec)  and  of  Hall- 
sisdl,  on  the  whole,  display  these  bean- 
ties  in  their  fullest  extent.  The  &ills 
of  the  Traun  are  heaotiful  from  their 
colourand  picturesque  situation.  The 
district  is  too  elevated  and  mountaiuoui 
to  grow  much  corn  ;  its  chief  product 
la  wood  from  its  forests,  cattle  from  itj 
fine  Alpine  t>as(ures,  and,  above  all, 
salt,  from  which  it  receives  its  name. 
The  mines  of  Ischl,  Hallstadt,  and 
Anaiee  (§  9t),  all  furnish  vast  supplies 
of  this  valuable  mineral.  Isckl,  celc- 
brated  for  ia  hatfts,  and  much  resorted 
to  ia  eoasequaoce  in  sommcr  by  the 
■dustriMaa,from  tic  Emperor  and  highi

glaciers  (Rie.  240).

The  Railroad  from  Linz  to  Lam- 
bach  (described  in  Rte.  195)  is  31 
£ng.  m.  From  Lambach  to  Ischl  is 
39f  Eng.  m.;  from  Ischl  to  Aussee 
161  Eng.  m. 

Railway. — Linz  to  Gmunden,  49f 
Eng.  m.  2  or  3  trains  daily,  in  about 
4  hrs.  Those  who  wish  to  see  the 
&lls  of  the  Tniun  may  leave  the  train 
a  little  on  the  W.  side  of  Roitham. 
From  this  point  a  walk  of  20  m. 
through  a  wood  brings  you  to  the 
fiills.  A  better  way,  however,  of  yisit- 
ing  the  fidls  is  to  stop  at  Lambach, 
and  fVom  Lambach  to  take  a  carriage 
to  Gmunden,  visiting  the  falls  on  your 
way.  The  journey  between  Linz  and 
Ischl  may  easily  be  performed  in  a  day, 
thus:  leave  Linz  at  6*30  a.u.,  reach 
Lambach  at  10*30,  take  a  carriage  to 
the  falls,  and  then  proceed  to  Gmunden, 
which  places  may  easily  be  reached  by 
2  o'clock.  The  steamer  from  Gmunden 
at  24  reaches  Ebensee  in  1  hr.  The 
omnibus  which  waits  the  arrival  of  the 
steamer  performs  the  journey  thence  to 
Ischl  in  2  hrs.  Leaving  Ischl  by  the 
omnibus  at  10  A.X.,  you  reach  Ebensee 
at  12  and  Gmonden  at  1,  allowing  time 
for  dinner  so  as  to  start  by  the  rail  at 
2f  ,  and  reach  Unz  at  9. 

The  railroad  conveys  a  great  many 
passengers,  but  its  principal  use  is  in 
the  transport  of  salt,  of  which  nearly 
3000  tons  are  brought  down  by  it 
yearly  to  the  Danube. 

From  Linz  to  Lambach  the  railway 
runs  mostly  parallel  with  the  post- 
road,  over  a  large  uninteresting  plain, 
with  the  mountains  of  the  Saizkam- 
mergut  in  sight  all  the  way  in  front.

Falls  of  the  Thnm,  formed  by  a  na- 
tural dam,  or  barrier  of  pudding  stone, 
projecting  obliquely  nearly  across  the 
river,  through  whose  rifts  the  water 
forces  its  way.  —  **  It  is  a  cataract 
which,  when  the  river  is  full,  may  be 
almost  compared  to  that  of  Schaff- 
hausen  for  magnitude,  and  possesses 
the  same  peculiar  characters  of  gran- 
deur in  the  precipitous  rush  of  its 
awful  and  overpowering  waters,  and 
of  beauty  in  the  tints  of  its  streams 
and  foam,  and  in  the  forms  of  the 
rocks  over  which  it  f&lls,  and  the 
cliffs  and  woods  by  which  it  is  over- 
hung. Though  not  so  elevated  as  the 
cascade  of  Temi,  nor  so  large  as  that 
of  Schaffhansen,  yet  from  its  perfect 
clearness,  and  the  harmony  of  the 
surrounding  objects,  it  ranks  high  as 
to  picturesque  effect  among  the  water- 
fiftlls  of  Europe;  and  the  wonderful 
transparency  of  its  pale  green  water 
gives  it  a  peculiar  charm  in  my  eyes." 
— Davy, 

It  should  be  viewed  from  thebridse, 
from  the  opposite  bank,  and  from  Uie 
rocks  below  the  bridge.  Its  height  is 
42  ft.  By  the  side  of  it,  along  the  rt. 
bank,  a  curious  wooden  Cami/,  or  aque- 
duct, 1250  ft.  long,  partly  cut  in  the 
rock,  partly  supported  by  props,  has 
been  constructed  to  allow  the  salt- 
barges  to  ascend  and  descend  the 
Traun  without  interruption  fh)m  the 
cataract  They  descend  Arom  Gmun- 
den at  a  fixed  hour  in  the  morning, 
usually  between  10  and  1  i,  when  the 
sluice-^te  at  the  upper  end  of  the 
canal  is  opened  to  allow  ft  part  of  the 
stream  to  pass  through  it.  The  vessels, 
carried  swiftly  along  by  the  suction 
of  the  falls,  are,  by  skilful  steering, 
swept  past  them  at  a  distance  of  only 
a  few  feet  fh>m  the  verge  of  the 
watery  abyss,  fh>m  which  they  are  sepa 
rated  by  the  trunk  of  a  tree,  supported 
between  2  rocks  to  form  a  balustrade, 
and  they  immediately  enter  the  canal. 
Their  descent  along  this  aquatic  in- 
clined plane,  where  the  depth  of  water 
is  only  sufficient  to  prev^nl  \Vv^\)kAXate^ 
grazing,  is  made  Va  \  niva.  v>  t«.^\^i 
uiat  the  eye  can  scaxciA'^  l<cNlc3r«  ^^ 
boat.  The  force  oi  i>»  %\xe«m.  w

The  vesseli  re- 
turn empty,  and  are  drawn  up  the 
caDBil  by  10  or  12  hars«i  at  full  jiallup. 
Since  the  coiDpletion  of  the  Iramroad 
the  Rait  is  traoiiported  almost  excla- 
sivelj  by  it,  and  barges  are  little  used 
beloto  Gmunden.

The  adventure,  however,  is  believed 
to  be  purely  imaginary,  and  not 
founded  on  uuy  real  ocourrtuco. 

It  is  a  walk  of  9  m.,  aj  hre.  flj 
in  a  carriage),  from  the  Falls  tu  Gmun- 
den. The  rnul  lies  amidst  agreeable 
icenery,  passing  Ihroogh  fir  woods  and 
neat  villages,  with  occaEtonal  peeps 
of  the  ^reen  river  on  tbe  rt  The  tall 
mountain,  Trauosteiu,  is  a  couBpicuoua 
object  in  front;  on  its  crest  a  resem- 
blance to  the  proGle  of  Louis  XVI. 
may  be  discovered.  At  length  the 
vallej  opens  out,  and  the  lake  and 
town  of  Gmunden  appear  in  sight. 
The  Traun  Is  oroswd  by  a  bridge  a 
little  below  lis  exit  from  the  lake, 
close  lo  the  large  sluices  erected  to 
Mnfine  and  huabaud  its  waters.  These 
are  opened  only  for  a  few  hours  daily, 
to  allow  the  passage  of  tbe  salt-barges, 
which  are  carried  along  by  (be  fiood 
orer  rocky  impediments  of  such  a 
nature  that,  if  the  lake  was  col  thus 
pent  up,  they  would,  in  dry  weather, 
entirely  obstruct  the  navigation  of  the 
Traim.  Similar  sluices  will  be  found 
at  the  onllets  of  almost  all  tbe  moun- 
tain lakes  of  the  Salzkammcrgut.

This  little  town  of  GGUO  lobab.  oc- 

ihe  N.  eitremity  of  the  lake  oiled 
Traunsee,  or  Gmnndnereee.  It  i*  the 
principal  depot  for  the  salt  made  in  tbe 
district,  which  is  here  stored  iu  vare- 
boQses  belonging  to  Goremment.  Its 
"    '■■   houses,  withgreendoom"  ' 


English.  In  front  the  lake,  which 
washes  the  foundations  of  the  bouse*, 
expands  its  broad  green  surfsce.  It 
is  GncIiisMl  near  its  lower  eud  villi 
undulating  hills,  dotted  with  hotises 
and  villBKCB  scattered  among  the  trees. 
Its  tipper  extremity,  hemmed  in  by 
toll  precipices  and  black  fir  woods, 
overti  iped  in  their  turn  by  the  to- 
rated  ridges  and  mawy  peaki  tt 
the  Soizbnrg  Alps,  is  of  a  more  ma- 
jestic and  gloomy  character,  lo  thr 
Tiiiddle  distance,  but  appearing  close 
at  hand  from  his  great  height,  risn 
the  gigantic  Traunslein.  It  has  the 
appearance  of  a  moiuilain  split  from 
lop  to  bottom,  and  turned  with  it* 
cleft  side  towards  the  lake,  so  as  M 
present  to  it  a  precipiton*  wall  nf 
rock.  Its  highest  point  is  55G5  £w 
ft.  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  aod  4111 
ft.  above  the  lake.  The  beauty  of  Oi 
scenery  has  caused  many  pretty  villM 
to  be  built  in  the  ncighbODrhood. 
There  is  a  batkinn  cstabllsbmeot  ((alt 
baths),  also  a  casino  with  reading- 
room,  and  a  sirimmin^  bath  on  the  take. 

The  pedestrian  will  find  a  rough 
but  most  picluri'sqne  track  along  the 
I.  bank  of  the  Traun,  from  Gmunden 
to  the  falls— a  walk  of  about  3  hi& 
There  are  many  other  plcnsaiil  wilks 
(the  Tnaidrrbmi),  and  poiuls  of  view 
(Villa  Hedtenboch). 

The  Culparanttcrg  behind  Ae  towf 
conunands  an  extenai 
lake.    It  was  here  111 
defeated  Ilie  peasants  in  16S6, 
desperate  couHict,   in  which  4 
them  were  slain.

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A  Steam^jtyat  from  Traunsee,  Mav  to 
October,  plying  4  or  5  times  a  day 
between  Gmuuden  and  Ebensee,  where 
carriages  are  in  waiting  to  convey  pas- 
sengers on  to  Ischl.  Take  ticket  at 
Gmund  for  both  boat  and  carriage 
forwards  to  Ischl,  on  the  arrival  of  the 
boat  at  Ebensee.  The  distance  across 
the  lake  is  about  9  m.,  counted  as  1| 
water-post,  and  the  passage  occupies 
about  an  hour.  The  steamer  takes 
carriages,  at  charges  varying  accord- 
ing to  the  size  of  the  carriage;  it 
will  hold  3,  and  when  more  oSar  for 
transport,  they  are  put  into  flat- 
bottomed  barges  and  towed  by  the 
steamer. 

A  good  carriage-road,  partly  cut  in 
the  rock  and  earned  through  2  tunnels, 
connects  Gmunden  with  Ebensee, 
Ischl,  and  the  Upper  Traun  Valley, 
a  charming  drive  along  the  W.  shore. 
(A  carriage  and  pair  from  Gmunden 
to  Ischl  costs  10  fl.  and  1  fl.  trink- 
geld.) 

The  scenery  of  the  lake  increases  in 
grandeur  towards  its  S.  extremity, 
where  the  ^[reen  slopes  are  exchanged 
for  mountains  and  precipices.  The 
Traunstein,  on  the  E.,  seems j  from  its 
colossal  proportions,  impending  over 
the  water.  On  the  W.  shore  are  passed 
the  castle  of  Ort^  on  an  islet  approached 
by  a  bridge,  the  villages  of  Altmiinster, 
in  the  church  df  which  are  some  ancient 
monuments,  and  of  Traunkirchen, 
where  the  Jesuits  had  at  one  time 
established  themselves  in  a  nunnery 
founded  by  King  Ottocar.  On  the 
border  of  the  ,lake,  near  Altmiinster, 
are  Ebenzweier  and  Traunkirchen.  Its 
picturesque  eattUt  to  which  a  story 
similar  to  that  of  Hero  and  Leander  is 
attached,  is  perched  on  a  projecting 
cape.  It  belongs  to  the  Comte  de 
Chambord.  After  doubling  the  cape 
Gmunden  is  hid  firom  view,  and  the 
traveller  finds  himself,  as  it  were, 
in  a  different  lake,  more  wild  and 
srand  than  that  which  he  has  left 
behind.  The  rocky  barriers  enclosing 
it  rise  straight  firom  the  verge  of  the 
water,  and  where  the  precipice  ends 
the  slopes  are  covered  with  forests, 
which  have  far  ceatariea  famished 
/iiel  to  the  salt-workM, 


9  EbenvSce  and  Langhath  (Tuns  : 
Post  ;  good  and  moderate,  bnt  homely) 
are  but  the  parts  of  one  village  on  the  2 
sides  of  the  Traun.  It  is  surrounded  by 
vast  stacks  of  timber,  the  produce  of 
the  neighbouring  forest,  brought  down 
by  the  torrents  when  swollen,  and 
sometimes  precipitated  from  the  sum- 
mits  of  the  surrounding  precipices  into 
the  lake,  and  here  coUected  to  serve  as 
fuel.  Before  reaching  the  landing-place 
the  boat  crosses  a  boom,  extended  from 
shore  to  shore  to  collect  together  all 
the  stray  logs.  Part  are  formed  into 
rafts  and  sent  down  the  Traun  into  the 
Danube ;  part  are  burned  in  the  salt- 
pans. Ebensee  is  the  first  place  within 
the  Salzkammergut  properly  so  called. 
The  principal  building  in  the  village 
is  the  evaporating  house  (JT.  K,  ScUzswi' 
werk)  the  largest  in  the  district  (§  95), 
and  therefore  worth  seeing,  though 
their  construction  is  very  clumsy  com- 
pared with  the  salt-pans  used  in  Eng- 
land. There  are  no  mines  on  the  spot : 
the  brine  is  brought  from  HaUstadt  and 
Ischl,  a  distance  of  about  24  m.,  in 
wooden  pipes,  visible  by  the  roadside 
in  many  places.  To  preserve  a  regu- 
lar descent,  they  are  carried  in  niches 
along  the  mountain  sides;  and  wher- 
ever a  glen  or  valley  intervenes  they 
traverse  it  on  an  aqueduct.  The 
Kranabethsattel,  a  mountain  on  the 
W.  of  Ebensee,  commanding,  it  is 
said,  one  of  the  best  views  of  the  dis- 
trict, may  be  ascended  in  4  hrs.  from 
hence.  The  road  passes  on  the  W. 
side  the  opening  of  the  Weissenbach- 
thal.    (See  Rte.  195.) 

At  the  mouth  of  almost  all  the  tri- 
butaries of  the  Traun  wooden  gratings 
r  Rechen,  §  111)  are  erected  to  arrest  Uie 
floating  timber  transported  by  them. 

A  good  carriage  -  road  connects 
Ebensee  with  Ischl ;  and  an  omnibus 
starts  on  arrival  of  the  steamer.  A 
beautiful  ride  of  2  hrs.  (or  a  walk  of 
4  hrs.)  up  the  valley  of  the  Trann 
brings  the  traveller  to

Eished  markeC-Iown  of  Ischl  (2000 
hab,),  at  the  Junction  of  the  lac-M 
with  liie  Traun,  is  now  cooTerted 
into  a  most  fashionable  watering-place. 
Iti  origin  dors  not  date  farther  back 
than  1932;  but  the  beauties  of  its 
-Htoalian  and  environs,  comluned  with 
the  UDTel  nature  of  its  batbg,  ha*e  at- 
tracted visitors  from  all  coruert  of 
Europe,  especially  from  Vieuiia  and 
other  parts  of  Auiitrja.  The  Imperial 
foiaily  are  constant  Tisitors  during 
the  seasoD.  The  white  housts  are 
■pread  over  a  small  green  plain  on 
both  sides  of  the  TrsuQ  and  Isehl,  sur- 
rounded by  mountains  rising  in  the 
form  of  an  amphithratre,  and  flanking 
the  mouths  of  .^  or  6  different  valleys 
which  radiate  as  it  were  from  thin 
central  point.  The  lover  of  seclosioa 
may  bury  himself  in  the  solitude  of 
mountain  paths,  amidst  dark  forests 
and  inky  lakes.  Those  who  prefer 
society  will  Sod  at  Ischl  parties  of 
pleasure  to  fill   up  cvcrj  day ;   and

Im- 
mersion in  it  prodiiees  sliithl  purgnlirc 
effects,  and  is  attended  with  a  tingling 
nnd  general  irritation  of  the  skin,  ft 
is  usimlty  diluted,  according  to  the 
tenon  f  the  doctor's  prescription,  wilb 
common  water,  or  is  mixed  with  that 
of  a  solphurous  spring  rising  in  the 
TJcinit^,  as  the  nature  of  the  paticM's 
complaint  may  render  expedient. 

.Snllns  rapffir-b-ithif  (Salz-dampf- 
Bbder)  of  a  peculiar  description  are 
prepared  here.  They  consist  of  woodea 
closets,  the  floors  of  which  are  per- 
forated, attached  to  the  roof-tree  of 
the  evaporating- house,  placed  imme- 
diately over  the  salt-pan,  so  a*  to  re- 
ceive the  steam  as  it  ascends  from  tlie 
boiling  brine.  Those  who  will  not 
submit  to  be  shut  up  in  one  of  tbae 
closets  may  take  a  modified  bath  in  an 
open  gallery  overlooking  the  psna,  in 
which  they  may  walk  for  an  honr  or 
two  Bt  a  lime.

Good  carriage-road  from  Ischl  to 
the  borders  of  the  lake  of  Hallstadt. 
About  10  m.  to  Steg,  at  its  N.  extre- 
mity (omnibus  in  summer).  A  very 
small  steamer  plies  on  the  lake ;  but 
it  is  pleasanter  to  take  a  boat  rowed 
by  2  persons,  for  60  krs.  including 
trinkgeld.  The  road  ascends  the 
beautiM  valley  of  the  Traun  on  its 
It.  iNmk  through  Laufifen  {Inn:  the 
Brewhouse),  a  village  of  400  Inhab., 
with  an  ancient  Gothic  church.  The 
river  here  makes  a  smaller  leap  of  18 
ft.,  which,  like  the  greater  fall  below 
Gmunden,  is  avoided  by  a  canal  con- 
structed on  one  side,  so  as  to  allow  the 
salt-barges  to  pass  up  and  down.  The 
r<Mul  up  the  vtdley  of  the  Weissenbach 
to  the  Uhorinsky-Klause  turns  off  here, 
crossing  the  Traun  by  a  bridge.  The 
mouth  of  the  Weissenbach  is  closed  by 
a  large  grating  (Kechen)  to  collect  the 
wood  flatted  down  it. 

7  m.  Goisem,  another  village  on 
the  road,  is  inhaibited  by  Protestants, 
who  are  very  numerous  hereabouts, 
amounting  to  6500  in  the  Salzkam- 
mergut.  Beyond  Groisem  the  road 
divides:  the  L  branch  is  the  post- 
road  to  Aussee  and  Gratz  (Rte.  240^; 
the  rt.  branch,  a  cross-road,  leads,  m 
about  3  m.,  to  Steg,  a  group  of  houses 
with  an  inn,  close  to  the  outlet  of  the 
Traun  from  the  ISike  of  Hallstadt, 
which  is  confined  by  sluice-gates  simi- 
lar to  those  at  Gmunden.  Thii:teen 
streams  running  into  this  lake  are 
provided  with  similar  sluices  at  their 
mouths,  opened  only  once  a  day  in  the 
dry  season,  to  allow  the  salt-boats  to 
stai^  and  to  famish  them  with  enough 
wMt§rto  carry  them  ahng  to  the  end  of 


their  day's  voyage,  over  the  rocks  and 
shallows  of  the  Traun.  The  traveller 
is  recommended  to  take  a  passage  in 
these  boats  to  Ischl  or  Ebensee.  They 
go  down  at  the  rate  of  about  10  m. 
an  hr. ;  and  the  rapid  voyage  is  not 
disagreeable:  but  not  for  a  nervous 
person.  Boats  are  provided  at  Steg 
and  at  the  Gosan  saw-mill  (an  /rm, 
where  the  carriage  puts  up),  about 
1^  m.  further,  to  convey  passeuffen 
to  the  village  of  Hallstadt,  about }  an 
hr.'s  voyage.  A  boat  with  two  rowera 
costs  I  n. 

The  Lake  of  Hallstadt  is  5  miles 
long  and  1^  mile  broad,  and  in  many 
places  100  £thoms  deep.  The  scenery 
IS  of  a  more  wild  and  gloomy  character 
than  that  of  the  Traunsee,  and  less 
enlivened  by  human  habitations.  It 
reaches  the  height  of  sublimity  at  its 
upper  or  S.  end,  where  the  mountains 
nse  so  precipitously  from  the  water's 
edge  as  not  to  leave  room  for  any  road. 
The  valley  of  Gosau,  opening  out  on 
the  W.,  is  crossed  at  its  entrance  bv 
an  aqueduct  called  Oo^uzwang,  which 
conveys  the  brine  from  the  salt-mine 
of  Hallstadt  to  the  boiling-houses  at 
Ischl  and  Ebensee.  The  central  piers 
are  130  ft.  high,  and  the  pipes  form 
part  of  an  uninterrupted  conduit  nearly 
24  m.  long,  which  has  already  been 
mentioned,  near  Ebensee,  and  may  be 
traced  along  the  face  of  the  preci- 
pices, .  by  the  side  of  the  lake,  nearly 
as  far  as  Hallstadt.  The  scenery 
of  the  higher  part  of  the  valley  of 
Gosau  (about  14  m.  from  this  aque- 
duct), in  the  vicinity  of  its  two  beauti- 
ful small  lakes,  at  the  foot  of  the  glacier 
of  the  Dachstein,  is  truly  magnificent. 
A  description  will  be  found  of  it  in 
Rte.  204.

The  Plasscnstein,  7400  Eng.  ft  above 
the  sea,  affords  one  of  the  grandest 
views  in  the  district.  It  takes  about 
A  hrs.  to  reach  the  summit,  the  road 
leading  past  the  Kudolphsthurm  and 
the  salt-mine.  The  view  embraces 
the  Lake  of  Hallstadt,  the  valleys  of 
Obertraun,  Gosan,  and  IschI,  the 
Traunslein,  Untersberg,  and  Schaf- 
berg,  the  glaciers  of  the  Dachstein 
and  Thorstein,  and  the  mountains  of 
Berchtesgaden,  Styria,  and  the  Tyrol. 
To  ascend  the  Sarstcin  (6558  ft.), 
cross  the  lake  to  Kalkofen  and  climb  by 
the  Schanze  to  the  Sarstem-Alpf  where 
you  can  sleep.  Panorama  from  the 
summit  is  admirable. 

The   Dachstein    Glaciers    offer    the 
grandest   excursion    from     Hallstatt. 
The  DacfisUin  is  a  general  term  ap- 
plied to  a  vast  limestone  plateau,  one 
of  a  series  of  isolated  groups  stretching 
from  the  Vorarlberg  on  the  W.,  along 
the  S.  side  of  the  valley  of  Inn,  through 
Salzburg,  and  eastward  almost  to  Vi- 
enna. The  mountains  of  Berchtesgaden 
and   the  Tannengebirge  in   Salzburg 
belong  to  this  series,  and  are  the  im- 
mediate neighbours  of  the  Dachstein 
on  the  W.    The  Todtegebirge  form 
the  next  group  on  the  £.    The  Vach- 
s^<nn/y/af(7ciu  rises  to  a  precipice  on  its  S. 
edge,  with  an  average  height  of  8000 
ft :  towards  the  N.  it  sinks  to  about  | 
5500  ft    The  3  highest  points  are  the  i 
fJachstein  proper,  the  corner-stone  of 
Styria,  SaJ/.burg,    and   Austria;    the 
Klein-Dachdtein,  and  the  T/utrstein,  all 
at  S. W.  comer  of  the  mass ;  but  there 
are  many  others,  mostly  very  difficult 
of  access.    There  are  2  glaciers  stream- 
ing N.  and   N.W.  from    the    Hohe 
Dachstein.

From  Hallstatt  to  the  Dachstein,  go 
by  the  WalbachStrub  or  by  the  Salz- 
berg,  and,  passing  through  a  rocky 
wilderness  called  the  T/nenjarteUy  make 
for  the  Ochsenwies-Alp  (6023  ft. \  5  hrs., 
where  Seeauer  of  Hallstatt  has  built  a 
hut  which  supplies  night-quarters,  &c. 
(Beyond  is  the  ascent  to  the  OcJisenmes- 
Jiii'ief  a  ridge  which  offers  the  first 
near  view  of  the  Dachstein ;  in  1  hr. 
from  the  hut  the  Tanben-Kahr  is 
reached,  and  1  hr.  further  brings  to  the 
Klintfers  Ildhe,  which  overlooks  the 
glacier,  and  is  a  fine  point  of  vieic.) 
From  Ochsenwies  hut  it  is  1 J  hr.  to 
the  edge  of  the  glacier,  at  the  upper 
end  of  which  is  the  peak  of  the  Dach- 
stein, The  ascent  of  this  is  now  m^de 
comparatively  easy  by  a  ladder  left  at 
the  Bergschrund  at  its  foot,  and  by  iron 
rings  and  ropes  up  the  peak  itself 
(helps  provided  by  Prof.  Simony,  the 
chief  explorer  of  the  Dachstein) :  the 
summit  (9841  ft)  is  reached  from  the 
Bergschrund  in  i  hr.  The  expedition 
is  frequently  made,  and  a  mule-track 
is  making  to  the  Ochsenwies  Alp. 

Another  route  to  the  Daclxstexn  is  from 
Ober-Traun,  by  Wiukl,  to  Ofjc/'^Scha- 
feck-Alp,  2i  hrs. ;  thence  to  the 
A'rippenbrunn  (whence  is  a  track  1.  by 
the  Lower  Gjaidstein  and  Koffeneck  to 
Kamsau  and  Schladming  in  the  £nns- 
thal).

There  is  a  way  over  the  mountain 
from  HaUfladt  to  the  Hintei^Sec  (see 
Ht^.

(S  to  the  summit  of  the  pass),  one  of 
Uie  grandest  and  wildest  in  these  Alps. 
Near  the  top  you  behold  all  the  glonei 
of  the  DachOein.

40  kr.per 
post.  This  is  eqtial  to  is.  lud.  (ntpar,  but  less  as  the  rate  of  exchange  usually 
Itands},  or  about  3id.  a  mile,  in  muny  places,  however,  this  aiicommodation  i> 
not  to  be  ublaiued,  even  where  it  is  lepilly  exigible,  everything  depending  on 
the  goodwill  of  the  postiuaster;  and  indeed  it  is  often  matter  of  the  greatest 
difficulty  10  obtain  horses  at  all  on  the  more  unfrequented  roads. 

It  is  generally  practicable,  however,  lo  obtain  a  private  Eintpanner  at  the 
posting  rates,  though,  of  course,  with  the  uncerlaiiity  of  obtaining  relays.    The 
ctrriaget  used  tor  this  purpose  are  generally  long  wooden  carts,  with  the  single 
■eat  suspended  by  straps  across  the  ceuire;  or,  in  the  south,  this  is  replaced  by 
■  sort  of  temporary  straw  mattress,  raised  Iwhind,  upon  which  the  traveller  and 
his  conductor  lie  strctcbeil  side  by  side,  whilst  the  carriage  is  jolted  at  a  pretty 
rapid  trot  by  a  tnlcrable  horse,  generally  attathcd  t"  onu  side  of  the  pole.    It  ■■  - 
well  to  be  aware,  however,  that  in  the  remote  countries  of  which  we  nowapa 
it  is  all  but  impossible,  at  the  season  of  agricultural  activity,  lo  obtain  ttOa 
horses,  guides,  or  any  assistance  whatever,  in  travelling.     Post-Eins^ia]

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Besides  Eilwagen  (§  89),  on  all  the  great  roads  a  sort  of  omnibus  called 
Stellwagen  runs  between  all  the  principal  towns  of  Tyrol ;  though  verjr  slow,  it 
is  Tery  convenient  for  getting  over  a  dull  and  dusty  high-road,  and  it  is  very 
cheap.  The  posting  distances  in  IVrol,  according  to  the  postmasters' 
reckoning,  very  often  exceed  greatly  the  real  measured  distances ;  and  the 
posts  of  the  post-book  in  many  cases  do  not  amount  (as  in  the  rest  of  Ger- 
mainr)  to  2  Germ.  m. 

Horses  and  Mules, — ^There  is  no  regular  proyision  of  these  in  the  Tyrol,  as  in 
Switzerland,  and  still  less  of  side-saddles.  Ladies,  therefore,  cannot  so  readily 
explore  the  country  as  in  Switzerland. 


§  102*  INNS  ^OUtDBS  — BINTS  ON  P£t)EStElANlSil« 

Tyrol  is  behind  Switzerland  in  accommodation  for  travellers,  although  there 
are  capital  Inns  in  the  ^eat  towns,  and  even  in  some  out-of-the-way  places. 
The  English  traveller  will  often  be  required  to  rough  it.  He  is  recommended 
to  take  a  supply  of  tea  and  coffee  with  him,  especially  if  there  be  ladies  in  the 
party.    Potted  meats  would  be  useful. 

'*  In  the  Extern  Alps  it  is  often  almost  impossible  to  procure  either  a  guide 
or  porter  in  the  agriculturally  busy  season ;  and  in  the  Southern  and  Western 
Alps,  if  more  numerous,  they  are  proportionally  inferior  in  character.  The 
traveller  who  is  content  to  ride  on  a  mule  may  often  be  less  embarrassed  than 
he  who  prefers  the  far  more  independent  mode  of  travelling  on  foot.  There 
are  few  if  any  regular  guides  acquainted  with  a  large  tract  of  country,  and 
willing  to  remain  with  the  traveller  for  several  days  together.  The  best  men 
to  employ  for  the  purpose  are  chamois-hunters  ;  on  the  Italian  frontier  many 
men  who  have  been  engaged  in  smuggling  are  well  acquainted  with  the  moun- 
tain-passes, and,  if  Germans,  are  generally  trustworthy.  The  most  usefld 
guide  is  one  who,  to  a  general  knowledge  of  a  country,  and  especially  its  local 
dialects,  adds  great  personal  activity  and  good-humour.  No  one  who  has  not 
fairly  tried  it  can  be  fully  aware  of  the  great  additional  fatigue  occasioned  by 
carrying  even  a  small  package ;  and  whilst  on  this  account  we  dissuade  him . 
from  habitually  carrying  his  own  knapsack,  the  &ct  points  out  at  the  same 
time  the  reason  why  few  men  are  inclined  to  follow  an  active  pedestrian  for 
several  days  with  a  burden  of  even  the  most  moderate  description.  Where  2 
or  3  pedestrians  join,  it  will  be  far  best  to  take  a  sumpter  mule.  The  solitary 
traveller  will  find  a  weight  of  even  20  lbs.  impatiently  borne  for  2  or  3  days. 
The  knapsack  should  therefore  be  restricted  to  the  dimensions  of  14—12 — 4 
inches,  which,  with  a  small  mackintosh  cloak  or  a  Scotch  plaid  (by  far  the 
most  convenient  Alpine  companion,  acting  on  occasion  as  great-coat  or  blanket), 
will  attain  when  packed  nearly  the  weight  stated.  It  is  a  mistaken  idea 
that  the  ^^reatest  independence  is  secured  by  having  no  ^ide.  A  pedestrian 
loaded  with  20  lbs.  finds  that  it  requires  a  very  strong  stimulus  to  turn  him  \ 
a  mile  out  of  his  rood — ^whilst  he  makes  light  of  climbing  an  eminence,  whether 
to  sketch  or  to  geologize,  if  he  can  send  his  guide  before  him,  and  rejoin  his 
portmanteau  without  returning  to  the  spot  he  quitted.

§  104.  ALPINE  VOCABULARY. 


Ach^  brook  or  torrent. 

Alp,  or  Alm^  rarely  if  ever  means 
the  mountain  itself^  but  the  pastures 
upon  its  sides,  covered  by  the  snow 
for  a  greater  part  of  the  year,  and 
gradually  laid  bare  as  &r  as  the  ex- 
treme verge  of  vegetation  as  the  season 
advances.

§  105.  SKETCH  OF  TYROL  AND  ITS  INHABITANTS. 

The  mmn  chain  of  the  Alps,  the  great  granitic  back-bone  or  frame-work  of 
Europe,  runs  endrelv  through  Tyrol  from  W.  to  E.    It  is  flanked  both  on  its 
N.  and  S.  slopes  witn  a  zone  of  slate  rocks,  which  are  in  turn  overlapped  by  a 
calcareous  zone ;  but  as  a  ceneral  rule  the  central  granite  overtops  the  flankins 
ridges*    It  forms  several  Imots  or  groups  of  mountains,  and  sends  off  sevend 
secondary  chains  N.  and  S.  within  the  boundaries  of  the  land,  which  hfiSk&ft.

Ou  enteriog  Tyrol  froDi  Switzerland,  il  is  probable  that  the  first  sight  of  iti 
Ki'Micrv  may  disappnint  tlie  traTelter,  but  in  its  inhabitanls  he  cannot  fail  lo 
a  changu  for  tlie  better.  Self-interest,  obaequiau^negs.  and  the  dewre 
no  longer  promiacnlly  dUtiugilith  the  people  in  their  intercourse  with 
o.  The  more  noble  chanicler  of  the  Tjrolese  is  as  roarked  as  hia  open 
mce  and  upright  carringe.  It  is  not,  however,  on  hieh-roads  or  be^oi .

«r,  like  the  sailor  and  miner,  is  constantly  exposed  to  risk;  bnt 
in  foil  confidence  of  protection  be  lies  down  to  sleep  by  the  aide  of  the  streant 
which  ere  morning  may  sweep  away  all  traces  of  his  dwelling,  and  selE  ont  la 
a  breath  may  briiig  down  an  avalanche.  AiEOoa 
n  (he  evening,  ever}'  household  collects  together 
ly  prayer,  'i'he  stranger  who  huppeos  to  paai 
through  a  village  at  that  hour  will  perceive  from  every  casement  the  low  mnmitir 
of  many  voices,  led  by  the  deeper  (ones  of  the  house-fiither,  and  followed  by  the: 
responses  of  the  rest.  To  this  devotional  feeling  may  be  attribuled  the  coiutei( 
occnrrence  of  the  crucifix  on  the  road-aide  in  every  part  of  (he  Tyrol,  and  ' 
never  passed  without  a  reverential  bow.  The  uncertainty  of  lifb  bi  „ 
the  mouulains  is  marked  by  the  almost  innumerable  memorials  ofperil  (MSr- 
tyrle)  planteil  by  the  side  of  the  rood  in  all  parts  of  the  conntry,  l^ey  consitt.. 
uf  li((le  boards  bearing  a  cross,  or  perhaps  the  figure  of  the  Virgin  or  of  a  Baiu^ 
and  record  some  fatal  accideut  from  causes  similar  to  those  aluve  enn[aerste4, 
together  with  the  name  uf  the  sufferer,  and  an  entreaty  to  all  who  pass  toretdbi 
a  "paternoster"  for  tlic  good  uf  his  soul. 

With  tlie  fear  of  God  tlie  Tyrotese  unites  ntticbment  to  liis  sovereigii.    Thef 
have  be^  exempted  from  some  of  the  taxes  and  heavy  imposts  whioh  hvn 
been  borne  by  the  rest  of  the  Austrian  provinces,  and  they  are  to  a  certain 
exlent  exempt   from  the  confcription,  being  only  reipiireil  (o  fnniish  recmit 
to   one   regiment—the    1st    Itegiment   of   Kalserjuger — which   is  generall 
stationed  (m  lime  of  peacel  witjiin  the  confines  of  ihe  Tyrol.    The  defence  i 
the  country  is  intrusted  to  its  inhabitants,  who,  however,  are  not  pestered  wh 
ilriMinj-  like  the  regular  militia,  but  are  required  lo  meet  at  stated  times  I 
practise  larget-Griog.

A7  /S3P,  Ihe  Tyrotese  were  called  out  agaiosl  the  \vs.Vwn4,  «tA  ».  «m« 
fpoodeil  to  the  call  with  the  same  loyalty  U  beretoIoTc.   U^erj  'jiisrj 
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forth  its  contiupjeut  of  sturdy  ritlemen.  Thoy  marshalled  themselves  in  the 
<jai«e  of  the  Emperor,  and  they  ehose  their  own  oHicers.  It  is,  however, 
remarkable  that,  notwithstanding  the  eagerness  with  which  the  TyroUse 
peasant  has  taken  up  arms  to  defend  his  own  fatherland,  the  life  of  a  soldier 
IS  in  the  highest  degree  distasteful  to  him.  I'he  assembly  of  the  Estates,  or 
Parliament  of  Tyrol,  is  the  only  one  of  the  kind  in  the  Austrian  domtnions 
in  irhich  deputies  from  the  peasants  are  admitted  along  with  the  nobles, 
clergy,  and  burghers  of  the  towns.  These  convocations  can  be  traced  back  to 
Tery  ancient  times.     In  1323  they  were  assembled  at  Botzen. 

§  106.     RIFLE-SnOOTIXO. — ATHLETIC  EXERCISES. 

Kifle-shooting  is  a  favourite  pastime  in  all  parts  of  Austria,  but  nowhere  to 
the  same  extent  as  in  Tyrol.  Bred  to  the  use  of  the  weapon  from  their  boyhood, 
and  priding  themselves  above  measure  in  the  skilful  exercise  of  it,  and  in  accu- 
racy of  aim,  they  furnish  an  admirable  corps  of  sharpshooters.  The  Tyrolese 
rifle  (Biichse  or  Biichsel)  is  a  heavy,  clumsy  instrument,  but  is  nevertheless 
prized  by  its  owner  (who  has  probably  inherited  it  from  his  ancestors).  The 
trigger  is  so  delicate  as  almost  to  be  set  off  by  a  gust  of  wind.  There  is  scarcely 
a  village  in  Tyrol,  Styria,  or  Bohemia,  without  its  shooting-ground  (Schiess- 
statte),  where  the  peasants  meet  to  practise  on  Sundays  and  holidays.  At  stated 
times  every  year  matches  are  made,  and  the  marksmen  of  one  village,  parish,  or 
valley;  meet  to  contend  for  a  prize  with  another.  Such  trials  of  skill  are  worth 
the  traveller's  attention;  the  common  distance  is  from  250  to  300  paces,  and  a 
good  shot  will  hit  the  bull's-eye  three  times  out  of  five.  The  victor  is  carried 
home  in  triumph,  with  flags,  music,  and  garlands,  by  his  own  people,  and  receives 
as  a  trophy  the  target,  which  is  hung  up  in  front  of  his  house,  where  five  or  six 
similar  memorials  of  skill  are  often  seen  suspended  at  once. 

To  this  expertness  in  the  use  of  the  rifle,  in  conjunction  with  the  hardy  habits 
of  the  people  and  the  mountainous  nature  of  the  country,  is  due  the  success 
of  the  fyrolese  in  their  memorable  struggles  for  independence,  in  the  face  of 
overwhelming  numbers,  disciplined  troops,  and  skilful  generals.  They  needed 
little  tactics  or  drilling  for  the  warfare  they  waged — by  day,  sawdust  thrown  into 
the  head-waters  of  the  rivers  conveyed  the  signal  of  the  intended  rising  in  a  few 
hours  to  all  quarters  of  the  compass ;  and  by  night  the  beacon-tires  from  a  hun- 
dred mountain-tops  sent  forth  the  inhabitants  of  as  many  different  valleys  to  the 
place  of  rendezvous.  The  rising  was  universal :  none  but  infants,  aged,  and  infirm 
stayed  at  home ;  even  females  in  some  instances  hurried  to  take  part  in  the  con- 
test, and  to  aid  their  husbands  and  brothers.  The  bands  thus  suddenly  summoned 
together  dispersed,  when  an  emergency  required,  with  all  the  rapidity  of  a  sum- 
mer shower ;  and,  from  their  knowledge  of  every  path  and  mountain,  pursuit  was 
hopeless.  Again,  when  a  stand  was  to  be  made,  they  had  the  choice  of  their  own 
groimd,  and  a  whole  division  of  disciplined  troops  was  often  kept  at  bay  by  half- 
a-dozen  ambushed  foes.  The  same  men  often  fought  two  bodies  of  French,  in  two 
different  valleys,  in  the  course  of  one  day.  It  was  their  ambuscades  which,  more 
than  any  other  manceuvrc,  foiled  and  daunted  their  assailants.  Obtaining  from 
their  spies  intelligence  of  the  time  and  direction  in  which  the  army  of  French  and 
Bavarians  were  about  to  pass,  they  occupied  the  sides  of  some  defile  where  the 
beetling  mountains  seemed  to  overhang  the  road.  Here  collecting  a  vast  mass 
of  large  stones  and  rocks,  they  bound  them  fast  on  the  verge  of  the  precipice, 
and  waited  until  the  serried  ranks  of  the  enemy  were  entangled  in  the  depths 
below.

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§  107.  MUSIC  AND   DANCING. 


The  darliDg  passion  of  the  Austrian  mountaineers  is  for  music  and  the 
dance.  They  appear  bom  with  a  taste  for  music ;  and  a  violin  or  a  guitar  is  a 
part  of  the  furniture  of  every  cottage.  Each  valley  has  its  own  peculiar  airs, 
full  of  sweetness  and  melody,  similar  to  those  which  the  Tyrolese  minstrels 
made  so  popular  in  England  a  few  years  ago,  and  which  were  nothing  more 
than  the  ordinary  songs  (Jodeln)  of  the  shepherds  and  dairymaids  on  the  moun- 
tains, which  they  carol  forth  with  a  peculiar  intonation  of  the  voice  within  the 
throat,  making  the  echoes  ring  with  their  wild  notes. 

The  talent  of  improvising  is  not  uncommon  among  the  peasants  of  Tyrol  and 
Styria :  their  verses,  it  may  be  supposed,  have  little  claim  to  polish  or  harmony; 
they  generally  assume  the  form  of  a  dialogue,  the  verses  of  one  being  taken  up 
and  answered  by  another.  They  are  mostly  satirical,  and  the  chief  merit  of 
the  composer  seems  to  consist  in  a  quickness  in  repartee,  one  party  striving  by 
jests  to  render  the  other  ridiculous.  Sometimes  the  verses  assume  the  more 
tender  shape  of  a  lover's  address  to  his  mistress,  and  his  elo(|uence  and  skill  are 
exerted  in  attempting  to  soften  her  heart,  her  wit  being  directed  to  repel  his 
ardour  and  laugh  at  his  passion. 

In  some  parts  of  Tyrol  the  peasants  compose  entire  plays  (Bauemkomo- 
dien),  of  wMch  they  themselves  are  the  actors.  The  theatre  is  a  space  fenced 
with  planks  ;  the  stage  a  raised  platform  in  the  open  air  within  it.  The  subjects 
are  usually  taken  from  the  well-known  legend  of  a  saint,  or  from  some  incident 
in  Holy  Writ,  and,  in  this  respect,  they  are  not  unlike  the  ancient  "  Mysteries 
and  Moralities,"  the  first  theatrical  performances  known  in  England.  Their 
pretensions  to  plot  and  elegant  versification  are  very  humble.  The  performers, 
m  some  instances,  are  girls,  who  represent  both  the  male  and  female  characters. 
It  is  in  the  villages  around  Innsbruck  that  these  plays  are  most  in  fashion, — 
the  traveller  will  be  interested  by  such  homely  efforts  of  the  tragic  muse.  They 
have  been  carried  to  a  high  pitch  of  perfection  in  the  Passions-Spiel  of  the 
Ammergau,  which  has  become  famous  all  over  Europe. 

No  fete-day,  holiday,  or  marriage  passes  off  without  a  rustic  hall:  such  enter- 
tainments afford  the  traveller  insight  into  the  manners  and  customs  of  the 
people,  and  an  opportunity  of  observing  the  varieties  of  costume,  &c.  Those, 
however,  who  have  formed  their  notions  of  a  Tyrolese  dance  from  a  ballet  at  the 
Opera  wiU  be  much  disappointed.  They  will  find  the  dancers  assembled  in  the 
close  low  room  of  an  inn,  or  in  a  hay-barn,  crammed  so  full  that  it  would  ap- 
pear impossible  to  stir,  much  less  dance,  among  the  throng ;  ^et  nor  sooner 
does  the  music  strike  up  than  the  whole  is  in  a  whirl,— no  jostling,  no  confu- 
sion occur,  and  the  time  of  the  waltz  is  kept  with  most  unerring  precision. 
The  lasses  are  decked  out  in  pointed  hats,  or  round  fur  or  woollen  caps,  or 
in  handkerchief  tied  under  their  diin,  and  with  waists  reaching  up  nearly  to 
their  necks.  The  men  often  wear  Hessian  boots,  which  they  strike  together 
with  great  clatter  by  way  of  beating  time,  every  now  and  then  uttering  a 
shrill  cry,  and  leaping  round  in  the  air  in  the  manner  of  the  Highland  fiing. 

The  enthusiasm,  almost  approaching  to  frenzy,  with  which  the  dance  is  kep 
up,  in  spite  of  the  heat  and  crowd,  from  noon  till  night,  is  truly  surprising.  The 
partners  often  seize  each  other  by  the  shoulders,  in  an  attitude  not  unlike  hug- 
ging ; — they  do  not  always  follow  the  same  monotonous  revolution,  but  at  one 
time  the  man  steps  round  his  partner ;  at  another,  lifting  her  arm  high  in  the 
air,  he  twirls  her  round  on  her  neel  with  a  rapi(Uty  tha\m2iVLe&\i^T  ^y^'^^^'*^^ 
and  then,  quickly  re-imitiDg,  they  resume  their  circulax  e^o\\jL<\o\i&VvCfiL^a.^^?^^

The  natural  meadoiTE  which  clothe  the  monutain^idei  furnish,  even  up  to  the 
verge  of  perpetual  HDa»»,  a  short  thin  herbage  of  tbe  most  mitritioue  kind,  xrrj 
palatable  to  the  cattle.  Id  the  earlj  upring,  when  the  cows  are  Erst  driven  out 
of  the  stalls  in  which  the;  have  pa^ed  the  winter,  they  are  confined  to  the  lower 
pan  of  the  valley :  hut  as  fast  us  the  lower  meadows  ore  cihansted,  and  ths 
snow  diaappears  nnder  the  influence  of  the  sommer  sun  from  Ibe  higher  pas- 
ttires,  they  are  driven  upwards.  Tlic  very  highest  Alps  or  pastures  remain 
boried  under  the  snow  the  whole  year  round,  excepting  eight  or  ten  veeksj 
and  by  the  end  of  September,  at  wblcfa  time  the  efttne  have  exhaiuted  them 
Biiil  are  driven  home,  in  most  years  tliey  have  resumed  their  wintry  clothing, 
.  lie  hay.crop,  when  cut,  is  hung  np  to  dry  on  rucks  coi^sistiug  of  horizontal

Tlio  real  life  of  the  cowherd  of  the  Alps  differs  wiJely  from  tbe  (leau-ideal  of 
poetry  and  romance;  for  six  or  eight  months  lie  is  bnmshed  from  tbe  hatiots  of 
wen,  above  the  clouds,  occupying  a  wretched  chalet,  perhaps  half  buried  in  tlie 
ground  to  prevent  its  being  carried  away  by  avalanches.  He  must  be  eon- 
ttantly  on  the  alert  to  prevent  his  charge  from  sCrnggrmg  or  foiling  over  the 
precipice,  and  must  be  prepared  to  protect  them  now  and  tlicn  from  the  bear 
and  u'olf. 

After  such  ardnons  laliours  and  aoxions  cure  it  can  easily  be  understood  that 
the  day  on  which  llie  enltle  return  home  from  the  Alps  is  one  of  rejoicing 
lioth  to  Ibe  master  and  cowherd,  provided  the  nupplv  of  butter  and  cheese  be 
Inrge,  the  herd  healtliy,  and  uo  casaollies  have  dinnmshed  its  numbers.  Their 
return  usually  takes  place  about  Michaelmas,  on  St.  Mutlhew*s  day.  WrcoUu 
i>l'  HowtTS  ribaiids,  and  hells  are  sent  up  the  mountains  l)erDreban(l  to  decorate 
the  animals,  vliieh  make  their  entry  marshalled  in  regular  procession.  At 
their  heiiil  marches  ibo  pride  of  the  herd  [Ihe  most  dislmguished  for  size  and 
lieunty  j,  who  lias  invariably  ]jroreJ  lier  right  to  the  precedence  by  comlats 
with  the  rest;  which  the  bcrd.'imaii  rnllicr  promotes  than  checks,  knowing  thai 
they  will  enndnce  lo  future  Iraaiiiiillity  as  soon  as  the  matter  is  once  settled. 
The  victor  is  entitled  to  wtnr  the  largest  wreutli,  and  In  bear  the  most  souorotis 
bell  attached  to  her  neck  by  nn  ornamented  bell;  and  she  shows  by  her  stately 
gait  that  she  is  fully  awure  of  the  dignily.  From  time  to  time  she  gazes  round 
to  observe  that  none  break  Ihe  rank  ;  and  should  some  heedless  bnll-calf  ven- 
ture to  press  forward  oat  of  his  place,  he  is  speedily  reminded  of  his  proper 
position  by  a  poke  in  the  side  from  the  boms  of  the  indignant  leatlvr.  The  rest 
of  the  herd  are  proviiled  aeeording  lo  vhrir  pretcnsionB  «'iiJi  Vta.^vn'gt  uiA 
AV/v  and  the  din  and  uproar  which  prevails  In  a  town,  <m.mi«4  Vj  *«  tViVun  eS. 
oeffl/,  lalermiDgled  with  the  shouts   of  hcrdsrocn  anA  tU"^  \q-«\o'6  o!  a»\«, 
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vrhen  the  herds  of  different  proprietors  enter  at  the  same  time,  is  not  unlike  one 
of  those  unmusical  concerts  which  the  French  call  a  Chariyari  : — such  tiuklings 
are  anything  but  drowsy.  Behind  the  cattle  walks  the  herdsman  or  Senner,  in 
all  the  pride  of  a  dirty  shirt  which  he  has  not  changed  during  the  period  of  his 
mountain  sojourn,  but  in  other  respects  decked  out  m  his  best,  with  a  bunch  of 
gay  flowers  and  a  sprig  of  rosemary  in  his  hat.  He  drags  after  him  a  thick 
thong  of  leather  15  or  20  ft.  long,  which  ever  and  anon,  by  a  violent  exertion 
of  muscular  force,  he  wields  above  his  head,  and  cracks  like  a  whip,  but  with  a 
report  as  loud  as  a  pistol,  much  to  the  edification  of  the  spectatons,  and  to 
the  k|rror  of  all  stragglers  and  loiterers  in  the  herd.  The  &rmer  or  pro- 
prietor brings  up  the  rear,  riding  in  a  neat  small  cart  laden  with  rich  butter  and 
cheese.

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lias  and  Drusus  Nero  fought  the  Vin- 
delici,  having  previoasiy  carried  a 
Boman  army  across  the  Lake  from 
Gaul,  in  a  fleet  constructed  on  its 
shores,  probably  the  first  that  ever  uayi- 
gated  its  waters. 

The  *Gebhard8b€ty,  the  hill  behind 
the  town,  surmounted  by  ruins  of  a 
castle  of  the  Counts  of  Montfort  (f  hr.'s 
ascent),  and  by  a  church  containing  an 
image  of  Grace  (Gnadeubild),  com- 
mands the  most  beautiful  view  of  any 
spot  on  the  shores  of  the  Lake  of  Con- 
stance: it  embraces  the  snow-capped 
peaks  of  the  Arlberg  on  the  E. ;  the 
glaciers  of  Appenzell,  and  the  peak  of 
the  Seutis,  on  the  S. ;  and  the  whole 
expanse  of  the  lake  to  Constance. 

Another  fine  view,  and  much  more 
accessible,  is  from  the  BregenzerKlause, 
i  hr.'s  walk.  A  thorough  panorama  of 
the  neighbouring  Alpine  chain  may 
be  had  from  the  Pfdadter^  a  mountain 
3264  ft  high,  N.£.  of  Bregenz,  whose 
top  can  be  reached  in  2}  hrs.,  and  will 
well  repay  the  climb.  The  way  is 
difficult  to  find. 

Angelica  Kaufiinann,  the  well-known 
painter,  long  settled  in  England,  was 
bom  at  Schwarzeiiberg  ( ? ),  a  village 
not  fiir  from  Dombim,  through  which 
our  road  passes ;  others  say  at  Coire. 

Steamboats  navi^te  the  Lake  of  Con- 
stance,  several  times  daily,  between 
Bregenz  and  Lindau,  Friedrichshafen, 
Rorschach,  and  Constance.  Fare  to 
Constance,  1st  class,  2fl.  12  kr. ;  time 
required,  4  hrs. 

In  going  by  land  from  Bregenz  to 
Lindau  (1^  Germ,  m.),  the  Austrian 
cnstom'-house  Is  reached  at  the  Bre- 
ffenzer  Klause,  where  there  was  once  a 
fort,  which  commanded  the  pass  out  of 
Swatna  into  Tyrol. 

The  road  to  Feldklrch  is  on  a  dead 
level,  and  passes  through  orchards 
nearly  the  whole  way.  Dombim, 
though  only  a  village  of  widely-scat- 
tered houses,  has  7000  Inhab.,— more 
than  either  of  the  three  towns  of  the 
VontrJt)erg.  The  women  find  employ- 
meat  in  embroidering  muslin;  the  men 
w  carpeatersy  who  make  the  wooden 


houses  before  alluded  to;  some  cotton 
is  also  spun  here. 

12  Hohenembs  {Inn :  Post,  fkir),  a 
town  of  3000  Inhab.  The  .SbA/o5s(b.  1564) 
belongs  to  the  Prince  of  Waldburg- 
Zeil.  Above  the  town  rise  two  ruined 
castles,  Alt-  and  Neu-Hohenems.  It  is 
the  only  place  in  the  Tyrol  where  the 
Jews  are  to  be  found  in  considerable 
numbers.    Here  are  92  families. 

Near  Gotzis  are  the  rains  of  two 
castles  of  the  Montfort  fiunily,  who 
anciently  held  vast  possessions  in  this 
country.  During  the  French  war  the 
pass  of  Feldkirch,  though  strongly  de- 
fended by  the  Austrians,  was  carried 
twice;  by  Mass^na  in  1799,  and  by 
Molitor  in  1800. 

9i  Feldkirch  {Inn:  Post,  Engel 
Gabriel),  a  small  but  active  manurac- 
turing  town  of  1600  Inhab.,  on  a 
stream  called  the  111,  which  sets  in 
motion  the  machinery  of  three  cotton- 
mills,  numerous  oil-mills,  smithies,  &c., 
altogether  not  less  than  40  water- 
wheels. 

The  Old  Castle,  called  Schattenburg, 
was  built  by  the  counts  of  Montfort, 
and  bv  collecting  settlers  around  it 
gave  rise  to  the  town ;  it  is  now  a  bar- 
rack. The  oldest  street  is  the  Neustadt. 
One  of  the  oldest  buildings  is  the  Hos- 
pital, called /yriiVw/nerAaiM,  1218.  The 
Parish  Ch,  is  Gothic,  and  was  built 
1478:  the  pulpit  is  of  iron.  At  the 
bridge  Massena  was  repulsed,  and  the 
neighbouring  pass  was  twice  strongly 
contested  with  the  French,  1799  and 
1800.  Fine  view  from  the  hill  called 
Margarethen-Kopf,  f  hr.'s  walk  W.  of 
Feldkirch. 

Eilwatfen  cross  the  Rhine  daily  to 
Haag  Stat,  (no  Inn)  to  meet  the  train 
from  Rorschach  to  Coire  and  Wallen- 
stadt    {^^  Handbook  for  Switzerland.)

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has  been  greatly  improved  since  1835  ; 
but  after  heavy  rains  it  is  not  always 
safe,  as  masses  of  stone  and  earth  glide 
down  the  mountain-sides  upon  it.  The 
hospice  on  the  summit  (59(i2  ft)  was 
rebuilt  in  1836,  to  shelter  travellers 
ftom.  the  Alpine  snows.  Its  original 
founder  was  a  poor  foundling,  who, 
having  been  adopted  by  a  neighbour- 
ing farmer,  served  him  as  cowherd, 
and  on  Sundays  followed  him  to  ch. 
bearing  his  sword.  The  sight  of  many 
dead  persons  who  had  perished  in  the 
snow  of  the  Arlberg,  whose  eyes  and 
bodies  the  birds  had  eaten,  affected  the 
lad  so  deeply,  that  he  '*  began,  with  the 
help  of  God  and  of  St.  Chnstonher,"  as 
he  has  himself  recorded,  **  ana  with  no 
other  pecuniary  means  than  1 5  gulden, 
the  earnings  of  10  years*  service,  to  de- 
vote himself  exclusively  to  the  preser- 
vation of  wayfarers;  and  saved,  the 
very  first  winter,  7  men's  lives,  with 
these  blessed  alms.  Henry  Findelkind, 
for  so  wie»  he  called,  appears  hence- 
forth to  have  devoted  himself  to  this 
charitable  object,  and  to  have  spent  his 
life,  and  all  Uie  money  he  earned,  upon 
it.  Before  his  death  he  had  saved  no 
less  than  SO  lives.  He  traversed  Eu- 
rope to  obtain  alms  to  carry  on  this 
good  work;  and  enrolled  among  the 
brotherhood  of  the  hospice  of  St. 
Christopher  the  names  of  many  princes 
and  nobles.  About  100  yards  from  the 
summit  of  the  road,  and  close  to  the 
14  mile-stone  from  Innsbruck,  is  the 
boundary  between  Vorarll)erg  and 
Tyrol,  marked  by  two  pillars.  The 
highest  point  of  the  road  is  5524  Kng. 
ft.  above  the  sea.  The  snow  lies  here 
in  winter  20  ft.  deep,  and  sometimes 
until  the  beginning  of  July,  and  often 
returns  before  the  end  of  September. 
The  £.  side  of  the  Arlberg  is  more 
steep  than  the  W.  The  mountains  are 
thickly  clad  with  fir,  which  gives  them 
a  somewhat  melancholy  aspect,  and  is 
characteristic  of  the  scenery  of  Tyrol. 
It  is  an  hour's  easy  walk  from  the 
village  of  Stuben  to  the  hospice,  and 
au  hour  more  down  to  the  village  of 

9}  St  Anton.    Post,  good  and  clean. 

The  vMlley  leading  from  the  Arlberg 

to  Laathck  is  called  Stanserthal,  aiid 


is  watered  by  the  I?osanna;  it  is  highly 
romantic  and  wild,  clothed  with  forests 
of  dark  fir,  and  varied  with  villages  and 
old  castles  towards  its  lower  end. 

9J  Flirsch. — Inn:  Post,  clean,  and 
civil  people.  The  scenery  here  and  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  valley  is  even 
finer  than  the  upper.  Cheap  violins 
are  manufactured  in  the  cottages. 
The  picturesque  castle  of  Wisberg,  ap- 
proached by  a  covered  bridge,  guards 
the  mouth  of  the  side  valley  through 
which  the  Trisanna  flows  from  the 
S.W.  A  little  further  on  a  charm- 
ing prospect  expands  to  view,  over  the 
romantic  Ober-Innthal,  into  which  our 
road  descends  at 

9^  Landeck  (^Iniis :  Post; — Schwarzer 
Adler,  good  ; — Goldner  Adler,  fair). 
This  is  a  village  of  1000  Inhab.,  pret- 
tily situated  on  the  rt.  bank  of  the  Inn, 
with  the  Castle  of  Laudeck,  now  a 
barrack,  towering  above  it  on  the  E., 
and  that  of  Schrofenstein  on  the  N. 
Gothic  C^.  on  a  height.  Three  roads 
meet  here — from  Milan,  by  the  ro- 
mantic pass  of  Finstermiinz  (^Rte.  213), 
and  the  wonderful  road  over  the  Stelvio 
(Rte.  214);  from  Innsbruck  and  from 
Bregenz. 

KHwagcn  dailj  to  Bregenz  and  Inns- 
bruck ;  and  4  times  a  week  to  Botzen.

A  little  above  the  town,  on  the  battle- 
!  field  of  Flies,  many  brave  Tyrolese  fell 
in  defending  their  country  from  tlie 
Bavarians  in  1703.

I  nery  of  Zams,  founded  in  182(J,  where 

I  twelve  Sisters  of  Charity,  the  first  of 

the  order  established  in  Austria,  devote 

themselves  to  attend  to  an  hospital. 

The  Castle  of  Kronburg,  rising  on 
the  top  of  a  conical  rock,  on  the  oppo- 
site side  of  the  Inn,  is  a  conspicuous  and 
picturesque  object,  resembling  the  Dra- 
chenfels  in  its  position.

his  80D,  and  of  Bianca  Maria  Sforza, 
Maximilian's  second  wife.  Here  is 
shown  a  fine  bas-relief,  by  Colin^  the 
artist  of  Maximilian's  tomb  at  Inns- 
bruck. That  Emperor  received  here, 
in  1497,  the  Turkish  ambassador  of  the 
Sultan  Bajazet,  who  sent  to  demand  the 
hand  of  ftlaximilian's  sister  Kunigundc 
in  marriage,  promising  to  become  a  con- 
Tert  to  Christianity. 

The  road  crosses  the  Inn  close  to 
pi  Telfs  {Inn:  Post.)  The  fresco 
TMunting^  in  St,  Peter* s  Church  are  by 
Zoller,  a  Tyrolese  artist,  born  at  Telfs 
( 1 740).  Large  stacks  of  wood,  intended 
for  Aiel  in  the  salt-works  of  Hall,  are 
piled  up  by  the  water-side.  [The  up- 
per road,  which  that  from  Bavaria  has 
joined  at  Nassereit,  here  falls  in.1 

9^  Zirl  (^Inn:  Lowe),  a  small  vil- 
lage picturesquely  situated  under  the 
Castle  of  Fragenstein,  and  the  pre- 
cipice called  Martinswand,  at  the  point 
where  the  post-road  from  Munich  by 
Seefeld  (Ktes.  186, 187)  enters  the  Vale 
of  the  Inn.  The  Solstein,  the  highest 
summit  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Inns- 
bruck, 9652  Eng.  ft.  above  the  sea-level, 
is  oft^  ascended  on  account  of  the  view 
which  extends  into  the  valleys  of  the 
Inn  and  Isar  far  over  the  Bavarian 
plain.  Zirl  is  the  best  sfar/m^.place 
for  this  excursion. 

i  The  Martinswand  is  a  gigantic  but- 
tress of  the  Solstein,  descending  in  an 
abrupt  precipice,  1835  Eng.  ft.  high,  to 
the  margin  of  tiie  Inn.  This  jutting 
promontory,  distant  about  ^  m.  from 
Zirl,  divides  the  Upper  from  the 
Lower  Innthal.  The  Tyrolese  found  it 
well  calculated  for  a  military  post 
during  the  late  war,  and  fortified  it 
strongly,  keeping  possession  of  the 
heights,  and  undermining  the  road.  In  a 
previous  war  (1703),  C^unt  Arco,  the 
Bavarian  General,  was  shot  at  th<i  foot 
of  the  Martinswand  by  a  Tyrolese 
rifleman,  who  had  placed  himself  in 
ambush  to  kill  the  Elector  of  Bava- 
ria. The  Count,  observing  armed  men 
lurking  about,  pushed  his  horse  to 


The  Martinswand,  however,   owes  its 
chief  celebrity  to  an  adventure  of  the 
Emperor   Maximilian.      That  jenthu- 
siastic  sportsman,  led  away  on  one  oc- 
casion in  pursuit  of  a  chamois  among 
the  rocks  above,   by  ill-luck  missed 
his  footing,  and,  rolling  headlong  to 
the  verge  of  the  precipice,  was  just 
able  to  arrest  himself,  when  on  the 
brink  of  destruction,  by  clinging,  with 
his  head  downwards,  to  a  ledge  of  rock, 
in  a  spot  where  he  could  neither  move 
up  nor  down,  and  where  to  all  appear- 
ance no  one  could  approach'  him.    He 
was  perceived  from  below  in  this  peril- 
ous position,  and  as  his  death  was 
deemed  inevitable,  prayers  were  offered 
up  at  the  foot  of  the  rock  by  the  Abbot 
of  Wilten,  as  though  for  a  person  i» 
articulo  mortis.    The  Emperor,  finding 
his  strength   failing  him,  had  given 
himself  up  for  lost,  and  recommended 
his  soul  to  Heaven,  when  a  loud  halloo 
near  at  hand  arrested  his  attention.    A 
bold  and  intrepid  hunter,  named  Zips, 
who  had  been  driven  to  the  mountains 
to  avoid  imprisonment  for  poaching, 
had,  without  knowing  what  had  hap- 
pened, also  been  drawn  to  the  spot  in 
clambering  after  a  chamois.    Surprised 
to  find  a  human  being  thus  suspended 
between  earth  and  sky,  he  uttered  the 
cry  which  attracted  Maximilian's  atten- 
tion.    Finding  the  perilous  nature  of 
the  case,  he  was  in  a  few  minutes  at  the 
Emperor's  side,  and,  binding  on  his  feet 
his  own  crampons,  and  extending  to 
him  his  sinewy  arm,  he  succeeded  with 
difficulty  in  guiding  him  up  the  foce  of 
the  precipice  along  ledges  where  to  ap- 
pearance even  the  chamois  could  not 
have  found  footing,  and  thus  rescued 
him  from  a  situation  of  such  hopeless 
peril  that  the  common  people  even  now 
attribute  his  escape  to  the  miraculous 
interposition  of  an  angel.    The  spot 
where  this  occurred,  now  hollowed  out 
into  a  cave  in  the  fiic«  of  the  rock,  is 
marked  b^  a  crucifix,  which,  though  1 8 
ft.  high,  IS  so  far  above  the  post-road 
that  It  is  barely  visible  from  thence.

An  ascent  of  a  few  steps  on  the  rt. 
as  you  enter  the  ch.  leads  to  the  Siker 
Chttpely  so  called  from  the  image  of  the

tains. It  was  built  by  Ferdinand  II., 
Archduke  of  Austria  and  Count  of 
Tyrol,  as  a  mausoleum  for  himself  and 
his  wife,  the  famed  Philippina  Welser, 
the  most  beautiful  woman  of  her  time, 
with  whom  he  lived  happily  for  30 
years.  Philippina  was  the  daughter  of 
Franz  Welser,  one  of  the  weal  thy  Augs- 
burg Patricians.  She  was  born  in 
1530;  Ferdinand  first  saw  her  at  the 
Diet  held  at  Augsburg  in  1547,  and 
the  following  year  made  her  his  wife. 
The  alliance  was  regarded  by  the  Emp. 
Ferdinand,  the  archduke's  father,  as 
degrading,  and  it  was  not  until  12  years 
after  her  marriage  that  she  succeeded 
in  procuring  access  to  her  father-in- 
law  ;  when,  throwing  herself  on  her 
knees,  she  so  moved  him  by  her  tears 
and  beauty,  that  he  acknowledged  her 
as  his  daughter,  and  made  her  2  sons 
Margraves.  The  armour  of  the  Arch- 
duke is  placed  aloft  on  a  bracket,  while 
his  effigy,  in  white  marble,  reclines  upon 
the  tomb ;  at  the  back  of  which  are  4 
marble  bas-reliefs  by  the  same  CoUn^ 
and  equally  masterly  productions  of 
art.  They  represent  remarkable  events 
in  which  Ferdinand  was  present: — 1. 
The  Capture  of  the  Elector  of  Saxony 
by  Charles  V.  at  the  battle  of  Miihl- 
bers ;  2.  Ferdinand  appointed  Stadt- 
holder  of  Bohemia ;  3.  Besieging  Szi- 
geth,  1556 ;  4.  Leading  the  cavalry 
agaiust  the  Turkish  forces  of  the  Sultan 
Soliman.  Philippina,  who  died  in 
1580,  has  a  separate  monument,  an 
altar-tomb  bearmg  a  recumbent  figure 
in  marble,  and  decorated  with  alle- 

forical  bas-reliefiiy  said  to  be  by  Colin, 
at  probably  the  work  of  bis  son  or 
one  of  his  scholars,  represeDt'mg  works 
of  charity  and   mercy,    with    Iiins- 
bruek  m  the  background.    In  a  recess 
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against  the  wall  between  these  two 
tombs  are  arranged  23  small  bronze 
statues  of  saints^  all  of  royal  or  noble 
lineage,  chiefiy  allied  to  the  Habs- 
burg  family.  These  statues  properly 
belong  to  the  tomb  of  Maximilian ; 
they  were  executed  by  Elias  and  Hans 
Loffler,  and  are  fine  works  of  art. 
Under  the  steps  leading  to  the  chapel 
is  the  tomb  of  Philippina's  aunt  Kath- 
arina  von  Loxan,  who  is  said  to  have 
been  almost  as  beautiful  as  Philippina 
herself.  It  is  an  altar-tomb  with  a  re- 
cumbent figure,  much  the  same  as  that 
of  Philippina,  and  by  the  same  artist, 
Alexander  Colin,  of  Mechlin.  The 
tombstone  of  Ferdinand's  chaplain, 
Johannes  Nasius,  which  was  brought 
from  the  Jesuits'  Church  and  placed 
here  in  1842,  near  the  pulpit,  is  also 
the  work  of  Colin.  The  scissors 
carved  on  the  tomb  are  said  to  repre- 
sent the  bishop's  occupation  of  a 
tailor  when  he  was  a  lay-brother. 
His  humility  and  eloquence  are  highly 
commended. 

On  the  L  hand  on  entering  the 
ch.,  between  the  monuments  of  Spech- 
bacher  and  Haspinger,  is  the  grave 
of  Hofer!  whose  body  was  brought 
hither  in  1823  from  Mantua,  where 
he  was  shot  in  1810.  A  statue  of 
him  by  Professor  Schaller,  a  Tyrol- 
ese  artist,  and  formed  of  Tyrolese 
white  marble  from  Schlanders  near 
Meran,  was  erected  to  his  memory  in 
1834  by  the  Emp.  Francis.  He  is  pro- 
perly represented  in  his  native  costume, 
with  his  rifie  slung  over  his  shoulder, 
and  an  unfurled  banner  in  one  hand. 
Opposite  the  tomb  of  Hofer  is  a  monu- 
ment to  the  Tyrolese  who  fell  in  de- 
fence of  their  mtherland. 

In  this  ch.  Christina  Qu.  of  Sweden 
went  through  the  ceremonial  of  admis- 
sion into  the  Roman  Catholic  faith  in 
1655. 

Close  to  the  ch.  is  the  Palace  (Burg 
or  Neuer  Hof ),  a  very  extensive -edifice 
erected  by  Maria  Theresa,  qyl  ^^^ft.  ^\\si 
of  thjj  o\dcr  Tes\^ftXi<i^  c>t  >>jv^  ^q.vcsxVIi 
of  Tyrol,  aivA  ot  sev^viN.  ^wKvax^^^AO 
perors.

On  the  BempUrte  (Tilt- 
yard)  in  front  is  a  small  eqaeatrian 
bronT^e  sUlue  of  the  Archduke  Leo- 
pold V. 

The  G'lnlfti  attached  to  the  Palace

53  m.  Landeck  (Rte.  212)  the 
upper  valley  of  the  Inn  is  contracted  to 
a  space  little  more  than  merely  suffi- 
cient for  the  bed  of  the  river ;  the  rocks 
rise  steeply  on  both  sides,  and  were  ex- 
cavated to  give  passage  to  the  road  as 
long  ago  as  the  reign  of  Maria  Theresa. 
The  Inn  is  first  crossed  to  its  1.  bank, 
al>out  4^  miles  above  Landeck,  by  the 
PontkUzer  Brikke,  a  wooden  bridge  of  3 
arches,  at  a  gorge  of  the  valley,  which 
above  this  swells  to  a  considerable 
breadth.  One  of  the  most  memorable 
exploits  of  the  Tyrolese  during '  the 
campaign  of  1809  took*  place  near  the 
second  bridge;  on  the  height,  above 
which  the  government  have  recently 
erected  a  fortification  to  command  the 
road. 

"The  fiite  of  a  division  of  1500  men 
belonging  to  the  French  and  Bavarian 
army,  which  entered  the  Upper  Innthal, 
will  explain  in  part  the  means  by  which 
the  victories  of  the  Tyrolese  were  ob- 
titined.  The  invading  troops  advanced  in 
a  lon^  column  up  a  road  bordered  on  the 
one  side  by  the  nver  Inn,  then  a  deep  and 
rapid  torrent,  where  cli£fs  of  immense 
height  overhang  both  road  and  river. 
The  vanguard  was  permitted  to  advance 
unopposed  as  &r  as  Prutz,  the  object  of 
their  expedition.  The  rest  of  the  army 
were  therefore  induced  to  trust  them- 
selves still  deeper  in  this  tremendous 
pass,  where  the  precipices,  becoming 
more  and  more  narrow  as  they  advanced, 
seemed  about  to  dose  above  their  heads. 
No  sound  but  of  the  screaming  of  the 
eagles  disturbed  from  their  eyries,  and 
the  roar  of  the  river,  reached  the  ears 
of  the  soldier,  and  on  the  precipices, 
partly  enveloped  in  a  hazy  mist,  no 
human  forms  showed  themselves.  At 
length  the  voice  of  a  man  was  heard 
calling  across  the  ravine,  'Shall  we 
begin  ?'  '  No  1*  was  returned  in  an 
authoritative  tone  of  voice,  by  one 
who,  like  the  first  speaker,  seemed  the 
inhabitant  of  some  upper  region.  The 
Bavarian  detachment  halted,  and  sent 
"  to  the  general  for  orders,  when  pre- 
sently was  heard  the  terrible  signal,  *  In 
the  name  of  the  Holy  Trinity  cut  all 
Jaosef  Huge  rocks  and  trunks  of 
pfes,  long  prepared  and  laid  in  Ijeaps 


for  the  purpose,  beg^in  now  to  descend 
rapidly  in  every  direction,  while  the 
deadly  fire  of  the  Tyrolese,  who  never 
throw  away  a  shot,  opened  from  every 
bush,  crag,  or  comer  of  rock,  which 
could  afford  the  shooter  cover.  As  this 
dreadful  attack  was  made  on  the  whole 
line  at  once,  two-thirds  of  the  enemy 
were  instantly  destroyed;  while  the 
Tyrolese,  rushing  from  their  shelter, 
with  swords,  spears,  axes,  scythes,  clubs, 
and  all  other  rustic  instruments  which 
could  be  converted  into  weapons,  beat 
down  and  routed  the  shattered  re- 
mainder. As  the  vanguard,  which  had 
reached  Prutz,  was  obliged  to  surrender, 
very  few  of  tiie  10,000  invaders  extri- 
cated themselves  from  the  fatal  pass." — 
W.  Scott, 

We  recross  to  the  rt  bank  of  the 
Inn  at  the  villa^  of  Prutz,  situated  on  a 
low  marshy  plain,  at  the  entrance  of  the 
Kaanserthal,  which  terminates  at  a  dis- 
tance of  20  or  30  m.  from  its  mouth  in 
the  vast  glacier  of  Gebatsch,  whose  ex- 
tent has  been  estimated  at  60  m.  long 
and  30  broad.  A  good  view  of  the 
valley  of  the  Inn  is  presented  at  the 
spot  where  the  river  makes  a  sharp 
bend,  and  the  road  approaching  close 
to  it  is  protected  by  a  statue  of  St  John 
Nepomuk. 

Near  Prutz  are  the  ruined  Castle  of 
Laudegg,  and  the  medicinal  baths  of 
Ladis,  1  hr.  from  Prutz;  and  J  hr.

JOCH),   FR03I   MILAN   TO  INNSBRUCK.

liailway  serves  as  far  as  Monza, 
and  thence  the  post-road  goes  by 
Lecco  and  along  the  E.  shore  of  Lake 
of  Como.  Most  people,  however,  will 
prefer  to  avail  themselves  of  the  trains 
(^3  daily  in  1  hr.  20  min.)  to  Como, 
and  the  steamer  on  the  Lake  to  Colico 
(in  3i  hrs.).  With  3  horses  the  journey 
can  then  be  performed  in  48  hrs.,  ex» 
cliisice  of  stoppages:  to  Colico  by  rail 
and  steamer,  5  hrs ;  Borniio,  12  hrs, ; 
Mais,  10 hrs.;  Landcck,  10  hrs. ;  Inns- 
bruck, 10  hrs.  Vorspiinner  (leaders) 
from  Bormio  or  Mais  to  summit  on 
either  side.  Lights  should  be  provided 
in  case  of  passing  through  the  galleries 
after  dark, — it  is  better  not  to  do  so. 
Best  sleepinrj'places  are  Varenna,  Son- 
drio,  Bormio,  Trafoi  or  Mais,  Nauders 
or  Pinstermiinz,  Imst.  A  voiturier 
will  usually  make  it  C  days  from  Co- 
lico, sleeping  at  Soudrio  the  first  night. 

Diligence  from  Lecco  to  Colico  2 
or  3  times  a-week,  and  from  Colico  to 
Sondrio  and  Bormio  daily.  Postwagen 
from  Bormio  to  Eyers  over  the  sum- 

mit,  in  12  boars  from  Jane  to  Sept. 

Post-houseg  on  tbe  pass  not  well  sup- 


plied with  horses.  Inquire  condition 
of  the  road,  which  is  falling  into  ruin. 
The  great  feature  of  this  route  is  the 
wonderful  pass  of  the  Stelvio. 

This  very  remarkable  road,  the  high- 
est in  Europe  practicable  for  carriages, 
being  9177  Eng.  ft.  above  the  sea-level, 
2300  ft,  or  nearly  half  a  mile,  perpen- 
dicular, above  the  Simplon,  and  1000  ft. 
above  the  Great  St  Bernard,  was  con- 
structed by  the  Austrian  government, 
in  order  to  open  an  additional  line  of 
communication  between  Vienna  and 
the  centre  of  Lom  hardy,  and  was  com- 
pleted in  1828.  It  was  planned  by  the 
chief  engineer,  Donegani,  and  executed 
under  the  inspection  of  the  engineer 
Domenici,  by  the  contractor  Talachini, 
at  an  expense  of  nearly  3  millions  of 
florins,  or  about  290,100/.  Whether 
we  consider  the  boldness  of  the  design, 
the  difficulties  of  its  execution  from  the 
great  height  and  exposure  to  storms 
and  avalanches,  or  the  grandeur  of  the 
scenery  through  which  it  passes,  the 
route  of  the  Stelvio  is  the  most  remark- 
able in  Europe.  The  galleries  cut  for 
miles  through  the  solid  rock,  along  the 
margin  of  the  Lake  of  Como — those 
higher  up  built  of  massive  masonry, 
strong  enough  to  resist  the  fall  of  ava- 
lanches—  the  long  causeways  carried 
over  the  morasses  of  the  Valteline  — 
the  bridges  thrown  across  torrents  — 
the  long  succession  of  zigzag  terraces, 
winding  with  so  gradual  a  slope  that 
an  English  mail-coach  might  trot  up 
on  one  side,  and  scarce  require  to 
lock  a  wheel  on  the  other;  which, 
nevertheless,  scale  and  surmount  one 
of  the  highest  ridges  in  the  Alps  — 
these  are  works  which,  without  exag- 
geration, deserve  to  be  called  stupen- 
aous.  But  the  works  and  agencies  of 
nature,  with  which  they  come  in  con- 
tact, reduce  them  to  comparative  in- 
significance. This  road,  upon  which 
so  much  labour  and  tR*nsure  has  been 
expended,  is  liable  to  be  blocked  up, 
and  rendered  impassable  for  mheel  car- 
ridfjes  for  weeks  together  during  the 
winter  months,  by  snow.  Every  spring,

The  Palace  of  the  Vicci^yy  aboat  \ 
m.  on  the  W.  of  the  town,  is  a  large 
and  not  very  imposing  whitewashed 
edifice,  chiefly  remarkable  on  account 
of  the  beautiful  Plefwwc  Groumh  and 
Park,  and  the  well-stocked  Gardens 
attached  to  it.  The  consenratories  are 
large  and  well  filled  with  rare  exotics. 

The  road  to  Lecco  runs  outside  the 
park  wall,  which  is  10  m.  in  circum- 
ference. The  country  is  like  a  vast 
orchard,  the  fruit-trees  interspersed,  and 
interlaced  with  vines,  beneath  which 
grow  com  and  maize.  Villas  are  nu- 
merous on  all  sides. 

9  Carsaniga.  Beyond  this  the  road 
desoends  into  the  valley  of  the  Adda, 
which  it  reaches  at  Olginate.  An  im- 
proved line,  shorter  than  the  old,  skirt- 
ing the  base  of  the  hill  of  Brianza,  has 
been  constructed.  The  Adda  expands 
from  time  to  time,  so  as  to  bear  the 
appearance  of  a  string  of  lakes.  It  is 
crossed  by  a  bridge  erected  in  the  14th

1 1  Leceo  (Inns :  Croce  di  Malta ; 
Leone  d'Oro),  a  town  of  8000  Inhab., 
and  rapidly  increasing.  There  are 
manufactures  of  iron  and  cotton-twist. 
Lecco  seems  only  remarkable  for  its 
beantifhl  situation  (well  described  at 
the  outset  of  the  '  Promessi  Sposi'), 
near  the  outlet  of  the  Adda  from  the 
branch  of  the  Lake  of  Como  called 
Lago  di  Lecco^  surmounted  by  moun- 
tains of  a  very  bold  and  striking  out- 
line. The  serrated  ridge  on  the  £.  is 
well-named  H  Besetjone  (great  saw), 
and  is  worth  a  visit  from  Lecco.  But 
the  more  lofty  are  Mte,  Campione 
(7158  ft)  and  Mte.  Grigna  (7908  ft.), 
both  to  the  N.,  and  best  reached  on 
the  N.  side.  [A  road  leads  up  between 
Kesegone  and  Campione  to  vill.  of 
Jiallabio,  and  thence  descends  to  Introb- 
Ino  (Inn,  deJle  Miniere,  good  and 
moderate);  cbanning  centre  for  ex- 
carsions  at  bead  of  Val  Sassma'l 


I  A  levi'l  and  well-kept  ni  leadanii'^ed 
post-road  :  conipK'tcd  IS.;2  runs  by  the 
uater-side.  ;jiid  Avas  fornu'd  i)artlv  bv 
cutting  a  shelf  out  of  the  rock,  partly 
by  building  up  a  terrace  of  masonry, 
and,  in  places  where  the  rocks  project 
very  far  into  the  lake,  by  boring  gal- 
leries or  tunnels  through  them.  Three 
galleries,  through  which  the  road  passes 
beyond  the  little  village  of  Oleic,  mea- 
sure upwards  of  3000  ft.  The  views 
over  the  lake  are  of  enchanting  beauty, 
increasing  towards  the  upper  end.  The 
clear  sunny  sky  of  Italy,  the  placid  lake, 
the  olive  and  odorous  citron-groves,  and 
the  trellised  vine-bowers  along  its  shore, 
contrast  strikingly  with  the  bleak 
region  of  bare  rock  and  everlasting 
snow  which  the  traveller  is  about  to 
traverse.  Bellaggio,  at  the  N.  extre- 
mity of  the  promontory  which  divides 
the  Lake  of  Lecco  m)m  the  Como 
branch,  is  universally  allowed  to  be  the 
finest  point  of  view ;  close  to  it  stand 
the  beautiful  villas  Serbelloni  and 
Melzi.  Nearly  abreast  of  it  a  cascade, 
called  Fiume  Latte,  descends  from  the 
summit  of  the  rocks  above  our  road. 
It  issues  out  of  a  cavern  in  the  face  of 
the  precipice ;  and,  seen  from  Bellaggio, 
it  is  a  beautiful  object,  but  is  dry  ge- 
nerally in  autumn. 

14  (1  hr.  43  min.)  Varenna, — Inn: 
Alb.  Marcionne,  good,  but  dear ;  beau- 
tifully situated,  a  delightful  resting- 
place  for  a  few  days. 

[It  is  i  an  hour's  row  across  the

The  ascent  of  the  pass  begins 
almost  immediately  behind  Bormio. 
Tbe  road  is  ejicellent  and  well  con- 
trived 10  overcome  tbe  tleepness  of 
tbe  mountain ;  every  advantage  is  taken 
of  the  eround,  aud  the  aweot  is  sar- 
inounlcJ  by  namcrotts  zigxagi,  to  the 
sharp  tnmiugi  of  which  both  the  posti- 
lions and  bones  seem  well  accustomed. 
There  are  many  galleries,  partly  cut  in 
the  rock,  but  mostly  arched  with  very 
strong  masoDry  lo  resist  avalanches  and 
great  slipa  of  earth,  and  still  more  na- 
me rous  wooden  galleries.

The  portion  of  the  road  from  Bormio 
10  the  summit  was  completed  within  4 
years ;  but  the  works  could  only  lie 
carried  ou  for  about  4  months  each 
year.  The  wooden  galleries  by  which 
the  road  was  here  roofed  over  for  pro- 
tection in  winter  have  been  ileslroyed 
by  the  »now.  anil  not  renewed.  The 
1  yrolesc  side  of  the  pasg  is  fiir  steeper 
than  the  Italian,  aud  nearly  SO  ligzags 
or  lourniquclE  (giravolte)  are  con- 
structed between  the  summit  and  Trafoi, 
in  order  to  preserve  a  gradual  descent. 
By  this  means  tlie  slope  never  exceeds 
iO  metres  in  loit,  and  the  post-horses  can 
trot  down  with  only  one  wheel  locked. 
A  pftit-hnnse  nrigmally  built  among 
these  turning*  was  destroyed  in  IBae 
by  an  avalanche,  and  has  not  since 
been  rebuilt;  constructed  with  the  ut- 
most solidil]'  in  onlcr  to  resist  the  weight 
of  any  snow  which  might  fall  upon  it. 
The  event  proved  the  impossibility  of 
any  human  struetnre  withslonditig  so 
fearftil  an  engine  of  nature,  as  the  house

The  village  of  Stilfs  or  Stelcio  is  seen 
upon  a  height  on  the  1.,  whence  this 
pass  takes  its  name.  Its  houses  look 
like  swallows'  nests  attached  to  the  face 
of  the  rock :  it  numbers  850  Inhab.  A 
fort  has  been  built  below  Stilfs,  to 
command  the  pass,  since  the  revolt  of 
liOmbardy,  I860. 

4  Prod  (Inn:  Ross;  intolerable),  a 
small  village  at  the  foot  of  the  pass,  with 
a  very  ancient  Church  on  a  hillock,  3080 
ft,  above  the  sea-level.

Keeping  on  rt.  bank  to  Habichen, 
the  road  crosses  to

bell-foundry.  Scenery  very  grand,  and 
enlivened  by  numerous  cascades  on  all 
sides.  Boaa  crosses  stream,  and  passes 
under  the  EngeUwand  £.,  so  named 
from  a  tradition  that  the  only  child  of 
the  Lord  of  Scfaio^  Hirschberg,  carried 
off  by  a  LSmmergeier,  was  rescued  on 
the  precipice  by  an  angel. 

3  m.  Umhaueen  (^Ituif  Marberger's. 
good,  pleasant  people,  and  landlord 
well  acquainted  with  the  country ;  imk 
for  tro^U),  vill.  of  1000  Inhab.,  in  the 
widest  part  of  the  valley. 

[2  m.  up  a  lateral  Valley  S.E.,  the 
JIairlachthai,  is  the  Stmbenfall,  more 
than  500  ft. ;  well  worth  seeing;  2  hrs. 
to  go  and  return.  A  rainbow  in  the 
spray  is  visible  in  the  morning.  A 
path  continues  up  the  valley  (which 
turns  northward)  and  crosses  a  col  on 
the  rt.  (the  Gleincher  Joch)  into  the 
Griesthai,  descending  into  the  Selrain- 
Ual,  Rte.  215  ▲.  By  this  a  pedestrain 
from  Innsbruck  might  vai^  route  into

[Fnaa  UmJumgea  on  the  W.  opens 


the  "wild  vallev  of  the  L'tirs'^h,  Avith  a 
path  over  into  the  I'lt-Uiiul."^ 

The  valley  now  narrows  into  a  savag6 
gorge,  where  the  road  keeps  close  to 
the  river,  crossing  it  4  times  by 
bridges,  liable  to  be  washed  away  aftei* 
heavy  rains.  It  opens  at  last  upon 
fine  meadow-land,  and  displays  a  pic-* 
turesque  view  of 

7  m.  Lengcnfcld  {fnn,  fair ;  a  good 
qitide  may  be  engaged  here).  This  is  a 
pretty  vill.,  showing  the  green-painted 
spire  of  its  ch.  from  a  distance.  The 
Fischbach  from  the  £.  divides  the 
Unter-  from  the  Ober-Lengenfeld.

3  m.  Huben  is  at  the  extremity  of 
the  open  valley  of  I^ngenfeld,  and 
here  the  road  becomes  very  bad,  en- 
tering a  magnificent  ravine,  with 
merely  room  lor  stream  and  road,  the 
latter  often  in  the  bed  of  the  former. 
In  a  roadside  chapel^  a  little  beyond 
Huben,  is  a  remarkable  carving  of 
Christ  on  the  cross,  dating  from  i5th 
centy.

B.  I7te  Fenderthdl^  and  by  the  Hochjoch

The  Fenderikal,  about  16  m.  Ions, 
is  the  western  brmnch  of  the  Oetzthtu. 
Enclosing  the  most  sublime  scenery,  it 
will  amply  reward  the  alpine  explorer. 
The  grand  glader  route  by  which  it 
can  1^  reached  from  Ob.  Gurgl  over 
the  Kamoljoch  has  been  described 
above. 

Starting  from  ZwieseUtern,  a  tolerable 
footpath  goes  by  Guslach,  Freustabl, 
Heiligcnkreutz  2  hrs.,  and  Winterstall 
i  hr.,  where  the  background  of  snowy 
mountains  becomes  v,ery  fine.  Hence 
2  hrs.  more  bring  the  traveller  to 

J I  m.  Fend  (fnn,  the  Cwr^s  house, 
Dowfamhbing  18  beds,  and  good  pro- 
rlBJODB),    This  riU.  (6272  ft)  is  the 


oldest  place  in  the  valley.  In  front  is 
the  ThalleiUpitze{\\,\l^  ft,)f  and  the 
valley  again  divides,  branching  up  on 
either  side  of  it.  Rt  is  the  Rofenthal, 
leading  to  the  Hochjoch ;  1.  is  the 
Niederthal,  leading  to  the  Niederjoch ; 
both  are  passes  over  the  main  chain 
by  which  Meran  can  be  reached. 

Arrived  now  at  the  head  of  the 
Oetzthal,  it  may  be  convenient  briefly 
to  describe  the  two  other  valleys  pene- 
trating from  the  N.  to  the  Oetzthal 
group  of  mountains.  These  are  the 
Pitzthal  and  the  Kawisthal, 

[The  Pitzthal  can  be  reached  from 
Fend  by  a  very  fine  pass  over  the  Setter 
Jochl,  9850  fL 

A  little  belo#  Fend  strike  up  the 
mountain  to  the  N.  by  a  sloping  path. 
It  leads  in  2  hrs.  to  the  MtUboaen,  where 
is  a  nobie  view,  including  the  entire 
Stubay  group  K,  as  well  as  the  snowy 
masses  at  head  of  the  Fender  Thai, 
where  the  2  passes,  Niederjoch  and 
Hocl^och,  are  finely  displayed.  Be- 
yond this  the  path  is  over  stony  de- 
bris to  the  Tiefenihal'Femer,  which  is 
ascended  to  the  Coi,  N.  of  the  Schwarze 
Schneide,  between  the  Fenderthal  and 
the  Pitzthal.  Here  is  a  wonderful 
view  of  glaciers  descending  towards 
N.E.  and  N.W. ;  also  the  Weisskogel 
and  Wildspitze,  finely  seen  on  the  I. 
Descent  is  by  slopes  of  d^ris  to  the 
ice-fall  of  the  Mittelherg  glacier,  by  side 
of  which  is  a  steep  track,  difficult  to 
find,  leading  to  the  lower  glacier, 
which  is  then  easy  walking  to  Mittel- 
benj  at  its  foot,  9  hrs.  from  Fend 
(Plangeros  is  1  hr.  further).  Hope 
necessary,  but  no  special  danger ;  first 
crossed  in  1863.  Guides,  Benedikt 
Klotz  of  Fend,  and  in  the  Pitzthal  a 
hunter  known  to  the  Curd  of  Plangeros. 
A  return  route  may  be  made  into  the 
Oetzthal  from  Plangeros  to  Sulden  by 
the  Pitxthaljoch,  8  hrs.,  but  it  is  in- 
ferior in  scenery.  Height  and  diffi- 
culty about  the  same.

This 
consists  of  two  buildings  of  consider- 
able solidity,  occupying  the  highest 
meadow-land  on  the  verge  of  the  snow- 
line; above  it  is  an  utter  wilderness. 
Here  Frederick  of  the  Empty  Pocket 
found  an  asylum  when  under  ban  of 
the  Empire,  after  he  had  escaped  from 
Constance;  for  which  reason  the  houses 
possessed  for  long  after  the  privilege 
of  sanctuary  for  criminals,  and  even 
now  are  tax-free. 

[From  Rofen  a  path  leads  in  W. 
about  20  min.  to  two  hay  chalets,  and 
beyond  them  tarns  abruptly  rt.,  crosses 
a  ravine  with  a  small  stream,  and 
steeply  winding  ascends  the  mountain 
(take  care  to  avoid  a  path  from  the  2 
chalets  along  the  side  of  the  Oetzbach). 
In  i^  hr.  from  chalets  a  point  is 
reached  on  a  shoulder  of  the  Plattei- 
kogel,  from  which  there  is  an  extensive 
and  magnificent  view  of  glaciers  and 
snowy penka.  From,  the  summit  itself 
(probably  a,  difficult  climb)  the  view 
wasf  be  most  striking,  since  the  highest 


mountains  of  the  Oetzthal  group  are 
ranged  round  this  portion  of  the  Fender 
Thai.  The  Wildspitze,  1*2,389  ft.,  the 
loftiest  of  them  all,  stands  to  the  N.W., 
and  impends  over  the  village  of  Fend. 
The  Prochkogel  and  Plattei-K.  come 
next,  and  the  Weisskugcl  and  Weissee- 
spitze  still  further  to  the  S.W.  Others 
too  numerous  to  name  circle  round  the 
head  of  the  Rofenthal,  ending  in  the 
noble  Thalleitspitze.] 

^Ascent  of  the  Wildspitze,  first  made 
by  Herr  Specht,  was  accomplished  in 
18G5  from  Rofen  by  Mr.  Tuckett 
and  party,  who  recommend  future 
comers  to  go  right  up  the  Rofenkar' 
kees  and  strike  the  hattel  (between 
the  Wildspitze  N.  and  Urkund  S.)  at 
its  head,  ivhence  it  is  1  hr.  to  the  sum- 
mit, and  the  whole  need  not  take  more 
than  .5  or  6  hrs.  From  the  Sattel, 
between  the  Wildsp.  W.  and  Weiss- 
or  Fender  Kugel  E.,  they  afterwards 
descended  by  me  E.  arm  of  the  great 
Mitielbcrger  glacier  (somewhat  diffi- 
cult) to  Mittelberg  in  the  Pitzthal.] 

{Ascent  of  the  Wei^kugel,  12,280  ft 
(a  mountain  not  to  be  confounded  with 
that  just  mentioned),  the  second  in 
height  of  the  Oetzthal  mountains,  and 
"commanding  the  finest  and  most 
beautiful  view  in  Tyrol,*'  was  effected 
by  the  same  party,  who  took  the  S.  arm 
of  the  Hintercis  glacier;  ascended  W, 
to  the  Langtauferer  Joch,  10,335  ft.; 
climbed  thence  the  lAtngtaufercr  Spitz, 
11, GOO  ft. ;  descended  S.  to  the  head  of 
the  Hintereis  glacier;  reached  thence 
the  "  Sattel "  between  the  Quellspitze 
and  the  Weisskugel  at  S.E.  foot  of 
the  latter ;  and  gained  its  summit  in 
1  hr.  more  (a  few  steps  to  be  cut  near 
final  ridge,  otherwise  no  difficulty).

This  district  is  within  easy  distance 
of  Innsbruck,  and  has  good  roads  up 
to  the  heads  of  its  vallejrs.  The  moun- 
tain-paths are  also  generally  good.

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Schraiikogel  is  the  hi«j;hest  peak,  and 
the  Alpeiner  Fenier  the  hirgest  ghi- 
cier,  becomes  visibk*.  The  small  liam- 
lets  of  Wohlauf,  Jiiger,  and  Haasen, 
and  the  ch&lets  of  Seduk,  are  now 
passed;  and  some  way  further  the 
Alpine  basin  of  Oberiss,  3  hrs.  from 
Neostift,  is  reached.  To  the  N.  of 
this  amphitheatre  is  the  Villerspitze ; 
further  W.  is  the  Kaiserkopfl ;  and 
the  Alpeiner  Ferner  fills  the  end  of 
the  valley,  on  the  S.  of  which  are  the 
heavy  masses  of  snow  and  glacier  de- 
scending from  the  line  of  summits, 
behind  which  is  the  Schrankogel. 

The  ch&lets  of  the  Oberiss-Alp 
afford  good  accommodation  and  decent 
fare.  ^  br.  beyond  the  Oberiss-Alp  is 
the  Alpeiner  Alp,  where  3  persons  at 
least  may  find  hay  sufficient  for  night 
quarters. 

In  another  }  hr.  the  highest  basin  of 
the  valley,  the  Alpemerthal,  is  reached, 
across  which  a  third  ^  hr.  brings  the 
traveller  to  the  foot  of  the  Atjyciiver 
glacier^  7307  ft.  Near  this  is  a  fine 
waterfall.  A  track  ascends  the  glacier 
to  the  Schwcwzenbergjoch,  10,095  ft., 
at  its  S.  W.  comer ;  crosses  the  ridge  N. 
of  the  Schwarzenberg ;  and  descends 
the  glacier  of  that  name  on  the  other 
side  into  the  Suizthalf  which  issues 
at  Lengetrfeld,  into  the  Oetzthal  (Rte. 
215)  ;  both  g^iers,  however,  are  said 
to  be  very  difficult,  and  the  pass  is 
rarely  used.  The  Schrankogel,  11,475 
ft.,  is  a  grand  object  as  seen  from  the 
summit  of  the  pass,  and  by  no  means 
difficult  of  access. 

From  Oberiss  there  is  a  winding 
path  over  the  Lisenzer  Joch,  N.,  by 
which  the  traveller  can  return  to  Inns-

The  scenery  of  this  route  is  not  very 
striking,  but  it  derives  interest  from  its 
leading  past  the  house  of  Hofer,  and 
near  the  place  of  his  betrayal.  It 
offers  also  the  directest  means  of  reach- 
ing Innsbruck  from  Meran. 

The  road  quitting  Meran  by  the 
Passeyrthor  skirts  along  the  hill-slope 
on  the  W.  bank  of  the  Passer,  below 
the  Castle  of  Schdnna,  by  the  side  of 
the  aqueduct  supplied  fh)m  the  Passer, 
or  Passeyr,  by  means  of  which  the 
fields  and  vineyards  hereabouts  are 
irrigated.  The  round  church  of  St. 
Georg,  above  the  village  of  Schonna, 
is  a  building  of  great  anti<||iiity.  The 
Spranserthal,  on  the  opposite  bank  of 
the  Passer,  was  the  place  of  refuge  for 
the  inhabitants  of  the  plun  from  their 
French  invaders. 

At  the  first  considerable  village, 
10  m.,  St.  Martin's,  the  road  crosses 
the  stream;  and  2  m.  farther  (3^  hrs.' 
walk  from  Meran),  at  a  spot  by  the 
side  of  the  river,  called  Am  Sand  (on 
the  gravel  bank  or  beach),  is  the  house 
of  Hofer,  from  which  he  got  the  name 
of  Sandwirth,  or  Innkeeper  on  the 
Sand.  The  Hofers  had  dwelt  here 
since  1664,  in  which  year  they  came 
from  Piatt,  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
same  valley,  where  they  seem  to  have 
been  settled  immemorially.  The 
house  stands  so  near  the  unruly 
Passer,  which  occasionally  rises  12  ft. 
in  a  couple  of  hrs.,  that  it  has  been 
preserved  from  the  destruction  with 
which  this  violent  torrent  threatens  it, 
by  works  executed  at  the  expense  of 
the  Austrian  government.  It  nas  been 
little  altered  since  Hofer  kept  it,  and 
is  still  the  village  inn,  as  it  was  in  his 
lifetime,  with  the  sign  of  the  Crown ; 
and  after  his  death  was  kept  by  his 
widow.  It  contains  a  few  relics  of^him, 
such  as  his  targets,  the  chain  of  honour 
which  the  emperor  sent  him  after  his 
triumphant  entrance  into  Innsbruck, 
the  coat-of-arms  granted  to  the  fiaimily 
when  it  was  ennobled  for  Hofer's  sake, 
&c.  He  dealt  in  fiax  and  in  cattle,  and

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The  valley  to  the  W.  is  tlje  jynlitvui- 
thil,  penetrating  to  the  S.  side  of  the 
Stubav  snow  masses.  At  Ai'sser-Ji't'l- 
ndun^  2^  hrs.,  the  eh.  occnpies  a  hill 
with  a  /i/w  view  of  the  valley  and  of  the 
great  glaciers  at  its  head.  Inner-Rid- 
wtitn  is  I  hr.  further,  also  finely 
situated.  Beyond  this  the  valley  forks : 
/.  branch,  the  Lozzacher  Thai  leads  to 
the  mines  of  the  Schneebcnj,  and  by 
path  under  the  Schwarzen.^pitz  N., 
Schonau,  on  the  Timbler  Joch  route, 
can  be  reached  (Rte.  215).  The  rt, 
branch  N.  is  enclosed  among  the  glaciers 
of  the  Stubay  Mountains,  the  Thai- 
femer  and  Hangendenferner,  at  the 
foot  of  which  are  2  small  lakes.] 

Soon  after  leaving  Sterzing  the 
Castle  of  Sprechenstein  is  seen  1.,  and 
that  of  Reifenstein  on  the  rt.,  and  the 
rly.  passes  over  the 

Stertinrjer  Moos;  a  marshy  flat, 
where  in  1797  Joubert  was  repulsed 
by  the  peasantry,  as  a  rude  verse  on  a 
roadside  chapel  commemorates.  The 
castle  of  Weifenstein,  with  Roman 
remains,  crowns  a  rock,  and  formerly 
commanded  the  pass.  The  flat  (once 
a  lake)  terminates  near  Mmils  (a  good, 
cheap  little  Inn,  Zum  Nagerl ).  Here 
a  deep  gorge  begins,  extending  for 
several  miles;  it  was  the  scene  of 
many  ambuscades  and  fierce  conflicts 
both  in  1797  and  1809.  Further  up 
this  gorffe  is  Jfittewald  {Inn:  Post, 
large  ana  good,  but  dear),  which  was 
the  centre  of  a  great  fight,  of  which 
the  entire  defile  was  the  scene,  in  1809. 
Leftbvre,  Duke  of  Dantzic,  had  crossed 
the  Brenner,  but  was  confronted  by 
Ilaspinger  the  Capuchin  at  Oberau, 
below  Mittewald,  while  Hofer  descend- 
ed from  the  Jaufen,  and  Spechbacher 
from  the  Ponleitersteg,  on  his  rear. 
The  result  was  a  complete  rout.  Can- 
non, arms,  and  ammunition  were  aban- 
doned, and  the  Marshal,  in  flight,  car- 
ried the  first  news  of  his  defeat  to  Inns- 
bruck. Near  Oberau  the  advanced 
guard  of  Lef^bvre  was  compelled  to 
surrender,^  after  a  desperate  resistance. 

The  rly.  now  crosses  by  Unteran,  rt. 
bank  (a  good  Inn)  to  Franzensveste 
8tBt  (Inn:  Sonne,  good  and  mode- 
t»iej,  passing  the  ej^tensive  tortvess  of  | 


Fr<rii:cii^rc.^/i',  huilt  of  granite,  case- 
mated  and  eovered  with  red  roof, 
mounting  1'37  cannon,  and  command- 
ing the  passage  K.  to  Carinthia,  S.  to 
Brixen  and  Verona,  N.  to  Innsbruck. 

[Below  the  fort  the  great  road  of 
the  Pusterthal,  strikes  off  E.  over  a 
bridge.  Rly.  in  progress.  By  this 
road  the  traveller  can  either  reach 
Carinthia  (Rte.  223),  or  pass  through 
the  magnificent  scenery  of  the  Am- 
pezzo  to  Venice  (Rte.  228).  A  pedes- 
trian will  get  a  fine  view  S.  by  ascend- 
ing to  vill.  of  Springes  to  the  1.  above 
the  fort ;  thence  is  a  pleasant  descent 
to  Mii/ilbach,  at  entrance  of  the  Puster- 
thai,  where  is  a  good  Inn,  and  the  road 
to  Brixen  can  easily  be  regained.

This  will 
show  him  very  remarkable  scenery, 
and  will  be  much  preferable  to  the 
high  road  (see  Rte.  227).] 

The  rly.,  after  passing  Franzeiw- 
veste,  continues  direct  B.  over  the 
plain  to  Brixen  and  on  rt  bank  of 
the  Eisack.  A  cluster  of  houses,  with 
a  ch.,  on  the  1.  bank,  is  Neustift  {Inn), 
the  richest  monastery  in  Tyrol,  and  the 
burial-place  of  the  Minnesinger  Oswald 
von  Wolkenstein,  the  ruins  of  whose 
castle  are  still  to  be  seen  near  Castel- 
ruth  (Rte.  227).

Above  the  town,  on  a  singular  pi»> 
jeoliug  precipice  of  rock  TOO  ti.  bigk, 
isolal^  on  the  3  udes,  stands  the  am- 
utrl  0/  «B5eB,  ou  the  site  I  " 
ofisis,  it  issiud.  At  the  I 
French  invaaion  one  of  the 
herself  from  the  top  of  the  rock  wUAi 
overhanp  the  itad,  as  the  only  nwMt 
of  preserving  her  vow  uabRikaa.  "Urn 
view  from  this  rock  is  very  (trildng. 

The  French  iiiv;idert'  tried  hard  to 
get  possession  uf  the  beighls  of  Vel- 
turns  and  I.iufons,  an  important  pOK- 
liou,  comnuinding  the  defile  atxnt 
Klausen;  but  the  inhabitants  of  thew 
two  valleys,  waoicn  as  well  ai  men, 
opposed  every  assault  with  such  vignnr, 
that  Che  place  was  aliandoned.  Tic 
women  and  girls  of  Vellums  and  la»- 
foils  preserve  a  cerliRcale  from  th* 
Emperor  expressing  his  salis&cUon  tf 
(heir  valanr  and  attachment  to  him, 
and  testifying  to  the  services  rendered 
by  lliem  on  ard  April,  1797,  in  meet- 
ing the  enemy  near  Lozfons  disguistd 
in  men's  cluuks.

The  Kisack  is  here  crossed  by  a 
bridge  leailiug  to  the  village  of  KoU- 
muD  I  fun .-  Kreiu;,  on  the  L  bank  i^ 
the  Eisack.

The  rly.  now  traverses  a  narrow 
defile  by  the  side  of  the  Eisack,  closed 
in  by  cliffs  of  porphyry  on  both  sides, 
and  near  the  old  post-road,  which  is 
here  called  the  Kuntersweg,  from  a 
citizen  of  Botzen,  who  constructed  it  in 
1314.  Previously  all  the  traffic  towards 
the  Brenner  had  been  carried  first  over 
Castelruth  and  Vols,  and  afterwards 
by  way  of  Mcran  and  the  mule-path 
over  the  Jaufcn.  At  times,  after  rain, 
large  masses  of  the  overhanging  rock 
detach  themselves  and  fall  upon  the 
post-road:  but  accidents  are  of  rare 
occurrence. 

7J  m.  Atzwcmg  Stat,  {Inn,  Post) 
is  passed.  [Here  a  path  crosses  the 
Eisack  to  the  attractive  small  water- 
ing-jplace  Castelruth,  Anton  Briicker 
of  Castelmth  is  a  good  guide,  and 
keeps  saddle-horses.

Over  the  mountains  by  Castelmth 
and  Vols  at  the  foot  of  the  dolomite 
mountain  ;.Hohe  Schlern  (lite.  227), 
traversing  the  most  beautiful  scenery 
in  the  whole  valley  of  the  Eisack. 
Another  path  across  the  mountain,  on 
the  rt.  bank  of  the  Eisack,  leads  by 
St.  Yerena  in  4  hrs.  to  the  singular 
earth  pyramids  of  Lcngraoos,  and  the 
bath-house  and  inns  of  Klobenstein^  and 
by  Ober-Botzen  and  the  valley  of  the 
Bitten  descends  to  Botzen  in  3  hrs.] 

Near  Deutschcn  there  is  a  monu- 
ment which  records  a  great  rock-fiiU 
in  1845. 

The  precipices  of  the  Schlern  are 
now  seen  to  die  E.  [A  path  branches 
off  at  a  bridge  near  the  vill.  of  Steg  to 
VoU  and  Cutelruth,  the  nearest  way 
for  a  pedestrian  bound  from  Botzen 
to  the  OrOdifithalf  or  the  striking 
scenery  of  the  Seisscr  Alp."} 

5m,Blumau,  Bridge  over  the  Eisack, 
and  a  view  opens  E.  towards  the  dolo- 
mite precipices  of  the  Rosengarten.  The 
mouBtalDs  now  begin  to  separate,  the 
rmUey  bends  westward,  and  the  verdure 
becomes  luxuriant      The   romantic 


Schloss  Kameid  to  1.  guards  the  en- 
trance to  the  Kamcidthal  and  the 
Porphyry  gorges:  see  below.  The 
river  is  a^in  crossed,  and  a  tunnel 
(1200  ft.)  m  porphyry  admits  the  rly. 
upon  the  rich  plain  of  Botzen.  The 
red  spire  of  its  ch.  is  seen  rising  in 
the  midst,  whilst  the  beautiful  valley 
of  the  Adige,  decked  with  castles, 
opens  beyond.  Fine  porphyry  cliffs 
bound  the  plain  on  the  S.  Vineyards 
and  gardens,  full  of  profuse  vegetation, 
surround  the  town,  and  villages  crown 
all  the  heights.

This  is  one  of  the  most  flourishing 
commercial  towns  in  the  Tyrol,  highly 
favoured  by  its  position  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  roads  from  Switzerland, 
Germany,  and  Italy,  which  renders  it 
a  staple  place  for  the  trade  of  the  3 
countries,  and  a  great  thoroughfaro 
for  the  transit  of  goods.  Its  Pop.  is 
1 1 , 1 00.  1 1  is  situated  at  the  junction  of 
the  Talfer  with  the  Eisack,  which  pour 
their  united  waters  into  the  Adige  2 
m.  below  the  town.  A  strong  dyke  of 
masonry,  nearly  2  m.  long,  and  in 
parts  24  ft.  thick,  is  raised  to  protect 
It  from  the  irruptions  of  the  Talfer- 
bach,  a  turbulent  mofmtain-torrent, 
which  commits  at  times  most  serious 
devastations,  and  would  carry  away 
half  the  town  if  not  kept  under  re- 
straint. Many  of  the  streets  are  bor- 
dered with  arcades,  running  under  the 
houses ;  and  streams  of  water  are  con- 
ducted through  the  principal  thorough- 
fares. The  Faris^i  Chwch,  a  Gothic 
building  of  the  14th  centy.,  with  an

The  nmrltet-day  nt  Botien  (Salilrdny) 
is  a  very  siDgnlar  sight,  from  thu  grcal 
variety  and  pJctareMiiicaetgDf  the  coB- 
tume*  in  this  part  of  Tyrol,  *  COn- 
Hderahle  Piirg  are  held  here  annually. 
Though  we  are  Etill  in  Germany,  the 
Dppropch  tu  Italy  here  becomes  pet^ 
ceptible;  in  the  falling  off  of  cleao- 
liiiess,  in  tlie  use  of  the  Italiau  lan- 
guage— which  now  begins  to  he  tpoken 
— in  the  Bouthem  vegeialiou,  and  in 
the  clianee  is  the  climate.  Most  of 
the  inhahitanta  retire  to  the  mounUuns 
in  sammer  to  avrnd  the  heat,  and  enjoy 
what  is  callod  the  "  Sonuaerfritchc."

Tlie  olive  is  everywhere 
extensively  cultivated,  but  to  greatest 
advantage  between  Garda,  Torri,  and 
MalscsiDB.  Lemons  aud  dlrons  are 
produeed  along  the  W,  shore  hetweea 
Solo  aud  Gargnano,  and  CKtensivety 
exported  to  Germany  —  being  more 
priied  ihau  the  fruit  of  S.  Italy  for 
their  greater  acidity.  To  protect  them 
from  the  cold  of  winter,  they  are  roofed 
over  with  planks  laid  alonp  the  tops 
of  tall  white  stone  piers,  which  stretch 
along  tbe  elopes  and  hillsides,  The 
oil  cxpresBed  from  laurel-berries  it 
used  iu  the  German  cloth- fkctoriea 
instead  of  thai  of  the  olive. 

The  lake  abounds  in  troot,  pike, 
leuch,  agoDC  (clupea),  and  carpionu  (b 
species  of  salmo) ;  perch  is  wanting. 

W.'  The  object  which  first  altracU 
attention  after  quitting  the  port  of 
Riva  ii  the  new  road  In  Brtscia,  a 
wonderful  work,  groove<l  out  of  the 
face  of  the  precipice,  where  Iwfore 
was  not  a  path  for  a  goal.

Logo  /)o6/tno,  in  midst  of  which 
rises  a  picturesque  Castle^  with  forked 
battlements,  which  stopped  the  ad- 
yance  of  Italian  reyolutionists  in  1849.

Post  omnibuses  meet  here  from  three 
points.

Thehut8ofthe2x>&ia-ilZ», 
3^  hrs.  from  Caprile,  and  on  the  E.  side 
of  the  Fedaia  Pi.si,  have  afforded  sleep- 
ing-quarters. ^  hr.  further  ascent  of  gla- 
cier begins,  much  crevassed ;  it  leads  to 
a  rock^  wall,  which  surmounted,  the 
final  ndge  is  attained;  but  all  expe- 
ditions failed  in  reaching  the  western 
end  (^the  true  smnmit  crowned  with 
snow)  till  that  of  Herr  Grohmann  in 
1864.  He  was  followed  by  Mr.  Tuckett 
in  1865.  The  latter  left  Caprile  at 
2'30  A.M.,  reached  Fedaia  Col  in  8  hrs.

The  scenery  on  this  route  is  far 

superior  to  any  on  that  by  Verona. 

The  VcU  Sugana  is  highly  picturesque, 

the  ffOTff^  <f  ^  Oumone  very  striking, 

tmd  tbe  span  of  the  biUa  beyond  Bas- 

BUio  offer  cbarmiDg  views   over  the 


great  Venetian  plain.  As  a  route  to 
Venice  it  is  30  m.  nearer  than  by 
Verona,  but  the  uninterrupted  rly. 
communication  gives  the  latter  the 
advantage  in  time. 

The  new  improved  road,  toon  after 
leaving  Trent,  enters  the  gorge  of  the 
Fersina,  and,  avoiding  the  steep  gra- 
dients of  the  old,  is  carried  by  an  easy 
gradual  ascent  to 

7  Pergine  (Germ.  Persen)— (Post, 
al  Cava!  Bianco^— a  pretty  town  of 
4470  Inhab.,  with  a  Castle  ot  the 
Bishops  of  Trent  on  a  rock  of  slate, 
on  the  1.  bank  of  the  Fersina.  It 
stands  in  the  midst  of  charming  scenery, 
near  the  water-shed  between  3ie  Adige 
and  tbe  Brenta,  at  an  elevation  of 
1550  ft.  above  the  sea.  Beyond  it 
tbe  river  Brenta  takes  its  rise  in  the 
two  small  picturesque  lakes  of  Oddo- 
nazzo  and  Levico,  on  the  rt.  of  the 
road.  The  upper  part  of  the  valley 
through  which  it  flows,  and  our  road 
descends,  is  called  Val  Sugana,  and  it 
presents  features  of  extreme  interest. 
The  post-road  between  Pergine  and 
Levico,  being  carried  through  a  defile 
fiauked  by  heights  which  conceal  all 
view,  will  convey  but  a  very  limited 
notion  of  the  beauties  which  surround 
the  cradle  of  the  Brenta.  [Those  who 
are  not  pressed  for  time  may  make  a 
circuit  by  a  road  which  runs  by  Sta. 
Caterina,  along  the  W.  margin  of  the 
Lake  of  Caldonazzo,  through  the  ex- 
tensive chesnut-woods  of  Castegne, 
which  overshadow  it,  and  through 
Calceranica,  to  the  village  of  Caldo- 
nazzo at  the  lower  end  of  the  lake. 
Hence  the  road  continues  across  the 
valley  into  the  post-road  at  Levico.] 

Lecico  ( fnn :  Corona),  a  village  of 
about  3670  Inhab.,  with  mineral 
springs,  whose  medical  properties  are 
recommended  for  rheumatism,  liver 
complaints,  and  consumptive  dis- 
orders. A  large  Bath^use  has  been 
built,  with  accommodation  for  300 
persons ;  however,  the  country  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  is  bleak  and  tree- 
less.

AnuiDg  the  castles  with  whicb  this  part 
of  the  valley  abounds,  that  of  Uoroo, 
which  belongifd  to  the  Counta  of  Tcl- 
vanu.  is  tlie  most  couspicuous. 

Grigno  is  on  tbe  boandarj'  of  Tyrol, 
and  in  the  proTiuce  of  Venice.  Near 
this  tbe  vale  of  Tesino  opens  out  frma 
the  N.  It  is  inbabit«d  by  a  race  who 
fallow  the  prufecnoo  of  pedleis  and 
priQtiellers,  and  wander  all  uver  tbe 
world  with  rude  pictures  of  saiuts,  &c., 
for  sale.  Tliis  trade  began  in  lb<?  midille 
of  the  17tli  cent]-. ;  aud  though  it  hoa 
uow  much  fallcu  off,  the  inhabitanls 
of  this  obscure  valley  Elitl  maiutsin 
sgenu  in  some  of  the  principal  cities 
of  EuropeaudAmerica.  Thefamiljof 
Arlaria  come  from  hence.  The  ctiil- 
dren  of  the  valley  never  fail  to  retarn 
with  the  earnings  of  years  of  toil,  to 
spend  them  and  eud  iheir  days  by  the 
bnnlts  of  (he  Teaiuo.  The  Brenia,

Inns 
small,  but  fairly  clean. 

The  Gader  and  Groden  valleys  are 
peculiarly  interesting.  1st,  in  their 
scenery :  for  they  lead  through,  or 
give  access  to,  some  of  the  pnncipal 
Dolomite  mount  duSj  the  strange  and 
majestic  character  of  which,  however, 
can  only  be  fully  appreciated  by  excur- 
sions rt.  and  1.  2ndly,  in  the  language 
of  their  inhabitants.  This  is  Romansch, 
but  differing  from  that  spoken  in  the 
Upper  Grisons  valleys,  as  it  approaches 
nearer  to  the  Italian,  resembling  in  this 
respect  the  dialect  of  the  Lower  Enga- 
dine.  It  is  termed  Ladinic,  and  is  traced 
to  the  presence  of  Roman  military  colo- 
nies, by  which  Rhoetia  was  protected 
and  held  in  subjection :  such  were  Sub- 
labio  at  the  mouth  of  the  Grodenthal ; 
Enna  (Neumarkt)  and  Tridentum,  near 
the  entrance  of  the  Fassarhal;  Au- 
sugum  in  Val  Sugana;  and  Litamum, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Gader  valley. 

From  Brunecken  keep  the  road  to 
Brixen  for  a  short  distance  to  village 
of 

2  m.  St.  Lorenzen,  Here  the  castle 
of  Michaelsburg  guards  the  entrance 
to  the  Gader  valley,  which  opens  out 
due  S.  opposite  the  convent  of  Sonnen- 
berg,  to  whose  abbess  much  of  it  be- 
longed. JAtamnm  was  near  the  modem 
village  of  Pflaurenz,  1.  bank. 

Scenery  of  the  Gader  is  tame  in  the 
lower  pait,  but  the  road  is  picturesque, 
winding  among  dark  pine-forests,  and 
sometimes  cut  out  of  the  precipitous 
mountain  sides. 

G  m.  VaUey  of  Enneberg,  or  RauMhal

The  chain  of  Ibe  Julian  Alps.  e\lei»linE  iu  a  direction  from  N'.W.  to  SJl, 
through  Carniola  aud  lstil;i.  is  reiuark»b1e  for  the  immense  nnniber  of  caTSia 
which  occur  in  it.  Tbere  are.  it  is  snid.  mure  than  1UU<J  betseen  the  Iioan 
and  the  frontier  of  Uosuia.  It  is  one  of  tbc  peciiliiirilies  of  the  limeatoneil 
vhich  these  mountains  consist,  in  disintegrate  in  [ilaces  and  to  be  cleft  1n 
fissures,  so  that  in  parts  thM-may  he  «aid  tn  Ik;  hollow.

The  forests  of  Tyrol  and  Styrin,  by  Iheir  nmgnitude  and  Dumber,  form  oi 
of  the  dittiaguiihias  features  of  those  coiiatriea,  iihea  compared  trith  Switzer- 
land.   Thej  coTcr  \av  middle  regioD  of  the  Alps,  and  eocroach  more  upou  the 
verge  of  ihe  cultivatt^  fields,  vhii:h  occupy  the  lower  part  of  ihe  valleys,  Than 
in  Switzerland. 

The  obaraclcr  of  the  ForesU  of  the  Austrian  Alps  bag  been  drawn  by  the 
niaslerly  pen  of  the  author  of  Valhek  : — 

"  Therv  ■wmnl  no  end  ro  lh«e  foreiti,  except  where  liillc  Irregutiir  ip 

faerbaee,  fed  bj  cattle,  lutervcned.    Whenever  we  gnbed  aa  eminenee,  i 

,    only  tadUeorer  more  ranges  of  dark  wood,  variegated  with  meadows  and  glit- 

j    lenng  strtoms.    While  clover,  and  n  profliGion  ofeweel-sccnied  flowei^  ciiithfl 

their  beak*:  above  waves  the  mountain  alh.elnwing  with  scarlet  berries;  and 

,     beyoiid  riiie  hills  and  rocks  and  mouulaiDS,  piled  upon  oiie  another,  and  frinptd 

with  fir  to  their  topmast  aecliviiies.     Perhaps  the  Norwegian  lliresu  alone 

equal  these  in  grandeur  luid  eitunl.    Those  whieli  cover  the  Swiss  Highland* 

rtirely  conviiy  snch  vast  ideas." 

It  uii|;htat  first  be  supposed  that  these  vast  slorehonses  of  timber,  from  iheiT 
f  xiremu  remotenera  and  the  difGcnlty  of  access,  would  hardly  beofaiijr  valott 
to  man,  and  that  the  trees  would  be  allowed  to  flonrish  and  rot.Dndistnrbed  b; 
the  axe,  on  the  tpiA  where  nature  sowed  them.  This  is  by  no  means  the  coael: 
(here  are  many  remote  diitricts  of  the  Austrian  Alps  where  timber  is  the  sole 
produce,  where  the  people  draw  their  subsistrncc  entirely  from  the  forest;  and' 
human  inanity  has  contrived  moans  by  which  the  stately  stem  of  the  T]^n>leM

lurch,  winch  has  growu  to  matoritj  close  to  the  glaciers  of  the  Ortler-Spiti  .  , 
traii^ned  to  the  arsenal  of  Venice,  or  the  port  of  Trieste ;  while  that  whiol 
bos  Iioarithed  near  the  fbuniain-bead  of  the  Stdzs  may  be  found  in  the  conr^ 
of  a  &»  months  from  the  time  when  it  has  quitted  its  native  forests  serving  M 
a  mast  to  some  vexsel  of  war  or  merchandise  on  the  Black  Sea. 

There  can  be  no  difficulty  in  the  trannwrt  of  the  timber  growing  on  th| 
borders  of  r  oiviplile  river;  but  it  is  a  different  thing  when  ii  grows  "'  •■■- ^B 
distance  of  meny  nilet  from  any  stream  capable  of  floating  a  log,  or  whe 
streams  ftow  in  adireelion  opposite  to  that  in  which  the  wood  is  to  be  carried. 

The  flnit  of  these  obstacles  is  overcome  by  means  of  slides  (called  liiescn)) 
•cmidreittar  irooglis  formed  of  six  or  eight  fir-trees  placed  side  by  side,  ani 
kntoothed  by  snapping  off  the  bark,  and  ezieuding  sometimes  a  leugth  of  mnnj 
miles.    They  ■reconstructed  so  as  to  preaervea  gradual  desceDt,BrenotalwDyf 
Kiraighl,  bat  are  made  to  curve  round  the  shonldera  of  the  monutaius,  beinp  tt 
times  carrifd  bi  ttmMti  through  projectinc  rocks,  and  at  others  couducied  ovo^ 
ravines  and  depmsion*  no  the  tops  nf  loll  stems,  like  (be  piers  of  a  bridge 
nntil  they  leminatv  on  the  borders  uf  some  stream  capable  of  carrying  then 
onwards.

Tb- 
greater  part  of  ilie  "ood  is  coianmcd  in  the  country  where  it  grows,  for  Fnd 
for  supplying  th«  sall*paus  and  mines,  or  in  converted  into  charcoal  f<ir  tbc 
smeltiu^  and  forging  of  iron.  But  it  constantly  happens  that  a  ridge  of  hifb 
mouDtains  intervenes  between  the  tbresis  sud  the  salt-works  or  fciniBccs;  ni 
that  the  timber  grows  near  to  sti'cams  flowiug  in  a  contraiy  direction  to  ib 

Kint  where  it  is  wsiitMl.  Under  such  cireuioslancei  the  trees,  instead  ol 
ing  thrown  dowu  from  the  heistit,  must  be  carried  up  the  aacent.  whickif 
of  eourss  much  more  difficult.  The  transport  is  theo  effected  by  means  of  a 
TMt  inclined  plane  (called  Uoliaufsug,  wDod-eleratar),  exIeodUig  frOm  tti 
bottom  of  the  valley  to  the  rammit  of  the  nearest  cliff  or  height  overhanging  it. 
A  nunilii'r  of  waggous  aru  coumvucted  to  run  up  and  down  it  iu  a  sun  of  ml- 
ruad;  wlieii  loaded,  they  are  atttiuhed  by  ropi'S  to  a  species  of  wiudloss.  com- 
niiiuicatiiig  with  a  watcr-vheel,  wliith  is  put  ii^  moliuu  by  turuiug  ou  it  iIk 
stream  of  a  moiiutuiii-torrent.  lly  this  mcaiiE  they  arc  raiEed  to  the  top  of  i 
precipice  many  humlred  fi^ct  high,  and  are  then  trsusported  down  the  oppodie 
side  in  the  usual  luauner. 

The  husilicss  -of  tlie  wiiodinaii  (Holskneelif)  affords  occupation  for  a  gnat 
number  of  person!.  They  !>et  out  early  in  spring  in  gauga,  and  repairing  la 
the  spot  nhere  tbe  wood  is  most  abundant  and  of  the  finest  growth,  Uiej  baild 
thcmseUes  rude  huts  of  logs  and  branches,  tind  l^egi□  lustily  to  ply  the  ue.

Different  proprielnrs  distinguish  the  wood  belongiDs  li 
each  of  tliem  hy  culUng  the  logs  of  a  pailicalar  length,  so  tbal  even  wha 
■ceral  owners  discharge  (heir  timber  into  the  river  at  the  same  time,  it  is  easil' 
sorted  and  apprapriutcd,  A  tax  of  a  certain  aum  upon  every  stack  of  wood  ji 
paid  ftir  the  use  uf  the  river  and  the  Mrvicca  of  tbe  woodmen.

the  inhabitnnls  of  the  Grodenlhal  carve  the  crucifixes,  &c.,  which  are  so 
aboadantly  dispersed  through  Tyrol;  and  the  pretty  toys  of  Berclilelgadenan 
of  the  same  material.

TOUR  OF  DALMATIA: — TRIESTE  TO 
CATTARO,  BT  LUSSIN  PICCOLO,  8ELYE, 
ZARA,  SEBENTCO,  SPALATO  (DIOCLE- 
TIAN'S palace),  MILNA,  LESINA, 
CDRZOLA,  AND  RAGU8A. 

Steamers  go  down  the  coast  from 
Trieste  to  Qittaro  twice  or  thrice  a 
week,  in  aboat  5  days,  touching  at  all 
the  ports  of  Dalmatia,  and  tarrying  se- 
Teral  hoars  at  the  principal.  They 
are  fairly  comfortable,  and  the  officers 
▼ery  ciTil.  The  times  of  starting  are 
altered  on  Oct.  1  for  the  winter  season. 
Provide  paper  money  at  Trieste :  it  is 
taken  everywhere  in  Dalmatia. 

Inns  are  few  and  bad,  bat  letters  of 
recommendation  will  generally  pro- 
cure lodgings. 

Dalmatia,  the  most  southern  pro- 
▼inoe  of  the  Austrian  Empire,  con- 
tMiag   about  450,000  Inhab.,   chiefly  i 
9/tfte  SXaFonJan  race,  and  speaking  a  I 


dialect  of  the  Slavonian  language, 
except  in  the  towns  on  the  sea-coast, 
the  long  connexion  of  which  with 
Venice  has  made  the  Italian  language, 
customs,  and  architecture  very  general. 
Of  old,  Dalmatia  formed  a  portion  of 
Illyricum,  and  passed  with  that 
country  under  the  sway  of  Rome.  In 
the  middle  ages  it  belonged  to  Hun- 
gary; but  in  the  15th  cent  it  fell 
unoer  the  power  of  the  Venetians, 
who  held  it  till  the  fall  of  Venice  in 
1797,  when  it  was  ceded  to  Austria. 
In  1805  Austria  ceded  Dalmatia  to 
the  French,  and  Napoleon  afterwards 
conferred  the  title  of  Duke  of  Dal- 
matia on  Marshal  Soult.  In  1814,  on 
the  downfall  of  Napoleon,  it  reverted 
to  Austria. 

Dalmatia  is  divided  into  the  four 
circles  or  departments  of  Zara,  Spalato, 
Ragusa,  and  Cattaro.  Zara  is  the 
capital  of  the  whole  province,  and  the 
residence  of  the  principal  civil  and  mili- 
tary authorities.  The  Dalmatians  are 
chiefly  Roman  Catholics,  but  about 
one  fourth  of  the  population  belongs  to 
the  Greek  Church.  Agriculture  is 
generally  very  backward;  a  larse 
quantity  of  corn  is  imported ;  and  the 
principal  exports  consist  of  oil,  figs, 
wine,  and  the  liqtteurs  Maraschino 
and  Rosoglio.  The  Dalmatian  moun- 
taineers are  still  wild  and  uncivilized 
in  their  dress  and  manners,  especially 
the  tribe  called  Morlacchi,  in  the 
circles  of  Zara  and  Spalato ;  but  the 
inhabitants  of  the  sea-coast  are  excel- 
lent seamen,  and  greatly  given  to  ship' 
building  and  commerce.  They  officer 
and  man  a  large  portion  of  the  imj^e 
rial  and  commercial  navy  of  Austria. 
(The  best  authority  on  Dalmatia,  &c, 
is  Sir  Gardner  Wilkinson's  learned 
work.) 

On  leaving  Trieste  the  steamers 
bound  for  Dsilmatia  pass  near  the 
coast  of  Istria,  and  within  sight  of  the 
chief  towns  and  villages  of  that  pro- 
montory.

Tiie 
water,  though  it  appears  green  in  the 
bath,  is  perfectly  colourless,  and,  if  pro- 
tected from  the  atmosphere,  remains  for 
days  wilhoac  leavin}!  any  deposit.

During  the  eanh(|uakt  at  Lisbon,  m 
1755,  the  waters  of  Teplitz  ceased  to 
flow  for  a  short  time,  and  aflerwards 
return  cd  blood-red  in  colour. 

The  umal  daily  routine  at  Teplitz 
during  tbe  season  is  as  fotlows :  —Tbe 
moniiiig  is  occupied  wiili  the  business 
ofbalhiDR;  al  11  tbe  baud  plays  at  the 
OaflensBnl.  and  tbe  avenues  behind 
the  palaco,  both  shady  and  open,  are 
thM^eJ  wiJi  anaokay.

Teplilx  is  decidedly  one  of  tbe  mori 
iHBhioQBbte  watering- places  of  Gem 
many,  frequented  nol  only  by  tbe  no<i 
bility  of  Prussia,  Russia,  and  Austria 
but  by  the  Sovereigns  of  those  countries 
and  by  tbe  Dukei,  Princes,  &e.,  ol 
smaller  states,  as  welt  as  by  the  mcm» 
bersof  moslof  the  Royal  and  Imperil) 
ramllies  in  Enrope.  This  was  moiv 
especially  the  case  daring  the  lifelimt 
of  the  late  King  of  Prussia,  who  n 
paired  Ibither  regularly  during  Ih 
season,  and  gave  itnponance  to  ill 
place  by  his  visits.

Prague  stands  in  a  hosin-Bhapnl 
Tillej-.  cnl  in  two  by  the  Moldau,  sur- 
rounded  on  sU  sides  by  nicks  or  emi- 
nences, upon  wiiose  slopes  tbe  buildings 
of  Ibe  town  rise  tier  above  tier  a$  they 
recede  fnini  the  water's  edge.  There 
it  something  of  Asiatic  splendour  in  the 
aspect  and  form  of  the  domes,  lurrela, 
and  spires,  which  rise  up  almost  with- 
iml  Diitnber  on  all  sides.  Hut  the  object 
which  riTcts  the  eye  at  once  il  the  im- 
posing mms  of  the  Hndschio,  the  pa- 
lace of  Ihe  Bohemiuu  Icin^  mnnina 
Along  the  crest  of  an  eminence,  and 
avcrti>(^ing  all  intermediate  buildings. 
It  is  hocked  hythe  heights  of  the  Lau- 
renii berg,  where  Ibe  pugan  Boheaiiana 
■re  said  to  have  celebrated,  in  ancient 
times,  the  riles  of  their  fire-worihip. 
Tboae  who  couTerted  them  lo  Chris- 
tianity, perceiving  the  difficulty  of  ha- 
nixing  altogi'tlicr  the  former  heathen- 
■fh  asKKiations  coQaected  wiib  the  spot. 
(ulHUtulcd  in  their  place  tbe  more  holy 
fires  which  cnnnimed  the  martyr  St 
Bwrenee.  whose  chorch  ii  built  there.

The  old  Wutch-toicer,  at  the  end  d 
the  bridgenexttfae  Altstadt,  ornamented 
with  sculptures  and  arms  of  Ihe  Coun- 
tries allied  with  Bohemia,  alone  pre- 
served that  pari  of  Ihe  lowu  from  railing 
into  the  bauds  of  tbe  Swedes  during  the 
Thirty  Years'  War,  lti49.  They  had 
quickly  mastered  the  Kleirucile,  ani^ 
their  attack  being  quite  unexpecledt 
the  bridge-gate  was  lo  ill-guarded,  thai 
they  hod  nearly  surprised  it.  when  ^

above  the  ttone  bridge: 

Along 
the  rt.  bank,  between  the  l»o  bridges, 
extends  tfae  Frammaquai,  and  open 
il  baa  been  erected  a  uoDuroeDtAl 
statue  on  horseback,  in  bronze,  of  the 
late  Emp.

Afttr  the  battle  of  the  White  Hill, 
in  Ili21,  in  which  the  cause  of  Ro- 
manism triumpbed  over  that  of  Pro- 
testantism, the  leadirs  of  the  party  who 
bad  supported  the  Elector  Predenck  V, 
were  executed  on  a  scaffold,  in  front  of 
the  Rathliaus,  to  the  nnmb«'  of  ST, 
eluding  ^  great  olEoers  and  nobln,  U 
councillors,  aad  several  magiatrat«B,  to- 
jtether  with  a  host  of  inferior  persons. 
The  heads  and  hands  of  those  of  nobl* 
birth  among  the  sufieren  were  stuck 
up  on  the  gale-lower  of  the  bridge.  In 
1633  a  similar  bloody  execution  took 
pluceof  1 1  officers  of  noble  rank,  and 
many  mare  of  inferior  quality,  who  had 
beentriedby  aconrt-martial.Bltheins- 
BestionarWallenstein,  for  their  cowatn- 
ice  in  nmning  away  at  Ibe  battle  of  Lut- 
len.

The  •  Cmlitdral  or  Worn,  dedicated  In 
Si.

A  Uaiiiersiti/  vas  re-established  here 
in  1827.  Itoccnpies  the  highest  spot 
in  the  town,  and  po«seBEes  b  Cue  Li- 
brary, Gontamiag  SO.OOO  Tolunies  and 
niaay  valuable  early-printed  liuoks. 
An  irreparable  injnry  was  indicted  on 
SIbtodIc  literature  by  (he  loss  uf  the 
ancient  library,  earned  away  by  the 
Sircdiih  genei^K  Tontenion  and  Wran- 
gel,  when  they  look  the  town.  This 
valuable  collection  of  booki  remaiaed 
till  Dear  the  end  of  the  last  ceiilnry  at 
Stralsund,  packed  up  in  readincGB  to  he 
conveyed  to  Sweden :  since  then  all 
traces  of  it  are  lost.

MatlreBses  are  required  by  those  nlmut  IQ 
penetrale  from  Hnagary  iuto  the  far  east  Mosqailo-Curlains  will  be  found  of 
.the  greatest  service  to  Itioee  who  descend  Ihe  Dauiube,  uid  who  value  ckia, 
aIeep.or  comfort,  since  myriads  of  Ihose  veuomous  insects  are  engendennl  on  the 
marshy  shores  of  tlie  river.  The  portmaiileau  should  be  waterproof,  or  provided 
with  a  tarpaulin. 

Fowls  are  always  to  be  hod  by  waiting  half  an  hour ;  iu  otlicr  respects  tha 
larders  of  the  country  inns  are  very  liadly  provided :  therefore  let  the  iraveller 
fur)ii«h  a  basket  with  cold  meat.  &c.,  and  take  several  bottle*  of  good  wine  from 
Peal,  or  wbilever  other  startiag-poinl  he  may  set  out  from.  The  (svourile  and 
natioDHl  dish  is  chicken,  seasoned  with  red  pepper  (capncums),  called  Paprika'* 
Ccirkc;  the  same  hot  seasoning  is  applied  lo  other  viaods.  and  the  Uste  for  it 
marks  the  Eastern  origiu  and  descent  of  the  Magyars.  A  Uluclt-lin  tea-kettle,* 
aud  tome  tea,  will  often  repiy  the  trouble  ofcarriage.  It  would  be  also 
advisable  to  take  plenty  of  Etont  rope;  the  wretidied  tackle  with  which  the 
borsei  are  fastened  ia  always  breaking. 

The  UMgarian  national  costume  is  very  picturesque  and  appropriate. 
Since  tS&8  it  has  been  nniversally  adopted  by  peasant,  cililcD,  BDd  ooble. 
It  consists  of  a  braided  block  frock  coal,  lighl-fltting  breeches,  hewion  bootl 
with  spars,  and  cap  (or  Kalpag)  with  a  heron's  plume  in  front. 

"The  climate  of  Han  vary  is  very  variable;  the  hottest  days  arc  ineoeeded  bj 
very  cold  aights;  and  the  traveller  will  uot  repent  if  he  provide  himself  with  k 
B'tnda  before  he  eels  out  on  a  journey.  This  is  a  oloak  of  sheep^in,  with  die 
hair  tamed  iuwards,  and  the  leather  ornamented  with  rude  embrcadery  and 
strips  of  gaudy  colours.  The  Magyar  peasant  rarely  abandons  it  summer  or 
winter;  it  seems  to  serve  nita  al  once  for  coat,  bed.  and  house.

military  authorities.  The  burgesse*  of  these  towna  are  moreover  exempted 
fhim  terviw  in  liie  Border  regiim-nts ;  bat  each  town  is  obliged  to  fiiruish  from 
1  10  e  (vnipanieiormilitis[laiidwehr],  which,  in  time  of  war,  are  called  out  and' 
employed  in  active  service  within  the  frontien.  With  the  exceptiou  of  theaa 
free  oommaDilie*,  the  tyilem  of  military  oolonisatiou  prevuiU  throughout  tlw' 
fhmiiers. 

The  leadinf^  principle  of  tbi*  ayttetn  is  that  every  malu  intubitant  of  thf 
military  ft«utier  is  a  soldier,  aa  well  as  citizen  or  peasant ;  not  merely  that  1m 
be  ready  to  serve  on  occasions,  but  to  puss  hi*  whole  life,  from  his  ISlh  to  hil 
eoth  year,  in  almost  uninterrupted  military  service.  Reckoning  thv  davi. 
passed  on  duly,  with  those  occupied  in  ^ing  to  and  reiuriiinE  fruui  bis  vaico> 

Kis,  which  are  ofteu  -i  days'  journey  from  his  bume,  the  borderer  (irr^aici'). 
not  much  more  ihaDone-third  of  the  year  at  bis  own  dispnai.  His  tervicv
